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PREFACE. 

The  winter  of  1696/7  was  severe  and  long  beyond  all  precedent, 
and  was  followed  by  a  very  sickly  summer.  Many  of  the  sick  having 
found  benefit  from  drinking  the  waters  of  the  Cool  Springs  in  St, 
Mary's  county  (near  the  site  of  the  present  Charlotte  Hall)  the  Assem- 
bly purchased  the  land  and  built  cabins  for  the  sick  poor,  providing  also 
Bibles  and  other  religious  books  for  their  use,  and  persons  to  read  to 
them. 

The  war  between  France  and  England  had  its  effects  on  this  side  the 
Atlantic.  Frontenac,  the  Governor  of  Canada  stimulated  the  Canadian 
Indians  to  harass  the  northern  English  settlements,  and  small  roving 
parties  perpetrated  various  murders,  some  of  which  the  English  charged 
to  their  friends,  the  Five  Nations.  An  uneasy  feeling  spread  through 
all  the  Indian  tribes,  and  extended  as  far  South  as  Maryland  and  Vir- 
ginia, though  no  serious  outbreak  occurred. 

The  name  Onondio  (p.  66)  given  to  the  governor  of  Canada,  had 
its  origin  from  the  following  circumstances.  When  Montmagny,  the 
second  governor,  assumed  his  office,  he  had  a  conference  with  chiefs  of 
all  the  Indian  tribes  allied  with  the  French.  On  their  asking  the  gov- 
ernor's name,  the  interpreter  translated  it  into  their  tongue,"  Onondio," 
which  signifies  **  Great  Mountain."  The  Indians  understood  this  to  be 
the  title  of  the  office,  and  thenceforth  called  every  French  governor 
Onondio. 

The  seas  at  this  time  were  much  infested  with  pirates,  and  many 
references  to  them  and  their  doings  occur,  particularly  to  the  notorious 
Every  or  Avery,  the  hero  of  many  a  truculent  story.  In  Philadelphia, 
it  is  said,  they  walked  the  streets  boldly,  strong  in  the  support  of  the 
merchants,  who  drove  a  profitable  trade  with  them. 

Considerable  space  is  given  to  the  affairs  of  the  turbulent  Cood  and 
his  abettors.  It  might  seem  that  the  profligate  and  blasphemous 
wretch,  whom  Nicholson  once  caned  with  his  own  hand  for  drunken 
brawling  in  church  (p.  452)  was  hardly  worth  the  governor's  attention. 
But  Cood  was  a  man  of  considerable  ability,  utterly  unscrupulous,  and 
a  vigorous  hater.     He  had  put  himself  at  the  head  of  the  revolution 
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which  overthrew  the  Proprietary  government,  and  in  virtue  of  this 
posed  to  the  English  government  as  the  champion  and  spokesman  of 
the  Protestant  party  in  Maryland.  The  State  Papers  show  that  he 
was  in  constant  correspondence  with  the  Board  of  Trade  and  the 
Secretaries  of  State,  plying  them  with  accusations  and  slanders  against 
the  governor  and  all  the  leading  men  against  whom  he  had  a  grudge. 
As  his  real  character  was  not  known  in  England,  and  he  invested  his 
reports  and  charges  with  a  plausible  circumstantiality  worthy  of  Defoe, 
he  was  capable  of  doing  much  mischief.  Nicholson  tried  to  lay  hold 
of  him,  but  he  fled  to  Virginia,  where  he  was  sheltered  by  Governor 
Andros. 

A  number  of  papers  of  historical  importance  were  recently  discovered, 
by  the  means  of  Henry  F.Thompson,  Esq.,  in  the  Public  Record  Office, 
London,  and  such  of  these  as  are  included  in  the  present  volume  are 
distinguished  by  the  letters  P.  R.  O.  in  the  margin.  Several  documents 
from  the  same  source  which  were  discovered  too  late  to  be  printed 
under  their  proper  dates,  have  been  added  as  an  appendix.

Since  W"*  time  not  having  Reed:  any  thing  from 
you,  We  shall  in  the  first  place  confirm  what  we 
then  advised  you,  Viz*  That  the  Design  of  Seding  Admiralty 
Courts  in  all  his  Ma^  Plantacons  (Proprieties  as  well  as  others) 
is  still  Carryed  on,  and  we  doubt  not  but  will  be  shortly 
effected:  By  w^*"  means  we  Suppose  the  Occasion  th'  you 
formerly  mentioned  for  an  Exchequor  Court,  &  for  attaining 
of  Juries  will  not  only  be  taken  away  in  the  Province  of  Mary- 
land but  a  great  Check  given  to  the  Progress  of  illegal  Trade 
in  other  places. 

In  the  next  place,  we  are  to  acquaint  you  that  three  Ministers 
M'  Rich**  Sewell,  M'  Thomas  Cockshut,  and  M'  Stephen 
Bordley  having  been  appointed  by  the  Lord  Bishop  of  London 
for  the  Province  of  Maryland,  but  not  having  had  the  Accus- 
tomed allowance  of  20"*  a  peice  towards  the  defraying  of  their 
charges,  out  of  his  Ma^  Treasury  here  his  ma'^  has  been 
pleased  to  direct  Us  to  write  to  you  that  the  ^  sum  of  20*** 
a  peice  be  paid  to  Each  of  them,  after  their  Arrivall  there,  out 
of  such  money  as  may  be  Spared  from  the  other  Vses  of  the 
Governm* 

But  now  we  must  go  on  to  acquaint  you  with  other  things  p.  91 
of  publick  Concernment,  w*""*  are  Comon  to  that  with  other 
Colonies  and  Plantations — His  Ma^  has  been  pleased,  upon 
Complaints  th*  have  been  laid  before  him  of  the  irregular 
conduct  of  Some  of  the  Comanders  of  his  Ships  of  Wair 
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Lib.  H.D.  in  the  Plantations  to  Order  Expressly  that  all  the  Coffian- 
ders  of  his  Ships  that  are  Sent  to  any  of  his  Plantacons 
for  the  Defence  and  Service  thereof;  be  under  the  direction 
of  the  Govern"  of  each  of  those  respective  Plantations  during 
their  Continuance  there:  And  further  that  when  any  Cap*  or 
Comander  of  any  of  his  Ships,  in  any  of  the  s"^  Plantations 
shall  have  Occasion  for  Seamen  to  serve  on  Board  the  Ships 
under  their  Cornand,  they  make  their  Application  to  the 
Govern"  or  Comanders  in  Cheif  of  his  ma**  Plantations 
respectively;  To  whom  as  Vice  Admiralls  his  Ma^  is  pleased 
to  Commit  the  Sole  Power  of  impressing  Seamen  in  any  of 
his  Plantations  in  America,  or  in  Sight  of  any  of  them:  Such 
Govern"  or  Coinanders  in  Cheif  being  at  the  Same  time  re- 
quired  upon  such  application  to  take  Care  that  his  ma^  s"^  Ships 
of  Warr  be  furnished  with  the  Number  of  Seamen  that  may  be 
Necessary  for  his  Ma"  Service,  on  board  the  s**  Ships  from 
time  to  time. 

Upon  Complaints  also  that  have  been  laid  before  his  Ma'^ 
of  the  dispeopleing  of  Severall  of  his  Colonies  Occasioned  by 
the  Over  kind  reception  th*  has  been  given  in  Others  to 
Deserters  and  ffugitives,  His  Ma^  being  Sensible  how  much 
th*  Practice  is  Contrary  to  the  Interest  of  the  whole  has 
Comanded  us  to  write  to  his  Severall  Govern"  in  all  his  Col- 
onies and  Provinces  in  America,  that  they  take  Care  in  each  of 
their  respective  Governm"  that  effectuall  Laws  be  made  against 
the  Receiving  &  harbouring  not  only  of  Deserters  but  5Uso  of 
such  ffugitives  as  leave  any  of  his  Plantations  contrary  to  the 
Laws  provided  for  th*  Purpose  in  each  Plantacon  respectively: 
Which  Order  we  have  already  communicated  to  Some,  and  are 
Continuing  to  do  it  to  others  as  opportunity  Offers:  And  you  are 
therefore  likewise  in  the  Same  manner  required  to  Serve  it. 
And  whereas  further  Complaints  have  been  made  to  his  Ma*^ 
from  Severall  places  (especially  from  Jamaica)  that  the  great 
Temptation  to  Piracy  by  the  entertainm*  given  to  Pyrates  in 
some  places,  has  been  another  means  of  Seducing  their  In- 
habitants from  them;  And  his  Ma'^  being  highly  sensible  how 
much  such  practices  tend  to  the  dishon'  of  the  English  Name 
and  Nation  (tho  we  have  not  any  thing  before  us  imputed 
particularly  to  Maryland)  We  are  Obliged  nevertheless  to 
acquaint  you  with  his  Ma^  Generall  Orders  upon  th*  Occasion 
p.  92  Which  are  th*  we  should  strictly  require  the  respective 
Govern"  of  all  his  Plantations  to  be  very  Careful!  tfiat  no 
Pyrates  or  Sea  Robbers  be  anywhere  Sheltered  or  Entertain'd 
under  the  Severest  penalties;  And  w*'^  we  therefore  accord- 
ingly require  yo'  observation. 

There  is  another  generall  head  also,  upon  which  we  are  to 
Signifye  to  you  his  Ma^  pleasure.  And  that  is  the  observation 
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of  the  Quota  appointed  by  her  late  Ma*^  of  Blessed  memory  for  Lib.  h.  d. 
the  Defence  of  the  ffrontiers  of  New  York;  which  Regulation 
having  been  very  unequally  comply 'd  with  (and  by  Maryland 
but  in  Some  Small  measure)  his  Ma'^  does  Expect  that  all  th^  are 
comprehended  therein  should  punctually  contribute  their  respec- 
tive proportions  either  in  Men  or  Money,  from  time  to  time,  as 
occasion  asks;  Which  we  are  accordingly  obliged  to  require 
of  you  as  others. 

Some  Acts  past  in  the  Generall  Assembly,  and  other  Publick 
papers  of  that  Province  (amongst  w""*"  is  the  Address  relating 
to  Collonel  Copleys  Estate)  lye  yet  under  Consideracon;  and 
you  shall  in  due  time  be  acquainted  what  is  done  thereupon  so 
we  bid  you  very  heartily  ffarewell.

Having  Signified  also  that  an  End  is  put  to  the  New  York 
Affair  which  he  hopes  will  be  to  the  generall  Satisfaction  & 
liking  of  the  Countrey  &*^  They  will  take  Care  to  Comunicate 
the  same  to  the  Assembly  at  their  meeting  as  well  as  the 
other  Matt"  and  will  Continue  to  Recommend  to  them  to 
make  him  a  suitable  Return  for  what  he  has  done  already  and 
shall  hereafter  do  for  the  Service  of  this  his  Ma**  Province.

York  to  his  to  lay  before  you  the  wrong  and  injury  the  people 
acSoftbe  of  New  England  have  lately  done  to  some  of  our 
Councill  there  Broth:  in  apprehending  ill  treating  and  executing 
(not  only  upon  Malice  but  ill  ground  of  Suspicion)  two  of 
them  the  Report  we  Received  it  as  foUowes  Viz* 

Some  weekesagoe  a  party  of  New  England  men  with  Eight 
morekans  (Indians  that  inhabite  on  the  Sea  Shore)  found 
between  Hatfeild  and  the  mill  a  Christian  kill'd  Scalpt  and 
his  Shirt  and  coat  cutt  up  his  stockins  &  shoes  taken  away, 
when  the  News  of  this  Came  to  the  Village  a  party  of 
Christians  with  the  s"*  morekans  went  out  to  seek  after  the 
murderer  and  pursuid  a  Tract  so  ffarr  till  they  had  lost  it  and 
their  provisions  being  alsoe  spent  were  forced  to  Return  the 
same  day.  llie  day  following  the  same  party  taking  more 
provisions  went  forth  and  found  the  tracts  again  which  brought 
them  to  the  ffoot  of  the  high  bergh  where  they  spyed  Severall 
tracts  but  all  divided  whereupon  the  s**  party  dispersed  them- 
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selves  several!  ways  and  some  of  them  finding  a  Ittde  hutt  Lib.  h. 
thereabouts  which  four  of  our  Brothers  had  made  for  their 
conveniency  of  hunting  they  immediately  surrounded  it  where 
they  Surprized  three  of  the  Brothers  (the  flFourth  being  out  a 
hunting)  and  straitway  tyed  them  soon  after  the  flFourth  Brother 
returning  and  Coming  Nere  the  s**  hutt  heard  a  noise  which  he 
apprehended  to  be  the  flFrench  Onnogunge  Indians  and  th' 
their  House  was  cutt  oflF  upon  which  he  made  the  best  of 
his  way  to  Hatfield  where  there  was  then  20:  or  thirty  of 
their  Women  and  children  whom  he  inform'd  that  his  three 
Comerads  were  killd  by  the  Enemy.  In  the  mean  time  the 
English  tyed  two  of  the  Brothers  to  a  tree  and  whipt  them 
severely  to  make  them  confess  the  youngest  first  being  ab* 
thirteen  or  flfourteen  Years  of  Age  named  Pamaranessit  twice 
he  possitively  told  them  he  knew  nothing  of  the  matter  they 
took  him  a  third  time  and  lashed  him  soe  cruelly  that  he  was 
not  able  to  live  under  it  so  to  flFree  himself  from  such  con- 
tinual! punishm*  he  Cryed  out  and  say'd  it  was  the  Brother  p-  469 
that  was  out  a  hunting  that  did  the  mischeif  upon  which 
informacon  they  ceased  from  Whipping  him  any  longer  and 
upon  the  Conffession  of  the  Boy  the  English  calld  the  prin- 
cipal! of  the  Morekans  and  Say'd  unto  th"  you  would  not 
believe  these  Indians  had  done  this  murder  but  Come  and 
hear  their  own  conflTession  whereupon  they  replyed  its  true  the 
boy  confesses  but  its  forced  from  him  by  the  severity  of  the 
Strockes  he  has  Received. 

After  this  the  English  whipt  Quinepack  (aged  ab*  30  Years) 
very  Severely  to  make  him  also  Confess  the  same  but  he 
Answer'd  them  you  may  whip  me  as  long  as  you  please,  I  am 
not  a  boy  as  the  other  but  a  Soldier  We  serve  the  same  God, 
if  you'l  take  my  blood  upon  you,  you  may  kill  me  if  you  please 
or  burn  me  in  the  flire ;  it  shall  not  make  me  confess  a  false 
thing. 

The  English  and  their  parties  returning  to  hatfeild  found 
Marrinus  (ab*  23  Years  of  Age  that  Brother  which  had  been 
out  a  hunting  there  who  was  Accused  by  the  Boy  whom  they 
immediately  pinnoned  together  with  Manquocklas  Tone  of  the 
three  Brothers  taken  in  the  Hutt  (about  20  Years  of  Age)  and 
Caryed  them  to  Hadley  where  tliey  tyed  both  the  Brothers  to 
a  tree  with  a  linnen  cloath  over  their  Eyes. 

The  English  used  many  ways  to  flforce  a  confession  from 
them  but  they  always  answer'd  we  are  innocent  and  if  you'l 
take  our  blood  upon  you  we  are  Contended;  and  so  they 
were  both  Shot  to  Death. 

Our  other  two  Brothers  are  still  Confined  prison"  at  North* 
ampton  in  New  England. 

Father  Cajenquirago. 
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Lib.  H.  D.  .  It  is  no  more  than  hatred  and  malice  that  the  English  of 
that  Colony  has  against  us  for  this  Summer  the  ffrench 
Indians  had  killed  two  Christians  at  Deerfield  and  Carryed 
away  ffour  prison"  they  laid  that  mischief  also  upon  us  but  it  is 
now  well  knowne  that  the  Same  party  upon  their  Return  to 
Canida  kill'd  Juriaen  &  Sence  others  of  the  ffive  Nations. 
Father  Cajenquirago. 

We  begg  that  we  may  have  Satisfaction  for  this  injury  done 
us  and  that  our  two  Brothers  now  in  Custody  may  be 
Released  and  the  rest  of  our  people  sent  Home  to  Us  in 
Safety.

Sent  by  Sagaedaieendon,  an  Oneyde  Cap*  with  a  Belt  of 
Wampum. 

Brethern 

I  let  you  know  by  this  Bearer  Sagaedaieendon,  and  this 
belt  of  Wampum  which  I  send  you,  that  I  am  at  Albany,  to 
adjust  my  Duty  to  the  great  King  of  England  my  Master,  and 
to  Answer  the  desire  of  his  Subjects  in  this  place ;  To  assert 
the  Regard  1  have  to  the  Covenant  Chain  by  covering  you, 
my  Brethren,  from  the  Insults  of  the  ffrench  Govern'  of  Canada 
and  by  defending  Albany. 

You  must  not  therefore  be  ffrightened  by  Threats  or  Brags 
of  Onondio,  that  Govern',  but  follow  my  directions,  by  which 
you  will  be  Safe. 

Keep  out  good  Videts  and  Scouts,  that  you  be  not  Sur- 
prised, as  formerly.  That  ffrench  Govern'  cannot  hurt  you,  if 
you  are  awake  and  have  Armes  in  yo'  hands. 

Suffer  not  yo'  Young  men  to  hunt  too  ffarr  from  home,  and 
always  have  messingers  ready  for  an  imediate  dispatch  to 
them,  upon  any  approach  of  the  Enemy. 
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To   the    Brethren  of   the  Oneydes,  with  Seven  hands  of  Lib.  h.  d. 
Wampum  by  the  Same  Messinger. 
Brethren  Oneydes. 

I  was  very  much  Surprized  (upon  my  Arrivall  at  Albany) 
to  hear,  that  you  Suffered  two  Indians  sent  from  Oiiondio,  the 
Govern'  of  Canada,  to  Return  from  that  place,  before  they 
were  brought  to  me,  which  is  not  according  to  yo' Promise 
made,  When  I  last  saw  you. 

You  then  told  me,  you  would  send  those  Indians  to  me, 
that  I  might  examine  them,  and  know  what  Message  or  Busi- 
ness they  had. 

But  I  hear  they  have  carryed  away  some  of  yo'  flfamilies 
into  the  ffrench  Governm*. 

And  Since  you  have  (contrary  to  yo'  promise)  Suffered 
those  ffrench  Indians  to  goe  back,  I  Require  you  to  let  me 
know  their  Errand,  what  proposalls  they  make  to  you,  and 
what  answer  you  returned  to  them. 

And  for  the  ffuture,  I  do  expect  that  you  hold  no  Corre- 
spondence  with  the  Govern'  of  Canada,  or  receive  any  Mes- 
sage from  him  or  his  Indians. 

And  in  Case  any  of  yo'  Brethren  should  be  drawn  off  by  p.  471 
those  Indians,  or  other  the  ffrench,  or  desert  yo'  Castles,  that 
you  should  pursue  them  without  loss  of  time,  and  treat  them 
as  Enemies;  Given  at  Albany  November  25'**  1696.

Nations,  to  his  Ex"^  CoH:  Benjamin  flfletcher,  his  Ma"  Cap'

Albany,  with  his  following  Answer  December  22***  1696. 
Cajenquirago. 

I  Delivered  the  Belt  of  Wampum  I  received  from  you  for 
the  flfive  Nations,  with  the  Message  to  the  Mohaques,  Oneydes, 
and  Onondages,  the  Cajouges,  &  Sennekes  (the  ffarthermost 
Nations)  not  being  p'sent  but  the  Brethren  have  sent  it  for- 
ward to  them,  by  a  sure  hand. 

You  are  to  Expet  an  Answer  upon  it  from  the  whole 
Canasoeni  (i:  e.  the  whole  ffive  Nations)  in  the  mean  time  the 
afores**  Three  Nations  return  you  their  hearty  Thanks  for  yo' 
good  Advice,  to  send  out  scouts,  and  to  keep  their  young  men 
near  Home,  which  they  will  observe;  and  if  attacked  by  the 
Enemy,  will  stand  their  ground;  and  if  you  are,  shall  be  ready 
to  Come  to  your  Assistance,  if  Required. 

Cajenquirago— I  delivered  the  Seven  hands  of  Wampum 
with  the  message  you  sent  by  me  particularly  to  the  Oneydes. 
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Lib.  H.  D.  ffirst,  They  told  me  they  were  very  Sorry  to  hear  you  should 
be  troubled  about  ffrench  messingers:  They  say,  its  true,  they 
were  in  their  Castle,  and  drew  off  with  them,  ffive  men  and 
ten  or  twelve  Squaws,  but  they  were  all  Affected  to  the  ffrench, 
their  Relacons  being  in  Canada. 

That  if  any  such  thing  shall  happen  for  the  ffuture,  accord- 
ing to  yo'  directions,  will  pursue  and  treat  them  as  the  Enemy. 

That  the  Proposicons  made  to  them  by  the  messing"  from 
the  Govern'  of  Canada,  was. 
Children. 

By  my  last  March  in  yo'  Country  I  only  whipt  you  a  little 
would  not  kill  you. — And  I  must  tell  you,  if  you  hold  obstinate, 
and  not  Submit  yo'  Selves  to  me  Speedily,  but  will  depend 
upon  Cajenquirago,  and  take  his  Advice  longer,  I  will  come 
and  destroy  you;  therefore  you  had  best  leave  yo'  castles  and 
repair  to  Kagnovego  (i.  e.  a  Small  ffort  near  Mount  Royall) 
where  you  may  live  as  well,  and  have  the  same  priviledges  as 
you  have,  where  you  are  now. 

Children,  I  must  farther  tell  you  I  will  Come  this  winter  and 
cutt  off  Albany,  ffight  Cajenquirago,  and  kill  him;  therefore 
p-  47a  let  me  Advise  you,  never  to  have  more  dependance  on  him. 

They  Answered  Onondio,  meaning  the  Govern'  of  Canada. 
You  talk  of  killing  Us,  but  we  are  yet  alive,  and  never  had  yet 
the  oportunity  of  a  ffair  battle  with  you. 

If  you  can  kill  Cajenquirago,  and  destroy  Albany,  as  you 
tell  us,  we  shall  then  be  at  some  loss  what  to  do;  but  we 
believe,  if  you  Venture  to  ffight  Cajenquirago,  he  may  have  as 
great  strength  as  you,  and  will  keep  his  ground. 

Therefore  as  lone  as  he  stands  upon  his  legs  we  will  be  firm 
to  him  and  depend  Vpon  him,  but  if  he  fall,  or  leave  us, 
possibly  we  may  come  over  to  you. 

I  certifye  that  this  is  taken  by  me  from  the  Indian  Interpreters, 
as  it  was  Rendered  in  Dutch.

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Sir  Thomas  Lawrence  to  the  Board  p.  r.  q. 

of  Trade  Maryland.  3. 

Anapolis  March  25'**  1697. 

Here  I  found  his  Excellency  in  good  health,  carrying  on  a 
fair  house,  for  the  publick  Administration  of  lustice,  and  all 
the  offices  of  business  in  the  Country;  a  fine  brick  building ' 
which  will  now  be  accompanied  with  a  fine  Church  which  will 
cost  1000^',  and  a  publick  School  500"  both  now  in  hand  and 
our  Contributions  ready;  But  the  Reversal  of  the  two  Acts  for 
Establishing  of  Religion  and  the  Free  Schools,  had  put  our 
Assembly  so  out  of  humour,  That  if  his  excellency  had  not 
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p.  R.  o.  with  great  Address  gott  them  speedily  Reenacted  all  his 
Maryland.  3.  Generous  Dessigns  for  the  Good  of  this  Country,  were  in 
danger  of  miscarrying;  they  are  now  sent  back  to  be  pre- 
sented again  to  his  Ma*^  and  to  your  Lo^  in  Councill  with  an 
humble  Address;  tho  iL  not  penn'd  as  they  ought,  his  Ma^^ 
would  be  pleased  to  give  Directions  in  what  sort,  they  shall 
pass  his  Royal  Assent;  but  it  is  a  wonder  here  that  M'  Popple 
has  not  given  us  timely  notice  how  to  make  our  Addresses 
and  Applications;  Many  matters  was  left  unfinished  at  my 
Coming  away  from  England  there  was  a  memorial  concerning 
severall  advices  notices  &  proposals.  Relating  to  the  Advan- 
tage of  the  Kings  Service  in  this  and  the  adjacent  Collonyes, 
presented  to  yo'  Lo**  by  his  Excellencys  Order,  and  Referred 
by  yo'  Lo^  to  the  Com"  of  the  Customes,  and  by  them  to  the 
Merchants  in  which  advice  was  given  that  the  Planting  of 
Cotton  and  the  Encourageing  of  the  Manufactoring  of  it  in 
Virginia  by  S' Edmund  Andros,  and  others  seem'd  prejudicial 
to  the  Planting  of  Tobacco  and  to  his  Ma****  Interest,  both  in 
England  and  there  and  this  Collony,  This  gave  great  distast 
to  some  in  London,  who  were  friends  to  &  Edmund  Andrews 
and  had  land  here,  they  have  sent  Copys  of  tlie  Memorial 
into  Virginia  Endeavouring  to  cast  an  odium  upon  his  Excel- 
lency as  an  Informer,  and  an  Enemy  to  the  benefit  and  Interest 
of  the  Country,  The  presenting  of  which  has  been  also  so  far 
improved  by  some  Hott  and  factious  Spirits  in  our  late 
Assembly,  that  tho  I  was  of  their  opinion  before  and  had  now 
Recovered  for  them  300"  S'  Edmund  Andros  had  taken  from 
our  Collony,  200"  of  which  is  applyed  to  the  building  our  free 
School,  and  given  a  fair  Acco'  of  all  my  negotiation.  Give  me 
leave  to  remark  one  thing,  I  doubt  yo'  Lo"^  were  surprized  by 
sending  the  Memorial,  Entire  to  the  Comm"  of  the  Customes, 
or  they  were  so  by  sending  it  to  the  Merch"  since  there  are 
some  things  in  it  not  so  fitt  for  the  Merch**  or  Common 
persons  to  know  but  the  end  of  this  is  to  lett  me  know  what 
ludgment  is  past  upon  it,  because  there  has  been  so  much 
noise  about  it

'^"foi";  I  have  the  honour  to  receive  your  Lordships  Letter  of  Sept' 
Foi.  20  25**"  1696,  and  shall  endeavour  according  to  my  duty  to 
returne  your  Lordships  an  Answer  to  all  your  Lord"^  Com- 
mands therein  so  far  as  at  present  tis  possible.  His  Most 
Sacred  Majesty  having  authorized  and  constituted  your  Lord- 
ships Commissioners  for  promoting  the  Trade  of  England,  and 
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for  inspecting  and  improving  his  Plantations  in  America  and  p.  r.  o. 
elsewhere,  it  is  to  the  great  and  generall  satisfaction  of  this  Maryland,  9. 
his  Majesty's  Province,  and  of  my  self  in  particular. 

I  humbly  beg  leave  to  give  your  Lordships  a  brief  account 
of  this  his  Majesty's  province;  before  the  happy  Revolution. 
Whilst  My  Lord  Baltimore  resided  in  the  Country  all  things 
were  pretty  quiet,  but  when  his  Lordship  went  away,  he  left 
the  Government  in  the  hands  of  the  Councill,  the  principal  of 
which  were  Papists,  and  they  had  generally  the  places  of 
profit  and  Trust,  and  the  Quakers  were  in  the  Assemblyes 
and  other  places  in  the  Government  As  for  the  Church 
Governm^  it  was  in  the  hands  of  some  Jesuits  and  Priests:  the 
chief  place  of  their  residence  was  within  two  miles  of  S*  Mary's, 
where  they  have  a  good  brick  Chappell,  and  about  5  or  6 
woodden  ones  in  other  places  of  the  Country.  Of  priests,  and 
Jesuits  there  is  commonly  six  or  seaven  in  the  Countrey,  and 
they  have  severall  good  plantations  to  live  upon;  but  I  sup- 
pose they  have  allowances  from  England  and  other  places,  and 
from  the  people  of  their  perswasion  in  this  Countrey.  The 
Quakers  are  also  dispersed  all  over  the  Countrey,  but  more 
numerous,  and  also  have  more  places  for  their  worship.  There 
were  seldom  above  3  or  4  Clergymen  of  the  Church  of  England 
that  resided  in  the  Countrey,  and  they  had  no  certaine  main- 
tenance, but  only  by  voluntary  contributions,  by  which  way 
also  the  places  for  the  publick  worship  of  God,  according  to 
the  Church  of  England,  were  built. 

Sabbath  breaking,  Cursing,  swearing,  and  profane  talking; 
some  of  the  Men  having  two  wives,  and  some  of  the  women 
two  husbands,  whoring  and  drinking,  especially  the  last  were 
too  much  practiced  in  the  Countrey,  and  seldom  any  were  pun- 
ished for  these  Sins.  Few  Schools,  and  those  but  very  mean 
ones  either  for  Master  or  House:  But  the  Jesuits  and  Priests 
had  some,  especially  one  brick  one  at  S^  Mary's.  After  my 
Lord  Baltimore  went  for  England,  the  Courts  of  Justice  were 
very  delatory,  and  the  people  were  fined  by  Law,  and  became 
sureties  for  one  another,  as  also  for  strangers  on  Navigation 
bonds,  and  upon  severall  other  occasions;  yet  very  seldom 
were  the  Fines  collected,  or  the  Bonds  put  in  suit  I  suppose 
the  Jesuits  and  priests  were  willing  to  have  a  very  loose  Gov* 
ernment  both  in  Church  and  State,  that  they  might  bring  the 
people  to  be  Atheists,  in  order  to  make  them  Papists.  To 
accomplish  which  I  suppose  they  would  not  have  mett  with 
great  opposition;  by  reason  that  the  Major  part  of  the  Countrey 
was  first  seated  but  by  an  indifferent  sort  of  people. 

The  time  betwixt  my  Lord  Baltimore's  Government,  and 
the  arrival  of  his  Majesty's  Governour  the  late  ColP  Copley, 
was  very  unsettled,  and  the  Government  very  loose,  but  the 
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p.  R.  o.  publick  Debts  of  the  Countrey  grew  great,  and  others  also, 
Maryland,  9.  especially  those  to  my  Lord  Baltimore  upon  account  of  his 
Quitt  rents. 

Whilst  his  Excellency  Governor  Copley  lived,  all  the  Debts 
were  not  paid,  neither  were  any  so  during  the  time  that  his 
Excellency  S'  Edmund  Andros  his  Majesty's  Lieutenant  and 
Governor  of  Virginia  took  upon  him  this  Government.  Tho 
there  be  an  annual  charge  for  the  maintenance  of  his  Majesty's 
Honourable  Councill,  Burgesses,  lustices  of  the  Provincial,  and 
County  Courts,  Rangers  &c  which  are  paid  in  Tobacco,  and 
levyed  "p  pol.  So  that  when  it  pleased  God  that  I  arrived 
here  with  the  honour  of  having  his  Majestys  gracious  Com- 
mission to  be  his  Governour  of  this  his  Majesty's  Province,  I 
found  it  very  much  in  debt;  and  I  dare  venture  to  say  not  very 
well  setled  either  in  the  Church,  Civil,  or  Military  Govern- 
ment. But  according  to  his  Majesty's  Royall  Commission  and 
Instructions  to  me,  I  have  endeavoured  to  new  modell  them,  as 
will  appeare  by  the  Severall  Journalls  of  Councills,  Assembly 
and  Laws,  during  the  time  that  I  have  had  the  honour  to  be 
his  Majesty's  Governor  here,  which  have  been  sent  to  the 
Lords  of  the  late  Committee  of  Trade  and  Plantations,  together 
with  my  letters.  Papers  &c.  And  by  this  Fleet  is  transmitted 
to  your  Lordships  by  his  Majesty's  Secretary  of  this  Province 
S'  Tho:  Laurence  the  Duplicates  of  the  Journals  of  Councill, 
Assembly,  and  Laws  (which  your  Lordships  do  me  the  great 
honour  to  write  me  that  you  have  received)  as  also  of  those 
since,  with  papers  of  other  affairs  concerning  this  his  Majesty's 
Province. 

I  herewith  most  humbly  transmit  to  your  Lordships  an 
account  of  the  parishes  &c  in  Ws. 

There  was  a  Law  passed  in  the  late  Governor  Copley's  time 
for  establishing  the  Church  of  England  &c  which  his  Majesty 
in  Councill  the  ii'^'of  March  1695/6  was  pleas'd  to  disap- 
prove and  disallow  of  &c;  But  there  is  another  now  sent  to 
your  Lordships,  and  you  may  please  to  see  by  the  lournals  of 
Assembly,  what  difficulties  I  met  with  about  it  When  I 
came  hither  I  found  very  few  of  the  Churches  built  according 
to  the  former  Act  of  Assembly;  but  I  hope  in  God  that  they 
will  be  all  finished  this  year,  and  then  we  shall  want  Clergy- 
men, and  a  Commissary  to  inspect  the  Church  affairs,  for 
whose  maintenance  an  Act  is  passed,  and  now  sent  to  your 
Lordships.  My  Lord  Bishop  of  London  hath  promised  to 
send  an  able  Commissary  and  some  good  Clergymen,  as  also 
School  Masters  for  the  Free  Schools,  for  establishing  of  which, 
there  was  an  Act  passed,  which  his  Majesty  was  pleased  to 
disapprove  &  disallow  of  &c  But  there  is  now  sent  to  your 
Lordships  another  supplicatory  Act*  for  Free  Schools,  wherein 
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tis   most  humbly  submitted  to  his  Majesty  to  appoint  what  p.  R.  o. 
more  trustees  and  Governors  he  shall  in  his  great  wisdom  ^^anritnd,  9. 
see  necessary. 

With  most  humble  Submission  to  Your  Lordships  great 
judgments,  I  think  the  most  likely  way  for  converting  the 
Indians  to  the  Christian  Religion,  and  bringing  them  to  live 
amongst  us  in  a  setled  way,  and  learne  our  language  in  order 
to  be  made  more  useful  to  this  his  Majesty's  Province,  and 
putting  a  stop  to  the  Papists,  and  Quakers  and  bringing 
them  over  to  the  reformed  Religion,  and  to  make  those  that 
are  already  Protestants  better  in  their  lives  and  morals;  will 
be  by  erecting  Free  Schools,  wherein  both  English  and  Indian 
boys  may  be  bred  up  scholars,  and  fitted  for  his  Majesty's 
Royall  CoUedge  of  William  &  Mary  in  Virginia.  The  Ac- 
count of  which  is  designed  (God  willing)  to  be  given  by  us 
the  trustees  of  the  said  Colledge,  to  his  Excellency  S'  Edmund 
Andros  according  to  your  Lordships  directions  to  him.  For  I 
humbly  beg  leave  to  observe  to  your  Lordships,  that  it  is  some 
charge  to  his  Majesty,  to  supply  these  parts  with  Ministers, 
and  Schoolmasters,  his  Majesty  being  graciously  pleased  to 
allow  twenty  pounds  to  each  of  them  for  their  transportation, 
without  which  his  Majesty's  bounty,  I  suppose  very  few  of 
them  would  be  able  to  transport  themselves.  There  is  often 
very  great  want,  and  now  especially  of  good  Clergymen  and 
Schoolmasters  in  these  parts  of  the  World;  and  I  will  not 
venture  to  answer  for  some  of  their  abilities,  lives  and  conver- 
sations 

I  hope  (God  willing)  to  be  able  by  the  next  Fleet  to  give 
your  Lordships  an  account  of  a  pretty  good  Church  and 
School  being  nigh  finished  in  this  place. 

In  N""  2  is  a  List  of  the  Names  of  his  Majesty's  Honourable 
Councill  &c. 

Severall  of  the  principal  Inhabitants  of  this  province  are  not 
qualified  by  Law  to  serve  his  Majesty  in  any  Imployment, 
which  makes  it  very  difficult  for  me  to  supply  them  with  good 
men.    But  the  names  of  some  are  put  down  at  the  end  of 
N"*  2  pag.  9,  in  which  are  the  number  of  Taxables  for  the 
years  1694,  ^695,  1696.     It  hath  never  yet  been  the  Custome 
of  this  Countrey  to  distinguish  the  Taxables  by  Free  men. 
Servants,  and  Negros,  and  tis  not  possible  now  to  send  them 
to  your  Lordships,  but  I  intend  to  give  Orders  that  the  Taxables 
be  so  distinguished,  and  if  I  can  to  have  the  Number  of  Pap- 
ists and  Quakers.     And  in  the  said  paper  is  an  Account  of 
what  Indians  reside  in  this  province,  as  also  Copies  of  some  FoI  :  81 
late   Orders  about  the   Indians.    We  have  had  no  further  FoI:  82, 83, 
Treaty  with  the  Senniquos,  Susquihanits,  and  Shevano  Indians        *^'  ^^ 
since  my  last,  but  expect  to  hear  further  of  them  this  May. 
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p.  R.  o.  M'  Edward   Boothby   one  of  the    Burgesses  for  Baltimore 

Maryland,  9.  County  who  was  appointed  to  goe  to   the  Government  of 

Pensilvania  about  the  Indians,  hath  not  yet  made  a  Returne. 

I  have  an  account  that  he  is  and  hath  been  some  time  very 

ill,  which  I  suppose  is  the  reason  that  he  hath  not  done  it. 

The  Foreign  Indians  which  are  mentioned  in  a  certaine 
Message  sent  from  the  House  of  Burgesses  to  my  self,  and 
his  Majesty's  Council,  some  of  them  are  of  the  five  Nations, 
which  are  under  his  Majesty's  Government  of  New  York,  and 
are  those  who  passe  from  the  Northward  to  Virginia  and  other 
Southerne  Plantations,  what  their  strength  is  we  know  not,  nor 
exactly  what  point  of  the  Compass  they  lie  from  us:  but  sup- 
posed it  is  to  the  Westward  of  the  North.  Those  Indians 
which  come  from  the  Southward  are  suppos'd  to  inhabit  upon 
the  River  Oheo  or  Spirito  Santo  which  runs  into  the  Bay  of 
Mexico:  and  upon  which  tis  reported  that  the  French  have 
two  or  three  settlements.  The  names  which  we  know  the 
Indians  by  are  the  Wittowees,  Twiftwees,  and  naked  Indians 
(but  the  Indians  of  one  Nation  are  called  by  diverse  Names 
both  by  the  English  and  other  Indians).  The  exact  point  of 
the  Compass  which  their  Country  lyes  from  us  is  not  yet 
known,  but  it's  supposed  to  be  the  Westward  of  the  South: 
Sometimes  they  come  down  to  the  falls  of  Potomoke,  and  Sus- 
quahanah  Rivers,  between  which  places  the  Ranging  is  kept 
by  our  two  parties  of  Rangers  consisting  of  a  Captain,  Lieu- 
tenant and  eight  private  troopers;  and  annexed  to  N**  2  are 
the  Copies  of  some  Orders  concerning  them. 

The  reasons  as  I  conceive  which  induce  the  Inhabitants  of 
this  Province  to  leave  it,  are  the  incouragement  which  they 
have  from  the  Carolina's  and  the  Jerseys,  but  particularly  from 
Pensilvania,  which  being  so  very  nigh  they  easily  remove 
thither,  and  their  Handicraft  Iradesmen  have  encourage- 
ment where  they  endeavour  to  sett  up  the  Woollen  and 
Linnen  Manufactures.  And  there  is  great  incouragement  for 
illegall  Traders,  for  privateers,  or  rather  pyrats;  which  two 
things  cause  a  great  many  Seamen  to  run  from  his  Majesty's 
Ships  in  these  parts,  especially  from  the  Virginia  and  Mary- 
land Convoys,  as  also  from  the  Merchant  ships,  which  is  one 
reason  that  they  do  not  get  soon  loaded,  especially  this  year: 
for  by  what  Accounts  I  have,  above  one  hundred  seamen 
have  left  this  Fleet.  And  if  your  Lordships  please  Cap* 
Charles  Wager  the  Commadore  but  especially  Cap*  losiah 
Daniel  Commander  of  his  Majesty's  hired  ship  the  Prince  of 
Orange,  and  his  two  Lieutenants  M'  William  Ockman,  and 
M'  Isaac  Young  can  informe  Your  Lordships  about  a 
privateer,  and  the  run  away  seamen.  And  the  Commanders 
of  the  Merchant  Ships  in  their  petition  to  the  Commadore  for 
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his  longer  staying,  one  of  their  reasons  is  the  running  away  of  p.  R.  o. 
the  Seamen,  through  the  great  incouragement  that  is  given  Mafyiand,9. 
in  Pensilvania;  which  petition  was  made  publick  in  the  Pro- 
vincial! and  County  Courts,  and  generally  subscribed  to;  a 
Copy  of  which  I  herewith  transmit  to  Your  Lordships  in  N**  3 
together  with  the  Copies  of  severall  Depositions  &c  concern- 
ing one  Day  a  privateer,  and  the  Depositions  of  one  M' 
Charles  Hemsly  concerning  six  run  away  seamen,  which  did 
belong  to  the  Ship  Richard  and  Sarah  of  London  &c  and  the 
Copy  of  a  Declaration  of  my  own  concerning  privateers,  and 
Run  away  seamen  being  harboured  and  entertained  &c  in 
Pensilvania  which  was  approved  of  by  the  lustices  of  the  Pro- 
vinciall  and  County  Courts  &c  And  also  Copys  of  two  Procla- 
mations,  one  concerning  seamen's  being  encouraged  by  people 
of  Pensilvania  to  goe  thither;  in  the  other  are  enumerated 
the  false  pretences  that  are  suggested  to  the  people  to  make 
them  leave  this  Countrey,  and  goe  to  the  other  places:  But  in 
the  said  proclamation  the  Inhabitants  are  disswaded  from 
believing  of  them.  There  is  also  the  Copy  of  a  paper  con- 
cerning privateers  and  illegal  trade,  but  the  latter  part  is 
written  by  the  Gentleman  himself  ColP  Robert  Quarrey  the 
same  person  which  I  have  humbly  proposed  to  be  of  his 
Majesty's  Honourable  Councill  here.  I  very  much  fear  that 
if  some  course  be  not  taken  to  prevent  privateers  and  Pyrats 
being  harboured  and  entertained  in  these  parts  of  the  World, 
as  also  run  away  seamen;  That  when  please  God,  the  next 
Virginia  and  Maryland  Fleet  shall  arrive  they  will  be  much 
retarded  in  their  loading,  if  some  of  them  be  not  forced  to 
stay  in  the  Countrey,  by  reason  of  the  seamens  running 
away. 

This  Province  being  long,  full  of  Rivers,  and  Creeks,  and 
but  very  thinly  inhabited  towards  the  Frontiers  of  Pensilvania, 
I  think  it  almost  impossible  to  prevent  seamens  running 
away  thither  And  his  Majesty  hath  no  Naval  Force  in  this 
province  to  prevent  them:  So  I  am  in  great  hopes  that  his 
Majesty  will  be  graciously  pleased  upon  Your  Lordships 
laying  before  him  my  most  humble  desire  of  having  a  small 
Vessell  which  may  by  turns  cruise  in  this  and  Delaware  Bay: 
And  I  shall  be  then*  in  hopes  that  some  stop  may  be  putt  to  the 
privateers  and  pirats;  for  last  summer  notwithstanding  that 
the  3  men  of  War  and  fire  ship  which  were  the  Convoy  to 
the  Fleet,  and  the  S^  Alban's  Prize  which  attended  the  Gov- 
ernment of  Virginia  were  all  there;  yet  the  Privateer  Day  in 
his  Brigantine  came  up  within  a  few  miles  of  this  place,  and 
himself  with  10  or  12  more  went  on  shore,  and  allarmed  all  that 
part  (thd  they  did  little  or  no  mischief,  but  when  he  ran 
away  out  of  Delaware   River,  he  plundered  some  of  the 
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p.  R.  o.  Inhabitants  there)  as  he  did  other  places,  thd  our  Fleet  was 
Maryland,  9.  in  the  Countrey. 

The  Bay  being  wide  and  the  Men  of  War  but  just  arrived, 
and  he  going  away  in  the  night,  was  the  Cause  that  his 
Majesty's  Frigats  did  not  come  up  with  them.  With  humble 
Submission  I  think  that  except  there  be  some  Navall  Force  to 
secure  this  whole  Bay,  it  is  morally  impossible  to  doe  it,  for 
every  River  and  Creek  are  Harbours,  and  most  people  have 
landing  places  at  their  plantations.  To  make  teneble  Forts 
would  cost  a  great  deal  of  money:  for  I  reckon  that  one  good 
one  would  not  be  built  under  4000^  sterling,  and  that  could 
but  secure  one  River  if  it  did  that:  And  to  keep  it  in  repaire 
wou'd  be  more  chargeable  than  in  England,  for  all  Buildings 
decay  sooner  here.  And  for  his  Majesty  or  the  Countrey  to  be 
at  any  Charge  in  making  of  woodden  Platforms  or  Batterys  (as 
they  here  call  them)  or  Stone  ones  either,  I  think  it  so  much 
money  thrown  away,  for  I  have  seen  some  of  these  sort  of 
Foolish  fortifications  spoiled  before  even  they  were  finished. 
To  have  Forts  of  such  Fortifications  may  be  of  dangerous 
consequence,  by  incouraging  not  only  an  Enemy  who  may  so 
easily  seize  them,  but  also  a  Rebellion  when  they  may  be 
Masters  of  them  with  so  litde  hazard.  And  Forts  and  Forti- 
fications will  very  little  or  not  all  hinder  the  illegal  traders: 
but  a  small  Navall  Force,  especially  if  a  Fireship  be  one,  or 
at  least  Materials  for  making  Brigantines  or  Sloops,  fire 
Vessells,  will  I  think  hinder  them,  keep  the  Country  in  awe, 
and  protect  them  from  Privateers  or  Pirats.  I  have  endeav- 
oured (according  to  my  duty)  to  hinder  illegal  trade,  in  doing 
of  which,  I  have  mett  with  very  great  difficultyes,  especially  in 
the  Courts  and  Assembly.  And  in  N**  4  is  a  Copy  of  an 
Addresse  to  his  Majesty  about  the  Navigation  Bonds  &c,  as 
also  a  paper  from  the  Committee  of  Grievances  with  two  others. 
The  security  that  they  complaine  of  is  because  I  have 
ordered  the  Collectors  and  Naval  Officers  not  to  take  such 
poor  and  common  Securities  as  was  formerly  used;  and  the 
oath  is  that  the  Masters  and  others  who  take  an  account  of 
Ships  loading,  give  an  account  upon  Oath  of  the  Number  of 
Hogsheads,  and  great  quantity  of  bulked  Tobacco,  paying  no 
duty  for  them,  which  I  think  is  a  fair  step  for  their  running 
Tobacco,  when  in  England.  A  great  means  to  prevent  illegal 
Traders,  and  securing  his  Majesty's  Customs;  would  be,  that 
a  few  certaine  places  were  appointed  for  all  Ships  and  Vessels 
to  load  and  unloade  at:  And  when  I  had  the  honour  to  serve 
his  Majesty  as  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Virginia,  I  endeavoured 
to  bring  them  to  it  by  degrees,  as  by  making  a  Law  for  Ports- 
People  in  these  parts  having  been  used  to  live  so  separately, 
it's  a  very  difficult  thing  to  bring  them  at  once  to  cohabit. 
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especially  by  restraint,  In  this  his  Majesty's  province.  I  have  p.  r.  o. 
endeavoured  to  make  an  Essay  of  Ports  and  cohabitation  at  Maryland.  9. 
this  place,  and  at  the  Port  of  William  Stadt  on  the  Eastern 
Shore,  which  are  places  where  Trade  naturally  was.  To  come 
to  which  places  I  have  ordered  the  Pensilvanians  who  trade  by 
Land  at  the  Head  of  the  Bay,  there  being  severall  good  Cart 
Roads  between  the  Two  Countreys,  especially  one  which  is 
between  the  Head  of  Bohemia  River  in  this  Countrey,  and 
Opoquiraing  Creek  which  runs  into  Delaware  River  a  few 
Miles  below  New  Castle,  the  Land  Carriage  being  only  about 
eight  miles,  by  which  they  carry  Boats  and  Shalops  of  10  or 
1 2  Tuns  upon  Sleys,  or  in  great  Carts :  and  illegal  trade  is 
much  practiced  that  way,  especially  in  carrying  Tobaccoes 
into  Delaware,  from  whence  I  suppose  severall  hundreds  of 
Hogsheads  are  carried  into  Scotland  and  other  places,  and  I 
believe  that  when  strict  examination  is  made  there,  it  will  be 
found  that  the  Acts  of  Trade  and  Navigation  &c  are  oftner 
broken  than  kept,  especially  the  late  Act.  And  how  I  have 
endeavoured  to  discharge  my  duty  therein,  your  Lordships 
may  be  informed  by  Copys  of  severall  proceedings  in  N**  4 
The  bounds  betwixt  this  his  Majesty's  Province,  and  that  of 
Pensilvania,  especially  in  the  3  lower  Countys  in  the  Territo- 
ries of  New  Castle  are  very  uncertaine.  In  the  late  King 
James  his  time  there  was  a  dispute  betwixt  My  Lord  Balti- 
more and  William  Penn  Esq',  and  I  have  seen  the  Copy  of  an 
order  of  the  late  King  James  in  Councill  for  dividing  the 
provinces,  but  I  don't  find  that  the  line  was  ever  run,  but 
severall  of  Pensilvania  &c  have  endeavoured  to  incroach 
upon  this  his  Majesty's  province,  but  I  shall  not  (God  willing) 
be  wanting  according  to  my  duty,  to  ascertaine  and  main- 
taine  his  Majesty's  Right.  I  believe  it  will  be  for  his  Maj- 
esty's service  and  the  Interest  of  the  Inhabitants  of  both  prov- 
inces that  the  Bounds  were  settled.  But  with  humble  Sub- 
mission I  propose  that  they  may  not  be  adjusted,  before 
inquiry  be  made  in  these  parts  about  the  said  Bounds;  for 
then  the  upper  part  of  our  Bay  might  be  well  seated,  and  be 
a  check  to  the  Pensilvanians  &c.  And  the  Inhabitants  and 
Ships  trading  to  this  Province,  who  are  now  furnished  from 
Pensilvania  with  Flower,  bread,  and  beer,  might  be  from 
them,  that  being  a  very  proper  soile  for  making  those  Com- 
modities, provided  one  man  had  not  above  two  or  three 
hundred  Acres  at  the  most.  Some  persons  taking  up  great 
quantities  of  Land  both  in  Virginia  and  Maryland,  and  few  or 
none  of  them  being  able  to  improve  it  all,  is  one  great 
reason  that  the  young  English  Natives  and  Servants  when 
they  are  free,  leave  these  Colonies,  and  goe  either  Southward, 
or  Northward,  for  they  are  naturally  ambitious  of  being  Land- 
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p.  R.  o.  lords,  and  not  Tenants.  If  I  am  not  very  much  mistaken, 
MaryUmd.  9.  there  is  very  litde  Land  to  be  taken  up  either  in  Virginia  or 
Maryland,  except  it  be  severall  miles  beyond  any  of  the 
Inhabitants.  And  those  distant  and  stragling  Plantations, 
wherein  there  is  often  not  above  one  or  two  men,  which  is 
sometimes  the  cause  of  murders  or  plunderings  by  the  Indians 
while  they  are  hunting,  or  in  their  going  from  or  returning  to 
their  severall  Nations. 

N""  5  is  a  list  of  Navigation  Bonds  &c  being  28,  for  which 
ludgments  are  obtained. 

N""  6  is  a  List  and  an  additional  one  of  Navigation  bonds  for 
which  no  certificates  are  produced,  being  115.  And  in  the 
said  N^  6  is  a  List  of  Navigation  Bonds  being  19,  for  which 
no  Certificates  produced,  and  on  which  Declarations  are 
drawn,  and  there  is  also  in  N""  6  a  List  of  Navigation  Bonds 
being  6,  principals,  noe  securities  to  be  found. 

N""  7  is  a  List  of  Bonds  being  60  taken  in  Maryland,  for 
which  legal  Certificates  have  been  produced. 

I  humbly  transmit  these  Lists  to  Your  Lordships  and  hope 
that  your  Lordships  will  be  pleased  by  the  next  Fleet  if  not 
sooner  to  send  orders  what  shall  be  done  with  those  Bonds 
upon  which  ludgment  is  already  and  may  be  obtained ;  for  I 
have  ordered  his  Majesty's  Lawyers  to  prosecute  those  that 
can  give  no  good  reason  for  the  suspension  of  their  prose- 
cution, but  I  presumed  with  the  advice  of  his  Majesty's  Hon- 
ourable Council,  and  at  the  most  earnest  request  of  the  House 
of  Burgesses,  and  severall  of  the  principall  Inhabitants  of  this 
his  Majesty's  Province  to  suspend  the  execution  of  the  for- 
feited Bonds  until  his  Majesty's  Royall  pleasure  was  known 
therein.  If  the  ludgm**  had  been  executed  I  do  not  know 
whether  his  Majesty  would  have  gotten  500"  by  them.  And 
the  officers  must  have  been  forced  to  have  executed  them 
with  Rigour.  And  I  did  not  know  what  evill  effect  it  might 
have  had.  If  his  Majesty  be  graciously  pleased  to  grant  the 
humble  petition  of  the  Burgesses  (and  what  they  suggest 
therein  I  must  needs  own  to  be  true)  yet  I  most  humbly  propose 
that  some  of  them  may  be  made  examples,  especially  some  of 
those  who  have  been  illegal  Traders  within  these  2  or  3  years. 
Presently  after  my  arrival  I  gave  publick  notice  of  my  designe 
to  prosecute  illegal  Traders,  and  had  it  recorded  in  the  first 
Provinciall  Court ;  so  that  they  cannot  pretend  not  to  have 
been  cautioned  to  leave  their  old  Custome  of  illegal  Trade, 
and  becoming  Suretyes  in  Navigation  Bonds. 

But  I  have  observed  that  in  these  parts  the  People  begin  to 
pretend  Custome,  and  claime  it  as  their  Common  Law,  which 
if  not  timely  prevented  I  humbly  conceive  may  be  a  disservice, 
and  prejudicial  to  his  Majesty's  Interest.    For  if  they  be 
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allowed  the  benefit  of  their  old  Customs,  t'will  be  in  vain  for  p.  k.  o. 
me  to  prosecute  illegall  Traders,  and  forfeited  Bonds  &c  as  Maryland,  9. 
also  to  endeavour  to  new  modell  the  Countrey,  whether  in 
Church  or  State. 

With  most  humble  submission  to  your  Lordships  great 
Judgements,  I  humbly  propose  that  his  Majesty  would  be 
graciously  pleased  to  grant  an  Act  of  pardon  to  his  Subjects 
of  this  his  Province.  For  it  having  but  lately  been  under  his 
Majesty's  immediate  Government  (the  former  having  been 
very  loose)  severall,  have  been  guilty  of  Crimes  and  misde- 
meanors which  they  generally  pretend  is  not  out  of  disobedi- 
ence to  his  Majesty's  Laws  and  Government,  but  that-  they 
were  not  used  to  them  before:  And  therefore  they  are  in 
hopes  that  his  Majesty  (according  to  his  wonted  goodness 
and  Clemency)  will  forgive  their  Crimes  and  misdemeanours. 

Here  are  two  women  under  the  Sentence  of  death,  and  N* 
9  are  the  Abstracts  of  their  condemnations;  and  diey  are 
thought  to  be  objects  of  his  Majesty's  mercy. 

I  now  send  to  Your  Lordships  the  Collectors,  and  Naval 
Officers  Lists  of  Ships.  N*  10  is  the  particular  Acco*  of 
them.  The  Assembly's  not  sitting  this  month,  and  having 
so  lately  received  your  Lordships  Commands  and  the  passage 
over  the  Bay  being  very  difficult  I  could  not  have  them 
sworne  before  my  self  and  Councill  And  George  Layfield 
Esq'  his  Majesty's  Collector  of  Pokomoke  sent  me  word  that 
a  great  fitt  of  Sickness  had  hindred  him  from  sending  his. 
And  by  these  Lists  Your  Lordships  may  please  to  see  the 
increase  and  decrease  of  the  Trade  of  this  his  Majesty's 
province  mostly  depending  upon  the  plenty  or  scarcity  of 
Tobacco,  which  by  the  coldness  of  later  years,  visibly  de- 
creaseth:  For  a  great  many  very  good  planters  do  not  make 
two  thousand  pounds  of  Tobacco  a  year  for  a  Man;  whereas 
formerly  four  thousand  a  man  was  looked  on  an  ordinary 
Crop. 

It  hath  pleased  God  that  this  winter  hath  been  the  longest 
that  hath  been  known  in  the  memory  of  man,  for  it  began 
about  the  middle  of  November,  and  little  Signe  of  any  spring 
yet.  It  was  very  uncertain  weather;  severall  frosts  and  snows, 
one  of  which  was  the  greatest  that  hath  been  knowne. 

These  extraordinary  accidents  make  the  Planter  conclude 
that  he  shall  at  last  be  forced  to  leave  off  planting  Tobacco,  or 
at  least  imploy  more  of  his  time  in  provideing  for  the  neces- 
saryes  of  his  Family  by  reason  that  his  Stocks  &c  must  be  a 

treat  deal  better  looked  after  in  providing  of  them  Fodder 
:c  for  they  formerly  took  little  care  of  them. 
This  very  long  and  unseasonable  winter  is  supposed  to 
have   spoiled  or  very  much  damnified  a  great  deal  of  the 
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p.  R.  o.  Tobacco's  and  is  a  great  hindrance  to  the  ensuing  Crop.  It 
Maryland,  9.  also  very  much  retarded  the  Fleet's  loading,  and  N**  11  are 
Copies  of  severall  proceedings  thereon,  in  one  of  which  it  is 
most  humbly  represented  to  Your  Lordships  to  intercede  with 
his  Majesty  that  a  particular  Convoy  may  be  appointed  for 
this  province. 

I  herewith  humbly  transmit  to  Your  Lordships  the  Dupli- 
cate of  a  letter  from  his  Majesty's  Council  and  the  House  of 
Burgesses  to  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lords  of  the  late 
Committee  for  Trade,  together  with  a  Duplicate  of  the 
Addresse  and  Association  of  my  self,  his  Majesty's  Councill 
and  Burgesses  in  a  Generall  Assembly,  which  we  did  our 
selves  the  honour  to  signe.  The  same  addresse  and  Associ- 
ation is  signed  by  the  Provincial  lustices,  and  Grand  Jury, 
as  also  by  the  lustices  and  Grand  Jurys  of  each  County,  and 
the  Field  officers.  Commission  and  Non  Commission  officers 
have  signed  it  too.  With  these  are  the  Duplicates  of  two 
other  Addresses  to  the  King's  Most  Excellent  Majesty  from 
myself,  the  Councill  and  Burgesses  in  a  Generall  Assembly, 
all  which  I  humbly  presume  to  send  Your  Lordships  in  N"*  1 2. 

And  I  am  an  humble  Supplicant  to  Your  Lordships  that  you 
would  be  pleased  to  give  directions  about  their  being  humbly 
presented  to  the  King's  Most  Excellent  Majesty;  for  I  have  an 
Account  that  the  Originalls  very  unfortunately  miscarryed,  the 
ship  in  which  they  were  being  taken. 

I  now  also  send  Your  Lordships  the  Duplicate  of  my  Letter 
to  the  Right  Honourable  the  late  Committee  for  Trade  &c  so 
most  humbly  begging  your  Lordships  pardon  for  this  prolix 
Letter,  in  which  1  have  endeavoured  according  to  your  Lord- 
ships  Commands,  to  give  you  an  Account  of  this  his  Maj- 
esty's province.  But  tho  I  have  presumed  to  trouble  your 
Lordships  with  a  very  long  one,  I  am  too  sensible  how  far 
short  it  comes  of  giving  your  Lordships  such  an  idea  of  the 
state  of  this  Countrey,  as  I  could  have  wished  my  self  able  to 
give,  and  as  your  Lordships  might  very  justly  expect  from  me. 

All  that  I  shall  offer  to  Your  Lordships  in  its  defence  is  only 
this,  that  I  hope  I  may  be  bold  to  say,  what  it  wants  in  the 
stile,  is  made  up  in  the  sincerity  and  truth  of  it.  And  (God 
willing)  by  the  next  safe  opportunity,  the  rest  of  Your  Lord- 
ships Commands  shall  be  answered  with  all  possible  care  and 
fidelity,  by  him  who  most  humbly  begs  leave  to  have  the 
honour  of  subscribing  himself

or  more  together  And  all  sorts  of  Provisions  by  reason  of  the

Son  of  the  hon'"*  CoH:  Nich**  Greenberry,  which  gives  an  Acco' 
that  his  (father  is  not  at  home  and  that  he  is  so  very  lame 
where  he  is  that  he  Cannot  possibly  travell.  His  Ex"*^^  is 
pleasd  to  Say  that  there  being  a  Gentleman  come  with  a  Depu- 
tacon  from  the  R*  hon'"*  the  Comm"  of  his  Ma**  Customs  for 
being  Cott'  of  the  District  of  Pocomake  caused  him  to  issue 
Sumons's  for  calling  a  Councill  (the  rest  of  the  Gent  living  so 
Remote  that  they  could  not  quickly  be  sent  to  and  got  together) 
and  Considering  that  it  will  be  Necessary  for  his  Ma*  Service 
to  give  dispatch  to  that  matter,  by  now  admitting  the  ^  person 
into  his  Office — Ordered  therefore  that  he  be  admitted  and 
dispatcht  away  to  looke  after  his  Charge  accordingly. 

Then  produced  by  his  Ex"*^  to  the  Board  a  Letter  by  him 
reed  from  the  R'  hon***  the  Comm"  of  his  Ma"  Customs  Dated 
1 5***  of  ffeb'^  last  past;  thereby  Signifying  their  having  issu'd 
their  Deputacon  to  M'  David  Kennedy  to  be  Cofr  of  the  Rates 
and  Duties  imposed  by  the  Act  made  in  the  25*^  year  of  the 
Reign  of  the  King  Charles  the  Second  at  Pocomake  in  the 
Province  of  Maryland  &**  The  s**  M'  Kennedy  is  Call'd  in, 
who  Comes  accordingly. 

He  is  asked  to  shew  his  Deputacon,  which  he  produced  and 
the  Same  was  by  Ord'  Read — Ordered  that  the  Same  be 
Recorded  together  with  the  foremention'd  Letter. 
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He  is  Asked  if  he  Ever  took  the  Oaths  Appointed  by  the  Lib.  h.  d. 
Act  of  Parliam'  to  be  taken  instead  of  the  Oaths  of  Allegiance 
and  Supremacy — who  says  he  has  not.  Whereupon  the  s*" 
Oaths  were  Administred  to  him,  as  also  the  Oath  of  Trade  and 
Navigacdn  by  his  Ex"*'^  in  Councill  and  afterwards  he  Sub- 
scribed to  the  Test.  p.  520 

His  Ex'"^  is  pleas'd  to  ask  him  if  he  can  think  of  any  thing 
whereby  his  Ma^  Service  may  be  promoted  in  the  way  of  his 
Office,  and  he  will  give  all  Necessary  Ord"  for  his  Assistance 
therein;  directing  him  to  make  what  Dispatch  he  Can  to  the 
Execution  of  his  Office,  Saying  that  there  are  Some  Ships  in 
those  parts  now  and  more  dayly  Expected  and  does  acquaint 
him  that  th^  District  is  a  place  where  illegall  Trade  is  (or  at 
least  hath  been)  most  Vsed,  and  therefore  will  Require  his 
more  particular  Reguard  and  that  there  is  a  place  Called  the 
Inlet,  in  that  District,  where  Tob""  has  been  some  time 
privately  Exported,  which  place  ought  to  be  well  watch' t 
intimating  that  he  has  placed  an  Officer  there,  whom  he  would 
doe  well  to  hold  Correspondence  with,  as  also  with  the  Nav" 
Officer  there  appointed  for  that  District.  And  for  his  better 
Guidance  in  his  Office,  his  Ex°''^  is  pleas'd  to  tell  him  that  he 
shall  Receive  an  Ord'  to  M'  Layfield  the  former  Cofr  to 
Surrender  up  to  him  the  Book  ot  Rates  Several  Copyes  of 
L"*  from  the  R*  hon'"*  the  Comm"  of  his  Ma^  Customs  about 
Illegall  Traders,  together  with  Severall  Instructions  and 
Orders  of  Councill  ft"^  in  relation  to  his  Office  and  printed 
Certificates  &""'  directing  him  to  apply  himself  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  County  Court  for  what  Laws  of  this  Province  may  any 
ways  concern  Trade,  whereby  he  may  every  way  rightly 
qualifye  himself  for  his  Office. 

Ordered  that  George  Layfield  Esq  Cofr  of  his  Ma**  Customs 
in  Pocomoke  District  within  this  Province  do  upon  Sight 
hereof  Surrender  up  unto  David  Kennedy  Esq  the  Bearer 
hereof,  the  Book  of  Rates  together  with  all  Instructions  or 
Letters  by  him  at  any  time  Rec**  from  the  R*  hon*****  the 
Comm"  of  his  Ma'"  Customs  or  from  his  Ex"*^ ;  as  also  Ord" 
of  Councill,  Proclamations,  Bonds,  Certificates,  Cocquets, 
printed  Certificates,  and  other  Papers  any  ways  respecting  his 
s**  Office,  the  s**  M'  Kennedy  having  this  day  been  admitted 
and  sworn  his  Ma"  Cott'  of  that  District,  hereby  directing  a 
list  to  be  made  of  what  things  are  delivered;  whose  Receipt 
thereon  will  be  sufficient  discharge  to  the  s^  M'  Layfield  for 
all  the  foregoing  matters,  which  s"^  list  or  an  Authentick  Copy 
thereof  is  to  be  transmitted  unto  his  Ex"*^^  at  the  Port  of  Ann- 
apolis with  all  Convenient  Speed. 

Produced  a  Letter  by  his  Ex"*'^  reed:  from  his  Ex"*^  S' 
Edmund  Andros  his  Ma**  Govern'  of  Virg'  of  the  1 2***  of  June 
Instant  which  was  Read  as  followes  Viz* 
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Lib.  H.  D.  S'  I  Reed  yo'  Ex»^  Letter  of  the  4***  of  June  Instant  Inti- 
P-  521  mating  your  transmitting  Some  proceedings  of  a  CoiHittce  for 
Indian  Affairs,  relateing  to  the  Piscattoway  and  Accokick 
Indians,  which  I  forthwith  laid  before  the  Councill  here,  being 
then  in  Town;  and  upon  due  Consideracon  do  not  under- 
stand the  meaning  thereof;  But  if  any  miscarriage  hath  been 
by  any  Indians  in  this  Governm^  that  it  ought  to  have  been

Reed:  and  mine  to  you  of  the  (fourth  instant  was  as  short  and 
as  intelligible  as  I  could,  so  that  it  might  not  admit  of  a 
double  meaning,  as  some  have  Endeavor'd  theirs  should  do. 

I  must  Confess  that  I  have  so  little  understanding  that  I 
don't  pretend  to  teach  or  find  others  any.  Those  Gentl 
which  were  sent  by  our  Assembly  to  the  Piscattoway  and 
Accokick  Indians  of  this  his  Ma^  Province  of  Maryland  had 
Instructions  to  give  yo'  Ex"*"'  an  Acco*  of  their  Arrivall  in  yo' 
Governm*  and  of  their  Business,  before  they  went  to  the  s*" 
Indians,  as  also  when  they  Return'd,  what  they  had  done, 
which  Instructions  were  from  the  House  of  Delegates,  his 
Ma**  hon'****  Councill  and

Produced  and  Read  a  Letter  by  his  Ex"*^  reed  from  the 
hon'"*  Coft  David  Brown  of  Somerset  County  Dated  the  1 5*** 
Instant  as  also  another  from  M'  ffrancis  Jenckins  of  the  Same 
Date  giving  an  Account  of  their  sending  therewith  Severall 
Nav"  Papers  of  Maj'  Rob*  King  deed:  in  pursuance  of  a  late 
Ord'  of  his  Ex"**^  to  the  s**  End  and  purpose;  which  papers  the 
s**  M'  Jenckins  (Son  in  Law  to  the  s**  Maj'  King)  writes  were 
a  great  distance  from  his  Mother  in  Laws  House  in  Ord'  for 
his  ^  (fathers  Voyage  for  Annapolis  to  wait  upon  his  Ex"*^ 
had  not  Death  put  a  Period  to  his  days.    The  ^  Papers  were 
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by  Ord'  inspected  and  found  to  be  Nothing  but  Bonds,  Cer-  Lib.  h.  d. 
tificates  and  Some  lists  of  Shiping. 

Ordered  that  the  ^^  Cofi:  Brown  and  M'  Jenckins  be  writt  p*  522 
to,  that  they  may  be  acquainted  with  the  Receipt  of  the  s** 
Papers  and  take  Care  of  all  other  papers  to  be  deliverd  to  M' 
West  the  p'sent  Nav"  Officer  and  that  the  Acco'"  and  bills  be 
sent  over  to  his  Ex"*=^  by  the.ffirstoportunity,  or  otherwise  to 
George  Plater  Esq  his  Ma"  ReC  in  Ord'  that  the  Quarter  part 
thereof  may  by  him  be  laid  out  for  Arms  %l^  pursuant  to  his 
Ma^  Royal!  Instructions. 

Produced  and  Read  the  Return  of  the  Gentlemen  Sent  upon 
the  Indian  Treaty.  Ordered  that  the  Same  be  Enter'd  in  the 
Journall  of  this  Board;  the  which  foUowes  in  these  words  Viz* 


Virg*  June  %^  being  Tuesday  1697. 

lournall  kept  by  the  Severall  persons  appointed  by  his 
Ex"*'  ffrancis  Nicholson  Esq  Cap'  Gen"  &  Govern'  in  Chief  in 
and  Over  his  ma^  Province  of  Maryland  and  the  members  of 
the  House  of  Delegates  in  Assembly  by  them  Instructed  to 
treat  with  the  Piscattoway  Indians  at  the  mountains  or  else 
where. 

About  nine  a  Clock  at  Night  we  Arrived  at  Cap*  Masons 
where  we  understood  that  ab'  Twenty  Indians  past  by  that 
day  to  M'  Ousleys;  Cap'  Mason  not  being  at  home  could  not 
be  Informed  what  Indians  they  were,  therefore  the  next 
morning  Early,  being  Wednesday  we  Rid  to  the  place  where 
they  were  Setled  and  planted  Corn  some  time  before.  We 
found  them  to  be  part  Pomunkey,  the  Mattawoman  King,  and 
Some  Piscattoway  Indians;  We  then  Treated  with  them  and 
discovered  our  business.  He  imputed  the  Cause  of  his  Going 
away  to  the  Piscattoways,  and  assured  Us  if  the  Empero' 
would  not  returne  to  the  place  of  his  former  abode,  they  would 
either  Joyn  with  the  Choptico  Indians  or  Settle  at  Pomunkey, 
but  would  not  Conclude  upon  Either  till  they  understood 
what  the  Emp"  answer  and  Resolutions  were;  We  then 
Returned  to  Cap*  Masons  and  from  thence  writ  to  his  Ex"*^ 
S'  Edmund  Andros,  as  p  Copy  herewith  sent,  about  nine  a 
Clock  the  Same  day,  being  the  ninth,  we  set  out  towards  the 
Mountains,  and  with  much  difficulty  forceing  through  thickets 
and  deep  Runes  of  Water  that  no  path  appeared.  We  got 
within  Seaven  miles  of  the  Indian  ffort  and  lodged  that  night. 
Early  the  next  morning  being  Thursday,  the  10*^  instant  we 
got  to  the  ffoot  of  the  Mountain,  from  thence  toyled  in 
walking  up  and  down  the  s^  mountain  to  the  ffort,  which 
Judged  to  be  at  least  two  miles.    The  s"*  ffort  is  built  between  p.  523 
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Lib.  H.  D.  two  mountains  and  Corn  planted  on  the  West  side,  The 
Emp'  reed  us  Chear fully.  In  Some  time  we  Signifyed  to 
him  that  we  were  sent  by  his  Ex»*^  the  Govern'  of  Maryland 
and  Assembly  to  Treat  with  him  and  his  Great  men  and 
desir'd  that  he  would  call  together  that  we  might  Conferr. 
He  answer'd  that  Some  were  abroad  when  the  Sun  lower'd, 
he  Expected  them  in;  We  patiently  waited  till  about  two  a 
Clock,  then  pressed  the  Empero'  again  to  Call  his  men 
together,  to  which  he  complyed  and  Came  and  Sate  down 
with  Us.  Then  by  our  Interpreter  we  let  them  all  know  that 
we  were  sent  by  his  Ex"^  the  Govern'  of  Maryland  and 
Assembly  Sitting  when  we  parted  from  Annapolis  to  know 
the  reasons  why  they  deserted  their  habitacons  in  Maryland 
and  to  make  proposalls  to  them.  Vpon  which  we  Read 
the  Articles  of  Peace  made  with  them  in  Govern'  Copleys 
time  and  the  Confirmation  of  the  Same  in  Anno  1696,  with 
Govern'  Nichblson  and  Assembly.  All  which  they  remember 
and  acknowledged.  We  Quaerid  whether  there  was  any 
breach  of  any  of  those  Articles  made  of  our  parts  of  which 
one  of  the  Young  men  made  Complaint  against  James 
Bigger  that  he  threatened  to  shoot  him  for  hunting  on  his 
Land  Robert  Gater  he  also  Complains  off  that  he  stole  a 
Deere  from  him.  As  to  the  last  Article  the  Emper'  Answer'd 
that  he  tendered  his  Ex"*^^  Gov'  Nicholson  the  Bowe  and  two 
Arrows  who  Ordered  him  to  pay  the  Same  to  Coti:  Darnall 
for  the  Lord  BaItemore*s  use,  to  whom  the  Empero'  says  he 
owes  no  Tribute  nor  Subjection  but  to  the  King  of  England, 
to  whom  he  is  ready  to  pay. 

Then  was  read  and  Interpreted  to  them  the  proposalls 
sent  by  Us,  to  which  they  Answer'd,  that  the  Occasion  of  their 
fHight  So  suddenly  and  in  that  manner,  was  to  Secure  their 
Wives  and  Children;  for  they  Understood  that  the  English 
fforces  were  Ordered  to  Come  down  upon  them  in  a  few 
days,  this  they  heard  by  Severall  persons  which  put  them  in 
great  ffright  they  did  not  think  themselves  Secure  till  fforted 
m  that  place  or  to  that  Effect 

We  blamed  them  for  not  applying  themselves  to  Some  of 
the  Governm*  for  better  Satisfaction  They  Answer'd  that 
they  found  Coft  Addison  Spoke  angry  to  them,  therefore 
p.  254  Concluded  all  the  English  were  likewise  Angry;  Upon  w*"" 
Cofi:  Addison  repeated  his  discourse  with  the  Empero'  and 
as  near  as  he  Could  the  purport  of  what  was  sworn  against 
him;  which  we  added  was  occasion  Enough  for  the  Cofi:  to 
speak  and  the  whole  Countrey  to  Suspect  them  to  be  Guilty 
of  the  murder  of  the  Negro.  We  further  told  them  that  the 
Circumstances  were  high  tho  we  could  not  prove  it  more 
possitively  against  them  To  which  the  Empero'  Answer'd  that 
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God  knew  who  murder'd  the  Negro,  he  did  not,  and  that  he  Lib;  h.  d. 
would  not  tell  a  lye,  &  further  that  he  Loved  the  English  so 
well  that  he  would  not  injure  their  persons  or  Estates  or  to 
this  purport 

As  to  making  Satisfaction  for  the  Negro  to  the  Owner  for 
his  loss,  desir'd  further  time  to  give  their  Answer,  which  we 
Assented  to.  So  proceeded  to  the  other  Articles.  They 
Seem'd  to  be  very  well  pleas'd  and  chearfully  Answer'd  that 
they  would  Return  as  soon  as  possibly  they  could  into  the 
Governm'  of  Maryland  and  settle  either  at  their  old  ffbrt  nigh 
Piscattoway  or  about  Rock  Creek,  that  they  might  not  any 
more  annoy  the  Inhabitants  Stock  or  Occasion  any  differences 
between  them  and  the  English;  but  they  could  not  remove 
their  (families  till  the  next  Spring,  Corn  being  planted  and 
wed  there,  and  fflourishing;  the  women  and  Children  not  able 
to  travell.  That  is  the  properest  place  for  hunting  the  next 
winter  likewise. 

Then  the  Emper'  and  his  men  withdrew,  and  about  Nine  a 
Clock  that  Evening  he  returned  with  his  great  men  to  Us 
again  and  Signifyed  that  tho  they  were  not  Guilty  of  the 
murder  of  the  Negro,  yet  for  peace  and  out  of  their  Affection 
to  the  English  they  would  give  reasonable  Satisfaction,  but 
hoped  we  would  Consider  their  poverty,  then  propose  what 
would  Satisfye.  We  demanded  only  Eighty  Buck  Skins, 
what  the  Committee  first  proposed,  they  readily  complyed 
with  promise  of  paym^  which  induced  us  with  Consideracon 
of  their  Lowe  Estate  to  abate  them  Twenty  Skins,  they 
paying  Sixty  in  two  Years,  which  they  Agreed  to. 

Then  we  proposed  to  them  to  Send  Some  Indians  with  us 
to  take  possession  of  their  ffort  and  what  charge  they  had 
there;  they  Answer'd  they  would,  accordingly  did  the  next 
Morning  being  ffryday  the  11^^  day  as  soon  as  we  got  our 
horses  parted  with  the  Empero'  and  his  Indians  very  good  p-  5*5 
ffriends  and  took  their  directions  to  Avoid  the  dangerous 
Runes  and  ways  that  we  passed  upwards,  about  Noon  one  of 
our  horses  tired,  we  drove  him  as  ffarr  as  we  could,  then  M' 
Hutchins  and  M'  Hawkins's  Man  Offer'd  his  Service  to  tarry 
with  the  Horse  an  hour  or  two  till  he  was  Refreshed  then  he 
would  drive  him  to  the  inhabitants  we  Judged  our  Selves 
about  ten  miles  distant  when  we  parted  with  the  Man,  but 
found  our  Selves  mistaken  that  we  could  not  get  to  any 
plantacon  but  lodged  in  the  woods  On  Saturday  the  1 2^^  we 
got  to  a  Plantacon  in  the  Woods  and  were  directed  into  the 
main  Road.  About  ten  a  Clock  Came  to  one  'Giles  Vander 
Castels  house  with  whom  we  left  a  letter  directed  to  Cap* 
George  Mason  for  Covert  to  our  Letter  directed  to  his 
Ex"*'^  S'  Edmund  Andros — ^whilst  we  tarried  at  the  s**  House 
10 
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Lib.  H.  D.  the  man  left  with  the  Horse  Came  not  in;  we  Came  to  the 
River  Side  and  got  over  to  Maryland;  about  ffour  a  Clock  in 
the  Afternoon  parted.

This  Informant  Saith. 

That  being  lately  at  New  York  he  happen'd  in  Company 
with  the  Guner  belonging  to  his  ma**  ffrigot  the  Richmond, 
whom  he  heard  telling  to  Some  Gentlemen  then  in  Company 
how  that  he  was  sent  (by  Cap*  Evans  his  Comander)  to  Pen- 
silvania  in  pursuit  of  three  Runaway  Seamen;  where  he 
obtain'd  a  Justices  Warrant;  by  virtue  whereof  two  of  the  ^ 
Runaways  were  Seiz'd  and  in  his  Custody  but  afterwards 
Rescued  from  him  by  Severall  Seamen  in  the  Town  of  Phila^ 
delphia,  and  he  himself  beaten  and  grossly  abused  by  them 
particularly  at  the  Instigation  of  one  M'  Andrew  Morris  a 
Magistrate  and  one  of  the  Councill  of  that  Governm*  That  he 
heard  say  at  Philadelphia,  how  that  Charles  Goss  a  Pyrate  was 
kiird  there,  by  a  ffrench  Man  about  Sunday  last  was  a  Sen- 
night, and  that  at  the  s'^  Goss's  ffunerall,  one  Cap*  Snead  a 
Magistrate  of  that  place  had  Stab'd  a  Man  as  he  was  Standing 
upon  his  Guard  and  defending  himself  from  fibur  or  ffive 
men  that  assaulted  him  there.

those  parts,  where  it  is  imagined  She  might  put  the  Same  on

p.  S32  The  s*"  Informant  further  Saith  that  he  heard  it  Credibly 
Reported  there  were  a  great  many  privateers  up  and  down 
the  Governm*  of  Pensilvania    That  two  of  them  had  lately 
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broke  out  of  Philadelphia  Goal,  which  are  Supposed  to  be  of  Lib.  h.  d. 
Cap*  Every's  Crew.  That  as  he  travell'd  through  Pensilvania 
and  the  Jerseys  to  New  York,  great  inquiry  was  made  of  him 
(understanding  he  was  sent  by  his  Ex'*'^  S*^  Edmund  Andros, 
his  Ma**  Govern'  of  Virg*  upon  an  Express)  whether  or  no  he 
brought  any  Orders  concerning  the  Privateers;  or  if  the 
Privateers  were  taken  up  in  Virginia.

Governm^  to  Run  to  them,  but  are  also  protected,  harbour'd. 
Aided  and  Assisted  by  Open  (Force,  and  Violence  among 
them ;  as  well  Seamen  belonging  to  his  Ma^  Men  of  Warr  as 
merchant  men,  dayly  Comitting  Severall  Violences  and  Out- 
rages, to  the  very  great  disservice  of  his  Ma'^  and  Damage  of 
his  Subjects.

faile  at  their  Utmost  perill  and  the  SherrifTs  are  hereby 
Ordered  to  give  Copy  of  this  to  the  Vestry  of  each  Parish 
within  his  Bayliwick.

Then  Read  a  letter  by  his  Ex~^  reed  from  M'  ffrancis 
Jenckins  dated  the  ^^  of  this  Instant  July  wherein  is  set  forth 
that  by  Virtue  of  his  Ex"*^  Ord'  which  he  Reed:  not  till  the 
29th  of  June  at  Evening,  he  immediately  writt  SumonVs  and 
sent  Messingers  to  give  Notice  to  every  Justice  of  the  County 
to  meet  at  the  Court  House  on  the  Second  of  this  Instant, 
pursuant  to  that  Order,  who  all  accordingly  appear'd;  only 
two  that  were  absent  out  of  the  County,  to  witt  M'  James 
P-  535  Round  gone  for  England,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Jones,  for  the 
HorektU  and  two  more,  Viz*  CoH:  John  Winder,  and  M'  Roger 
Woolford,  impeded  by  indisposition  of  Body,  Setting  forth 
likewise,  that  the  Representation  in  the  Ord'  mention'd  never 
appear'd  in  Court  and  that  one  ffrancis  Thoroughgood  one  oi 
the  Principal  men  of  that  Grand  Jury  utterly  denyes  his  having 
any  knowledge  of  the  last  Clause  thereof  touching  the  Con- 
tinuation of  the  s"*  Maj'  Whittington  in  the  Sherriffis  Office. 

Then  was  by  Ord*"  Inspected  what  Justices  are  in  the  Com- 
mission of  Peace  for  that  County,  whereby  it  appears  that  M' 
Matthew  Scarborough,  and  M'  Sam"  Hopkins  (two  of  yo'  s** 
Justices)  are  taken  no  Notice  off*,  neither  in  the  foremention'd 
Return  nor  M'  Jenkins  Letter,  and  it  being  observed  like- 
wise that  two  of  the  Justices  Signing  that  Return  are  parties 
Complainants,  and  that  the  rest  of  the  Subscribers  are  but 
ffive  in  Number,  w^  is  not  one  half  of  the  Commission  and 
further  that  the  time  assigned  for  the  Justices  meeting,  being 
adjudged  too  short,  so  that  it  was  scarce  possible  they  should 
be  all  of  them  got  together  by  that  time,  all  w*"*  inducing  this 
Board  to  believe  that  the  said  matter  might  not  be  altogether 
so  fairly  Carryed  on  and  as  if  the  party  Accused  had  not 
Equall  Justice  done  him;  Whereupon  M'  Thomas  Dixon  one 
of  the  Complainants  and  Mai'  Whittington  the  party  Accused 
(attending  without)  were  Called  for,  who  Came  accordingly. 
The  s**  M'  Dixon  is  acquainted  with  the  foregoing  Observa- 
tions made  upon  the  s'^  Return,  and  Letter,  and  is  asked  why 
there  was  no  motion  made  of  M'  Scarborough  nor  M'  Hop- 
kins, who  makes  answer,  they  were  Dissent"  Maj'  Whitting- 
ton being  asked  what  he  had  to  say  p'sents  to  the  Board  a 
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Certain  Peticon  which  was  Read,  and  the  Matter  therein  ukh.d. 
Contained  being  fully  Considered  by  this  Board,  they  have

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Lib.  H.  D.  against  yo'  Peticon'  and  that  yo'  Peticon'  may  be  there  with 
his  Books  which  he  hath  brought  to  that  purpose,  to  manifest 
his  Innocency  they  being  most  materiall  (Since  all  men  are

And  it  being  requisite  that  all  our  Loving  Subjects  do  Con- 
curr  in  opposing  the  Comon  Enemy,  And  the  possessing  of 
Newfoundland  by  the  ffrench  being  of  most  near  concern  to 
our  Colony  of  New  England.

The  Information  of  Thomas  Robinson  Esq. 

This  informant  Saith 

^8^**^'/^*'''  That  upon  the  16***  of  June  (as  he  Remembers) 
matioVrbotit  he  Came  to  Philadelphia  where  he  th*  Night 
^^'VhM^dT'*  waited  upon  Govern'  Markham  &  Shew'd  him 
phia  ic:  *  the  Comissiou  &  patent  he  had  from  the  Earl  of 
Romney,  in  Relation  to  prizes,  and  told  him  that 
he  heard  there  was  one  Rob'  Chinton,  Edmund  Lassell,  and 
a  Dutchman  th*  were  in  Prison,  w""**  were  Suspected  to  be  of 
Every's  Crew,  saying  the  Goal  was  insufficient  to  keep  them, 
therefore  desired  they  might  be  better  sccur'd;  who  said  they 
should  th*  night;  The  next  morning  M'  Cole  the  Landlord  of 
the  House  where  this  informant  lodged  came  up  into  his  bed 
Chamber  and  told  him  that  Rob'  Chinton  &  Edmund  Lassell 
had  broke  Prison  &  were  gone  That  ab'  Ten  a  Clock  th'  day 
he  waited  upon  the  Govern'  again  and  told  him  it  was  a  very 
ill  managed  Business  to  let  the  two  principal  Criminalls  about 
Town  Escape  after  th'  manner,  who  for  answer  said  that  he 
was  neither  Sheriff  nor  Goaler  and  that  the  County  ought  to 
be  fin'd  for  letting  the  Goale  be  insufficient.  That  the  same 
day  or  the  next  day  after  he  went  to  the  Prison  to  see  the 
place  where  they  were  said  to  make  their  Escape  and  at  the 
bottom  of  the  Dore  did  see  where  there  had  been  a  board  of 
about  14:  inches  long  and  10:  inches  broad  ript  oiT;  but  could 
not  possibly  believe  that  men  of  tha'  bulk  could  get  through 
at  such  a  place,  especially  Chinton,  who  is  said  to  be  a  very 
ffat  grosse  man  That  the  ^  morning  they  broke  prison  the 
Gov'  issued  out  a  hue  &  Cry  to  take  them  with  a  Promise  (by 
the  Bellman)  of  a  Reward  of  ffive  Pounds  a  peice  to  any  one 
th'  should  Apprehend  them.  That  in  the  Afternoon  one 
p.  98  Hannah  Witt  came  to  this  Informant  &  fTrancis  Jones  before 
whom  she  made  Oath  she  had  seen  the  ^  Chinton  and 
Lassell  three  times  th^  day  among  a  parcell  of  Bushes  near 
a  place  called  the  Centure  in  Philadelphia  Chinton  having  a 
sword  by  his  side,  a  pistell  in  one  hand,  another  stuck  in  his 
girdle  and  a  musket  upon  his  Shoulder;  one  John  Clapole 
Sheriff  of  Philadelphia  County  being  then  by  told  the  Woman 
th*  he  was  sure  she  was  mistaken  for  that  they  were  not  there; 
whereupon  this  informant  went  to  the  Govern'  &  acquainted 
him  with  these  matters  and  desired  he  might  have  his  speciall 
warrant  to  Apprehend  them  seeing  they  were  so  nigh,  to  w**" 
the  Govern'  made  Answer  that  he  knew  of  noe  business  this 
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Informant  had  with  any  Warrant  nor  that  he  need  trouble  Lib.  11.  d. 
himself  about  them  however  told  him  afterwards  that  if  he 
would  write  a  warrant  himself  he  would  sign  it,  w''*'  accord- 
ingly this  Informant  did  by  direction  of  the  s**  Govern'  Order- 
ing the  same  to  be  made  directable  to  the  Sherriff  with  a 
blanck  to  be  left  for  other  p'sons  names  to  be  inserted  by  the 
s**  Sherriff,  whom  he  thought  fit.  That  this  Informant  carryed 
the  s**  Warrant  to  the  Sherriff  and  acquainted  him  with  the 
Govern"  Comands,  relating  thereto,  but  he  utterly  Refused  to 
fill  up  the  Warrant  and  said  he  would  not  go  unless  this  Inform- 
ant went  with  him,  by  which  means  the  Warr'  was  left  unexe- 
cuted, neither  would  be  Reed  by  the  Sherriff,  and  the  persons 
thereby  made  their  further  Escape.  That  there  were  Warrants 
out  for  apprehending  Charles  Goss,  Edmond  Duke  Castle 
George  Thompson,  Adam  Birch  and  James  Miller  known  Pri- 
vateers and  Pyrats,  notwithstanding  which  they  were  publickly 
&  dayly  seen  up  and  Down  the  Streets  of  Philadelphia,  without 
any  notice  taken  of  them  and  that  one  Edward  Shippen — a 
magistrate,  and  one  of  the  Councill  of  that  Governm'  (as  this 
informant  believes)  was  at  the  same  time  known  to  be  in 
Company  of  Adam  Birch  &  others  of  the  s**  Privateers;  at  the 
s**  Adam  Birch  his  house,  w^**  he  also  confessed  to  this  Inform- 
ant being  asked  the  question. 

That  about  the  19*^  of  June  past,  one  John  Mathias  came 
and  Surrendered  himself  up  to  this  Informant  upon  their  Ex"*^ 
the  Lords  Justices  Proclamation  as  being  one  of  Every's  Crew, 
whom  this  informant  deliver'd  up  to  the  Govern'  &  was  by 
him  Comitted  to  prison.  That  upon  the  21***  of  June  After, 
the  s**  Mathias  was  brought  before  the  Govern'  &  Councill  & 
Examined  (this  informant  being  likewise  there  p'sent)  where 
he  Confessed  &  delar'd  th^  he  was  a  Swede  belonging  to  a 
Ship  that  had  the  King  of  Denmarks  Comission  to  Trade  upon 
the  Guinia  Coast  a  Hamburger,  there  being  another  Ship  then  p-  99 
in  Company  with  them  that  had  also  a  like  Commission  both 
which  Ships  the  s'^  Cap^  Every  tooke  Riding  at  an  Anchor  in 
the  Island  of  Prince,  and  plundered  them  and  took  to  the  Num- 
ber of  Sixteen  men  out  of  both  Ships  &  carryed  them  away 
with  him,  whereof  he  the  %^  Mathias  was  one. 

That  from  thence  they  went  directly  to  the  Red  Sea,  where 
they  took  two  large  Persian  Ships,  richly  laden  as  he  Supposed 
by  the  great  quantity  of  Gold  and  other  plunder  they  brought 
with  them  after  they  Came  from  Rifling  the  s**  Ships.  That 
Chinton  was  Everys  Chief  Lieuten^  &  Lassell  some  sort  of 
Officer  belonging  to  the  s**  Ship,  but  could  not  tell  of  any  more 
of  them  th^  were  in  Pensilvania,  Save  the  Dutchman  that  was 
in  Prison  and  belonged  to  the  other  Hamburger  Ship;  but  as 
11 
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Lib.  H.  D.  to  himself  he  said,  he  Received  no  Share,  but  what  they  were 
pleased  to  give  him  for  mending  their  cloaths  and  such  like;  to 
the  quantity  of  ab*  300:  pieces  of  Gold.  That  after  the  War- 
rants  were  out  for  taking  up  the  Privateers,  Charles  Goss  (one 
of  them)  came  to  one  Wid*"  Huttons  House  to  take  his  leave 
of  her,  where  in  a  quarrell  with  a  frenchman  he  was  kill'd. 
That  two  days  after  (at  the  s**  Goss's  funerall)  there  happened 
a  Riott,  w""^  one  Cap*  Snead  a  Magistrate  of  that  place,  going 
to  Appease  &  Comanded  the  Peace,  he  was  violeody  assaulted 
and  in  defending  himself  from  the  EUbUe,  he  casually 
wounded  a  man.  That  there  was  a  Rumour  of  a  Carolina 
Sloop  being  there,  which  was  intended  to  Carry  of  those 
privateers,  but  Notice  thereof,  being  given  to  the  Gov'  he  made 
the  master  Enter  into  2000'^  Bond  to  the  Contrary.  But  the 
s'^  Master  being  known  to  be  an  old  Privateer  himself  in  Sus- 
pected notwithstanding  to  have  Carryed  the  s^  Chinton  & 
Lassell  away  with  him.  The  s"^  Masters  Name  is  Meddlecot 
and  is  said  to  have  been  Chyrurgeons  Mate  to  a  Privateer  th* 
went  to  the  Persian  Sea  about  mve  years  Agoe,  whereof  it  is 
said  th*  James  Miller  one  of  the  Privateers  aforenamed  was 
Master.

Pontee.  However  I'm  well  assured  they  have  noe  design 
against  any  the  English  Colony's  they  having  not  touched  at 
Martinico  or  any  of  our  other  Neighbouring  (Trench  Islands 
in  their  passage  by  Us,  which  was  about  two  months  since, 
For  about  that  time  a  New  York  Brigantine  bound  to  Nevis 
fell  into  their  (fleet  ab^  70  Leagues  to  the  Eastward  of  this 
Island.

th'  there  were  about  Ten  Indians  at  Cap'  Brents  House  which 
had  got  in  drink  &  were  troublesome,  insomuch  th'  he 
Comanded  their  Arms  to  be  delivered  him  up;  ffive  whereof 
Surrendered  to  him  accordingly,  but  3  more  th'  had  also 
Arms,  would  not  part  with  them  but  made  their  escape;  That 
the  Next  Day  the  %^  Indians  march'  to  a  House  about  two 
miles  below  the  s'^  Cap'  Brents  where  they  assaulted  & 
wounded  a  mans  wife  &  fTour  Small  Children  in  dangerous 
manner. 

That  this  Depon'  went  himself  from  CoH  ffitzhugh's  to  the 
s**  House  (being  about  Ten  miles  distance)  for  to  know  the 
Certainty;  where  he  see  the  Woman  and  discoursed  her,  who 
inform'd  him  that  as  she  was  washing  of  butter  at  the  Spring, 
there  Came  two  Indians  up  to  her  and  she  Striving  to  get 
over  a  ffence  to  make  her  Escape,  they  knockt  her  down,  but 
was  not  sensible  what  they  did  to  her  afterwards.  That  when 
she  Came  to  her  Self  she  felt  her  breast  very  Sore  and  her 
Scalp  all  taken  off  except  a  little  hair  left  on  her  forhead. 
That  he  discoursed  Doctor  Tanckardson,  who  has  her  under 
Care,  who  says  th'  her  right  breast  has  been  ript  up  by  the 
Indians  with  a  knife  insomuch  th'  when  he  Came  to  dress  it, 
the  wind  puft  out  like  a  pair  of  Bellowes. 

That  the    Womans    eldest    daughter    lyes    dangerously 
wounded  and  is  thought  will  not  live.     That  the  Neighbours  p.  78 
have  got  three  of  her  other  Children,  which  they  Report  are 
also  wounded,  but  not  mortally.

D.  among  them  &  then  that  there  should  be  Murder  done  about 
Choptico,  w''''  should  be  laid  on  them  Indians  and  by  that 
means  the  English  should  drive  them  from  among  them  and 
when  that  was  done  and  those  Indians  from  among  the 
English  and  Joyn'd  with  the  Indians  then  would  be  a  fit  time 
to  make  the  warr  or  to  that  Effect

whereof  an  Indian  Commonly  known  by  the  name  of  Esq 
p.  119  Tom  was  the  head  and  leader  of  them  are  those  that  were  the 
perpetrat"  and  Actors  of  a  late  Wicked  Assassination  &  murder 
on  one  W*  Wigentons  wife  &  three  children  and  that  the  s**

self  Oblidg'd  to  p'sent  yo'  Ex"*^  with  (as  in  my  poor  sense) 
being  a  Specim:  of  the  Pettie  mischifs  of  last  years  perpe- 
trated in  yo'  Governm'  w^**  perhaps  may  be  streams  from  the 
same  ffountain,  the  narrative  here  followes.  This  Evening  I 
caird  at  our  high  Sherriffs  where  Choptico  Robin  who 
made  the  ffirst  discovery  at  liberty  he  being  by  the  s**  Officers 
so  Indulged  and  his  ffears  thereby  Abated  he  told  me  he 
would  now  make  me  fully  sensible  of  the  Cause  of  this 
Villany  and  thus  began ;  Early  in  the  Spring  to  witt  about  5 
months  last  past  Esq  Tom  was  at  or  about  the  ffalls  of  Poto- 
mock  and  there  were  some  Piscattoway  Indians  &  some  of 
those  Seniquos  that  live  in  the  mountains  amongst  which  last 
was  a  Susquehanah  a  great  man  whose  name  is  monges,  this 
Indian  had  much  private  Communication  then  with  Esq  Tom, 
w""^  noe  other  Indians  knew  or  noted,  he  p'sented  him  with  a 
large  belt  of  Peak,  and  told  him  that  his  Nation  was  Ruin'd

H.  D.  no  People,  that  he  had  still  tears  in  his  Eyes  when  he  thought 
of  it  and  not  being  able  to  doe  any  thing  in  Publique  he  must 
take  his  Revenge  in  private  by  his  money  &  therefore  if  this 
Esq  Tom  would  kill  some  English  where  he  Could  with 
greatest  Safety  doe  it  and  most  probable  to  be  lay'd  upon  the 
Empero"  People,  he  would  give  him  great  Rewards  it  Carry- 
ing with  him  a  double  Revenge  for  th*  the  English  would

Virg*  th*  the  Emper'  sate  down  there  where  now  he  is  but  the 
s**  Pomunkeys  soon  Returned  to  Maryland  th*  he  Coming  from 
Choptico  about  the  time  Esq  Tom  &  his  Gang  Came  over  to 
hunt  he  was  perswaded  to  Come  with  them  to  Virg*  that 
being  so  Come  &  in  the  Woods  a  little  beyond  my  house  Esq' 
Tom  on  a  Suddain  told  him  he  would  kill  some  English  and

Ex°^  at  Annapolis  you  were  pleased  to  Enquire 
concerning  the  Indians  &  of  their  behaviour  in  our  County 
which  by  reason  of  my  Remoteness  from  their  walks  and 
having  for  some  time  before  bin  in  the  Province  of  Pensil- 
vania  could  give  yo'  Ex""^  no  acco*  of  them  but  since  my 
Return  passing  through  the  Body  of  the  County  have  received 
Severall  Complaints  of  their  abuses  and  Insolent  behaviour  to 
the  inhabitants  which  is  now  become  Superlative  &  not  toler- 
ably to  be  endured  from  them  &  the  people  in  Gen"  under 
apprehensions   of  Some   Mischeif  intended  by  them   more 
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Especially  the  ffrontier  Plantations  &  other  Small  ffamilies  on  ukik  d. 
whom  they  Comitt  most  of  their  Extravagancies. 

I  must  acknowledge  this  Information  Comes  not  soe  suit- 
able from  my  Pen  as  it  would  from  theirs  that  have  the  mili- 
tary Power  in  Charge  but  understanding  they  had  not  as  yet 
given  yo'  Ex"*'''  an  Acco*  of  it  (the  Reason  I  p'sume)  as  not 
thinking  it  worth  while  to  trouble  y'  Ex'**'^  with  Complaints  of 
so  small  a  Magnitude  esteeming  nothing  worthy  of  Informa- 
tion less  than  some  Act  of  hostility  w*"**  not  Squaring  with  my 
Opinion  that  an  Evill  prevented  is  at  any  time  farr  better 
then  after  an  Evill  Comitted  to  seek  for  Redress  is  the  Reason 
I  p'sume  at  this  time  to  trouble  yo'  Ex°*^  herewith  and  if  upon 
p'usall  it  shall  appear  there  is  nothing  therein  materiall  or 
worthy  yo'  Ex"*^  Cognizance  I  hope  yo'  Ex°^  will  pardon  my 
presumption  &  attribute  it  to  no  other  then  the  Effect  of  my 
Zeal  for  the  publick  peace  &  tranquility  of  the  Province. 

The  ffirst  Complaint  I  Reed:  was  at  Patapsco  how  that  upon 
their  passing  by  the  Inhabitants  they  had  destroyed  severall 
of  the  Inhabitants  hoges  &  though  no  positive  proofe  can  be 
had  as  Catching  th""  m  the  ffact  yet  the  Circumstances  are 
pregnant  to  prove  th*  tardy  for  they  have  been  seen  with 
ffresh  Pork,  &  Catch*  singing  seveall  hogs  feet  at  their  ffiers 
besides  it  is  remarkable  that  they  never  pass  but  the  inhabi- 
ants  receive  some  Signall  dammage  in  their  Stocks  more 
then  Vsuall. 

The  second  Complaint  I  reed:  was  at  middle  River  where 
I  was  Inform'd  that  Some  Indians  passing  by  a  poor  mans  p- 122 
plantation  one  enter'd  the  house  where  he  seeing  none  but 
the  Woman  (the  man  as  happened  being  in  an  Inward  Roome 
unknown  to  the  Indian,  the  Indian  Sate  down  &  with  a  stern 
Countenance  bid  God  dam  her  for  a  whore  fetch  him  some- 
thing to  eat  repeating  such  and  the  like  language  Severall 
times  which  the  man  of  the  House  hearing  thereupon  p'sently 
appear'd  and  the  Indian  perceiving  him  fortwith  Started  up  & 
runaway  but  left  them  notwithstanding  full  of  Apprehension  of 
Some  farther  Intended  mischief  such  insolencies  being 
unusall  tho:  God  be  praised  noe  further  Evill  has  hitherto 
happened  to  them  and  I  wish  it  may  so  terminate. 

The  third  Complaint  I  reed:  was  at  Gunpowder  from 
whence  these  Comes  to  yo'  Ex"*''^  how  that  an  Indian  or  two 
coming  to  the  House  of  one  Robert  Love  who  had  some 
Venison  hanging  up  in  the  House  the  Indians  took  down  the 
meat  &  told  him  he  would  have  it  for  his  Dog  the  man 
endeavouring  to  hinder  him  the  Indian  grew  more  Roburst  & 
told  him  he  would  have  the  meat  and  his  Kettle  to  boyle  it  in, 
the  man  Endeavouring  still  to  hinder  him  the  Indian  puU'd 
him  downe  by  the  hair  &  was  Stooping   for  a  Stone  to 
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Ub.  H.  D.  knock  him  on  the  head,  anoth'  English  man  coming  in  the 
Intervall  took  him  off;  but  the  Indian  &  his  mate  carried  away 
the  meat  by  fforce  the  like  Insolencies  they  have  Comitted 
in  Severall  other  places  entring  peoples  Houses  &  taking 
their  provisions  by  violence  the  reason  of  such  their  Carriage 
&  behaviour  as  Can  be  gathered  from  the  most  antient  House 
keepers  and  those  best  acquainted  with  their  disposicons 
being  out  of  noe  other  design  then  to  provoke  the  English  to 
doe  them  Some  ii^jury  whereupon  they  might  ground  a 
Quarrell. 

The  last  Complaint  I  shall  trouble  yo'  Ex~^  with  is  that  of 
one  Charles  Hewit  an  Elderly  man  seated  upon  the  head  of 
Gunpowder  about  ffour  miles  without  any  Inhabitants  who 
being  not  only  acquainted  with  the  proceedings  of  the  Indians 
in  our  parts  but  having  liv'd  in  Virg*  formerly  in  the  trouble- 
some times  with  the  Indians  I  sent  for  him  in  &  last  night  he 
Came  to  me  whereupon  I  told  him  that  I  understood  he  had 
Complained  of  Some  Injuries  lately  reed:  from  the  Indians  & 
being  intended  to  make  yo'  Ex"^  acquainted  therewith 
required  his  Deposicon  and  accordingly  gave  him  his  Oath, 
the  forme  of  Deposicons  I  have  left  out  for  the  avoiding  pro- 
lixity  having  already  I  fear  been  too  tedious  the  heads  are  as 
foUoweth  Viz* 

The  Indians  for  these  three  months  last  past  he  has 
observed  to  be  more  Insolent  then  in  all  the  ffour  years  time 
he  has  been  Seated  before;  whilst  he  and  his  wife  have  been 
out  at  work  or  else  where  about  their  Occasions  they  have 
Open'd  his  doors  Enter'd  his  House  opened  his  Chest  taken 
away  powder  lead  Shot  and  other  things;  forceably  in  his 
p.  123  absence  before  his  wives  face  taken  what  ready  provisions 
they  could  ffin'd;  Comes  on  the  Back  of  his  Plantation  gathers 
his  Green  Corn  cutts  up  his  Corn  stalks  &  gathers  his  herb- 
age planted  for  the  use  of  his  ffamily  without  leave;  comes 
into  his  house  in  Companies  all  Arm'd  &  unusally  painted  all 
over  taking  down  his  Arms  from  the  Racks  where  they  are 
hung  &  viewing  them  with  other  Jestures  &  postures  unac- 
custom'd;  About  a  ffortnight  since  ten  of  them  all  Arm'd  and 
painted  past  by  his  plantation  under  pretence  of  going  to 
Potomock  to  Trade  every  one  having  a  Rumlett  containing 
about  3:  or  4  Gallons  Some  full  of  Rum  &  others  powder 
with  some  match  coats 

Inferrences  upon  further  Examination  of  the  Deponent  of 
Some  Roguish  design  in  hand. 

fllirst  the  Depon'  Saith  th'  for  ffour  years  last  past  he  has 
been  Seated  in  their  walks  they  usually  take  when  they  move 
to  their  hunting  Quarters;  the  Indians  usually  passing  that 
way  to  hunt  being  not  above  a  dozen  or  ffourteen  men  besides 
women  &  Children. 
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2""^^    Their  Company's  in  moving  Seldom  above   two  or  ub.  h.  d. 
three  with  their  fiamilies. 

3"^'^  Their  passing  was  peaceable  modestly  asking  and 
paying  for  such  Necessarys  as  they  had  Occasion  of, 

^twy  Their  time  of  moving  to  their  hunting  Quarters  was 
in  June  from  whence  they  Returned  not  till  September  &  then 
in  companys  as  they  went  laden  with  their  pelt.

ffirst  there    has  past  within    this    three  months  last  past 
between  ffifty  &  sixty  men  all  well  Arm'd  noe  women  nor 
children.

By  w*^^  it  seems  all  their  Actions  run  Retrograde  to  their 
fformer  accustom'd  practices  &  though  at  p'esent  the  worst  of 
our  Evill  consists  in  a  Panick  ffear  it  is  much  to  be  doubted 
the  sequell  will  terminate  in  blood  the  Inhabitants  being 
already  so  Exasperated  as  that  sev'all  of  the  more  resolute  are 
Resolved  noe  longer  to  Endure  the  Abuse  but  upon  the  ffirst 
Occasion  given  are  Resolved  to  Revenge  the  Injuries  sus- 
tain'd  upon  their  p'sons  the  Redress  of  w*^  growing  Mischiefs 
I  shall  humbly  Referr  to  yo'  Ex°*^  &  Subscribe  my  self  as  I 
am  and  ever  shall  be.

date  the  2^  of  October  1695  And  which  I  Received  by  our  last 
Fleet  from  the  Hon****  William  Bridgeman  Esq'  Theire  Lord- 
shps  Secretary  And  with  humble  Submission  to  your  Lord- 
shps  I  do  not  find  th*  any  Ship  or  Vessell  can  be  tryed  by  the 
Court  of  Admiralty  for  breach  of  any  of  the  Acts  of  1  rade 
and  Navigation  except  a  Ship  or  vessell  that  shall  cary  anv  of 
the  enumerated  Comodityes  to  any  place  but  as  directed  by 
Acts  of  Parliam*  particularly  by  one  of  the  2  2**  &  2  3**  of  King 
Charles  the  Second  Entituled  an  Act  to  p'vent  the  planting  of 
Tobb:  in  England  &  for  Regulateing  the  Plantation  Trade  by 
Virture  of  w*'''  Act  the  Ship  or  Vessell  So  offending  is  to  be 
Tryed  for  the  same  in  any  of  the  Plantations  in  the  Court  of 
high  Admirall  &c.  of  England  or  any  of  his  Vice  Admiralls  as 
in  page  237  of  the  Book  of  Rates  &c.

Examined  the  Matters  in  differences  between  the 
Lord  Baltemore  &  William  Penn  Esq'  in  behalfe  of  this  p'sent 
Maty  Concerning  a  Tract  of  Land  in  America  Comonly  Called 
Dellaware  theire  L'^p'  find  that  the  Land  Intended  to  be 
granted  by  the  L''  Baltemores  Pattent  was  only  Land 
and  Inhabited  with  Savages  And  that  this  Tract  of  Land  now 
in  dispute  was  Inhabitated  and  planted  by  Christians  att  and 
before  the  date  of  the  Lord  Baltemors  Pattent  as  it  hath  been 
ever  Since  to  this  time  and  Continued  as  a  distinct  Colony 
p.  137  from  that  of  Maryland  so  that  theire  L^'shipps  humbly  offer 
theire  Opinion  that  for  avoyding  further  differences  the  Tract 
of  Land  lying  between  the  River  and  Bay  of  Delleware  and 
the  Eastern  Sea  on  the  One  side  and  Chesapeak  Bay  on  the 
other  be  divided  into  two  Equall  parts  by  a  Line  from  the 
Latitude  of  Cape  Hinlopen  to  the  40^^  Degree  of  Northerne

22***  of  Aprill  Last  requireing  your  punctuall  Care  in  all  things 
relating  to  the  Execution  of  the  Act  for  the  Plantation  Trade 
Unto  which  we  therefore  referr  you  as  being  of  greater 
weight  then  anything  we  are  able  to  Say  upon  the  Subject, 

Upon  Consideration  of  the  Assemblyes  Address  mentioned 
in  the  Close  of  your  Last  Letter  Desireing  that  Coll  Copleys 
Estate  in  Maryland  may  Answer  to  his  Maty  the  fourth  part 
of  the  Twelve  pence  -p  hogshead  on  Tobb:  which  ought  to 
have  been  imployed  in  Stores  of  Warr  but  was  by  him  Con- 
verted to  his  private  use.  We  Cannot  Conceive  why  prose- 
cution has  not  allready  been  made  thereupon  in  the  Country 
that  whatsoever  was  found  due  to  the  King  might  have  been 
recovered  by  ordinary  Course  of  Law. 

Upon  the  head  of  Stores  we  must  also  add  that  we  find 
not  amongst  the  papers  now  received  any  Ace*  or  Inventory 
of  the  Arms  Amunition  and  Stores  remaining  in  any  of  his 
Matys  Magazeens  in  that  Province  w*"**  being  a  thing  that  his 
Maty  has  required  you  Annually  to  Observe,  we  Expect  that 
it  be  Accordingly  performed.  There  is  another  thing  also 
that  we  find  omitted  by  you,  tho  we  Acquainted  you  partic- 
ularly that  it  was  his  Matys  Express  Command,  and  Accord- 
ingly required  you  to  Observe  it,  We  mean  An  Exact  Ace*  of 
all  money  Given  for  publicque  uses  And  how  the  same  is  and 
has  been  from  time  to  time  Expended  or  layd  out.  This 
therefore  (to  Explaine  our  Selves  more  particularly)  we 
Expect  to  be  punctually  observed  at  least  from  the  beginning 
of  the  year  1696. 

Upon  persuall  of  the  Assemblyes  Address  relating  to  the 

Quota  of  Men  or  money  to  be  furnished  by  Maryland  for  the 

defence  of  New  York  we  should  not  have  been  able  to  have 

understood  there  meaning  therein  if  we  had  not  found  it  more 

p.  229  plainly  Expressed  in  Some  other  of  your  publique  papers  But 
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finding  by  theire  Answer  to  your  proposal!  Dated  the  8'**  of  Lib.  h.d. 
July  1696  that  they  did  not  think  themselves  obliged  to 
Contribute  any  More  thereunto  till  his  Matys  pleasure  therein 
should  be  further  declared  We  have  onely  thereupon  to 
repeat  and  more  fully  Explaine  what  we  writt  you  in  our  last 
Letter  upon  that  Subject  Viz'  That  his  Maty  by  his  Order  in 
Councill  Dated  the  19'**  of  November  last  did  require  us  to 
Signify  his  pleasure  to  the  Gov"  of  all  his  Collonyes  Con- 
cerned in  that  regulation  that  they  should  each  of  them  make 
good  theire  respective  proportions  which  Order  You  are 
Therefore  Accordingly  to  Obterve. 

We  observe  That  you  write  about  Settleing  the  Boundaries 
between  Maryland  aud  Pensilvania  and  haveing  thereupon 
looked  out  the  Order  of  Councill  which  you  mention  to  have 
been  made  in  the  time  of  the  late  King  James  upon  that 
Subject  Dated  the  13'**  of  Nov*^'  1685  and  Esteeming  the 
Execution  thereof  Very  Necessary  for  the  prevention  of  Dis- 
putes between  those  two  Provinces.  We  have  required  M' 
Pen  to  give  directions  on  his  part  for  a  Concurrence  in  the 
Governm'  of  Pensilvania.  And  he  has  to  that  purpose  de- 
livered  to  us  the  inclosed  Lre  to  CoH  Markham  which  we 
doubt  not  but  will  Accordingly  be  Observed;  wherefore  we 
also  send  you  hereinclosed  a  Copy  of  the  said  Order  that 
you  may  accordingly  take  Care  it  be  observed  with  respect 
to  his  Matys  Interrest  in  Maryland. 

The  Laws  of  the  Province  of  Maryland  we  find  to  be  in 
great  disorder.  Before  the  receipt  of  the  last  we  had  already 
sent  the  former  (which  we  found  amongst  the  papers  belong- 
ing to  this  Office)  to  M'  Attorney  and  M'  SoUicitor  gen"  for 
theire  opinion  upon  the  Legall  part  thereof  And  have  but 
very  lately  received  them  back.  The  last  are  yet  in  theire 
hands;  And  till  we  have  rec**  the  whole  we  do  not  think  fitt 
to  make  any  of  them  particularly  the  Subject  of  our  Con- 
sideration For  we  are  Sencible  that  they  need  a  thorow 
Revisal,  and  are  Doubtfull  least  a  Determination  upon  any 
part  of  them  without  a  View  of  the  whole,  will  but  breed  yet 
greater  Confusion,  And  by  reason  of  such  Confusion  we 
•pceive  it  was,  that  in  order  to  the  better  understanding  which 
of  the  Laws  are  in  force  in  the  Province  of  Maryland  you  were 
required  by  your  Instructions  with  the  Assistance  of  the 
Councill  there  to  send  over  a  Compleat  body  of  the  Laws 
that  are  now  in  force  there  together  with  your  Opinion  there  p.  230 
upon  And  what  alterac5ns  you  Judge  Requisite  to  be  made 
therein,  for  by  what  we  have  observed  in  looking  (tho  but 
Slightly)  upon  some  of  them,  and  by  the  list  it  Self  of  theire 
Titles  Conteining  so  many  Revivals  of  Temporary  Laws  we 
are  Assured  that  the  Obscurity  whensoever  we  shall  Come  to 
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Lib.  H,D.  examine  them  will  be  very  great.  This  makes  it  highly 
necessary  for  us  to  mind  you  of  that  Instruction  which 
imposes  on  you  no  impossible  nor  very  difficult  work  & 
ought  to  have  been  allready  more  punctually  observed  And 
besides  this  also  we  Cannot  but  take  notice  of  another  of 
your  Instructions  relating  to  Laws,  which  is  that  they  be  all 
made  indefinite  and  without  Limitation  of  time  unless  they  be 
onely  for  a  Temporary  end  Whereupon  you  are  required  not 
onely  [not]  to  reenact  any  Law  which  shall  have  been  once 
enacted  before  except  upon  very  urgent  occasions  but  in  no 
Case  more  then  once  w***out  his*  Matys  Express  Consent,  the 
neglect  of  this  rule  has  been  evidendy  a  fault  in  the  whole 
Course  of  Enacting  Laws  in  Maryland:  and  the  very  list  of 
those  past  in  your  time  shewes  that  you  your  Selfe  have  not 
much  better  Observed  it. 

We  Coffiend  your  Care  and  diligence  in  the  Severall  papers 
that  you  mentioned  in  your  Lre  to  have  sent  us,  But  Some  of 
them  (of  which  Sorte  are  the  Ace*  of  parishes  &c.  The  list 
of  the  names  of  the  Councill  &c.  The  proceedings  relateing 
to  the  Privateer  Day  &c.  TTie  Severall  lists  of  Navigation 
Bonds  &c.  The  Coll"  and  Navall  Officers  list  &c.)  need  not 
att  present  any  particular  Answer  from  us  more  then  to  desire 
you  to  Continue  the  like  upon  all  Occasions,  and  to  tell  you 
(amongst  the  rest)  That  in  the  Act'  of  Taxables  the  Distinction 
of  Freemen,  Servants  and  Negros  which  you  Say  you  Intend 
hereafter  to  Observe  will  be  very  Acceptable. 

Upon  Occasion  of  what  you  write  ab*  the  Privateer  Day  we 
wish  you  had  told  us  what  Laws  you  have  in  force  in  Maryland 
for  the  punishm*  of  Pyrates  for  tho  perhaps  we  may  find  Some- 
thing on  th*  Subject  when  we  Come  to  Examine  all  those  Laws 
Yet  your  information  would  have  made  it  more  ready  and 
easy  to  us.  However  now  we  desire  you  to  write  us  what  ever 
further  expedient  your  observation  Suggests  to  you  not  onely 
for  the  Seizing  of  any  such  persons  but  also  ab'  the  means  of 
bringing  them  to  Condigne  punishm*  when  taken. 

In  the  end  of  those  papers  that  you  have  fastened  together 
and  Marked  N*  4  are  the  returns  of  Severall  Sheriffs  to  the 
Order  that  been  sent  to  them  relating  to  persons  imployed  in 
places  of  Trust  Contrary  to  the  Intent  of  the  Act  for  p'venting 
frauds  and  regulating  abuses  &c  in  which  we  Observe  that 
Severall  of  those  returns  are  very  Imperfect  and  Answer  not 
the  end  of  your  Enquiry, 
p.  231  The  Assemblyes  Address  to  his  Maty  for  the  Remission  of 
forfeitures  upon  Navigation  Bonds  whereof  you  Send  us  a 
Copy  and  what  you  write  in  your  Lre  upon  the  Same  Subject 
is  att  p'sent  under  the  Consideration  of  the  Com"  of  his 
Matys  Customs  and  we  shall  be  Sure  to  take  all  due  Care  of 
it  when  it  Comes  before  us. 
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We  are  very  Sencible  of  the  prejudice  that  you  Say  arises  Lib.  u.  d, 
both  to  Maryland  and  Virginia  by  the  Takeing  up  too  large 
Tracts  of  Land  more  then  the  Grantees  are  able  to  Cultivate. 
And  as  we  thereupon  exhorte  you  to  exert  all  the  power  you 
have  in  the  redressing  of  that  Evill  So  we  desire  you  to  ppose 
unto  us  very  plainly  and  fully  whatever  further  you  think  Ex- 
pedient to  be  done  both  for  the  remedying  of  what  is  allready 
past  and  for  preventing  the  like  for  the  future. 

The  Act  of  Gen"  pardon  that  you  propose  to  be  granted  to 
all  his  Matys  Subjects  in  that  province  tho  possibly  it  may  be 
Expedient  And  tho  the  grant  of  it  must  of  Course  Spring 
originally  from  his  Maty  yet  the  draught  of  such  a  grant  must 
of  necessity  be  first  prepared  in  the  Country  where  you  are 
most  Sencible  and  Can  best  Judge  what  is  wanted  Upon  the 
Sight  of  which  and  of  the  reasons  that  you  may  send  along 
with  it  (and  not  before)  it  will  be  fitt  to  deliberate  upon  it  here. 

The  proposition  which  you  make  about  a  particular  pardon 
for  two  Women  guilty  of  Murder  ought  (in  our  opinion)  to  be 
laid  before  the  King  by  way  of  Petition  from  thence  in  the 
Name  of  the  persons  that  Concerne  themselves  for  them 
together  with  a  State  of  theire  Case  and  the  Reasons  why 
they  are  thought  to  be  fitt  objects  of  Mercy. 

As  for  the  Petition  of  M'  William  Dent  which  you  have  sent 
us  with  your  Opinion  upon  it,  that  it  may  be  Expedient  he 
should  be  Constituted  his  Matys  Gov'  Gen"  in  that  Province 
however  fit  he  may  be  for  that  Office  Yet  Considering  that  his 
Maty  has  thought  fitt  to  Constitute  onely  Attorneys  Gen"  and 
not  Gov"  gen"  uniformly  through  all  his  Colonyes  in  America 
We  do  not  think  it  fitt  for  us  to  propose  to  his  Maty  the  Estab- 
lishm'  of  any  such  New  Officer  in  any  particular  place. 

The  Addresses  and  Associations  that  we .  rec"*  from  you  we  p.  232 
have  Transmitted  to  one  of  his  Matys  Princepall  Secrys  of 
State 

These  being  the  things  of  Chiefe  Moment  that  we  Can 
write  att  p'sent  upon  Occassion  of  the  Lres  or  papers  that  we 
have  red**  from  you  we  will  onely  Add  one  word  of  direction 
which  we  desire  should  be  Observed  in  all  papers  that  we  may 
receive  from  you  for  the  future.  It  is  that  all  writeings  what- 
soever have  faire  Margents  Capable  to  receive  the  Notes 
which  there  may  Occasion  to  make  upon  them.  That  in  the 
Journalls  and  other  publicque  Transactions,  The  Heads  of 
each  Matter  be  Minuted  and  Sett  downe  in  the  Margent  by 
the  Officers  who  Transcribe  them.  And  th*  all  papers  what- 
soever even  petitions  Addresses  or  any  thing  of  the  like 
Nature  be  Constantly  Dated  lliese  things  we  mention  to  you 
as  Rules  which  we  Esteem  usefull,  That  you  may  require  the 
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Lib.  H.  D.  Observation  thereof  from  all  -psons  respectively.     So  we  bid 
you  heartily  farewell

This  Coast  was  lately  infested  by  a  small  ffrench  Privateer 
from  Canada  one  Outlaw  an  English  Renegade  Command' 
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I  do  not  hear  of  any  mischief  done  by  the  same  except  the  Lib.  u.  d. 
taking  of  five  open  Sloops,  three  of  which  he  burnt  &  car- 
ryed  the  other  two  away.  Prisoners  th'  were  Landed  on 
Shore  by  him  (which  he  had  some  time  before  taken  in  fishing 
Vessells  at  Cape  Sables)  inform  that  there  is  another  small 
Privateer  Ketch  from  Placentia,  with  no  Guns  and  Twenty 
odd  Men  come  upon  this  Coast  of  which  I  have  not  yet  had 
any  further  intelligence,  hope  one  of  our  ffrigats  may  meet  p.  u* 
with  them,  if  they  continue  vpon  this  Coast. 

On  the  11^^  currant  a  party  of  Indians  Surprized  a  Garrison 
house  in  Lancaster  a  ffrontier  Town,  burnt  the  same,  kil'd 
Sixteen  persons  and  Nine  more  are  wanting.  If  any  News

Ordered  that  M'  lohn  Hawkins  of  Kent  County  be  inserted 
in  the  new  Provincial  Comission  in  the  room  &  stead  of  Major 
Thom*  Smith  of  the  said  County  who  by  motion,  of  CoH: 
Hinson  and  himselfe  was  put  into  the  new  Comission  of  the 
peace  for  that  County. 

Vpon  motion  of  Cap*  Richard  Brightwell  Comand'  of  the 
party  of  Rangers  upon  Potomock.  Ordered  th*  the  Comissary 
take  no  fees  for  any  Administration  granted  out  upon  the 
Estate  of  John  Baker,  one  of  the  said  Rangers  lately  kill'd  at 
the  Garrison,  by  reason  the  Estate  is  small,  and  that  he  was 
kiird  in  the  Kings  Service. 

Ordered  that  the  Rangers  belonging  to  the  Garrisons  of 
Potomock  and  Baltimore  be  permitted  to  take  up  one  or  two 
wild  unmarked  horses  a  piece  (being  deemed  for  his  Majes- 
tyes  Service)  provided  they  break  &  train  them  up  for  the 
us6  of  their  Ranging,  and  not  sell  them. 
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Octob'  the  14^  1697  ^*^-  "•  '^• 

The  Council  again  sate  and  were  present

Severall  Letters,  depositions  &  papers  concerning  the  Ind- 
ians  &"  were  produced  to  the  Board  &  read;  as  also  what  late 
Orders  were  given  from  his  Ex°*^  &  some  of  his  Maj*^  hono***' 
Councill  upon  the  late  Murther  committed  at  the  Garrison. 
His  Ex"*^'^  acquainting  the  Board  how  farr  he  has  proceeded  & 
what  further  directions  he  left  with  CoH  Addison  for  strength- 
ening the  frontiers  &  Garrison.  He  is  pleased  to  demand  of 
the  Board  what  Course  is  most  fitt  &  proper  to  be  taken  therein; 
Whereupon  the  matter  being  maturely  debated  &  considered; 
it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  that  the  calling  of  an  Assembly 
this  Winter  time,  upon  this  occasion,  will  be  very  chargeable 
and  inconvenient;  w***  charge  is  supposed  might  go  a  great 
way  in  maintaining  a  Sufficient  number  of  men  for  strength- 
ening the  ffirontiers  and  preserving  them  in  safety  this  Winter, 
but  that  they  hold  it  advisable  to  take  the  Opinion  of  the 
Justices  &  Grand  lury  of  the  Provinciall  Court  (now  mett 
together)  what  their  sense  is,  and  to  thoroughly  consult  the 
best  methods  of  securing  this  his  Maj'^  Province  &  Govern- 
ment in  peace  and  safety  from  all  attempts  &  assaults  of  the 
Indians;  and  especially  to  settle  the  matter  about  the  Piscatta- 
way  Indians,  who  are  suspected  to  have  been  guilty  of  all  these 
disturbances  &  villanies;  which  his  Ex'^'^is  pleased  to  say  can- 
not well  be  done  till  CoH  Addison  comes  to  Town  who  is 
hourly  expected. 

The  Gentlemen  that  were  sent  to  the  said  Piscattaway 
Indians  upon  the  treaty  Ordered  last  June,  were  comanded 
(according  to  a  late  summons  for  their  appearance  at  this 
Board)  to  be  called  in ;  and  accordingly  appeared  Major  p.  557 
Smallwood  Major  Barton  M'  Hutchison  M'  Wight  &  M' 
Hawkins  the  Hono"*  Thom*  Tench  &  Thomas  Brooke  Esq" 
Two  of  the  Gentlemen  that  also  went  upon  that  Treaty 
being  present. 

His  Ex"*^  is  pleased  to  demand  of  them  what  their  senti- 
ments were  as  to  the  said  Indians,  and  whether  they  did 
believe  they  were  sincere  &  hearty  in  expressing  their  resolu- 
tions of  returning  for  Maryland,  when  they  discoursed  them 
upon  the  treaty.     Who  do  severally  make  answer  that  they 
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Lib.  H.  D.  seem'd  very  hearty  &  sincere  in  such  their  intentions,  and 
that  they  never  heard  any  thing  else  to  the  contrary  since. 

M'  Richard  Cloud,  one  of  the  persons  by  Act  of  Assembly 
appointed  for  deciding  differences  with  the  Choptico  Indians 
Si"^  came  also  according  to  sumons  who  is  asked  if  any  of  that 
Nation  of  Indians  are  now  at  Choptico,  and  in  what  manner 
they  live:  Who  say's  that  there  are  severall  Indians  at 
Choptico  who  have  built  severall  Cabins  up  &  down  there- 
abouts, but  that  the  Neighbourhood  is  very  suspicious  they 
design  not  to  stay  long  m  those  parts  by  reason  they  are  a 
making  severall  Canooes  more  than  usuall. 

The  said  Gendemen  being  Ordered  to  withdraw ;  Major 
Smallwood  was  by  Order  called  in  to  whom  his  Ex"*^  sayes, 
that  he  being  a  person  that  has  frequently  dealt  and  traded 
with  the  Indians ;  therefore  asks  him  his  own  thoughts  about 
the  Piscattaway  Indians ;  and  how  much  powder  he  did  gen- 
erally deale  w^  them  for  in  a  year.  Who  makes  answer  th* 
he  believes  these  late  disturbances  may  have  putt  them  at 
p'sent  into  some  dread  &  fear,  which  might  obstruct  their 
returne  ;  but  th*  if  they  were  sent  to  &  satisfyed  &  all  misun- 
derstandings removed,  he  is  of  opinion  they  would  return 
again.  And  that  as  to  powder  selling  to  them,  he  believes  he 
might  sell  them  150,  or  2CX>  weight  in  a  year.  Major  Barton 
another  Indian  Trader,  being  sent  for  &  asked  the  same  ques- 
tions, is  much  of  the  same  Opinion  w'^  Major  Smallwood. 
And  as  to  powder  selling  he  does  believe  he  generally  sold 
them  upwards  of  300  weight  in  a  year  and  does  think  they 
may  use  at  least  six  or  seaven  hundred  weight  of  powder  in 
a  year. 

M'  Hutchison  being  called  in  is  told  by  his  Ex"''^  that  he 
having  lived  neer  the  riscattoway  ffort  for  some  years  &  had 
comunication  w^^  them,  asks  him  his  sentiments  of  the  said 
Indians,  whether  he  believes  th^  they  will  return  back  or  no  ; 
Who  say's  that  it  is  his  beliefe  they  will  scarce  come  back,  by 
reason  the  Virginians  (as  he  is  informed)  infuses  strange 
notions  into  their  heads,  by  telling  them  th'  if  they  go  back  to 
Maryland  they  will  be  all  destroyed,  and  th^  as  long  as  they 
keep  in  Virginia  they  will  be  safe  and  protected,  saying  that  it 
is  two  or  three  of  the  Indian  Traders  there  th^  supports  them 
in  those  fancyes  &  supply's  them  w^  what  they  want  and 
therefore  thinks  it  will  be  a  hard  matter  to  gett  them  back, 
notw'^'standing  they  seem'd  so  fair  upon  the  Treaty. 

M'  John  Hawkins  is  called  for  and  asked  whether  or  no  he 
has  not  lived  neer  the  Piscattaway  ffort  for  severall  years  & 
had  converse  with  severall  of  them,  who  sayes  he  has. 

He  is  asked  what  he  thinks  concerning  the  Piscattoway 
Indians  whether  he  thought  they  were  inclinable  to  returne 
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or  no;  who  makes  answer  that  he  believes  that  some  of  them  Lib.  11.  i>. 
are  inclinable  &  some  not,  but  thinks  th*  the  Emperor  is  not 
inclinable  to  come  back.     Yet  does  believe   King   Peter  &P'55S 
some  others  of  them  would  be  glad  to  return  if  they  durst 
venture  for  the  other  Indians. 

He  is  asked  (if  he  used  to  trade  w***  them)  how  much  powder 
he  might  sell  them  in  a  year.  Who  say's  that  he  has  had 
some  small  trade  w**"  them,  and  that  he  believes  he  may  have 
sold  them  150  weight  a  year,  and  does  think  they  may  use  at 
least  seaven  or  eight  hundred  weight  a  year,  but  do  keep  a 
constant  Magazine  by  them  besides. 

Produced  &  read  two  severall  acco**  sent  from  Virginia 
concerning  the  late  assassination  comitted  by  Indians  on  the 
boddy  of  one  William  Wiggentons  wife  and  three  Children 
in  Stafford  County,  in  his  Maj*^  Colony  of  Virginia  aforesaid. 

One  being  an  Examination  taken  before  some  of  the 
Magistrates  of  th*  County;  and  the  other  from  Cap*  George 
Brent  of  the  said  County  setting  forth  (among  other  things) 
how  th*  a  certain  Indian  called  Esq'  Tom,  one  of  the  chief 
actors  of  the  aforementioned  Villany,  had  made  his  escape 
from  thence  into  these  parts. 

Then  read  the  deposition  of  one  Moore  of  Charles 

County  and  a  Proclamation  of  his  Ex'*'^'  relating  to  the  said 
Esq'  Tom  directed  to  the  Sherriff  of  Charles  County  afores**  for 
the  seizing  &  apprehending  the  said  Indian  with  a  reward  of 
five  pounds  ascertain'd  to  the  person  th*  should  apprehend  him 
&"  And  it  being  signifyed  by  another  paper  read  th*  the 
said  Indian  Esq'  Tom  has  since  been  seen  &  spoke  with  by 
some  English  Inhabitants  of  Charles  County  &  suffered  to 
escape,  notwithstanding  his  Excell"*^  said  Proclamation. 

Ordered  therefore  that  a  Generall  Proclamation  issue  to  the 
severall  Counties  of  the  Province  for  the  seizing  &  appre- 
hending the  said  Esq'  Tom;  and  that  a  reward  of  Tenn 
pounds  Sterll  be  therein  ascertain'd  to  the  party  or  parties 
that  shall  take  &  deliver  him  up  in  Virginia  aforesaid.  And 
thj  all  persons  harbouring  or  conversing  w***  the  s**  Indian  be 
dealt  withall  according  to  the  utmost  severity  of  the  Law.

Whereas  I  lately  issued  a  Proclamation,  under  my  hand  & 
Seale,  bearing  date  the  28*''  day  of  luly  last  past  therein 
promising  a  reward  of  five  pounds  sterll  for  the  seizing  & 
apprehending  a  certain  Indian  Man,  known  &  called  by  the 
name  of  Esq'  Tom,  who  by  confession  of  the  Indians  and 
many  other  pregnant  proofes  is  said  to  have  been  a  Principall 
actor  in  the  late  horrid  &  barbarous  assassination,  comitted  in 
Stafford  County,  on  one  William  Wiggentons  wife  &  three 
Chilldren  in  his  Maj^^'  Colony  in  Virginia,  and  who  hath 
absconded  &  fledd  from  lustices  there.  And  forasmuch  as  I 
am  since  informed  that  notwithstanding  such  my  Proclama- 
tion he  hath  been  publickly  seen  &  discoursed  by  some 
persons  in  Charles  County,  who  omitted  their  duty  in  the 
proemises,  I  do  hereby  in  his  Maj'^' name  ^by  &  with  the 
advice  &  consent  of  his  Maj^  Hono"*  Councill)will&  require 
as  also  stricdy  charge  &  Comand  all  officers  Civill  &  Millitary 
and  all  other  his  Maj'y*  loving  Subjects  within  this  Province  to 
make  diligent  pursuit  and  inquiry  after  the  said  Indian ; 
strictly  prohibitting  all  persons  whatsoever  from  any  waies 
p.  559  aiding  sheltering  or  assisting  him  the  s^d  Esq'  Tom  (under 
the  severest  penalties)  but  that  on  the  contrary  they  seize 
apprehend  &  take  into  custody  the  s"*  Indian  Esq'  Tom, 
either  alive  or  dead,  if  any  resistance,  and  him  putt  under 
safe  and  secure  Guard  till  he  be  convey'd  &  delivered  to  Cap* 
George  Mason  his  Maj*^  Comand'  in  Chiefe  of  Stafford 
County  aforesaid  of  whom  they  are  required  to  take  receipt 
for  the  same  Indian ;  Of  w*'^  all  persons  are  to  take  due 
notice  &  give  all  diligent  assistance,  at  their  utmost  perilL 
And  for  a  reward  thereof  &  expedition  therein  I  do  assure 
the  party  or  partyes,  who  shall  seize  &  take  the  said  Esq' 
Tom  and  deliver  him  as  aforesaid  Tenn  pounds  Sterll.  Given 
at  the  Town  &  Port  of  Annapolis  under  the  Broad  Seale  of 
the  Province  this  18***  day  of  October  in  the  9***  year  of  the 
Reign  of  our  Sovereign  Lord  King  William  the  third  &** 
Anoq  Domini  1697.

Then  Read  a  Letter  writt  by  M'  Edw*"  Boothby  of  Baltimore 
County  unto  his  Ex"*"^  sent  &  directed,  bearing  date  the  19'** 
of  August  last  past,  giving  an  account  of  some  insolencies 
lately  comitted  by  Indians  in  those  parts,  together  w***  an 
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answer  sent  to  the  said  Letter,  w**"  caution  to  summons  the  ub.  h.  d. 
Complainants  to  appear  at  that  County  Court  house  &'^ 

Order  being  sent  to  the  field  Officers  &  Rangers  of  that 
County  to  strengthen  the  ffrontiers  thereof  &** 

Then  read  a  return  of  the  Coiniss"  of  that  County  Court, 
as  also  another  of  the  ffield  Officers  there;  signifying  their 
having  rec**  an  account  by  the  Hono"*  S'  Thomas  Laurence 
of  the  complaints  contain'd  in  M'  Boothbyes  Letter,  but  that 
they  knew  of  no  such  complaints  nor  disturbances.  After- 
wards was  read  an  Order  for  discharging  the  men  raised  for 
strengthening  those  ffirontiers. 

Ordered  that  an  answer  be  writt  to  the  s**  Comiss"  &  field 
Officers  of  that  County  to  signify  that  this  Board  do  approve 
off  &  are  well  satisfyed  in  their  Said  returne. 

The  Hono"*  Coll*  lohn:  Addison  came  &  was  added,  who 
being  acquainted  that  all  his  Letters  and  papers  concerning 
the  Indians  had  been  read;  he  is  asked  if  he  had  any  further 
account  to  give  about  them,  who  says  he  has  no  further 
account  to  give.  Whereupon  the  following  summons  was  by 
Ord'  issued  for  consulting  the  best  methods  to  be  taken  in 
this  affair.  Viz*

Read  a  Petition  of  M'  John  Jones  of  Caecill  County  setting  p.  560 
forth  that  whereas  he  had  given  Bond  to  the  Navall  officer  of 
that  County  for  payment  of  the  Tenn  p  Cent  duty  for  a 
parcell  of  household  goods  &  wearing  apparrell  belonging  to 
the  said  lones,  which  he  was  carrying  to  Pensylvania,  upon 
removall  of  himself  &  family  thither,  being  valued  at  137***: 
lo*:  oo**:  Sterll  w*'*'  he  humbly  conceives  do  not  come  within 
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Ub.  H.  D.  the  purview  of  th'  act;  therefore  prayes  he  may  be  discharged 
therefrom  &  his  Bond  delivered  him  up  to  be  cancelled 
Ordered  that  the  said  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Kings 
Lawyers  to  consult  and  make  report  whether  by  Law  he 
ought  to  pay  the  same  or  not.

The  above  Report  is  approved  off  and  the  Prayer  of  the 
Petitioner  granted. 

Read  a  Petition  of  M"  Elizabeth  Tripp  of  Dorchester 
County,  for  remittance  of  two  fines  of  500*'  of  Tob.  each,  was 
granted  and  the  fines  therein  specyfyed  was  ordered  to  be 
remitted  accordingly. 

Read  a  Petition  of  one  Kympton  Mabbotfor  remittance  of  a 
forfeited  Cognizance  of  his  being  cast  into  Prison  by  John 
Edmondson,  whereby  he  is  brought  into  a  very  low  condition, 
and  unable  to  right  himselfe,  being  much  injured  and  wrong'd 
by  the  s^  Edmondson;  therefore  humbly  prayes  Councill  may 
be  assign'd  him,  and  that  he  may  be  admitted  in  iorm^ 
pauperis

since  rec"*  that  he   was   not  blameable  as  was  then  repre- 
sented in  Council. 

M'  Rob^  Vngle  Reg'  of  his  Maj^^^  Court  of  Vice  admiralty 
on  the  Eastern  Shore,  signifying  to  this  Board  how  that  being 
concern'd  in  Trade  and  that  his  business  would  necessarily

Pursuant  to  sumons  yesterday  the  severall  Gentlemen 
appointed  Mett  his  Ex"'"'^  &  Councill  this  day  at  the  State 
house  to  consult  about  Indian  Affairs.  George  Plater  Esq' 
Maj'  Will"  Dent,  and  M'  Rob'  Gouldesborough  his  Maj'**' 
Counsell  at  Law  came  likewise. 

His  Ex°^  is  pleased  to  tell  them  to  the  effect  following 

That  the  occation  of  Calling  them  together  at  this  time 
was  about  the  late  murther  committed  (by  Indians)  at  the 
Garrison  upon  Potomock;  but  whether  it  might  be  advisable 
to  break  out  into  a  Warr  with  them  or  not,  he  could  not  yett 
determine. 

That  he  considered  the  calling  of  an  Assembly  upon  this 
occasion  could  not  so  well  be  done  now,  by  reason  of  the 
Winter  Season,  coming  on  &  that  an  Assembly  could  not 
possibly  be  gott  together  under  forty  dayes  time,  besides  the 
great  charge  which  thereon  would  necessarily  accrue;  having 
no  other  business  at  present  inductive  to  call  them.  But  is  in 
hopes  that  such  methods  may  be  found  out  (upon  the  mature 
consultation  of  the  Gentlemen  now  present)  as  may  secure 
this  his  Majes*"  Province  from  the  assaults  &  attempts  of  any 
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Lib.  H.  D.  Indian  Enemies,  till  such  time  as  an  Assembly  for  other 
matters  may  be  conveniently  called  together,  being  not 
willing  to  putt  the  Countrey  to  more  charge  then  needs 
must;  Therefore  took  this  method  of  having  the  concurrent 
advice  of  the  lustices  of  the  Provinciall  Court,  the  Grand 
Inquest  for  the  boddy  of  this  Province,  the  Gentlemen  that 
went  upon  the  Indian  treaty,  and  those  appointed  by  the 
Gen'"  Assembly  of  this  Province  for  laying  the  Publick  Leavy; 
whereby  as  neeras  possible  (without  an  Assembly  were  called) 
the  sense  of  the  whole  Countrey  will  be  had. 

Whereupon  his  Ex°*^  is  pleased  to  propose  that  for  security 
of  the  ffrontiers  of  this  Province  against  Invasion  of  Indians 
or  the  like  there  be  chosen  out  of  the  Six  Counties  of  the 
Western  Shore,  two  hundred  men  such  as  can  be  best  spared, 
in  Ord'  to  be  allwaies  in  a  readiness  upon  any  warning  to 
Rendezvous  at  such  place  or  places  as  shall  be  directed, 
where  all  necessary  Arms  &"  are  to  be  lodged  ready  to  fitt  & 
Equipp  them  out  for  service,  and  that  each  person  appointed 
find  himselfe  a  good  horse;  And  that  the  Publick  Armes  be 
well  fitted  for  that  purpose  &  lodged  accordingly;  And  th* 
the  ffrontiers  of  Potomock  be  assisted  by  100:  of  the  said  Men 
to  be  raised  out  of  S'  Maries,  Charles,  and  Prince  Georges 
Counties,  upon  any  occasion  or  commotion  of  Indians  And 
that  the  Garrison  &  ffrontiers  of  Baltimore  County  be  assisted 
by  100  men  to  be  appointed  &  raised  out  of  Ann  Arrundell, 
Calvert,  and  Baltimore,  County  afores"*,  but  that  none  of  the 
aforementioned  Men  be  kept  in  service;  unless  upon  Invasion 
or  Commotion  of  Indians  &** 
p.  562  That  they  Recommend  some  fitt  persons  for  Officers  to 
Coinand  those  men,  who  shall  receive  Comissions  accordingly: 
but  that  none  of  the  said  men  be  taken  out  of  the  ffrontier 
Plantations. 

That  two  hundred  men  be  appointed  in  likemanner  out  of 
the  five  Counties  on  the  Eastern  Shore  to  be  fitted  &  fixt 
with  the  Countrey  arms  &**  which  are  to  be  lodged  in  par- 
ticular places  whither  they  may  know  to  repair  and  make 
their  Rendevouz.  Officers  to  be  recommended  and  Com- 
missionated  as  aforesaid. 

That  the  men  have  all  Horses  and  be  accoutred  accordingly. 

That  five  men  more  be  added  to  the  Garrison,  upon  Poto- 
mock, and  eight  men  &  two  Officers  besides  for  defence  of 
the  ffrontiers  in  those  parts. 

That  Smiths  be  Imprest  &  Overseers  appointed  to  see  that 
the  Publick  Armes  are  well  fitted  &  fixt. 

That  there  be  two  or  three  Boats  provided  &  got  ready  to 
be  kept  in  the  most  convenient  places  upon  Potomock,  for 
sending  expresses  or  the  like  (upon  any  occasion)  by  water. 
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That  there  be  boats  provided  in  such  other  places  as  shall  be  ub.  h.  d. 
thought  necessary  that  may  be   ready  to  be  had   upon   all 
occasions. 

Proposed  that  one  of  his  Maj'**  Hono"*  Councill  &  some 
other  Intelligible  person  be  sent  to  his  Ex""^  the  Govern'  of 
Virginia  to  acquaint  him  w^  the  disorders  here  happened 
upon  Potomock  and  the  fears  the  people  thereabouts  are  in, 
by  means  of  the  Indians,  and  that  his  said  Ex"""^  be  desired  to 
send  for  the  Emperor  and  some  of  his  great  men  to  know 
their  intent,  and  that  the  said  two  Gentlemen  have  a  Lattitude 
given  them  to  discourse  them  in  presence  of  his  said  Ex°^  or 
other  Gentlemen  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

Read  the  first  Articles  of  peace  by  the  Emperor  of  Piscatto- 
way  entred  into ;  as  also  the  last  before  the  whole  Assembly 
by  w**  it  appears  they  have  committed  breach,  of  the  same  by 
deserting  this  Government  &**  thought  fitt  that  Copyes  of  the 
same  be  drawn  forth  &  given,  to  the  two  Gendemen  th*  are  to 
go;  Proposing  the  Hono****  ITiom'  Tench  Esq'  and  Major 
Will"  Dent  for  the  persons  to  go  upon  this  affair,  who  are 
well  approved  off. 

The  said  Esq'  Tench  humbly  moves  to  be  excus'd  from 
negotiating  that  affair,  using  severall  arguments  and  giving 
divers  reasons  for  the  same,  but  would  not  be  admitted. 

Proposed  that  his  Ex°^  S'  Edmund  Andros  be  desired  to 
appoint  some  Gentlemen  of  that  Government  who  may  go 
with  the  said  Esq'  Tench  and  Major  Dent  to  some  convenient 
place  whither  they  may  send  for  the  Emperor  &  some  of  his 

f^reat  men  to  discourse  and  acquaint  them  that  if  any  of  the 
ndians  belonging  to  the  said  Emperor  should  do  any  mis- 
chiefe  in  Maryland,  they  should  be  surrendered  up  to  lustice 
and  not  protected  &  sheltered  there. 

That  Cap*  Phillip  Hoskins  and  M'  Will"*  Hatton  be  joyned 
with  them  therein,  if  in  case  his  Ex""^  S'  Edmund  Andros  do 
agree  to  send  some  Gendemen  &^  and  that  Henry  Moor  be 
Interpreter  to  go  with  them. 

That  it  be  signifyed  to  his  said  Ex°*^  how  that  we  are 
informed  the  Piscattoway  Indians  have  strange  notions  in 
their  heads  that  the  Marylanders  wanted  to  draw  them  back 
only  to  destroy  and  kill  them,  and  that  if  they  did  any  mis- 
chief in  Maryland,  they  should  be  protected  In  Virginia  as 
long  as  they  lived  there. 

That  it  is  reported  the  Virginia  Rangers  make  frequent 
Alarms  in  the  night  by  hollowing  &  firing  of  Gunns,  without  p.  563 
any  occasion;  'fiierefore  proposed   that  his  said  Ex"*5^  be 
desired  that  the  Rangers  may  agree  upon  the  Alarm  &  not 
keep  hollowing  and  nreing  of  Gunns  in  the  night 

lliat  his  said  Ex°^  be  addressed  to  appoint  the  said  Rangers 
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Lib.  iL  D.  to  keep  Garrison  at  M'  Ousleys  Plantation  in  Stafford  County 
or  some  where  thereabouts  convenient,  whereby  the  Rangers 
on  this  side  Potomock  may  easily  have  communication  with 
them. 

This  his  said  Ex"^  be  desired  to  give  Instructions  to  the 
Comand'  in  Chief  of  Stafford  County  and  to  the  aforesaid 
Rangers  to  hold  a  frequent  correspondence  with  the  Hono"* 
Coll  John:  Addison  and  the  Rangers  on  this  side ;  they  hav- 
ing already  Instructions  to  do  the  like  from  hence  thither. 

rhat  a  number  of  Men  out  of  each  Province  be  by  consent 
appointed  to  go  out  in  the  Spring  of  the  year  to  find  out  the 
mountain  Indians  that  are  said  to  be  beyond  the  Piscattowayes, 
where  they  are  now  seated. 

That  the  Gentlemen  and  Cap*  Hanstilman  appointed  to  go 
to  the  Indians  at  the  head  of  the  Bay  by  an  Ord'  of  the  last 
Assembly  be  put  in  mind  thereof  to  see  the  said  Ord'  exe- 
cuted and  complyed  with,  understanding  nothing  has  been 
done  therein  as  yett ;  And  that  they  acquaint  the  Shevanor 
Indians  his  Ex~^  never  rec**  those  presents  said  to  be  sent  by 
Coll  Herman. 

That  a  former  Ord'  about  laying  out  the  Land  for  the 
Choptanck  Indians  be  renewed  and  complyed  with,  under- 
standing that  Major  Smithson  the  Surveyor  appointed  had 
(through  sickness)  been  the  occasion  of  its  not  being  yet 
done. 

His  Ex"""^  is  pleased  to  say  that  the  Nanticoke  Indians  are 
likewise  desirous  to  have  their  land  runn  out,  but  that  Coll 
Hutchins  who  is  best  knowing  in  that  affair  is  not  yet  come. 

Ordered  that  a  Comittee  be  appointed  to  consult  &  consider 
of  the  foregoing  severall  proposalls  and  matters  and  to  draw 
from  thence  such  conclusions,  by  them  to  be  putt  in  such 
method  and  forme  as  they  shall  think  fitt  to  be  laid  before  his 
Ex"*=^  S'  Edmund  Andros  his  Maj^^'  Govern'  of  Virginia  and 
the  Piscattoway  Indians ;  the  approbation  of  all  the  Gentle- 
men now  mett  being  therein  first  had  and  obtain' d. 

Whereupon  the  following  Gendemen  were  nominated  and 
appointed  of  the  said  Coinittee  Viz'  The  Hono****  S'  Thomas 
Laurence  Baron"  SeC^  Coll  Geo:  Robotham,  Thom*  Tench 
Esq'  and  Coll  John:  Addison  Members  of  his  Maj'^**  Hono"* 
Council),  Cap*  Phillip  Hoskins,  M'  John  Polland  M'  ffrancis: 
Jenckin  and  M'  Will"  Hatton  lustices  of  the  Provinciall  Court 
M'  Thorn*  Sprigg  lun'  M'  In**  Wattkins  Cap*  Henry  Hardy, 
M'  Thomas  Brown,  M'  Thom**  lones  M'  Mich*  Holland,  M' 
Thomas  Taylor,  M'  John  Hazlewood  Gentl  of  the  Grand  Jury.

And  that  the  Clerk 
of  the  Councill  &  M'  Will"  Bladen  attend  them  with  the 
Councill  Booke  and  all  other  papers  necessary,  and  that  one 
of  the  Vndersherriffs  attend  at  the  Doore. 

His  Ex"*^  is  pleased  to  demand  of  the  Gentlemen  of  the 
Councill  (being  now  withdrawn  from  the  State  house)  whether 
they  can  advise  anything  further  (for  his  Majesties  service)  to 
be  done  in  this  affair  about  the  Indians;  who  say  they  cannot. 

Severall  persons  being  appointed  to  meet  his  Ex""^  and 
Councill  this  day  at  the  State  house,  to  consult  about  Indian 
Affairs  &'^  among  other  things  it  was  taken  into  considera- 
tion, and  Ordered  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  view  the 
Statehouse  worke  &** 

I'*  To  see  whether  the  Statehouse  be  performed  according 
to  Articles  &  what  is  done  over  &  above  the  agreement. 

jodiy  That  the  worke  be  done  about  the  Cupilo  and  Gal- 
leries be  viewed  and  valued. 

^^^y  To  consider  the  having  a  small  raile  round  the  Kings 
Picture  to  keep  the  People  off. 

^thiy  That  they  view  the  window  frames  of  the  Church  and 
the  foundation  &**  whether  the  s^  foundation  be  well  secured 
this  Winter,  and  to  view  the  fframe  of  the  Gatehouse  now 
ready  to  be  sett  up. 

The  Hono"*  Coll  Henry  Jowles  and  Thomas  Brook  Esq' are 
appointed  to  joyne  with  the  said  Comittee  with  some  of  the 
Justices  &  Grand  Jury  of  the  Provinciall  Court — ^and  Ordered 
accordingly — ^And  that  M'  Henry  Wriothesley  attend  them  as 
Clerk  to  draw  up  their  Returne  in  writing.  And  that  an 
Vnder  Sherriff  attend  them  at  M'  John:  ffreemans  house  (the 
place  appointed  for  their  meeting)  to  summons  any  workemen 
or  other  persons  they  think  fitt  to  call  before  them.

Order  is  thereon  given  to  the  SherriflF  to  Summons  all  the 
lustices  &  Grand  lury  of  the  Provinciall  Court  together  with 
the  other  persons  that  yesterday  mett  his  Ex""^  in  Councill 
about  the  said  affair,  for  to  meet  again  at  the  Statehouse 
forthwith,  who  accordingly  mett  together,  except  S'  Thomas 
Laurence  and  Coll  Nicholas  Greenberry,  two  of  his  Maj*^** 
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Lib.  H.  D.  Hono"*  Councill  The  Hono*»>*  Cofr»  Charles  Hutchins  came 
and  was  added.  It  being  late  in  the  night  and  some  other 
business  interfering;  The  return  of  the  Committee  about 
Indian  affairs  is  referred  till  munday  morning  to  be  read.

Then  they  begin  to  debate  upon  &  enquire  into  the 
severall  matters  and  proposalls  (this  day  offered)  concerning 
the  Indians,  and  after  a  deliberate  consultation  therein  had, 
do  Ord'  the  following  Entry  Viz* 

This  Committee  having  taken  into  serious  consideration  the 
severall  Letters,  depositions  and  proceedings  this  day  pro- 
duced and  read,  in  relation  to  some  murthers  and  other 
Insolencies  and  Violencyes  lately  committed  by  Indians 
within  this  his  Maj****  Province  of  Maryland,  and  in  particular 
reflecting  upon  his  Ex°*^'  Letter  last  lune  sent  to  his  Ex"^  the 
Govern' of  Virginia  with  the  Acco'  of  what  the  Assembly  had 
then  done  and  transacted  in  Ord'  to  makeing  a  treaty  with 
the  Piscattoway  Indians  who  for  no  cause  or  Reason  had 
deserted  this  Province  contrary  to  the  Articles  of  Peace;  this 
day  Read,  together  w***  the  return  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Gendemen  that  went  upon  that  treaty.  AH  w*'"'  being  ma- 
turely debated  &  the  proceedings  of  his  Ex"^  &  Assembly  in 
th*  affair  well  approved  off  by  this  Committee;  they,  upon 
these  fresh  &  further  disturbances  and  Commotions  since 
happening  &  suspected  to  be  done  by  Indians;  and  consider- 
ing how  unfitt  the  present  militia  of  the  Countrey  (as  now 
constituted)  is  for  the  defence  thereof,  w**  th*  it  may  be  taken 
care  off  at  the  least  charge  to  the  people  and  without  the 
necessity  of  calling  an  Assembly  w^  cannot  suddenly  be  gott 
together  without  great  charge,  (besides  the  inconvenience  of 
meeting  this  Winter  time)  do  agree  and  conclude  in  the  first 
place  to  consult  of  the  best  means  &  way  of  securing  and 
strengthen'  the  Garrison  at  Potomock  &  the  ffrontiers  thereof 
(they  being  so  weak  and  Generally  seated  only  with  single 
hands)  by  a  suitable  &  fitting  supply  of  Men;  and  they  are 
of  Opinion  th*  an  addition  of  five  men  to  the  Rangers  of 
the  s"*  Garrison,  and  eight  men  &  two  officers  (to  be 
Ordered  as  his  Ex°*5^  thinks  fitt  for  defence  of  the  ffrontier 
Plantations  there)  may  be  sufficient  for  them,  in  those  parts; 
as  has  been  proposed;  And  do  further  agree  that  it  will  be 
highly  necessary  for  the  further  strengthening  of  the  ffrontiers 
on  the  Westerne  shore  to  choose  200  men  out  of  the  six 
Counties  on  the  Westerne  shore  aforesaid;  such  as  can  be 
best  spared  (allwaies  provided  that  none  of  the  said  men  be 
taken  out  of  the  ffrontier  Plantations)  who  may  be  ready 
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Lib.  H.  D.  upon  any  warning  to  be  putt  in  a  Warlike  posture  of 
defence,  in  manner  following,  Viz* 

That  the  Counties  of  S*  Maries,  Charles  and  Prince  Georges 
furnish  out  and  raise  100  men;  who  may  be  ready  upon  all 
occasions  to  assist  and  strengthen  the  (frontiers  of  Potomock. 
And  that  the  Counties  of  Ann  Arrundell,  Calvert  and  Balti- 
more do  in  like  manner  furnish  and  raise  100  men  more,  who 
may  be  ready  upon  all  occasions  to  assist  and  strengthen  the 
(frontiers  of  Baltimore  County  aforesaid: 

That  the  said  Men  &  horses  be  chosen,  and  approved  off 
by  the  (field  o(ficers  of  the  said  respective  Counties. 

That  a  particular  place  be  assigned  in  each  County,  whereof 
the  said  men  may  have  notice  to  repair  thither  to  Ren- 
devouz,  and  th*  care  be  taken  to  have  lodged  in  those 
places  such  a  quantity  of  Publick  Armes  &  ammunition  (to  be 
well  (ixt  &  (itted)  as  will  well  accoutre  the  said  Men  in  all 
p.  568  points.  And  to  the  end  the  s"*  200  men  may  be  proportion- 
ably  chosen  according  to  the  number  of  Taxables  in  each  of 
the  said  Counties  they  do  think  that  Ann  Arrundell  County 
may  raise  forty  (ive  of  the  said  men,  Calvert  County  forty 
Baltimore  County  (ifteen,  S*  Maryes  County  forty  Charles 
County  forty  and  Prince  Georges  County  twenty.  They  do 
further  agree  that  it  will  be  likewise  necessary  that  a  like 
number  of  men  be  in  like  manner  raised  &  chosen  by  the 
field  0(ficers  on  the  (ive  Counties  on  the  Eastern  Shoare  who 
may  be  ready  upon  any  occasion  or  warning  to  strengthen  the 
(frontiers  on  that  side  the  Bay.  And  th*  places  be  assigned 
also  for  their  Rendevouz  and  the  publick  arms  well  (itted  & 
(ixt  for  that  purpose  and  lodged  together  with  a  Suitable 
quantity  of  amunition  in  manner  afore  expressed.  That 
Caecill  County  raise  thirty  of  the  said  men,  Kent  County 
Thirty,  Talbott  County  (ifty  seaven,  Dorchester  County  thirty 
and  Somersett  County  fifty  three.  That  the  rest  of  the 
Militia  put  themselves  in  what  posture  of  defence  they  can; 
and  th'  Smiths  be  imprest  &  Overseers  appointed  in  each 
County  to  see  that  all  the  Publick  armes  be  well  fitted  & 
(fixt  up.  It  being  late  in  the  night,  this  Comittee  leaves  all 
other  matters  &  proposalls  to  be  considered  oflf  to  morrow 
morning  Eight  a  Clock  unto  the  House  of  the  Hono"*  S' 
Thom'  Laurence  Sec^. 

Octob'  \t^^  1697. 

The  Comittee  according  to  adjournment  again  mett  and 
were  called  Over,  and  were  absent,  M'  Wattkins,  M'  Holland, 
and  M'  Taylor. 

Then  was  read  over  what  was  done  yesterday. 
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This  Comittee  do  think  it  necessary  that  there  be  one  good  Ub.  h.  d. 
and  Substantial  boat  provided,  to  be  kept  towards  the  head  of 
Potomock  by  some  careful!  person,  as  his  Ex"*^  shall  think  fitt, 
such  a  one  as  will  carry  a  couple  of  horses  over  the  River  & 
may  be  Rowed  &  Sayled,  and  do  desire  that  his  Ex"^  will 
please  to  give  Orders  for  the  same. 

That  they  think  it  to  be  necessary  for  his  Maj***  service  & 
safety  of  this  Countrey  that  his  Ex"*^  S'  Edmund  Andros  his 
Maj***  Govern'  of  Virginia  be  sent  to  and  acquainted  with  the 
circumstances  of  the  late  Murther  and  other  matters  relating 
to  the  said  Indian  affairs;  And  forasmuch  as  the  said  late 
Murther  hath  been  committed  by  Indians  unknown  to  Vs. 
That  his  said  Ex"^  be  desired  to  cause  inquiry  to  be  made 
after  the  said  Murtherers  as  it  hath  lately  been  done  in  this 
Government  for  the  seizing  &  apprehending  an  Indian  called 
Esq'  Tom  that  fledd  to  this  Province  from  the  hands  of  lustice 
in  Virginia. 

And  likewise  that  his  said  Ex°*^  the  Govern'  of  Virginia  be 
desired  to  give  Orders  to  the  Rangers  upon  the  frontiers,  for 
to  settle  themselves  somewheare  near  the  falls  for  the  better 
intercourse  to  be  had  betwixt  them  &  the  Maryland  Rangers 
for  the  mutuall  defence  of  each  Government. 

And  whereas  it  is  reported  the  Indians  are  possessed  with 
ill  notions,  that  for  any  misdemeanors  committed  here  they 
are  not  to  be  punisht  for  the  same  in  Virgin',  therefore  do 
desire  that  his  Ex"^  the  Govern'  of  Virginia  will  be  pleased  to 
make  them  sensible  to  the  Contrary. 

That  his  Ex"*^  be  likewise  desired  to  prohibit  the  Inhabi- 
tants  under  under  his  Government  from  selling  to  the  said 
Indians  any  more  powder  or  Ball,  and  th^  the  like  shall  be 
done  here;  they  having  carryed  away  w*"*  them  out  of  this 
Government  &  purchased  since,  a  considerable  quantity  of 
both  by  their  own  saying.  That  by  Information  the  s**  Indians 
formerly  have  not  made  use  off  and  purchased  a  thousand 
weight  of  powder  a  year. 

uiat  his  Ex"^^  the  Govern'  of  Virginia  be  likewise  desired  p.  5^ 
to  appoint  and  send  some  Gentlemen  to  meet  in  Stafford 
County  or  elsewhere  and  call  the  Piscattoway  Indians  before 
them  in  Ord'  to' discourse  them  in  presence  of  some  persons 
to  be  sent  out  of  Maryland  as  well  to  informe  the  Indians  the 
Resolution  of  that  Government  not  to  protect  them,  as  also 
for  the  Gentlemen  of  Maryland  to  make  proposalls  to  them. 

This  Committee  do  desire  that  his  Ex"^^  would  be  pleased 
to  cause  to  be  putt  in  Execution  a  former  Order  passed  last 
assembly  appointing  severall  persons  to  treat  w***  the  Indians 
at  the  head  of  the  head  of  the  Bay  and  that  some  person  may 
be  appointed  in  the  Roome  of  M'  Boothby  who  is  sick;  and 
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Lib.  H.  D.  that  the  Gentlemen  that  go  out  of  Caecill  County  acquaint  the 
Shevanor  Indians  how  thai  his  Ex"*'^  never  rec**  those  presents 
said  to  be  sent  by  Cofl  Herman. 

They  do  also  think  it  convenient  that  two  former  Ord" 
about  laying  out  the  Land  for  the  Choptanck  Indians  may  be 
renewed  &  comply'd  with,  w**  (through  sickness  of  Major 
Smithson  the  Surveyor)  is  represented  not  yet  to  be  done. 
About  laying  out  land  for  the  Nanticoke  Indians,  this  Com- 
mittee do  humbly  leave  it  to  further  consideration. 

This  Comittee  taking  into  consideration  the  great  care  and 
trouble  th*  his  Ex"*^  our  Govern'  has  taken  for  promoting  the 
Kings  Hono'  and  preservation  of  his  Maj'**  Province  of  Mary- 
land, do  humbly  return  their  heartiest  Thanks  and  acknowl- 
edgments and  do  further  request  him  tp  represent  to  the 
Right  Hono****  the  Lords  of  the  Councill  for  Trade  and 
flForreign  Plantations  the  present  condition  of  this  Province 
so  dangerous  and  chargeable  to  the  Inhabitants  thereof 
upon  these  bloody  attempts  and  further  apprehended  de- 
signes  of  the  Indians,  and  that  upon  these  considerations 
his  Ex"*'^  &  Councill  will  be  pleased  to  request  of  their 
Lordshipps  to  move  his  Sacred  Majesty  to  discharge  them 
from  further  contributing  towards  the  assistance  of  New 
Yorke ;  The  charge  &  burthen  of  their  own  defence  (upon 
these  alarmes)  lying  so  heavy  upon  them. 

Lasdy  all  this  is  humbly  submitted  to  his  Ex"*^  better 
ludgment  and  that  of  the  next  Gen"  meeting  of  the  HonoW* 
his  May'**  Councill  &  lustices  of  the  Provinciall  Court  %l^ 
Signed  -p  Ord'

The  said  returne  is  approved  off;  only  it  is  observed  that 
some  of  the  proposalls  are  not  fully  answer'd;  Viz'  That  of 
desiring  his  Ex""^  to  Order  the  Rangers  to  keep  frequent 
correspondence  w**"  the  Maryland  Rangers  &"  to  agree  upon 
the  alarm;  and  th'  of  giving  a  Lattitude  to  the  Gentlemen  th* 
go,  for  to  discourse  any  other  matters  as  they  shall  think  fit* 
for  his  Maj^"  Service  %C^  All  w'^**  with  some  other  matters 
being  agreed  upon;  the  severall  particulars  relating  to  that 
affair  (concluded  to  be  sent  w***  the  Gentlemen  appointed  to 
go  to  Virginia)  were  by  Ord'  drawn  up  in  manner  following. 
Viz' 

At  a  meeting  &  consultation  held  about  Indian  Affairs  at 
the  new  State  house,  at  the  town  and  Port  of  Annapolis  In 
his  Maj'**  Province  of  Maryland  the  15'**  day  of  Octob'  Anno** 
1697.  ^y  ^^^  Ex"*=y  Fran*:  Nicholson  Esq'  Cap'  Gen'"  and 
Govern'  in  Chief  of  his  Maj'~  s**  Province  and  the  Gentlemen 
of  his  Maj'**  Hono****  Coungill,  together  w'**  the  Hono"*  the 
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lustices  and  Grand  lury  of  the  Provinciall  Court,  the  Com-  Lib.  h.  d. 
mittee  for  laying  the  Publick  leavy  and  the  Gentlemen  that  p-  57o 
went  upon  the  Indian  treaty,  being  called  to  their  assistance; 
where  after  having  deliberately  &  maturely  weighed  and 
considered  the  severall  matters  relating  to  that  concern;  they 
(among  other  things)  agree  and  resolve  upon  the  following 
heads  of  discourse  to  be  oflFer'd  and  laid  before  his  Ex"*=y  S' 
Edmund  Andros  His  Maj***  Gover'  of  Virginia  Viz* 

i"  That  they  think  it  to  be  necessary  for  his  Maj*"  service 
and  safety  of  his  Countrey  that  his  Ex"^  S'  Edmund  Andros 
his  MaJ**  Govern'  of  Virginia  be  sent  to  and  acquainted  with 
the  Circumstances  of  the  last  Murther  and  other  mattres 
relating  to  the  Indian  affairs;  And  forasmuch  as  the  said  late 
murther  hath  been  committed  by  Indians  (unknown  to  us) 
That  his  said  Ex""^  be  desired  to  cause  inquiry  to  be  made 
after  the  s^  Murtherers  as  it  hath  lately  been  done  in  this 
Government  for  the  seizing  and  apprehending  an  Indian 
called  Esq'  Tom,  that  fledd  to  this  Province  from  the  hands 
of  lustice  in  Virginia. 

jiidiy  That  whereas  it  is  reported  the  Indians  are  possessed 
w^**  ill  notions  th*  for  any  misdemeanors  comitted  here  they  are 
not  to  be  punisht  for  the  same  in  Virginia  Therefore  do 
desire  that  his  Ex~^  the  Govern'  of  Virgin'  will  be  pleased 
to  make  them  sensible  to  the  contrary. 

3**''^  That  his  said  Ex""^  be  likewise  desired  to  prohibit  the 
Inhabitants  under  his  Government  from  selling  to  the  said 
Indians  any  more  powder  or  ball,  and  the  like  shall  be  done 
here;  they  having  carryed  away  with  th"  out  of  this  Govern- 
ment, &  purchased  since,  a  considerable  quantity  of  both,  by 
their  own  saying. 

That  by  information  the  said  Indians  formerly  have  not 
made  use  of!  &  purchased  a  thousand  weight  of  powder  a 
year. 

n^i  That  his  Ex"''^  the  Govern'  of  Virginia  be  likewise 
desired  to  appoint  and  send  some  Gentlemen  to  meet  in 
Stafford  County  or  elsewhere  and  call  the  Piscattoway  Indians 
before  theni,  in  Ord'  to  discourse  them  in  presence  of  some 
persons  to  be  sent  out  of  Maryland  as  well  to  inform  the 
Indians  the  resolution  of  that  Government  not  to.  protect 
them,  as  also  for  the  Gentlemen  of  Maryland  to  make  pro- 
posalls  to  th"" 

jtwy  -fhat  the  Govern'  of  Virginia  be  desired  to  send  some 
persons  up  to  the  Piscattoway  ffort  in  Virginia  to  see  whether 
they  have  any  strange  Indians  among  them,  and  what  num- 
ber there  may  be  off  them,  &  whether  they  have  dispersed 
themselves  about  a  hunting,  according  to  their  usuall  cus- 
tome;  being  apprehensive  th'  the  s^id  Indians  living  so  remote 
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ub.  H.  D.  from  the  Inhabitants  may  have  ffrench  Jesuits  or  Priests  or 
other  French  men  among  them. 

6thiy  That  if  his  s**  Ex""^  the  Govern'  does  consent  to  send 
some  Gentlemen  to  meet  in  Stafford  County  or  elsewhere  to 
discourse  the  Piscattoway  Indians,  that  then  the  Hono"*  Coll 
John  Courts,  Cap'  Phillip  Hoskins  and  M'  Will-  Hatton  or 
the  Major  part  of  them  go  thither  &  be  joyn'd  to  the  Hono"* 
Thom*  Tench  Esq'  and  Major  Will"  Dent,  w^  two  last  men- 
don'd  Gentlemen  are  the  persons  appointed  to  go  with  those 
Instructions  to  his  Ex"**^  the  Govern'  of  Virginia. 

7*"^  It  is  agreed  that  the  Gendemen  that  go  to  Virginia 
acquaint  the  Indians  at  their  meeting  with  them,  that  there 
being  a  Murther  comitted  in  Maryland,  and  taking  them  to 
be  our  friends,  they  may  be  desired  (if  possible)  to  find  out 
the  murtherers,  for  w''*'  they  shall  have  a  reward  of  fifty  Match 
coats,  if  they  detect  &  bring  in  the  said  Murtherers. 

That  they  also  be  acquainted  to  make  haste  to  retume  for 
Maryland  and  that  if  they  should  be  wanting  of  Corne,  this 
Province  will  furnish  them  for  their  pay,  and  that  they  may 
resetle  Piscattoway  or  Rock  Creek  w^**  they  think  fitt 
p.  571  That  the  best  way  to  convince  this  Government  th*  they  are 
not  the  persons  th*  did  the  said  Murther,  will  be  by  their 
speedy  retume,  and  that  they  be  told  they  may  fully  depend 
to  have  every  thing  was  promised  them  comply'd  with. 

8^y  That  if  his  Ex""^  S'  Edmund  Andros  do  not  consent 
to  send  some  Gentlemen  as  is  requested  that  then  the  Mes- 
sengers returne  without  any  further  proceeding. 

9****^  That  his  said  Ex°*^  be  desired  to  settle  the  Rangers 
somewhere  convenient  towards  the  head  of  Potomock,  and 
that  he  would  be  pleased  to  give  instructions  to  the  Comander 
in  Chief  of  Stafford  County  and  to  his  Rangers  to  hold  a 
frequent  correspondence  w'**  the  Hono****  Coti  In**  Addison  and 
the  Rangers  on  this  side,  They  having  already  Instructions  to 
do  the  like  from  hence  thither. 

ID***  That  his  s**  Ex"^  be  desired  that  the  Rangers  may 
agree  upon  the  Alarm,  and  that  they  may  not  keep  hollowing 
&  fireing  of  Gunns  in  the  night 

Lastly  it  is  thought  convenient  that  the  Gentlemen  appointed 
to  go  to  his  Ex°*^  S'  Edmund  Andros  in  Virginia  be  generally 
left  at  liberty  to  discourse  any  other  matters  to  his  s**  Ex°^  or 
Indians  as  they  shall  ludge  requisite  for  his  Maj'**  service  and 
good  of  this  Countrey.

I  write  to  y**'  Ex"*''^  of  the  24*  of  June  and  inclosed  is  a  Copy 
thereof.  This  is  by  the  Hono**^  Thomas  Tench  Esq'  one  of 
his  Maj*'**  Councill  &  Major  Will"  Dent  who  are  to  wait  upon 
your  Ex"^  from  his  Maj'**  Hono"*  Councill  here  and  Govern' 
of  Virgin'

Produced  and  read  an  Act  appointing  Rangers  for  the 
defence  of  this  Province  wherein  is  a  clause  empowering  his 
Ex"*''^  the  Govern'  to  leavy  the  Sum  of  Sixty  thousand  pounds 
of  Tobacco  upon  occasion  during  the  intervalls  of  Assembly 
%C^  His  Ex°^  proposes  to  the  Gentlemen  present  whether  or 
no  they  think  it  advisable  that  the  said  Sum  should  be  leavyed 
this  year,  upon  the  ffoot  the  act  directs ;  th*  if  in  case  there 
should  be  occasion  thereof  before  an  Assembly  it  may  lay 
ready  for  the  said  uses,  and  if  no  such  occasion,  that  then  it 
may  lay  in  the  Sherriffs  hands  for  the  assembly  to  dispose 
thereof  at  their  meeting  as  they  think  fitt;  especially  con- 
sidering  this  is  likely  to  be  a  good  &  plentifull  year  for  tobb** 
and  the  leavy  but  small,  being  not  above  43^  of  tobb**  p  poll. 

Whereupon  after    some    consultation   therein    had   it  is 
unanimously  agreed   &   thought  convenient    that  the   said 
Sume  should  be  now  leavyed  by  the  Comittee  for  laying  the 
Publick  leavy  for  The  end  &  purpose  afores**  and  is  Ordered  p.  57a 
accordingly. 

Then  produced  an  Act  for  raising  a  supply  towards  the 
defraying  the  publick  charge  of  the  Province. 

His  Ex"*^y  is  pleased  to  Say  that  he  is  very  desirous  & 
willing  all  Publick  dues  should  be  discharged  this  year;  and 
that  if  the  Comittee  of  acco**  shall  find  it  of  absolute  necessity 
that  there  be  Tobb**  wanting  for  payment  of  any  arrears,  he 
will  (upon  their  representation  of  the  same  to  him)  give  his 
consent  &  Ord'  to  the  Treasurers  (who  are  directed  to  receive 
the  severall  sumes  of  tobb**  from  the  Publick  Officers)  to  lend 
so  much  Tobb""  as  shall  be  reed  towards  defraying  such 
arrears,  signifying  that  he  has  already  given  Ord"  to  the 
Sherriffs  for  collecting  the  s**  Publick  tobacco  where  it  will  lay 
ready  %C^  which  his  Ex"''^  hopes  will  discharge  all  matters 
and  that  if  the  same  should  not  be  wanting,  that  then  it  will 
lay  ready  against  an  Assembly  for  their  disposall.  Where- 
upon it  is  generally  believed  that  it  will  be  very  necessary 
and  convenient  th*  the  said  Tobacco  be  raised  in  Order  to  the 
paying  of  Arrears  and  defraying  such  publick  charges  as  the 
s"*  Comittee  shall  find  of  absolute  necessity  to  be  now  com- 
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Lib.  H.  D.  plyed  with;  who  are  Order'd  to  make  inspection  thereinto  & 
represent  the  same  to  his  Ex°^  and  Council!  accordingly. 

About  the  Nanticoke  Indians.  His  Ex°^  is  pleased  to  aske 
his  Hono'  Coll  Hutchins,  whether  or  no  he  can  inform  any- 
thing concerning  the  s"*  Indian  being  troublesome  or  anywaies 
disorderly,  who  says  he  is  afraid  they  have  some  ill  Intentions 
for  that  there  are  severall  strange  Indians  amongst  them  more 
then  used  to  be,  and  that  their  behaviour  seems  to  be  more 
sturdy  than  formerly  &  do  forbear  comeing  among  the 
inhabitants. 

Ordered  that  according  to  a  proposal!  this  day  agreed  to, 
the  severall  persons  appointed  by  Act  of  Assembly  for 
deciding  difference  betwixt  the  English  &  Indians  go  once  or 
twice  a  week  &  visit  the  said  Indians  &  Inquire  what  strange 
Indians  are  among  them,  and  in  what  posture  they  are,  who 
are  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Publick  for  their  trouble  therein;  it 
being  thought  for  his  Majesties  Service.  And  if  anything 
extraordinary  happens;  that  they  imediately  send  his  Ex**^ 
notice  and  give  the  Militia  Officers  an  account  thereof  that 
they  may  prepare  themselves  in  a  readiness. 

Vpon  Representation,  Ordered  that  the  Comiss"  of  the 
respective  County  Courts  and  the  Persons  appointed  for 
deciding  differences  betwixt  the  English  &  Indians  take 
special  care  (during  these  disturbances  &  Commotions)  to 
see  the  severall  acts  of  Assembly  of  this  Province,  concerning 
selling  Syder  to  the  Indians  and  divulging  false  news  be  putt 
in  strict  execution  &  duly  observed. 

His  Ex"''^  is  pleased  to  putt  the  question  &  know  the 
opinion  of  the  severall  Gentlemen  present,  how  &  out  of  what 
Counties  the  fifteen  men  shall  be  raised  that  are  to  strengthen 
the  Garrison  and  firontiers  at  Potomock.  Whereupon  it  is 
agreed  that  the  Same  be  raised  proportionably  out  of  Ann 
Arrundell,  Calvert,  S'  Maries,  and  Charles  Counties,  the 
Colonells  whereof  are  to  take  care  to  impress  them,  but  if 
Volunteers  can  be  afterwards  procured  that  then  they  be 
taken. 

That  Richard  Owen  of  Ann  Arrundell  County  be  Cap*  over 
the  s**  Men  and  Gyles  Hill  of  S'  Maries  County  the  Leiu- 
tenant. 

Recommended  th'  the  Hono"*  Coll  In**  Addison  who  lives 
convenient  to  the  head  of  Potomock  and  has  been  already 
very  serviceable  in  those  parts,  be  appointed  and  have  power 
to  go  &  Vissit  the  Garrison  &  said  men  once  a  fortnight,  for 
w^  he  may  be  satisfyed  out  of  the  publick: 
p.  573  That  if  the  said  men  cannot  find  themselves  w***  necessary 
Provisions  so  that  they  need  not  quitt  their  posts  in  looking 
after  it;  it  is  proposed  to  Coll  Addison  whether  he  will  fur- 
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nish  them  to  be  allowed  for  the  same  out  of  the  Publick,  The  Lib.  h.  d. 
W**  he  sayes  he  is  willing  to  undertake  as  also  the  other  pro- 
posal for  vissiting  the  Garrison  &** 

Ordered  that  no  person  upon  any  pretence  whatsoever  do 
presume  to  sell  any  Syder  or  other  strong  liquor  to  any  of 
the  men  at  the  Garrison  or  the  other  persons  appointed  to 
Range  at  the  Eastern  branch  without  the  especial  leave  of  the 
Hono"*  Coti  John:  Addison. 

Cott  Addison  &  M'  Hutchins,  owners  of  the  land  where  the 
Garrison  is  kept  being  asked  whether  the  Rangers  may  have 
leave  to  plant  Corn  in  any  of  those  Indian  fields  &  Clear  the 
hill  there  neer  the  flFort.  Do  make  Answer  that  they  may 
ffreely  do  the  same  w^out  any  disturbance. 

Ordered  that  a  fTort  be  built  upon  the  top  of  the  s'^  Hill  near 
the  other  flfort  and  th'  the  said  Hill  be  cleared  by  the  Souldiers 
at  the  Garrison;  and  that  the  Hono"*  CoH  In**  Addison  take 
care  to  gett  a  house  built  there,  at  the  cheapest  rate  he  can; 
but  that  he  do  not  actually  build  the  same  till  he  see  whether 
the  Indians  return  thither  or  not;  yet  however  that  he  gett  the 
timber  ready  for  the  Stockadoes  and  see  th^  the  hill  be  cleared; 
and  th'  he  purchase  a  couple  of  small  Gunns  (which  are  in  the 
possession  of  Cap*  George  Harris)  at  the  cheapest  rate  he  can, 
also  provide  two  or  three  good  Canooes,  besides  a  good  sub- 
stantial boat,  reported  by  the  Comittee  to  be  necessary  to  be 
gott;  for  all  w*''*  he  is  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Publick  leavy  of 
this  Province. 

That  if  in  case  the  Indians  do  not  returne  in  the  spring  of 
the  year,  according  to  their  promise ;  or  that  in  case  a  Warr 
should  sooner  break  out ;  It  is  agreed  &  left  to  the  discretion 
of  his  Ex°*'^  the  Govern'  to  encourage  the  Souldiers  raised  for 
that  service,  w'**  such  a  Reward  for  taking  an  Indian  Prisoner 
or  bringing  in  an  Indians  head,  as  his  Ex""^  shall  think  fitt. 

The  Gentlemen  called  upon  the  foregoing  consultation 
being  discharged  and  dismissed.  His  Ex"*^  together  w***  his 
Maj^**  HonoW*  Councill  do  repair  to  the  Councill  Chamber, 
where  the  severall  matters  and  things  in  relation  to  the  Indians 
&  raising  men  &^  being  again  weighed  &  considered  the 
following  Order  thereon  issued  Viz* 

Ordered  that  (pursuant  to  advice  of  the  Hono'**  the  lustices 
and  Grand  lury  of  the  Provincial  Court,  together  w'**  the  other 
Gentlemen  called  to  be  consulted  about  Indian  affairs)  a 
former  Order  about  laying  out  the  Land  for  the  Choptanck 
Indians  be  renewed  and  complyed  w*\  w""**  (through  sickness 
of  Major  Smithson,  the  Surveyor)  is  represented  not  yet  to  be 
done,  hereby  appointing  Major  Thomas  Ennalls  of  Dorchester 
County  to  Runn  the  said  Land  out  &  returne  Certificate 
thereof  accordingly  unto  this  Board  with  all  convenient  speed. 
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Ub.  H.  D.  Ordered  that  (pursuant  to  the  advice  of  the  lustices  & 
Grand  lury  of  the  Provincial  Court,  the  Comittee  for  laying 
the  publick  leavy  and  the  Gentlemen  that  went  upon  the 
Indian  treaty)  a  former  Ord'  passed  last  Assembly  appointing 
severall  persons  to  treat  w*^  the  Indians  at  the  head  of  the 
p-  572  Bay,  be  putt  in  execution  by  the  s*  p'sonsor  the  Major  part  of 
them,  and  that  they  take  such  p'son  or  persons  to  be  their 
Interpreter  or  Interpreters  f by  them  to  be  swome  accordingly) 
as  they  shall  think  fitt  And  it  is  hereby  further  Ordered 
that  the  Gentlemen  that  go  out  of  Caecill  County  acquaint  the 
Shevanor  Indians  how  that  his  Ex"^  never  rec**  diose  presents 
said  to  be  sent  by  CoH*"  Herman. 

Vpon  Representation  &  during  this  noise  of  Indians, 
Ordered  that  no  Masters  of  any  Shipps  or  Vessells  trading  to 
this  Province  presume  to  export  or  carry  away  any  of  the 
Inhabitants  thereof  w'^out  particular  leave  and  lycense  first 
had  &  obtained  for  the  same. 

Ordered  that  the  thirteen  men  &  two  Officers  this  day 
agreed  upon  to  be  raised  for  the  strengthening  the  Garrison 
&  (frontiers  upon  Potomock  be  forthwith  raised  accordingly 
and  sent  up  to  be  appointed  their  Stations  by  the  Hono^  Coll. 
John  Addison  of  Prince  Georges  County;  the  w**  said  men 
are  to  be  raised  as  follows  viz'  Four  out  of  Annamind" 
County,  three  out  of  Calvert,  three  out  of  S*  Maries,  and  three 
out  of  Charles  Counties.  And  that  Richard  Owen  of  Ann 
arrundell  County  be  Captain  to  Comand  part  of  the  said 
men,  and  Giles  Hill  of  S*  Maries  County  Lieuten*  to  Comand 
another  part  thereof,  hereby  directing  and  Ordering  that  the 
Colonels  of  the  said  Counties  take  care  to  gett  the  said  men 
raised  w'**  all  imaginable  expedition,  to  be  imprest  for  the  said 
service  w'**  their  horses;  but  if  Volunteers  can  be  procured 
afterwards  that  then  they  be  taken;  and  if  wanting  of  armes  & 
horses  of  their  own  that  they  be  furnisht  &  equipt  out  of  the 
Countrey  armes  &  have  horses  also  imprest,  w^  a  suitable 
quantity  of  powder  &  ball ;  hereby  signifying  th*  the  said  men 
will  be  allowed  &  paid  out  of  the  Publick  for  such  their 
service  perform'd  for  the  Countrey. 

Ordered  that  (pursuant  to  the  advice  of  the  Hono"*  the 
Justices  and  Grand  lury  of  the  Provincial  Court  together  w*"* 
the  other  Gentlemen  called  to  be  consulted  about  Indian 
affairs)  the  Colonel  of  each  respective  County  do  imediatly 
upon  sight  hereof  raise  &  choose  out  of  the  Militia  under 
their  respective  Comands  (or  any  other  persons  not  inlisted) 
the  following  men,  in  Order  to  the  strengthening  the  firontiers 
of  this  Province  in  manner  following;  Viz*  That  Ann  arrun- 
dell County  do  raise  forty  five  men,  Calvert  County  forty. 
Prince  Georges  County  twenty,  Baltimore  County  fifteen,  S* 
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Maries  County  forty,  and  Charles  County  forty,  who  are  to  be  Lib.  h.  d. 
ready  upon  any  occasion,  or  warning  to  strengthen  the  fron- 
tiers and  Garrisons  on  the  Western  Shore ;  to  be  Ordered  as 
his  Ex°^  shall  think  fitt  &  see  cause. 

That  Caecill  County  raise  thirty  men,  Kent  County  thirty, 
Talbot  County  fifty  seaven,  Dorchester  County  thirty,  and 
Somersett  County  fifty  three  men,  who  are  to  be  ready  upon 
any  occasion  or  warning  to  strengthen  the  frontiers  on  th' 
side  the  Bay,  provided  allwaies  th^  none  of  the  said  men,  be 
taken  out  of  the  frontier  Plantations,  and  th'  the  said  men  & 
horses  be  chosen  and  approved  off  by  the  field  Officers  of 
each  respective  County,  and  th*  care  be  taken  that  a  Sufficient 
quantity  of  publick  arms  and  Amunition  be  lodged  with  the 
several!  Officers  that  are  to  command  those  men,  whither 
(upon  notice)  they  are  to  repair  upon  any  occasion  that  shall 
happen  as  aforesaid.  And  further  that  the  rest  of  the  Militia 
putt  themselves  in  the  best  posture  of  defence  they  can ;  and  p*  575 
that  Smiths  be  forthwith  imprest  &  Overseers  appointed  in 
each  County  to  see  that  all  the  publick  Arms  are  well  fitted  & 
fixt  up.  And  it  is  hereby  further  Ordered  that  any  Soldier  of 
horse,  foot  or  Dragoon  of  the  Militia  that  is  inlisted  that 
makes  complaint  his  armes  want  fixing  and  that  the  Smiths 
refuse  fixing  thereof;  the  officers  to  whome  such  complaint  is 
made  are  hereby  Order'd  &  impower'd  to  compell  such 
Smiths  to  fix  them  well ;  and  where  it  happens  that  a  County 
is  destitute  of  a  Smith  or  other  person  quallifyed  for  perform- 
ance of  such  worke,  that  then  the  Officers  in  like  maner  com- 
pell any  Smith  or  Smiths  living  in  the  next  adjacent  Counties 
to  fix  them,  either  by  carrying  such  Smith  or  Smiths  w'**  their 
tooles,  where  the  said  armes  are,  or  by  carrying  the  armes  to 
them  as  shall  be  thought  most  convenient  And  that  care  be 
taken  th^  all  the  publick  arm's  be  fixed  imediady ;  and  that 
the  Militia  Officers  take  an  account  of  what  publick  arms 
belong  to  each  County  and  th*  they  together  with  the  Com- 
iss"  of  the  said  Counties,  compute  how  much  the  fixing  those 
publick  arms  will  amount  to ;  and  th*  the  s**  Comiss"  leavy 
the  s^  tobb*  in  Novem**'  next  without  faile,  that  the  same  may 
lay  ready  for  discharge  of  fixing  the  s^  Arm's ;  this  year  being 
likely  to  be  a  plentiful!  year  for  Tobacco.  And  it  is  hereby 
lastly  Ordered  that  such  Smith  or  Smiths  as  shall  refuse  to 
yield  obedience  to  this  Ord'  the  Sherriffs  upon  notice  do 
imediately  take  into  their  Custody  such  Smith  or  Smiths  and 
him  or  them  under  safe  and  secure  conduct  send  to  appear 
before  his  Ex"*^  at  the  Port  of  Annapolis  to  answer  such  their 
contempt  whereof  the  said  Sherriffs  are  not  to  faile  at  their 
perill. 

Ordered  that  the   Hono"*   Coll   In^  Addison   of    Prince 
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Lib.  H.  D.  Georges  County  be  constituted  &  empower'd,  and  he  is 
hereby  accordingly  appointed,  Constituted  &  empowered  to 
go  as  often  as  he  shall  see  necessary  to  vissit  the  Garrison, 
and  the  other  men  appointed  to  Range  the  Eastern  branch, 
at  Potomock  to  see  th^  they  discharge  their  duty  &  for  to 
give  them  such  necessary  Orders  as  he  shall  think  requisite 
for  his  Maj^**  service.  And  further  that  if  the  Men  to  be 
raised  &  sent  thither  cannot  find  themselves  w^  Provisions, 
so  th'  they  need  not  be  necessitated  to  depart  from  their 
severall  posts,  he  furnish  them  therewith  in  moderation,  the 
w""^  is  to  be  deducted  out  of  their  wages  &  allowed  for  in  the 
publick  leavy  of  this  Province;  as  also  is  to  be  allowed  for  his 
trouble  &  pains  in  Vissitting  the  %^  men  &  Garrison. 


Octob'the  19'**  1697. 

Ordered  that  the  Roads  on  each  side  the  Eastern  branch 
of  Potomock  be  well  cleared  from  Plantation  to  Plantation 
and  from  the  said  Plantations  to  the  Garrison. 

Ordered  that  the  Hono"*  Coll  In**  Addison  discourse  Coll 
Ninian  Beale  whether  or  no  he  be  willing  to  continue  in  the 
Comission  he  already  has  for  raising  men  upon  any  disturb- 
ance of  Indians  &*^ 

October  the  20***  1697. 

Ordered  that  in  case  any  of  the  men  to  be  raised  for  the 
service  of  this  Province,  or  their  officers  should  dye  or  re- 
move out  of  the  Countrey  or  be  for  any  misdemeanor  dis- 
missed, that  then  the  Colonells  of  the  Counties  take  care 
p.  576  i mediately  to  fill  up  their  vacant  places  w*  other  men;  and 
th*  the  Hono"*  Coll  John  Addison  in  like  manner  take  care 
to  see  th*  the  thirteen  men  and  two  Officers  appointed  for 
strengthening  the  Garrison  and  frontiers  of  Potomock  be 
allwaies  compleat  that  number  by  putting  in  other  persons 
upon  any  such  accident  happening. 

Ordered  that  the  forty  five  men  to  be  raised  in  Ann  Arrun- 
dell  County  and  the  fifteen  men  to  be  raised  in  Baltimore 
County  be  divided  into  two  Troops;  Viz*  Thirty  in  each  Troop 
who  are  to  have  for  their  officers  to  Comand  them,  a  Captain 
a  Lieuten*  a  Coronett  &  Quarter  master,  and  that  those  of 
Baltimore  County  be  joyned  to  the  neerest  of  those  men  th' 
are  to  be  raised  in  Ann  Arrundel  County  aforesaid  to  make 
up  that  Troop.  That  the  fforty  men  to  be  raised  in  S*  Maries 
County  be  an  intire  Troop  by  it  selfe  as  also  the  forty  to  be 
raised  in  Calvert  County.  The  forty  in  Charles  County  to 
be  Commanded  with  the  like  proportion  of  Officers    That  the 
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Twenty  men  to  be  raised  in  Prince  Georges  County  be  also  Lib.  h.  d. 
intire  by  themselves;  to  be   Commanded  by  a  Lieuten'  a 
Coronett  &  a  Quarter  master. 

That  the  thirty  men  to  be  raised  in  Caecil  County  and 
Thirty  in  Kent  be  each  of  them  a  Troop  by  themselves.  That 
the  fifty  seaven  men  to  be  raised  in  Talbott  County  be  di- 
vided into  two  severall  troops  likewise.  That  the  Thirty 
men  to  be  raised  in  Dorchester  County  be  also  an  intire 
Troop  by  it  selfe  &  that  the  ffifty  three  men  to  be  raised  in 
Somersett  County  be  divided  into  two  severall  Troops  All 
w^  Troops  are  each  of  them  to  be  Comanded  by  a  Cap*  a 
Lieuten^  and  a  Coronett  and  a  Quarter  master.  That  each 
Troop  be  divided  into  three  squadrons  Viz'  The  Captain  and 
the  Quarter  master  (who  is  to  attend  the  Captain)  the 
Lieuten*  and  the  Cornetts  squadrons,  w*''*  Officers  are  to  keep 
the  Arms  &  Ammunition  for  each  Squadron  of  men,  who  are 
not  to  make  use  of  any  of  the  said  ammunition  but  upon 
service. 

ITiat  the  field  Officers  (after  the  said  Officers  and  men  are 
raised)  do  send  a  List  of  the  names  of  the  said  Officers  and 
Men,  and  of  the  quantity  of  Arms  and  Ammunition  lodged 
w^  each  Officer;  and  th'  care  be  taken  the  s**  men  be  fre- 
quently exercised  and  train'd. 

It  being  considered  that  the  severall  Ord"  given  for  raising 
men  towards  the  strengthening  the  ffirontiers  of  this  his  Maj*** 
Province  of  Maryl**  cannot  well  be  prepared  so  th*  the 
Colonells  of  the  Counties  may  receive  them  to  putt  the  same 
in  Execution,  under  a  week  or  tenn  dayes  time,  whereby  the 
Countrey  may  be  putt  in  some  posture  of  defence. 

Ordered  therefore  that  the  gentlemen  appointed  to  go  to 
his  Ex"*^  S'  Edmund  Andros  in  Virginia  set  not  forward  their 
lourney  before  munday  next  come  sennight. 

Vpon  the  Petition  of  Nehem**"  Covington  of  Somersett 
County  therein  humbly  praying  a  Comission  for  being  Inter- 
preter &"  betwixt  the  English  &  Indians. 

Ordered  th'  the  s**  Covington  be  constituted  &  Empower'd 
and  he  is  hereby  accordingly  appointed,  constituted  &  Em- 
powered to  be  Gen'^  Interpreter  for  this  Government  upon 
any  treaty  to  be  made  w***  the  Indians  on  the  Eastern  Shore, 
and  that  no  other  person  presume  to  take  upon  him  th* 
Office  besides;  hereby  empowering  the  Hono****  Coll  Charles 
Hutchins  of  Dorchester  County  to  administer  an  oath  to  the 
s**  Nehemiah  Covington  faithfully  to  discharge  his  duty 
therein,  whensoever  he  shall  by  any  authority  be  thereunto 
called  or  required. 

Vpon  Representation,  Ordered  that  Henry  Moor  of  Charles 
County  be  constituted  and   empower'd  and  he  is  hereby 
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Lib.  H.  D.  accordingly  authorised  constituted  &  empowered  to  be 
Gener**  Interpreter  for  this  Government  upon  any  Treaty  to 
be  made  with  the  Indians  on  the  Western  Shore,  and  th^  no 
other  p'son  presume  to  take  upon  him  th*  office  besides; 
hereby  Empowering  the  Hono"*  Coll  In**  Courts  to  administer 
P-  577  an  Oath  to  the  s**  Moore,  faithfully  to  discharge  his  duty 
therein,  whensoever  he  is  by  any  Authority  thereunto  called 
or  required. 

Ordered  that  M'  Richard  Cloud  of  S*  Maries  County  Maj' 
James  Smallwood  of  Charles  County  and  Major  Will"  Barton 
of  Prince  Georges  County  do  (upon  sight  hereof)  use  their 
utmost  endeavour  for  the  seizing  and  apprehending  a  certain 
Indian  called  Mountague,  Represented  to  be  an  Enemy  to 
this  Government  and  that  (if  taken)  they  or  any  of  them 
under  safe  &  secure  conduct  send  him  to  be  and  appear 
before  his  Ex"*^  at  the  Port  of  Annapolis,  to  be  dedt  withall 
according  to  Law. 


October  the  21"  1697. 

Memorandum  that  the  Armes  w'^*'  the  men  to  be  raised  are 
to  have,  be  all  of  a  sort,  if  possible,  or  at  least  one  half  of 
them,  and  the  other  halfe  of  another  sort 

Ordered  th*  what  Arms  &  Amunition  belong  to  Charles 
County,  be  equally  proportion'd  w***  those  belonging  to  Prince 
Georges  County,  and  the  like  to  be  done  in  S*  Maryes 
County,  so  that  the  Arms  &  Amunition  of  those  three 
Counties  be  equally  divided  amongst  them. 

Ordered  that  no  person  whatsoever  presume  to  keep  or 
detain  in  their  Custody  or  possession  any  publick  arms 
belonging  to  the  Countrey,  which  have  been  purchased  & 
provided  either  since  his  Majes*~  happy  Government  here,  or 
in  the  time  of  the  Lord  Baltimore;  but  that  they  deliver  such 
arms  up  to  the  next  Militia  officer,  under  penalty  of  being 
prosecuted  upon  the  Statute  of  King  Charles  the  Second  for 
felony,  and  that  all  Officers  having  any  Publick  arms  or 
ammunition  in  their  Custody  to  give  an  account  thereof  to 
the  Colonel  of  the  County,  who  is  to  returne  a  Generall  List 
as  well  of  those  accounts  he  receives,  as  of  what  arms  & 
ammunition  he  has  in  his  own  custody,  unto  his  Ex"""^  the 
Govern'  by  the  first  of  the  next  Provinc"  Court  or  sooner  if 
possible  hereby  Comanding  the  Sherriffs  to  publish  this  in  all 
publick  places  w^^'in  their  respective  Counties  and  to  give  the 
Militia  &  field  officers  Copies  hereof  for  their  information 
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October  the  is***  1697.  ^"^-  ^-  ^• 

Produced  by  his  Ex"*'^  to  the  Board  Copy  of  an  authority 
by  him  given  to  M'  Thomas  Addison  for  seizing  any  Syder 
or  other  Liquo"  imported  into  this  Province  at  the  head  of 
Potomock  and  not  makeing  due  report  and  entry  according 
to  Act  of  Assembly  &" 

Information  being  given  that  several!  quantities  of  Liquor 
are  Generally  brought  over  from  Virgin*  into  those  parts  & 
sold  to  the  Rangers  at  the  Garrison,  and  to  the  Inhabitants 
of  the  upper  parts  thereabouts. 

Ordered  that  Major  Will"  Dent  Navall  Officer  of  that 
district  give  a  Deputation  to  the  s**  M'  Thom*  Addison  to 
officiate  as  his  Deputy  in  those  parts,  and  th'  the  Hono"*  Coll 
In**  Addison  administer  to  him  the  Oath  of  Trade  &  Navi- 
gation, who  is  hereby  accordingly  Empowered  to  administer 
such  Oath.

The  Justices  &  Lawyers  of  the  Provinciall  Court  being 
summoned  to  appear  at  this  Board,  came  accordingly. 

His  Excellency  is  pleased  to  tell  them*  that  he  has  observed 
in  the  Courts  of  this  Province  that  they  commonly  proceed  to 
Judge  upon  matters,  according  to  conscience  &  equity  and 
not  according  to  the  Rules  of  Law;  and  that  as  the  King  has 
a  Court  of  Equity  here,  the  Courts  of  Law  ought  not  to  take 
upon  them  matters  properly  tryable  in  Chancery. 

He  is  also  please  to  tell  the  Chife  lustice  that  in  giving  his 
charge  to  the  luries,  he  should  direct  them  to  find  the  matter 
of  fact  according  to  evidence  and  not  (as  usually  they  do)  to 
consider  the  poverty  of  the  Person,  by  thinking  the  party  will 
be  ruin'd  if  he  looses  the  cause;  and  th*  such  a  direction  be 
given  th*  where  there  is  matter  of  Law,  they  should  then 
bring  in  a  special  verdict,  and  leave  it  to  the  Court. 

Produced  again  &  read  the  Report  of  the  Kings  Lawyers, 
in  the  case  of  James  Cranford  Attorney  at  Law,  about  dis- 
missing him  from  his  practice  &*^ 
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Lib.  H.  D.  Whereupon  his  Ex"^  is  pleased  to  tell  them  that  (as  accord- 
ing to  the  s'^  report)  he  does  take  and  hold  it  to  be  the  Kings 
Prerogative  to  approve  what  persons  shall  practice  the  Law. 
And  that  as  the  Law  is  an  Hono"^  profession,  he  would  accord- 
ingly endeavour  to  make  it  so  in  diis  Province,  and  not  suflfer 
every  Ignorant  Person  (upon  a  motion)  to  be  presently  a 
Practitioner,  who  are  perhaps  not  capable  to  draw  a  Declara- 
tion; therefore  does  recommend  that  they  would  take  care  to 
admitt  of  none  to  plead  in  th^  Court  but  what  were  by  some 
Examination,  found  capable  and  approved  off;  and  that  he 
would  see  to  give  some  such  Orders  to  the  severall  County 
Courts  to  the  same  effect 

His  Ex"*^  is  also  pleased  to  Recommend  th*  a  Gown  be 
provided  for  the  Chief  lustice  to  wear  and  that  the  severall 
Lawyers  belonging  to  the  said  Court  do  provide  themselves 
Gowns  to  plead  in. 

He  is  lastly  pleased  to  observe  to  them,  that  he  finds  the 
severall  SherriflFs  of  the  Province  do  frequently  come  to  the 
Provincial  Courts,  whereby  they  neglect  the  Duty  of  their 
Office  and  charge  wherewith,  they  are  intrusted:  does  there- 
fore require  them  to  consult  &  consider  whether  they  can 
legally  depart  their  County,  during  their  Shrivaltry  or  invest 
any  other  person  w***  power  sufficient  to  Act  in  their  absence; 
and  th^  they  returne  their  opinion,  thereon  to  this  Board 
accordingly  with  all  convenient  speed. 

The  said  Gentlemen  withdraw  &  repair  to  the  Court  house. 
Peter  Jenings  Esq'  his  Maj'**  Collect'  of  Patuxent  district  & 
George  Muschamp  Esq'  his  Maj***  CoUecf  of  Potoraock 
district  being  sent  for,  came. 

His  Ex°^^  is  pleased  to  acquaint  them  how  that  he  had  con- 
sidered of  severall  instructions,  whereby  the  CoUecf*  & 
Navall  Officers  of  this  his  May*"  Province  might  guide  and 
regulate  themselves,  as  to  entering  and  clearing  of  Shipps 
gjrc*  ^ch  ^gj.g  accordingly  dictated  &  writt  forth  in  their 
presence,  and  are  as  follows  Viz' 

p.  579  Instructions  for  the  Collectors  and  Navall  Officers. 

Viz'  That  if  a  Shipp  or  Vessell  comes  in  here  and  brings 
in  any  of  the  Ennumerated  Commodityes,  then  they  are  to 
go  to  the  Collector  first  according  to  the  Act  of  the  25***  of 
King  Charles  the  Second. 

Certificate  to  be  lodged  with  the  Collecf  Viz'  fform  of  a 
Certificate  that  gives  Bond  in  the  Plantations  and  payes  the 
duties  by  the  Act  of  the  25'**  year  of  King  Charles  the  second. 

His  Ex^'^y  is  pleased  to  observe  to  the  s**  Collect"  the  Act 
of  Parliament  for  collecting  the  duty  of  the  penny  -p  pound 
saying  that  it  ought  to  be  collected  according  to  the  directions 
of  the  said  Act. 
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When  they  have  rec**  such  a  Certificate  they  are  to  send  an  Lib.  h.  d. 
abstract  thereof  to  the  Navall  Officer,  except  they  will  send 
the  Certificate,  w*'**  the  Navall  Officer  is  to  i;eturne  to  them. 

They  are  to  acquaint  the  Master  or  Command'  to  go 
immediately  to  the  Navall  Officer,  who  is  to  take  care  that  all 
the  Laws  of  the  Kingdom  of  England  and  of  this  his  Majes'** 
Province  of  Maryland  are  complyed  w*** 

The  Hono"*  Thorn*  Tench  Esq'  being  sent  for  to  go  the

Collect'  If  the  Coll'  have  no  objection  against  the  Certificate 
he  is  to  remitt  it  back  to  the  Navall  Officer. 

The  Cocquetts  are  to  be  lodged  w***  his  Maj'**  Coll'  because 
his  Ex"^  supposes  th*  by  the  Instructions  of  the  R"  Hono"* 
the  Comiss"  of  his  Maj'"  Customes  they  are  to  go  on  board 
every  Shipp  and  Vessell  after  their  arrivall,  and  likewise 
while  they  stay  in  the  Countrey  and  after  they  have  clear'd, 
because  the  Comiss"  have  allowed  th'  Sallaryes  to  find  them 
Boat  &  hands  and  in  lieu  of  the  halfe  penny  -p" 

The  Navall  Officer  is  to  inquire  of  the  Master  or  Com- 
mand' if  he  Intends  to  Returne  from  the  place  from  whence 
he  came  w*"**  if  he  does,  he  is  to  be  acquainted  that  he  must 
clear  w'**  his  Majes'"  Collect'  but  if  he  will  load  upon  the  25* 
of  King  Charles  the  Second,  then  he  is  to  clear  with  the 
Navall  Officer  &  the  Collect'  last. 

That  the  Navall  Officer  be  sure  to  certifye  to  the  Collec' 
that  the  Shipps  or  Vessells  he  first  enters  have  done  their 
duty;  and  that  they  are  not  to  admit  any  Master  to  enter  or 
clear  w'**  them  till  they  have  Certificate  from  his  Maj*" 
Collecf 

Ordered  th'  Major  John  Thompson  Navall  Officer  of  Cecill 
County  have   nothing  to   do  w^**  entering   or  clearing  any 
Shipps  or  Vessells  coming  into  that  County  but  th*  they  be  p*  580 
entered  &  cleared  by  the  Officers  at  Patuxent  Yet  notwith- 
standing that  he  Collect  the  whole  duty  of  the  Tenn  p  Cent 
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Lib.  H.  D.  upon  European  Goods  transported  to  Pensilvania  over  Land, 
and  of  all  Goods  brought  from  thence  that  way;  vt^^  business 
he  IS  solely  to  mind. 

Ordered  that  Henry  Denton  Clerk  of  his  Majesties  Hono"* 
Councill,  do  receive  from  the  severall  Collect"  &  Navall 
Officers  the  severall  Bonds,  Certificates  &  Cocquetts  to  be 
lodged  in  his  Office,  at  the  State  house  and  that  he  sort  all 
the  said  Bonds  &  Certificates  and  put  up  the  Certificate  of 
discharge  in  the  Bond  and  such  Bond  as  has  Certificate  he  is 
to  endorse  it  that  a  Certificate  is  filed  with  him  in  discharge 
thereof  and  so  subscribe  his  name. 

That  every  Cofr  and  Navall  Officers  papers  be  filed  by 
themselves  &  sorted  by  the  years,  and  that  from  hence  for-

Books,  Bonds,  Certificates  &  other  Navall  papers  that  were  in 
the  possession  of  the  s**  Major  King,  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
which  he  knows  off  anywaies  materiall  and  does  promise  and 
engage  that  if  any  comes  to  his  hands  afterwards,  he  will 
deliver  the  same  up  to  M'  John  West  present  Navall  officer 
there.

Vpon  representation  of  the  HonoW'  James  ffrisby  Esq'  how 
that  M'  Matthias  Vanderhayden  and  M'  Nicholas  Bayard  two 
of  his  Majesties  Justices  for  Caecill  County  are  Aliens  and  not 
naturallized  by  any  Act  of  Parliament  therefore  unqualifyed 
for  that  station, 

Ordered  that  a  new  Comission  of  the  Peace  issue  for  that 
County  w***  a  blanck  to  be  left  for  two  names  to  be  filled  up 
as  the  said  Esq'  ffrisbey  shall  think  fitt. 

Ordered  that  the  Sh'ff  of  Baltimore  County  do  (upon  sight 
hereof)  inquire  after  one  Bartlet,  who  is  represented  to 

be  a  person  Lunatick  and  of  no  setled  perswasion ;  but  hath 
been  signifyed  by  one  of  his  Maj*"  Hono"'  Councill,  that  he 
hath  taken  upon  him  preaching,  and  is  accordingly  admitted 
publickly  to  preach  in  one  of  the  Parish  Churches  of  the  said 
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Lib.  H.  D.  County.  And  that  when  the  s**  Sherriff  has  found  out  his 
place  of  residence  he  go  to  the  next  lustice  of  the  peace 
where  the  said  Bartlett  lives  and  inform  himselfe  about  the

follows  Viz* 

M'  Charles  Carroll 

S'  I  understand  you  have  heard  of  the  accident  at  Matta- 
panny  of  the  Mans  being  kill'd  there.  The  horse  I  seiz'd  for 
the  King  but  broake  loose  from  my  Plantation,  and  hear  th* 
by  y**'  Order  he  is  seiz'd  since  for  my  Lord ;  where  the  prop- 
erty lyes  I  know  not;  but  I  request  you  to  be  so  kind  as  to 
go  along  w*^  M'  Muschamp  to  his  Ex'**^  and  discourse  it  with 
him,  so  that  I  may  be  clear  from  blame :  pray  S'  think  of  this 
Business,  for  if  any  fault  at  my  doore,  you  are  sensible  what  a 
noise  it  will  make. 

My  most  humble  Service  to  yo'  selfe  and  Lady,  I  am  S' 

Your  very  humble  Servant. 

October  9***  1697.  R^t>*  Mason. 

Ordered  that  the  above  mentioned  horse  be  kept  where  he 
is  untill  his  Maj*"  pleasure  be  further  known,  as  to  such 
matters. 

Came  Cap*  lohn  Oldton,  and  Cap*  Richard  Brightwell 
Comand"  of  the  Rangers  upon  Potomock  and  Baltimore  and 
presented  the  two  following  accounts  of  their  Ranging  Viz* 

Whereas  it  has  pleased  the  Govern'  &  Councill  to  demand 
of  us  Rangers  in  Baltimore  County  to  give  an  account  how 
our  Road  lyes  from  our  Garrison  to  Deer  Creek  &  Patapsco, 
W**  according  to  our  best  knowledge  is  thus,  ffrom  our  Garri- 
son to  the  North  side  of  Dear  Creek  40  Miles  thus  to  Gunn- 
powder  main  falls  12  miles,  thence  to  the  Lide  falls  eight 
miles  thence  to  a  branch  of  winters  Runn  eight  miles  thence 
to  the  North  side  of  Deer  Creek  12  miles,  thence  to  the 
neerest  Inhabitants  sixteen  miles. 
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flFrom  our  Garrison  to  Potapsco  20  miles,  thus  to   Guins  Lib.  h.  d. 
falls  four  miles,  thence  to  a  branch  of  the  same  falls  four 
miles,  thence  to  Potapsco  main  falls  twelve  miles,  thence  to 
the  Inhabitants  fourteen  miles. 

This  is  a  description  of  our  Road,  w**  we  were  ordered  to 
make  and  marke,  which  we  have  done. 

We  have  Ranged  &  made  discovery  of  all  the  Good  Lands 
back  of  our  Road  and  found  a  great  many  Indian  Cabins  & 
Tents  where  we  marked  Trees  and  sett  up  our  names.  We 
have  observed  to  see  the  outside  Plantations  since  so  Ordered. 

Pursuant  to  yo'  Ex°^'^*  Command  for  Returning  an  account 
of  our  Ranging ;  I  do  humbly  certifye  that  according  to  your 
Ex°*'^*  late  Order  for  Ranging  to  the  ffrontiers  I  have  kept  my 
men  Ranging  ever  since  to  the  (frontier  Plantations,  and  up 
and  down  the  Eastern  Branch  towards  the  head  of  Patuxent 
to  the  ffrontiers  there,  and  so  back  again,  but  have  not  mett 
with  any  Indians  in  all  our  Range;  nor  any  thing  worth 
noticeing.  And  as  to  our  out  Ranger  before  the  s**  Order  we 
kept  constantly  Ranging  from  our  Garrison  to  the  Sugar 
Lands  w*'**  we  compute  to  be  about  forty  miles,  being  gener- 
ally Stony  Rocky  land,  near  the  River,  all  the  way  thither,  and 
barrens  backwards;  but  the  Sugar  Lands  extraordinary  rich  p.  584 
and  continue  so  for  severall  miles  backwards  ffrom  the  Sugar 
Lands  we  range  away  towards  the  Eastward  to  Potapsco,  w** 
we  compute  to  be  about  50  Miles,  and  so  from  thence  make 
strait  away  to  the  Garrison,  w*"^  we  compute  to  be  betwixt 
Sixty  and  Seaventy  miles,  in  w*"^  Range  is  generally  good 
Land;  but  we  have  not  met  nor  seen  any  Indians  these  twelve 
months  except  two  back  Indians  that  came  to  the  ffoort;  hard 
before  M'  Stodarts  Negro  boye  was  Murthered,  who  came 
Civilly  into  the  flfort  &  were  suffered  to  depart  without  any 
disturbance  as  for  making  any  other  discoveries,  I  know  of 
none  to  give  an  acco*  off;  All  w**  is  humbly  certified  this  1 2*** 
day  of  Octob'  An**  1697.

The  Councill  again  sate  and  were  present  as  before;    The 
Honoble  S'  Thorn*  Laurence  Baron"  Sec'y  and  Coll  Nicholas 
Greenberry,  being  only  absent 
-    His  Ex"*''^   is  pleased  to  propose  to  the  Gentlem"  of  his 
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Lib.  H.  D.  Maj'^  Hono"'  Councill,  that  if  in  case  his  Ex»^  the  Govern'  of 
New  Yorke  or  my  Lord  Bellamont  should  come  in  &  send 
about  assistance  for  men  or  money  from  this  Government 
what  answer  should  be  given  thereto;  being  willing  to  prevent 
calling  a  Councill  together  in  the  winter  time;  It  being  so 
difficult  travelling  and  passing  over  the  Bay.  To  w*^  they 
returne  for  answer;  that  considering  the  great  difficulty  some 
of  them  have  found  in  getting  to  this  place  at  this  time,  the 
which  will  be  much  more  hazardous  and  dangerous  to  them 
in  the  depth  of  Winter,  do  therefore  wholy  leave  it  to  his 
Ex"*^^  Prudence  to  return  such  answer  upon  any  such  Message 
from  New  Yorke,  as  in  his  wisdom  &  Prudence  he  shall  think 
fitt;  being  assured  he  will  do  nothing  but  what  is  for  his 
Maj'"  Service  &  good  of  the  Countrey;  and  that  withall  do 
declare  themselves  to  be  of  opinion,  that  this  Province 
(through  means  of  the  severall  disturbances  and  commotions 
by  Indians  and  more  dayly  threatened)  is  altogether  uncapable 
of  Affording  any  assistance  to  that  Government  seeing  that 
for  strengthening  the  frontiers  thereof  they  have  been  forced 
to  raise  an  Additional  number  of  Rangers  now  in  pay  besides 
two  hundred  men  on  each  side  the  Bay,  to  be  in  a  readiness, 
which  tis  not  known  how  soon  they  may  be  made  use  off. 

Ordered  that  his  Maj**"  Lawyers  prepare  a  warrant  for  the 
seizing  &  apprehending  Amos  NichoUs  of  Coecill  County, 
being  informed  against  for  severall  notorious  crimes  and  mis- 
demeanors and  that  they  leave  a  blanck  for  some  person  to  be 
imployed  about  the  taking  of  him  to  be  inserted  by  the 
Hono"*  James  ffrisbey  Esq'  and  if  taken,  that  he  be  carryed 
before  the  s**  James  ffrisbey  Esq'  In  order  that  he  may  give 
Bond  to  appear  before  his  Ex"*''^  in  Councill  the  next  time 
they  shall  be  appointed  to  meet  together  to  answer  the 
premises. 

A  Warrant  being  accordingly  prepared  was  read  & 
approved  off  and  signed  by  his  Ex"*^^  and  Ordered  to  pass  the 
Broad  Seale  of  the  Province,  w*'**  follows  in  these  words  Viz* 

Maryland  ss.  fforasmuch  as  complaint  hath  been  made 

p.  585  unto  me  ffrancis  Nicholson  Esq'  Cap'  Gen'"  and  Govern'  in 
Chief  of  his  Maj*"  s**  Province  and  Territory  &"  and  to  the 
Hono"*  his  Maj*"  Privy  Councill  of  the  same  by  severall  of 
the  Inhabitants  of  Coecill  County  that  one  Amos  Nicholls  of 
Coecill  County  aforesaid  is  a  very  vagrant  and  wandering 
person,  a  very  evill  doer  and  is  guilty  of  a  great  many  hainous 
and  notorious  crimes  and  Offences,  as  well  against  his  Maj'" 
Governm'  of  this  his  Maj***  Province,  as  also  to  the  great  hurt 
&  damage  of  his  Maj***  Subjects  and  against  his  Majes**"  peace 

These  are  therefore  in  his  Majes***  name  to  Authorize  you 
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and  also  require  you  forthwith  upon  receipt  hereof  to  take  Lib,  h.  d.

Security;  and  further  demands  of  the  said  Cranford,  why  he 
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Lib.  H.  D.  did  not  (during  his  having  the  Administration)  make  it  his 
business  to  get  the  debts  in.  Who  sayes  that  he  never  had 
anything  of  the  said  Estate  to  sue  for,  but  the  Mortgages; 
and  that  he  is  ready  to  deliver  up  what  Books  &  papers  he 
has  relateing  to  that  Estate  unto  M'  CoiHiss^  or  the  present 
Adm'  whensoever  they  shall  require  the  same. 

His  Ex"*''^  is  pleased  to  acquaint  the  Comiss'^  that  the  Office 
he  now  has  in  the  New  State  house  where  his  Records  lye  is 
appointed  &  Setded  by  Act  of  Assembly.  Therefore  does  in 
his  Majes'^  name  direct  &  Order  him  to  accept  of  no  Bookes, 
Records  or  papers  whatsoever  belonging  to  his  Office,  but 
what  are  actually  delivered  up  in  his  Office  aforementioned. 

His  Ex'*'^  is  likewise  pleased  to  observe  to  the  s**  M'  Cran- 
ford,  what  devastation  &  waste  he  has  brought  upon  the  s"* 
Estate,  first  by  intangling  of  it  in  Law  and  Secondly  by  keep- 
ing the  Bookes,  Debts  &  papers  all  this  while  in  his  hands 
that  the  same  could  not  be  gott  in,  whereby  severall  of  the 
Debtors  by  this  time  (its  probable)  are  either  dead  or  become 
insolvent,  and  the  Plantations  all  ruin'd  by  his  Sinister  & 
selfe  interested  practises,  who  at  first  was  only  intended  as 
Adm'  in  trust  for  another,  w*"**  to  his  eternall  Shame  he  had

All  fines  and  Amerciaments  that  shall  happen  to 
be  made  and  all  fforfietures  w^^  shall  fall  before  you,  you  shall 
cause  to  be  entred  without  any  concealment  and  Certify  the 
same  to  his  Majesties  Receivers  of  this  Province  you  shall  not 
debarr  or  hinder  the  prosecution  of  lustice  nor  take  any 
guift,  ffee  or  Reward  for  the  delaying  of  ludgment;  but  shall 
behave  and  demeane  your  selfe  justly  and  truly  to  the  best  of 
your  understanding,  so  long  as  you  shall  continue  in  this 
Office  or  untill  you  shall  be  Lawfully  discharged  therefrom. 

So  help  you  God. 


Ordered  that  notice  be  given  to  the  respective  Counties 
that  it  was  his  Ex"*^*  intent  to  have  seen  the  severall  Troops 
&  Companies  this  fall;  but  the  Court  comeing  on  &  this  dis- 
turbance of  Indians  happening,  he  could  not  gett  time,  but 
intends  (God  willing)  this  Winter  or  in  the  Spring  at  farthest 
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Lib.  H.  D.  to  view  the  severall  Troops  &  Companies,  Visit  the  Churches  & 
inspect  &  see  all  the  publick  Roads;  if  no  impediment  happens.

His  Ex°*^  is  pleased  to  say  that  this  proving  a  very  plenti- 
ful year  both  for  Corn  &  Tobb**  he  design'd  to  have  sett  a 
part  a  day  of  publick  thanksgiving  for  the  same;  but  not 
hearing  any  thing  out  of  England  to  know  how  things  are 
there,  he  can't  tell  whether  it  may  be  so  proper.

notw***standing  his  Excellencies  Proclamation  to  the  contrary; 
is  pleased  to  demand  of  the  Kings  Lawers  fbeing  present) 
what  course  is  fitt  to  be  taken,  and  whether  oy  law  he  may

at  the  Port  of  Annapolis,  with  all  convenient  speed;  but  keep 
the  papers  by  him  until  further  Order.

Produced  and  read  a  Letter  sent  from  M'  Charles  Bass 
Clerk  of  Caecill  County  Court  unto  M'  Christop'  Gregory 
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Clerk  of  the  Provincial  Court,  dated  24***  of  August  last  past,  Lib.  h.  d. 
signifying  that  Coll  Will"  Pearce  Sherriff  of  that  County  has 
utterly  refused  to  give  Bond  for  his  place  according  to  the 
late  Act  of  Assembly.  And  it  being  referred  to  the  Kings 
Lawyers  whether  he  ought  to  be  continued  in  his  Office, 
without  giving  such  Bond,  Who  being  of  opinion  he 
ought  not.

We  of  the  lury,  having  advice  from  all  parts  of  this  Pro- 
vince of  his  Ex"^'*  late  Proclamation  prohibitting  any  Provi- 
sions being  exported  to  any  place  from  this  Province  without 
calling  at  New  England  or  Newfound  Land  &*^  do  humbly 
represent  that  altho  we  believe  his  Ex"*'^  sett  forth  the  same  p.  589 
upon  just  Grounds  and  for  hisMaj^  service,  yet  that  the  same 
if  continued  in  force  will  redound  to  the  great  prejudice  of  his 
Maj***  good  Subjects  of  this  Province  &  to  the  aparent  decay 
of  Trade  thereof  in  these  particulars. 

I**  It  will  discourage  and  prevent  those  that  are  inclined  to 
prossecute  a  Trade  to  Barbados  or  the  Islands  because  Provi- 
sions is  the  only  Comodity  they  can  carry  from  hence,  and 
unless  they  can  carry  them  to  the  place  design'd  it  will  be  in 
vain  to  attempt  the  Trade, 

2  It  will  discourage  those  Traders  that  would  come  here 
to  purchase  Provissions  for  necessary  &  usefuU  manufactures 
who  generally  carry  them  from  hence  jto  the  Islands  for  Sale, 
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Lib.  H.  D.  being  the  most  proper  place ;  for  it  will  be  in  vain  for  them  to 
come  here  to  purchase  for  an  Island  Trade  if  they  may  not 
carry  it  there  where  they  have  it ;  but  they  will  rather  take  up 
in  Virginia  where  we  understand  there  is  no  such  prohibition 
or  Injunction,  and  so  this  Province  by  his  Ex"*^  Zeale  for  his 
Majesties  service  loose  the  Trade  thereof  to  his  Maj***  as  well 
as  his  Subjects  damage. 

Lastly  we  are  informed  that  Newfound  Land  is  reduced  to 
his  Maj***  obedience,  and  thereby  the  occasion  of  that  Procla- 
mation, extinct,  ffor  w**  reason  we  present  it  to  yo'  Hono'* 
desiring  you  to  joine  with  us  in  presenting  the  same  to  his 
Ex"*^  the  Govern'  desiring  that  the  s**  Proclamation  may  be 
disannulled  &  sett  aside.

ton  Esq'  Lieuten*  Govern'  and  Comand'  in  Chiefe  of  his 
Majes***  Province  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  in  New  England 
in  Order  to  be  sent  thither  &^  And  forasmuch  as  it  hath  been 
represented  unto  me  in  Council!  from  the  Hono'**  his  Maj**" 
Justices  and  the  Grand  Inquest  for  the  body  of  this  Province, 
how  th*  the  s**  Ord'  proves  very  detrimentall  to  the  Island 
Trade  managed  here,  and  for  that  (in  the  Neighbouring 
Colony  of  Virginia)  there  is  no  such  prohibition,  have  for  the 
same  &  other  reasons  requested  that  the  s^  Ord'  may  be  dis- 
annulled and  sett  aside.

as  the  same  restraines  the  clearing  such  Shipps  and  Vessells, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  disannulled  and  sett  a  side  accordingly. 
But  for  the  Encouragement  of  all  Masters  and  Owners  of  such 
Shipps  &  Vessells  belonging  to  this  Province  or  any  other  of

A  lournall  of  a  lourney  from  Nanjemy  in  Charles  County 
Maryland  to  lames  Town  in  Virginia  by  Thom*  Tench  Esq' 
and  William  Dent  being  sent  by  his  Ex^''^  the  Govern'  & 
Councill  of  Maryland  to  his  Ex""^  S'  Edmund  Andros  Govern' 
of  Virginia  on  express  about  the  Indians  &**  1697. 
Tuesday  2"**  of  Novem'  1697. 

About  eight  in  the  Morning  we  sett  out  from  Will"  Dents 
at  Nanjemy  and  got  our  horses  over  Potomock  &  travelled  to 
Whitings  tterry  on  Rappahannock  in  Virginia  &  there  lodged 
that  night 

Wednesday  3**  Novem'  We  passed  Rappahannock  fferry 
at  Whitings  and  so  to  Yarboroughs  fferry  on  the  ffreshes 
Pomunkey  River  &  there  lodged  that  night 

Thursday  4'''  We  passed  Pomunkey  fferry  and  that  Even- 
ing  came  to  lames  Towne,  calling  at  Coll**  Ludwells  as  we 
went,  and  because  we  understood  that  the  Assembly  was 
ended  we  sent  Perry  to  his  Ex"^  S'  Edmunds  house  to  give 
our  service  and  an  acco*  of  our  arrival  desiring  to  know  when 
we  might  wait  on  his  Ex°*^  And  Perry  meeting  us  again  & 
acquainting  us  that  his  Ex°^  was  at  home  &  ready  to  receive 
us«  we  immediately  took  horses  and  went  to  his  house,  deliv- 
ered his  Letter  from  his  Ex°*^  the  Govern'  of  Maryland  w*^** 
when  read  his  Ex"*^  S'  Edmund  Andros  desired  to  know  what 
we  had  to  Offer  whereupon  we  perused  our  Instructions  & 
gave  his  Ex"^  a  Verball  account  of  what  we  had  given  us  in 
charge  to  w**  his  Ex°*^  reply'd  that  in  reguard  it  consisted  of 
divers  heads  to  which  divers  answers  might  be  requisite ;  he 
desired  if  we  thought  fit  that  what  we  had  to  Say  might  be 
laid  before  him  in  Writing  to  prevent  all  mistakes,  of  w***  we 
desired  time  to  consider,  w"^  was  granted  and  after  some 
time  we  took  leave  &  returned  to  one  Rawlins  in  lames 
Towne  our  Lodgings,  and  we  heard  that  that  night  his  Ex""^ 
Sent  to  Coll  lennings  to  some  of  the  Councill  that  were  there, 
who  the  same  day  went  from  thence  to  Stopp  them  there  till 
further  Orders. 

Fryday  5*^  of  Novem'     We  went  again  to  his  Ex"**^  house, 
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Lib.  H.  D.  having  first  drawn  the  heads  of  our  Instructions  into  Writing, 
as  proposalls  to  lay  before  his  Ex"*=^  w'^**  we  presented  to  his 
Ex°*^  who  rec**  &  read  the  same  &  return'd  for  answer,  that 
since  the  Matter  had  been  so  maturely  considered  on  as  was 
p.  598  expressed  he  thought  convenient  to  take  some  time  to  con- 
sider  of  suitable  answers;  We  desired  to  know  what  time  or 
methods  his  Ex"*^  would  take  to  consider  and  returne  answer; 
to  w*'^  his  Ex°^y  replyed  th*  if  we  desired  it  he  would  instantly 
return  such  a  verball  answer  as  he  could;  but  if  we  would 
stay  longer  he  would  endeavour  to  return  an  answer  suitable 
to  the  concern  in  Writing,  wherein  he  would  endeavour  not 
to  be  wanting  in  anything;  to  w*"**  we  replyed  it  was  not  our 
intent  or  desire  to  straiten  his  Ex°*^  in  point  of  time,  but  that 
it  was  our  business  &  we  would  waite  on  his  Ex°*^  till  he 
should  please  to  say  he  had  no  other  answer  to  give  us;  Not 
but  that  if  his  Ex^^^  would  give  us  a  verball  answer  &  Sah 
that  he  had  no  further  answer  to  give,  we  would  returne  wity 
that  &  returne  it  as  well  as  we  could.  His  Ex°*^  replyed,  he 
would  advise  &  return  a  suitable  answer,  for  w*^**  we  thanked 
his  Ex"*^  stayed  there,  dined  and  at  night  return'd  to  lames 
Town.  Coll**  Bird  was  present  during  the  above  Communi- 
cation, and  the  Copy  of  the  proposalls  is  hereunto  annexed. 

Saturday  6***  Novem'  We  stay'd  in  lames  Town  and  under- 
stood that  his  Ex""^  had  appointed  a  Councill  to  meet  at  lames 
Towne  on  Tuesday  following. 

Sunday  7'**  His  Ex"*^  Invited  us  to  dinner.  After  Sermon 
we  went,  and  his  Ex"*'^  after  dinner  came  back  with  us  to 
Evening  Sermon. 

Munday  8***  Novem'  His  Ex"*^  lent  us  two  horses  &  men, 
and  we  went  to  see  the  Colledge  and  return'd  at  night. 

Tuesday  9'*"  Novem'  We  dined  in  the  Hall  at  lames 
Towne,  with  the  Govern'  and  Councill,  to  wit.  Coll  Lee,  Col^ 
Bird  Coll**  lenings,  CoU^  Hill,  M'  Tench  being  taken  very  ill 
at  Table  was  constrained  to  depart  to  his  Lodgings  and  to 
bedd.  After  Dinner,  his  Ex°^  sent  M'  Sherlock  the  Clerk  of 
the  Councill  to  us,  that  the  Govern'  and  Councill  were  ready 
to  see  us,  but  by  reason  of  the  indisposition  afores**.  We 
were  not  both  able  to  attend  and  therefore  sent  word,  we 
desired  till  next  day,  and  it  was  granted. 

Wednesday  lo^**  Novem'  We  again  dined  w***  the  Govern' 
&  Councill  in  the  Hall;  and  after  dinner  the  Govern'  &  Councill 
sate  and  sent  the  Clerk  again  to  us,  and  we  attended  where 
Chaires  being  sett  for  us  after  we  were  sett  downe.  His 
Ex""^  was  pleased  to  say  that  he  had  laid  our  proposalls  before 
the  Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  w*"**  he  had  caused  to  come 
there  to  consult  thereon;  was  sorry  that  the  other  Gentlemen 
of  the  Councill  were  not  there,  to  whome  he  had  also  sent; 
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but  most  of  Them  had  sent  the  reason  of  their  not  coming,  Lib.H.  d. 
and  desired  to  know  if  we  had  anything  further  to  Offer;  to 
which  we  return'd  answer,  that  we  were  to  give  his  Ex"*'^  and 
that  Hono"'  Board  an  Acco*  of  a  late  Murther  committed  in 
Maryland  by  Indians  W**  we  did  by  reading  the  Letters  of 
Cott**  Addison  &  some  others  giving  an  acco'  of  the  Circum- 
stances thereof,  and  then  we  read  our  severall  proposalls  laid 
in  Writing  before  his  Ex^^^  and  upon  reading  every  article 
explained  the  same  by  words  and  enlarged  thereon  by  laying 
before  his  Ex~^  and  that  Hono"*  Board  the  Inductive  reasons 
of  the  Government  of  Maryland;  desiring  the  same  and  the 
reasonableness  &  Justness  thereof;  and  particularly  that  article 
desiring  the  Indians  to  be  sent  for  &  hear  proposalls  from 
some  Gentlemen  appointed  of  Maryland. 

We  gave  a  particular  account  of  what  proposalls  we  had  to 
make  to  them;  and  so  having  passed  through  every  Article  of 
ours  in  Writing;  We  concluded  th'  the  same  was  thought 
necessary  for  his  Maj*"  service  and  the  peace  &  safety  of 
Maryland  and  therefore  concluded  w'*"  an  humble  prayer  to 
grant  them  and  give  Ord"  accordingly.  To  w*'**  his  Ex"*'^  re-  p-  S99 
turned  answer  that  as  they  had  so  they  would  have  all  due 
reguard  not  only  to  our  Message  but  our  persons  and  being 
asked  if  we  had  any  further  to  say,  we  replyed  we  had  not; 
but  to  desire  that  as  our  proposalls  had  been  laid  down  in 
Writing  so  the  answers  to  them  might  be  that  we  might  not 
Err  in  returning  them,  and  so  we  Retired.  About  3  or  four 
hours  after  we  were  called  in  and  his  Ex"*^  then  acquainted  us 
that  the  Gentlemen  had  weighed  &  duly  considered  the  severall 
matters  laid  before  them,  and  that  it  was  their  desires  as  well 
as  his  Ex"'''^*  not  to  be  wanting  in  anything  of  a  suitable 
returne;  and  thereupon  his  Ex"*'^  was  pleased  to  give  us  a 
verball  answer  to  every  Article;  saying  first  that  it  was  con- 
ceived that  the  Relation  we  had  given  of  the  Murther  was  in 
Ord'  to  usher  in  the  other  proposalls  To  w*=**  we  made 
answer  that  we  came  not  to  argue  with  his  Ex°*^  and  that 
Hono"*  Board,  but  to  propose  &  desire  as  we  had  done  in 
Writing  and  declared  our  selves  at  large  thereon  and  humbly 
prayed  that  we  might  have  his  Ex"""^  &  Councills  result  or 
answer  in  Writing;  it  was  returned  us  that  we  should  have  it 
in  Writing  as  soon  as  it  could  be  transcribed.  We  then 
returned  our  thanks  to  his  Ex"''^  for  his  Courtesies  and  favours 
to  us,  and  in  giving  us  so  ready  a  dispatch;  and  to  the 
Hono"*  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Councill  for  their  trouble 
occasioned  thereby,  assuring  them  we  used  our  utmost 
endeavor  to  have  reacht  lames  Town  before  the  Assembly 
ended  but  could  not;  and  so  we  retired  to  our  Lodgings  and 
some  Gentlemen  of  the  Councill  went  w***  us  &  treated  us 
with  a  glass  of  Liquors  &** 
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Lib.  H.  D.  Thursday  1 1*^  of  Novem'  We  sent  for  our  horses,  went  to 
wait  on  the  Council!  but  mett  them  coming  to  us  The  Deputy 
Sec'^  CoH*  lenings  delivered  us  two  papers  as  the  Councills 
result  upon  our  matters. 

We  asked  if  we  were  to  have  any  further  answer;  It  was 
returned  there  was  no  further  answer.  Afterwards  in  the 
Hall  we  asked  his  Ex"*^  &  Councill  present  if  we  were  to 
expect  any  further  answer.  His  Ex~^  answered  that  the 
matter  required  no  further  answer  then  what  was  given;  but 
there  was  a  Letter  from  his  Ex~^  the  Govern'  of  Maryland 
which  would  be  answered  hereafter.  So  we  took  leave  and 
went  that  night  to  Coll**  Ludwells  and  lodged  there.  The 
Govern'  &  Councills  Result  is  annexed. 

ffryday  12*^  Novem'  Went  from  Coll*  Ludwells  passed 
Spencers  fferry  at  the  (freshes  of  Pomunkey  River  and  lodged 
Seaven  miles  beyond  at  the  house  of  one  Carr. 

Saturday  i  ^^  Novem'  We  passed  Mattapany  River  fferry 
atTarborough  and  so  down  to  Southins  fferry  kept  by  one 
Catlet,  went  over  there  &  so  to  Cap*  Arthur  Spicers  two  Miles 
off  and  lodged  there  that  night. 

Sunday  14***  Novem'  We  came  from  Cap*  Afthur  Spicers 
and  so  to  Cap*  John  Withers  on  Potomock  River  and  lodged 
there  that  night 

Munday  15***  Novem'  We  came  over  Potomock  in  Cap* 
Thomas  Bakers  small  boat  to  his  Shipp  Riding  at  Nanjemy 
Road,  and  from  thence  he  set  us  up  in  his  boat  to  Lewis  Neck, 
and  so  we  came  over  Nanjemy  Creek  to  William  Dents;  and 
Cap*  Withers  with  his  fflatt  set  our  horses  over  Potomock  to 
p.  600  Coedar  point,  and  the  Men  ridd  them  round  the  same  day  So 
that  night  we  all  arrived  safe  at  Will"  Dents  Nanjemy  Charles 
County  Maryland.  And  so  ended  this  lourney  on  Munday 
night  the  15***  day  of  Novem^  1697. 

Tuesday  16**"  day  of  Novem'  We  transcribed  our  lournall 
&  writt  to  his  Ex°*^  the  Govern'  of  Maryland  an  Acco*  of  what 
we  had  more  to  say  or  had  observed  concerning  the  praemises 
&"*  Thomas  Tench

Afterwards  was  read  a  Copy  of  what  the  s*^  Esq'  Tench  & 
Major  Dent  lay'd  before  his  Ex"^^  S'  Edmund  Andros  and  his

2»<>i7  That  forasmuch  as  the  s''  late  Murther  has  been  com- 
mitted by  Indians  unknown  to  the  Governm*  of  Maryland 
therefore  his  Ex°*^  the  Govern'  and  Councill  &^  of  Maryland 
desire  your  Ex~^  to  cause  inquiry  to  be  made  after  the  s*" 
Murtherers  within  your  Government  as  hath  been  lately  done 
in  Maryland  by  his  Ex""^  the  Govern'  for  the  seizing  and 
apprehending  an  Indian  called  Esq'  Tom  that  fled  to  that 
Province  from  the  hands  of  lustice  in  Virginia. 

3  That  whereas  it  is  reported  in  Maryland  that  the  Indians 
are  possessed  with  ill  notions  that  for  any  misdemeanors 
committed  there  they  are  not  to  be  punished  for  the  same 
in  Virginia;  therefore  it  is  also  desired  that  your  Ex""^  will 
be  pleased  to  make  them  sensible  of  the  contrary. 

^tkiy  Your  Ex"*5^  is  also  desired  to  prohibit  the  Inhabitants 
under  your  Government  from  selling  to  those  Indians  lately 
come  out  of  Maryland,  any  Powder  or  Ball,  and  the  like  will 
be  done  in  Maryland  by  his  Ex°*^  the  Govern'  &**  The  said 
Indians  having  carried  away  with  them  out  of  that  Govern- 
ment &  purchased  since  a  considerable  quantity  of  both  by 
their  own  saying  That  by  Information  the  said  Indians  have 
not  purchased  or  used  a  thousand  weight  of  Powder  a  year. 

5'**  Your  Ex"*^  is  likewise  desired  to  appoint  &  send  some 
Gentlemen  to  meet  in  Stafford  County  or  else  where  and 
call  the  ^  Indians  before  them  in  Order  to  discourse  them  in 
presence  of  some  persons  to  be  sent  out  of  Maryland,  as  well 
to  inform  the  Indians  the  resolutions  of  this  Government  not 
to  protect  them;  as  also  for  the  Gentlemen  of  Maryland  to 
make  proposalls  to  them. 

6  Your  Ex**^  is  likewise  desired  to  send  persons  up  to 
the  ffort  of  the  said  Indians  in  this  Government  to  see  if 
they  have  any  strange  Indians  among  them  and  what  number 
there  may  be  of  them;  and  whether  they  have  dispersed  them- 
selves about  a  hunting  according  to  their  usual  custome;  it 
being  apprehended  that  the  said  Indians,  living  so  remote  p.  601 
from  the  inhabitants,  may  have  ffrench  lesuits  or  Priests  and 
other  French  men  among  them. 

ytwy  Your  Ex°*^  is  likewise  desired  to  cause  yo'  Rangers 
appointed  for  the  ffrontiers  of  Potomock  to  settle  somewhere 
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Lib.  H.  D.  convenient  towards  the  head  of  Potomock,  and  that  your 
Ex"*"^  will  be  pleased  to  give  Instructions  to  the  Comander 
in  chief  of  Stafford  County  &  the  Rangers  to  hold  frequent 
correspondence  w***  the  Hono"*  Coll**  Jn**  Addison  and  the 
Rangers  in  Maryland,  who  have  already  Instructions  to  do 
the  like  with  these  in  Virginia. 

8***  Your  Ex"*^  is  likewise  desired  to  give  orders  to  y' 
Rangers  to  agree  with  the  Maryland  Rangers  what  shall  be 
an  Alarm,  and  th*  you  will  be  pleased  to  give  them  charge 
to  forbear  hollowing  or  firing  Gunns  in  the  night  unless  upon 
occasion. 

These  matters  have  been  consulted  and  Resolved  on  by  his 
Ex""^  the  Govern'  &  Councill  of  Maryland  w'**  the  advice  of

the  Indians  in  this  Government  without  the  knowledge  of  his 
Ex°*=y  w""**  proceedings  the  Councill  are  of  Opinion  amuses  the  p.  602 
Inhabitants  and  tends  to  the  disturbance  of  the  Government 
and  therefore  the  Council  pray  his  Ex"*''^  to  acquaint  the 
Govern'  of  Maryland  th*  before  any  treaty  with  any  Indians 
in  this  Government  be  permitted  his  Ex"**^  be  made  timely 
acquainted  therewith  and  that  his  Ex"*'^  please  to  give  Com- 
mands to  the  Comander  of  the  Militia  and  Rangers  in 
Stafford  County  that  none  be  suffered  to  treat  with  the 
Indians  in  this  Government  till  his  Ex°^^  allow  thereof  and 
Ordered  accordingly.

His  Ex"*^  yesterday  was  pleased  to  lay  before  the  Board  a 
Letter  from  the  Govern'  of  Maryland  of  the  10'**  of  Octob' 
past  &  a  Copy  inclosed  of  the  24**"  of  June  sent  by  Thom* 
Tench  Esq'  one  of  his  Maj***  Hono"*  Councill  and  Major  Will" 
Dent  to  wait  upon  his  Ex°*^  of  Whome  due  regard  being 
had,  and  being  fully  heard  what  they  had  to  offer  from  the 
Govern'  and  Councill  of  Maryland  on  mature  consideration 
thereof  and  the  said  Letter  of  the  24'**  of  June  being  formerly 
answered,  This  Board  are  of  opinion  th'  it  is  not  advisable 
to  make  inquiry  after  or  Proclamation  against  unknown  or 
undiscribed  persons. 

That  the  Report  in  Maryland  of  the  Indians  notions  that 
they  shall  not  be  punished  here  for  any  misdemeanor  com- 
mitted in  Maryland  is  groundless  That  the  prohibition  of 
selling  ammunition  to  particular  Indians  is  neither  advisable 
nor  available  neither  see  any  cause  to  send  for  or  to  the 
said  Indians.  The  Rangers  are  appointed  on  the  frontiers  of 
Potomock  River  and  the  Commander  of  the  Rangers  &  Militia 
long  since  Ordered  to  Acquaint  Coll"*  Addison  with  any  thing 
materiall.  The  Generall  Alarum  of  this  Countrey  is  firing  of 
Guns  at  convenient  distance  and  any  disorder  in  the  Night  pun- 
ishable &  'tis  also  the  opinion  of  the  Council  that  the  present 
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Lib.  H.  D.  &  a  Copy  of  the  former  Order  be  transmitted  to  the  Govern' 
of  Maryland  by  the  Gentlemen  sent  by  himself  and  Councill 
and  Ordered  accordingly.

And  whereas  the  said  Judd  does  further  give  an 
account  of  one  Thomas  Browne  and  severall  other  of  the 
Inhabitants  of  Baltimore  County  that  have  lately  held  frequent 
correspondence  with  one  Amos  Nicholls  formerly  belonging 
to  Coecill  County;  Nothwithstanding  his  Ex~^  Proclamation 
and  hue  &  Cryes  for  apprehending  him  upon  complaint  of 
severall  notorious  Crimes  and  misdemeanours  he  the  said 
Nicholls  had  perpetrated  and  Committed.

declare  that  all  Ships,  Merchandizes,  and  other  moveable 
goods  whatsoever,  w*^**  have  been  or  shall  be  taken  from  the 
Subjects  of  the  French  King  after  the  two  and  twentieth  of 
September  last  in  the  British  and  North  Seas;  After  the  22*^ 
of  this  instant  Octob"  from  the  said  British  and  North  Seas  as 
far  as  the  Cape  S'  Vincent;  After  the  19*^  of  Novem'  next

Edward  Chilton 
George  Muschamp  &  Phillip  Clarke  or  any  five  or  more  of 
the  members  of  the  Council  in  our  Province  of  Maryland  for 
the  time  being  or  any  three  or  more  of  you  to  administer  the 
following  Oath  to  the  Governor  or  Comander  in  Chief  of  our 
said  Province  of  Maryland.  And  in  case  of  the  absence  death 
or  removall  of  so  many  of  you  the  Commissioners  that  there 
are  not  a  sufficient  number  remaining  to  administer  the  said 
Oath  Our  further  will  &  pleasure  is  that  any  three  or  more  of 
the  Council  in  the  said  Province  for  the  time  being  shall  be 
and  are  hereby  appointed  and  impowered  to  administer  the 
said  Oath  to  the  Govern'  or  Comander  in  chief  in  the  said 
Province  for  the  time  being.  In  Wittness  whereof  we  have 
caused  these  our  Letters  to  be  made  Pattents  Wittnesses 
Thomas  Arch  Bishop  of  Canterbury  and  the  rest  of  the 
Guardians  and  Justices  of  the  Kingdome  at  Westminster  the 
thirtieth  day  of  Aprill  in  the  ninth  year  of  our  Reigne.

Acts  of  trade  our  there  for  the  time  bemg  in  pursuance  of  sever- 
in  force,  all  Laws  relating  to  the  Trade  &  Navigacon  of 
this  his  Ma*'**  Kingdome  of  England  and  the  CoUonies  and 
Plantations  in  America. 

First  You  shall  inform  yourself  of  the  Principall  Laws  relat- 
ing to  the  Plantation  trade,  Viz*  The  Act  for  encouraging  & 
encreasing  of  Shipping  and  Navigation  made  in  the  12^  year 
of  the  Reigne  of  King  Charles  the  second.  The  Act  for  pre- 
venting  frauds  &  regulating  abuses  in  the  Customes  made  in 
the  14***  year  of  the  s**  Kings  Reigne.  The  Act  for  the  Encour- 
agement of  trade  made  m  the  15***  year  of  the  said  Kings 
Reigne. 

The  Act  for  regulating  the  Plantation  trade  made  in  the  22"**  p.  152 
&  23**  year  of  the  said  Kings  reigne.  The  Act  for  encourage- 
ment of  the  Eastland  &  Greenland  Trades  and  better  secureing 
the  Plantation  trade  made  in  the  25***  year  of  the  said  Kings 
reigne.  And  the  act  for  preventing  frauds  and  regulating 
abuses  in  the  Plantation  trade  made  in  the  7***  &  8'**  year  of 
his  present  Majesties  Reigne.  All  w*=^  laws  you  will  herewith 
receive.  And  you  shall  take  a  Solemn  Oath  to  doe  y'*' 
utmost  th*  all  the  clauses  matters  &  things  contained  in  tfie 
before  recited  Acts  of  Parliament  heretofore  passed  and  now 
in  force;  relating  to  his  Maj*'**  Collonies  and  Plantations  be 
punctually  and  bona  fide  observed  according  to  the  true  intent 
and  meaning  thereof. 

Secondly.  And  as  by  the  last  recited  Acts  the  Officers 
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Ub.  H.  D.  appointed  by  the  Governo"  for  performance  of  certain  things 
menconed  in  the  afores''  act  for  the  Encouragement  of  trade 
comonly  known  by  the  name  of  Navall  Officers  are  to  give  secu- 
rity of  the  Com"  of  the  Customs  in  England  for  the  time  being 
or  such  as  shall  be  appointed  by  them  for  his  Maj'^^  use  for 
the  true  and  faithfull  performance  of  their  duty.  You  shall 
take  care  that  the  persons  by  you  so  employed  do  not  only  give 
such  security  to  the  s"*  Comiss"  of  the  Customs  but  be  approved 
of  by  them  in  manner  as  thereby  is  enjoyned. 

Thirdly.  Whereas  by  the  said  Act  of  Navigation  no  Goods 
or  Comodities  w*soever  are  to  be  Imported  into  or  exported 
out  of  any  of  the  Colonies  or  Plantains  in  any  other  Ships  & 
Vessels  w^soever  but  in  such  as  doe  truly  &  without  fraud 
belong  only  to  the  people  of  England  or  Ireland  or  are  of  the 
built  of  and  belonging  to  any  of  the  Lands  Islands  or  Terri- 
toreys  as  the  proprietors  and  right  owners  thereof  and  where- 
of the  Master  and  3  fourths  of  the  Marriners  at  least  are  Eng- 
lish under  the  penalty  of  the  forfeiture  and  loss  of  all  the  Goods 
and  Comodities  w^^  shall  be  imported  into  or  exported  out  of 
any  of  the  s**  Places  in  any  other  Ship  or  Vessell,  as  also  of 
the  Ship  or  Vessell  with  her  Guns  furniture  &"*  And  whereas 
by  a  clause  in  the  aforesaid  act  of  frauds  no  forreign  Built 
Ship  (that  is  to  say)  not  built  in  any  of  the  Dominions  of  Asia 
Affrica  or  America,  or  other  then  such  as  shall  bona  fide  have 
been  bought  before  the  first  of  October  1662  and  expressly 
named  in  the  list  thereby  appointed  to  be  made  of  all  forreign 
built  Shipps  in  all  the  Ports  of  England  shall  enjoy  the  Priv- 
ilidge  of  a  Ship  belonging  to  England  or  Ireland  altho  own'd 
or  mann'd  by  English  (Except  such  Ships  only  as  shall  be 
taken  at  Sea  by  Letters  of  Mart  or  Reprizall  &  Condemnation 
made  in  the  Courts  of  Admiralty  as  lawfull  prize)  but  all  such 
Ships  shall  be  deem'd  as  aliens  Ships  and  be  liable  to  all 
duties  that  aliens  Ships  are  liable  by  virtue  of  the  aforesaid 
Act  for  the  Encourageing  &  increasing  of  Shipping  & 
Navigation.  And  whereas  by  a  clause  in  the  afores**  Act 
for  preventing  frauds  and  regulating  abuses  in  the  Plantation 
trade  Tis  Enacted  th*  after  the  25'''  of  March  1698  No 
goods  or  Merchandizes  w^soever  shall  be  imported  into  or 
exported  out  of  any  of  his  Maj'^  Colonies  or  Plantacons  in 
Asia  Affrica  or  America  or  shall  be  laden  in  or  carryed  from 
any  one  Port  or  place  in;  the  said  Colonies  or  Plantations  to 
any  other  Port  or  place  in  the  Kingdom  of  England,  Domin- 
ion of  Wales  or  Town  of  Berwick  upon  Tweed  in  any  Ship  or 
bottom  but  what  is  or  shall  be  of  the  built  of  England  or  of  the 
built  of  Ireland,  or  of  the  said  Colonies  or  Plantations  and 
wholy  own'd  by  the  people  thereof  or  any  of  them  &  Navigated 
w***  the  Master  &  3  fourths  of  the  Marriners  of  the  said  places 
p*  153  only  (except  such  Ships  only  as  shall  be  taken  prize  &  condem- 
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nation  thereof  made  in  one  of  the  Courts  of  Admiralty  in  Eng-  Lib.  h.  d. 
land  Ireland  or  the  said  Colonies  or  Plantations  to  be  Navi- 
gated by  the  Master  and  3  fourths  of  the  Marriners  English 
or  of  the  said  Plantations  as  aforesaid  and  whereof  the  prop- 
erty doth  belong  to  English  men  with  an  exception  for  3  years 
to  such  foreigne  Ships  as  shall  be  imployed  by  the  Comiss" 
of  the  Navy  for  the  time  being  or  upon  contract  with  them  in 
bringing  only  Masts  Timber  and  other  Navall  stores  for  his 
Maj^^'  Service  from  the  said  Colonies  or  Plantacons  to  this 
Kingdom  to  be  Navigated  as  aforesaid,  &  whereof  the  prop- 
erty does  belong  to  Englishmen  on  the  pain  of  forfieting  the 
Ship  and  goods.  And  whereas  by  another  clause  in  the  said 
act  for  the  more  eflfectuall  preventing  of  frauds  which  may  be 
used  by  coulouring  forreigne  Shipps  under  English  names 
'Tis  further  Enacted  that  from  and  after  the  25*  March  1698 
No  Ship  or  Vessell  whatsoever  shall  be  deemed  or  pass  as  a 
Ship  of  the  built  of  England,  Ireland,  Wales,  Berwick,  Guern- 
sey, Jersey  or  any  of  the  Plantations  in  America  so  as  to  be 
qualified  as  to  trade  to  from  or  in  any  of  the  said  Plantations 
untill  the  Person  or  Persons  clayming  property  in  such  Ships 
or  Vessells  shall  Register  the  same  m  manner  thereby  ap- 
pointed. You  shall  take  care  &  give  in  charge,  that  these 
matters  and  things  be  duly  observed  within  his  Ma'^^  said 
Province  of  Maryland  according  to  the  true  intent  and  mean- 
ning  of  the  said  acts  &  the  offences  and  offenders  prossecuted 
according  to  the  directions  thereof  And  where  it  is  required 
that  the  Master  &  3  fourths  of  the  Marriners  be  English. 
You  are  to  understand.  That  the  true  intent  &  meaning 
thereof  is  that  they  shall  be  such  during  the  whole  Voyage 
unless  in  case  of  Sicknes  death  or  being  taken  Prisoners  in 
the  Voyage  to  be  proved  by  the  Oath  of  the  Master  or  other 
Cheif  Officer  of  the  Ship,  and  none  but  his  Maj***  Subjects 
of  England  Ireland  or  the  Plantations  are  to  be  accounted 
English. 

Fourthly.  Whereas  by  the  said  Act  of  Navigacon  'Tis  further 
Enacted  that  for  every  Ship  or  Vessell  w""^  shall  set  Saile  out 
of  or  from  England,  Irelano,  Wales  or  Berwick  upon  Tweed 
for  any  Engli^  Plantation  in  America  Asia  or  Affrica  Suffi- 
cient bond  shall  be  given  with  one  surety  to  the  Chief  Officers 
of  the  Customs  of  such  Port  or  place  from  whence  the  s''  Ship 
shall  set  saile  to  the  valine  of  1000***  if  the  Ship  be  of  less  bur- 
then  then  100  Tuns,  and  of  the  Sum  of  2000*^  if  the  Ship  shall 
be  of  greater  burthen,  That  in  case  the  said  Ship  or  Vessell 
shall  load  any  of  the  comodities  therein  Enumerated  Viz'  Sugar, 
Tobacco,  Cotton,  WooU,  Indico,  Ginger,  Fustick,  or  other 
dying  wood  of  the  growth  production  or  manufacture  of  any 
English  Plantation  in  America  Affrica  or  Asia  at  any  of  the 
said  English  Plantations,  That  the  same  Comodities  shall  be 
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Lib.  H.  D.  by  the  said  Ship  brought  to  some  Port  of  England,  Ireland, 
Wales,  or  to  the  Port  or  Town  of  Berwick  upon  Tweed,  and 
be  there  unloaden  &  put  on  Shoar  the  danger  of  the  Seas  only 
excepted.  And  for  all  Shipps  comeing  from  any  Port  or  place 
to  any  of  the  afores"*  Plantacon  who  by  this  Act  are  permitted 
to  trade  there  That  the  Govern'  of  such  English  Plantations 
shall  before  the  said  Ship  or  Vessell  be  permitted  to  load  on 
Board  any  of  the  said  Comodities  take  bond  in  manner  &  to 
the  vallue  aforesaid  for  each  respective  Ship  or  Vessell  That 
such  Ship  or  Vessell  shall  carry  all  the  aforesaid  Goods  that 
shall  be  Loaden  on  Board  the  said  Ship  to  some  other  of  the 
English  Plantations,  or  to  England,  Ireland,  Wales,  or  Berwick 
apd  that  every  Ship  or  Vessell  w"^  shall  Load  or  take  on  board 
any  of  the  afores''  Goods  untill  such  bond  be  given  to  the  s"^ 
Govern'  or  Certificate  produced  from  the  Officers  of  any  Cus- 
tom house  of  England,  Ireland,  Wales,  or  Berwick  th^  such 
Bond  hath  been  there  duly  given  shall  be  forfeited  w*^  her 
Guns,  Tackle  Aparell  and  furniture  to  be  employed  & 
recovered  as  therein  is  directed.  You  are  to  take  notice  that 
tho  by  the  s**  Act  the  word  (Ireland)  is  to  be  inserted  in  the 
Condicon  of  the  Bonds  &  permission  thereby  given  to  bring 
p- 154  the  Enumerated  PlantacSn  Coihodities  to  Ireland  as  well  as  to 
England  Wales  or  Berwick  yet  by  the  afores**  Act  for  regulat- 
ing the  Plantation  trade  w*'*'  being  expired  was  revived  and  is 
now  in  force  the  word  (Ireland)  is  to  be  left  out  of  the  Condi- 
tion of  such  Bonds.  And  you  are  not  to  permitt  any  Ships  or 
Vessells  to  Load  any  of  the  Enumerated  Goods  upon  any 
Certificates  of  Bond  haveing  been  given  in  Ireland,  but  in  that 
case  before  they  lade  any  of  the  said  goods  they  are  to  pro- 
duce Certificates  of  bond  given  in  England,  Wales  or  Berwick 
under  the  hands  &  Seales  of  the  Customer  &  Comptroller  of 
the  Customs  or  their  Deputies  in  such  Port  from  whence  the 
respective  Ships  shall  come  Signed  also  by  four  or  more  of 
Coiniss"  of  the  Customes  in  England  or  to  give  Bond  to  your 
self  or  the  person  appointed  to  receive  the  same  with  good 
security  as  aforesaid.  And  if  any  Ship  or  Vessell  shall  Load 
or  take  on  Board  any  of  the  said  Comodities  until  such  Bond 
given  or  Certificate  produced.  The  said  Ship  or  Vessell  is 
forfeited  w***  her  Guns  &^*  to  be  recovered  &  divided  in  man- 
ner as  is  therein  directed. 

Fifthly  You  shall  carefully  examine  all  Certificates  w'^** 
shall  be  brought  to  you  of  Ships  giving  security  in  this  King- 
dom to  bring  their  ladings  of  Plantation  goods  hither,  as  also 
Certificates  of  having  discharged  their  lading  of  Plantation 
goods  in  this  Kingdom  pursuant  to  their  security  and  where 
there  shall  be  reasonable  ground  of  suspition  that  the  Certifi- 
cate of  having  given  security  in  England  is  false,  in  such  case 
you  or  the  person  appointed  under  you  shall  require  and  take 
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sufficient  security  for  the  discharge  of  the  Plantation  lading  Lib.  h.  u. 
in  the  Kingdom  of  England  Dominion  of  Wales  &  Town  of 
Berwick  upon  Tweed.  And  where  there  shall  be  cause  to 
suspect  that  the  Certificate  of  having  discharged  the  Lading 
of  Plantation  goods  in  this  Kingdom  is  false  or  counterfeit 
you  shall  not  cancell  or  Vacate  the  security  given  in  the  Plan- 
tations until  you  shall  be  informed  from  the  CofTiiss'*  of  the 
Customs  in  England  th'  the  matter  of  the  said  Certificate  is 
true.  And  if  any  Person  or  Persons  shall  counterfeit  rase  or 
falsify  any  such  Certificate  for  any  Vessell  or  Goods  or  shall 
knowingly  or  willingly  make  use  thereof,  you  shall  prosecute 
such  person  for  the  forfeiture  of  the  SuiTi  of  500***  according  to 
a  clause  in  the  aforesaid  Act  for  preventing  frauds  and  regu- 
lating abuses  in  the  Plantation  Trade. 

And  pursuant  to  the  said  Act  you  shall  take  care  that  in 
all  such  Bonds  to  be  hereafter  given  or  taken  in  the  Planta- 
tions Viz^  in  the  Province  of  Maryland  the  sureties  therein 
named  be  persons  of  known  residence  and  ability  therefore 
the  value  mentioned  in  the  said  Bond,  and  that  the  Condition 
of  the  said  Bond  be  within  18  months  after  the  date  thereof 
(the  danger  of  the  Seas  excepted)  to  produce  Certificate  of 
haveing  landed  and  discharged  the  goods  therein  mentioned 
in  one  of  his  Maj'^*'  Plantations  in  the  Kingdom  of  England 
otherwise  to  attest  the  Coppy  of  such  Bonds  under  your  hand 
and  Seale  and  to  cause  prosecution  thereof. 

Sixthly  You  are  to  understand  that  the  payment  of  the 
Rates  &  duties  imposed  by  the  aforesaid  Act  for  the  Encour- 
agement of  the  Eastland  &  Greenland  trades  and  for  the 
better  securing  the  Plantation  trade  on  the  severall  Planta- 
tion Comodities  therein  Enumerated  doth  not  give  liberty  to 
carry  the  said  goods  to  any  other  place  then  to  some  of  the 
Plantations  or  to  England,  Wales  or  Berwick  only  And  th* 
notwithstanding  the  payment  of  the  said  Duties  Bond  must  . 
be  given  to  carry  the  said  goods  to  some  of  the  said  Planta-  piss 
tions  or  to  England  Wales  or  Berwick  and  to  no  other  place. 

Seaventhly  You  shall  every  three  months  or  oftner  or 
otherwise  as  there  shall  be  opportunity  of  Conveyance  trans- 
mit to  the  Comiss"  of  the  Customs  in  England  a  List  of  all 
Shipps  and  Vessells  trading  within  the  Province  of  Maryland 
according  to  the  form  &  specimen  herewith  sent  to  you.  And 
you  shall  cause  demand  to  be  made  of  every  Master  at  his 
clearing  of  an  Invoyce  of  the  contents  and  quality  of  his 
lading  &**  according  to  the  form  herewith  sent  to  you.  And 
to  enclose  a  Copy  thereof  by  some  other  Ship  or  for  want  of 
such  opportuni^  by  the  same  Ship  under  cover  Sealed  and 
directed  to  the  said  Commiss"  of  the  Customs  in  England. 
And  send  another  Copy  thereof  in  like  manner  to  the  Col- 
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Lib.  H.  D.  lector  of  that  Port  in  England  for  the  time  being  to  w*^*"  such 
Ship  shall  pretend  to  be  bound. 

The  above  written  form  and  specimen  you  will  find  written 
on  the  other  side. 

Eigthly.  Whereas  by  the  aforesaid  Act  for  the  Encourage- 
ment  of  trade  no  Comodities  of  the  growth  production  or 
manufacture  of  Europe  except  Salt  for  the  fishery  of  New 
England  &  Newfoundland  wines  of  the  growth  of  Maderas  or 
Western  Islands  or  Azores  Servants  &  Horses  from  Scotland 
or  Ireland  and  all  sorts  of  vitualls  of  the  growth  and  pro- 
duction of  Scotland  &  Ireland  shall  be  imported  into  any  of 
the  Colonies  or  Plantations  but  what  shall  be  bona  fide  and 
without  fraud  laden  &  Shipt  in  England  Wales  or  Ber- 
wick and  in  Ships  duly  qualified,  you  shall  use  your  utmost 
endeavor  for  the  due  observance  thereof,  and  if  contrary  here- 
unto any  Ship  or  Vessell  shall  import  into  the  Province  of 
Maryland  any  Comodities  of  the  growth  production  or  manu- 
facture of  Europe,  (but  what  are  before  excepted)  of  which 
due  proofe  shall  not  be  made  that  the  same  were  shipt  or  laden 
in  some  Port  of  England,  Wales,  or  Berwick  by  produceing 
Cocquets  or  Certificates  under  the  hands  and  Seales  of  the 
Officers  of  Customs  in  such  Port  or  place  where  the  same 
were  laden  such  Ship  or  Vessell  goods  will  be  forfeited.  And 
you  are  to  give  in  charge  that  the  same  be  seized  and  prosse- 
cuted  accordingly. 

Ninthly.  And  in  order  to  prevent  the  acceptance  of 
forged  Cockquets  or  Certificates  w^**  hath  been  practiced  to 
his  Maj*"  great  prejudice  you  are  to  give  effectuall  orders 
th^  for  all  such  European  goods  as  by  the  s''  Act  are  to  be 
Shipt  &  Laden  in  England  Wales  or  Berwick  Coquetts  for 
the  same  from  hence  to  be  produced  to  the  Collectors  or 
other  Officers  of  the  Customs  in  the  Province  of  Maryland 
for  the  time  being  before  the  unlading  thereof,  and  you 
shall  give  order  that  no  European  goods  be  landed  but  by 
warrant  from  the  said  Collector  in  the  presence  of  an  Officer 
appointed  by  him.  And  for  the  better  prevention  of  frauds 
of  this  kind.  You  shall  take  care  that  according  to  the  ^^ 
Act  of  trade  no  Ship  or  Vessell  be  permitted  to  lade  or  unlade 
any  Goods  or  Coihodities  whatsoever  untill  the  Master  or 
Commander  thereof  shall  first  have  made  known  to  you 
or  such  Officer  or  other  pson  as  shall  be  thereunto  authorized 
&  appointed  the  arrivall  of  the  s**  Ship  or  Vessell  w*^  her 
name,  &  the  name  &  Sirname  of  her  Master  and  hath  shewn 
th^  that  she  is  a  Ship  duly  navigated  and  otherwise  qualified 
according  to  law  &  has  delivered  to  you  or  such  other  -pson  a 
true  &  pfect  Inventory  of  her  Lading  together  w*  the  place 
or  places  in  w***  the  s**  goods  were  laden  &  taken  into  the  said 
Shipp  or  Vessell  under  forfeiture  of  such  Shipp  and  Goods.

Tenthly.  You  shall  not  make  or  allow  of  any  by  Laws 
usages  or  Customs  in  the  Province  of  Maryland  w'^*'  are 
repugnant  to  any  of  the  laws  herein  before  mentioned  or  any 
of  them  so  farr  as  they  do  relate  to  the  s**  Plantacons  or  any 
of  them  or  any  other  Law  hereafter  to  be  made  in  this  King- 
dom so  farr  as  such  law  shall  relate  to  and  mention  the  said 
Plantations,  But  you  shall  declare  all  such  laws  by  laws  usages 
or  customs  in  the  Province  of  Maryland  w***  are  anywise 
repugnant  to  the  before  mentioned  Law  or  any  of  them  to  be 
illegall  null  and  voyd  to  all  intents  and  purposes  w^soever. 

Eleventhly.  You  shall  be  aiding  and  assisting  to  the  Col- 
lector &  other  Officers  appointed  or  th*  shall  hereafter  be 
appointed  by  the  Com"  of  the  Customs  in  England  by  &. 
under  the  Authority  and  directions  of  the  Lord  high  Treasu- 
rer of  England  or  Com"  of  the  Treasury  in  England  for  the 
time  being  in  putting  in  Execution  the  severall  acts  of  Parlia- 
ment before  mentioned.  And  you  shall  cause  due  prosecu- 
tion of  all  such  persons  as  shall  anywaies  [hinjder  or  resist 
any  of  the  said  Officers  of  the  Customs  in  the  performance 
of  their  duty, 
p.  158  Twelfthly.  You  shall  take  care  th^  upon  any  actions  Suits 
or  Informations  that  shall  be  brought  comenced  or  entred 
in  the  ^  Plantations  upon  any  law  or  statute  concering  the 
duties  or  Ships  or  goods  to  be  forfeited  by  reason  of  any 
unlawfuU  importacons  or  Exportacons  there  be  not  any  Jury 
but  such  as  are  natives  of  England  or  Ireland  or  are  born  in 
any  of  the  said  plantations. 

Thirteenthly.  If  you  shall  discover  that  any  persons  or 
their  assignes  clayming  any  right  or  property  in  any  Islands 
or  tracts  of  Land  upon  the  continent  of  America  by  Charter 
or  Letters  Pattents  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  alien  Sell  or 
dispose  of  any  of  the  s**  Islands  Tracts  of  Land  or  Properties 
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other  then  to  his  Maj^  naturall  born  subjects  of  England  Ire-  Ub.  h«  d. 
land  or  Wales  or  Berwick  w'^^out  the  lycence  and  consent  of 
his  Maj^^  his  heires  &  Success"  signified  by  his  or  their  order 
in  Council  first  had  &  obtained.  You  shall  give  notice 
thereof  to  His  Maj*^  or  to  the  Lord  high  Treasurer  of  Eng- 
land or  Com"  of  the  Treasury  in  England  for  the  time  being. 

Fourteenthly.  You  shall  take  care  that  all  places  of  trust 
in  the  Courts  of  law  or  what  relates  to  the  Treasury  of  the 
Province  of  Maryland  be  in  the  hands  of  the  native  born  Sub- 
jects of  England  or  Ireland  or  the  Plantations. 

Fifteenthly.  And  that  there  may  be  no  interruption  or 
delay  in  matters  of  prossecution  &  Execution  of  Justice  in 
the  Courts  of  Judicature  within  the  Province  of  Maryland  by 
the  death  or  removal  of  any  of  the  Officers  imployed  therein 
untill  his  Maj^  can  be  advised  thereof  and  appoint  others  to 
succeed  in  their  places  you  shall  make  choice  of  persons  of 
known  loyalty  Experience  diligence  and  fidelity  to  be  employed 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  untill  you  shall  have  his  Majesties 
approbation  of  them  or  the  nomination  of  others  from  hence. 

Sixteenthly.  You  shall  from  time  to  time  correspond  with 
the  Comiss"  of  the  Customs  in  England  for  the  time  being  & 
advise  them  of  all  failures  neglects  &  frauds  or  misdemean- 
ours of  any  of  the  Officers  of  the  Customs  in  the  said  Prov- 
ince of  Maryland  &  shall  also  advise  them  as  occasion  shall 
offer  of  all  Occurrences  necessary  for  their  Information  re- 
lating either  to  the  aforesaid  Laws  of  trade  &  Navigation  & 
the  Revenue  of  Customs  and  other  duties  under  their  man- 
agement both  in  England  and  the  Plantations. 

Seaventeenthly.  Whereas  by  the  aforesaid  Act  for  prevent- 
ing frauds  &  regulating  abuses  in  the  Plantation  Trade  Tis 
provided  for  the  more  EfTectuall  prevention  of  ffrauds  w***  may 
be  used  to  elude  the  intention  of  the  said  Act  by  Coulouring  of 
forreign  Ships  under  English  names  that  from  &  after  the  25***  . 
March  1698.  No  Ship  or  vessell  shall  be  deemed  or  pass  as  a 
Ship  of  the  built  of  England,  Ireland  Wales,  Berwick,  Guernsey, 
Jersey,  or  any  of  the  Plantations  in  America  so  as  to  be  quali- 
fied to  trade  to  from  or  in  any  of  his  Majesties  said  Plantations  p.  159 
untill  the  Person  or  -psons  clayming  property  in  such  Ship  or 
Vessell  shall  Register  the  same  in  manner  thereby  directed. 
You  shall  take  care  that  no  forreign  built  Ship  be  permitted 
to  pass  as  a  Ship  belonging  to  the  Kingdom  of  England  Ire- 
land, Wales  or  Town  of  Berwick  upon  Tweed  until  proofe  be 
made  upon  Oath  of  one  or  more  of  the  Owners  before  the 
Collector  &  Comptroller  of  the  Customs  in  such  Port  to  w^ 
she  belongs,  or  upon  like  proof  before  your  self  w***  the  princi- 

f^all  Officer  of  the  revenue  resideing  in  the  Province  of  Maryland 
f  such  Ship  shall  belong  to  the  said  Province  of  Maryland 
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Lib.  H.  D.  which  Oath  you  &  the  Officers  of  the  Customs  respectively 
are  authorised  to  Adminster  in  manner  thereby  directed,  and 
being  attested  by  you  and  them  so  adminstring  the  same  & 
registred  in  due  form  according  to  the  specimen  hereunto 
annexed.  You  shall  not  faile  immediately  to  transmitt  a  dupli- 
.  cate  thereof  to  the  Comiss"  of  the  Customs  in  London  in  order 
to  be  entred  in  a  Generall  Register  to  be  there  kept  for  that 
purpose  with  penalty  upon  every  Ship  or  Vessell  trading  to 
from  or  in  any  of  the  said  Plantations  in  America  after  the  said 
25***  day  of  March  and  not  having  made  proofe  of  her  built  & 
property  as  thereby  directed  That  she  shall  be  liable  to  such 
prossecution  &  forfeiture  as  any  forreigne  Ship  (Except  Prizes 
condemned  in  his  Maj^^**  high  Court  of  Admiralty)  would  for 
trading  with  the  Plantations  by  the  said  law  be  liable  unto, 
with  this  proviso  That  all  such  Ships  as  have  been  or  shall  be 
taken  at  Sea  by  Letters  of  Mart  or  Reprisall  &  Condemnation 
thereof  made  in  the  High  Court  of  Admiralty  of  England  as 
LawfuU  prize  shall  be  specially  Registred  mentioning  the  Cap- 
ture and  Condemnation  instead  of  the  time  &  place  of  build- 
ing with  proofe  also  upon  Oath  That  the  entire  property  is 
English  before  any  such  prize  be  allowed  the  Priviledge  of  an 
English  built  Ship  according  to  the  meaning  of  the  said  Act 
And  that  no  Ships  name  Registred  be  afterwards  changed  w^ 
out  Registring  such  Ship  de  Novo  w^^  by  the  said  Act  is 
required  to  be  done  upon  any  Transfer  of  property  to  another 
Port  &  delivering  up  the  former  Certificate  to  be  Cancelled 
under  the  same  penalties  &  in  the  like  Method.  And  in  case 
any  alteration  of  Property  in  the  same  Port  by  the  Sale  of  one 
or  more  shares  in  any  Ship  after  Registring  thereof  such  sale 
shall  allwayes  be  acknowledged  by  endorsement  on  the  Certifi- 
cate of  Register  before  two  wittnesses  in  order  to  prove  that 
the  intire  property  in  Such  Ship  remaines  to  some  of  the  Sub- 
jects of  England  if  any  dispute  shall  arise  concerning  the  same. 

Eighteenthly.  And  whereas  notwithstanding  the  many  good 
laws  made  from  time  to  time  for  preventing  of  frauds  in  the 
Plantation  trade  w^^  have  been  enumerated  in  these  &  former 
instructions.  It  is  manifest  that  verry  great  abuses  have  been 
and  continue  still  to  be  practised  to  the  prejudice  of  the  same, 
which  abuses  must  needs  arise  either  from  the  insolvency  ojf 
the  persons  who  are  accepted  for  security  or  from  the  remiss- 
ness or  connivance  of  such  as  have  been  or  are  Governours  in 
the  severall  Plantations  who  ought  to  take  care  that  those  per- 
sons who  give  Bond  should  be  duly  prossecuted  in  case  of 
nonperformance. 

You  are  to  take  notice  that  his  Majestie  takes  the  good  of 
the  Plantations  and  the  Iniprovement  of  the  Trade  thereof  by 
a  strict  and  punctuall  observance  of  the  severall  Laws  in  force 
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concerning  the  same  to  be  of  so  great  importance  to  the  bene-  Ub.  h.  d. 
fit  of  England  &  to  the  advanceing  of  the  Duties  of  the  Cus- 
toms here  That  if  his  Maj^  shall  l:^  hereafter  informed  that  at 
any  time  there  shall  be  any  failure  in  the  due  observance  of  p*  '^ 
these  present  Instructions  by  any  willfull  fault  or  neglect  on 
your  part  his  Maj'^  will  looke  upon  it  as  a  breach  of  the  trust 
reposed  in  you,  which  his  Majesty  will  punish  w^  the  loss  of 
your  place  in  that  Government  and  such  further  marks  of  his 
Royail  displeasure  as  he  shall  judge  reasonable  to  be  inflicted 
on  you  for  your  Offence  in  a  matter  of  this  consequence  that 
you  are  now  so  particularly  charged  with.

The  Letters  we  have  lately  rec**  from  you  are  dated  the  1 3*** 
of  July  &  31"  of  August  last  together  with  one  to  the  Lords 
of  his  Majesties  Privy  Council,  dated  the  30*^  of  June,  w*"**  by 
their  Lordships  Order  has  been  transmitted  to  us. 

The  last  of  your  forementioned  Letters  to  us,  about  the 
sending  the  Fleets  &  Convoys,  and  all  you  write  on  the  same 
Subject,  in  the  former  of  them,  is  fully  answered  by  the  happy 
conclusion  of  the  Peace;  which  setting  the  Trade  open,  and 
the  Merchants  (as  we  are  informed)  having  had  very  good 
Marketts  for  their  Tobacco,  there  is  no  doubt  now  but  your 
Crop  will  be  fetched  away  in  due  season.  We  hope  also  the 
Merchants  will  now  supply  you  w^^  such  plenty  of  Manufac- 
tured Goods  and  so  cheap  from  hence  th'  yo'  people  will  have 
no  incouragement  to  go  on  in  making  them  there  (as  you  say 
they  were  too  much  inclined)  but  instead  thereof  apply  them- 
selves more  industriously  to  planting.  However  your  ob- 
servations and  advices  to  us  upon  that  Subject;  and  yo' 
endeavours  to  promote  what  is  apparently  the  true  interest  of 
England  therein  will  be  always  very  acceptable. 

We  have  perused  all  the  Journals  &  other  publick  papers 
that  you  have  sent  us,  and  shall  make  use  thereof,  either  in 
Directions  to  your  selfe,  or  in  anything  here  for  the  service  of 
th*  Province  as  ocassion  offers.  But  the  Laws  of  that  Province 
are  yet  all  of  them  in  the  hands  of  his  Majesties  Attorny 
Genneral.  For  tho  we  writ  in  our  last  that  we  had  received 
back  some  of  them  yet  we  have  been  obliged  to  return  them 
again  to  him,  for  a  full  report  upon  the  whole.  And  this 
suspence  doubt  &  perplexity,  th'  remains  still  in  those  Laws, 
obliges  us  again  to  remind  you  of  all  we  have  already  writt 
upon  that  Subject  and  desire  that  it  be  observed. 

There  is  one  of  those  laws  imposing  a  duty  of  Ten  p  Cent 
upon  European  Comodities  exported  out  of  Maryland,  con- 
cerning w""^  we  have  had  many  complaints  made  to  us  by 
M'  Penn  &  other  concerned  in  Pensilvania  not  only  as  injurious 
to  them,  but  in  consequence  as  a  burden  &  obstruction  put 
upon  the  exportation  of  Goods  from  hence;  unto  w*^**  com- 
plaints we  have  still  deferred  answering  in  expectation  to  have 
the  Law  it  selfe  under  our  consideration.  But  this  unavoid- 
able suspence  in  the  General  Examination  of  those  Laws  mak- 
ing it  fit  that  you  be  informed  in  the  mean  while  of  those 
objections  against  this  in  particular  we  herewithall  send  you  a 
Copy  of  a  paper  that  has  lately  been  delivered  to  us  upon 
th'  Subject  w**  seems  by  the  Style  of  it  to  have  been  some- 
p.  181  thing  sent  from  Pensilvania  to  your  selfe.  But  whether  that 
be  so  or  no  we  must  add;  That  the  Reasons  contained  in  it 
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(some  of  them  at  least)  as  also  the  forementioned  suggestion  Lib.  h.  d. 
of  obstructing  the  exportation  of  Goods  from  hence,  appear  to 
have  weight  in  them  ;  and  that  however,  the  partiality  therein 
complained  of  in  the  execution  of  that  Law,  ifthere  have  been 
any  ought  more  especially  to  have  been  avoided.  We  are 
obliged  also  particularly  to  take  notice  of  one  Article  entered 
the  28^  of  Nlay  1697.  ^^  y^^^  lournal  of  Council  in  Assem- 
bly, wherein  it  is  said  that  a  Letter  of  M'  Poveys  to  you  dated 
the  20***  of  Octob'  1696  was  read,  in  w*'**  he  writes  that  he  has 
not  been  wanting  to  Solicit  us  about  the  Maryland  Coynes : 
Whereupon  we  must  inform  you  that  no  such  application  was 
ever  made  to  us  about  th^  matter.  And  tho  two  or  three  loose 
papers  were  delivered  to  us  upon  that  Subject  amongst  others 
when  we  first  entered  upon  this  CofKission  as  things  depend- 
ing before  the  Lords  of  the  late  Committee,  we  did  not  think 
fitt  for  us  to  move  any  thing  in  that  matter  till  the  Laws  them- 
selves of  that  Province  came  Regularly  under  our  considera- 
tion. There  are  several  things  in  your  letter  of  the  1 3***  of  luly 
&  papers  accompanying  it,  Relating  to  the  Acts  for  Trade, 
and  methods  for  the  more  effectual  observation  thereof,  all  w^*" 
are  very  usefull  for  our  Information  *  and  we  desire  you  upon 
any  New  occasion  to  continue  your  advices  to  us  upon  the  same 
Subject;  But  as  those  matters  lye  more  particularly,  under  the 
Conduct  of  the  Coffiiss"  of  his  Majestys  Customes  here,  we 
desire  that  for  the  future  whatever  you  write  us  upon  that 
Subject  be  in  a  distinct  paper  seperate  from  your  Letters 
about  other  business;  and  that  at  the  same  time  you  give  us 
notice  whether  you  send  the  same  things  (or  how  much  of 
them)  to  the  Comissioners  of  the  Customes  themselves;  That 
so  we  may  avoid  the  needless  trouble  of  sending  them  the 
Copys  of  your  papers. 

Your  Diligence  in  issuing  Proclamations  &  giving  directions 
through  your  Government  for  the  apprehending otEvery  and 
other  Pirates,  and  the  Zeale  w^*"  you  express  upon  all  occasions 
for  the  extirpation  of  that  pernicious  Race  of  Vermin,  is  very 
commendable.  But  we  must  observe  to  you  upon  that  Subject 
that  the  information  of  Thomas  Robinson  &  Francis  lones 
which  you  have  sent  us  relating  to  Pirates  in  Pensilvania,  and 
to  the  conduct  of  that  Governm'  towards  them,  is  the  less 
weight  because  not  upon  Oath:  And  that  we  suspend  our 
Judgment  upon  that  matter  till  we  have  more  throughly 
Examined  their  defences  than  we  have  yet  had  leizure  to  do. 
It  has  happened  now  upon  occasion  of  the  Peace  th'  we  have 
been  obliged  to  inquire  into  encouragements  that  can  be  pro- 
posed in  any  of  his  Maj'^  Plantacons  for  such  of  the  Soldiers 
now  to  be  disbanded  may  as  be  willing  to  transplant  themselves 
thither:  upon  w***  occasion  we  have  had  recourse  to  the  per- 
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Lib.  H.  D.  sons  most  here  concerned  in  any  of  them:  And  thereupon  they 
think  fit  to  let  you  know  th'  it  has  been  some  inconvenience 
to  us  not  to  find  any  Agents  here  for  Maryland,  as  there  are 
p.  182  for  Barbados,  lamaica  &  other  places,  appointed  by  Acts  of 
their  General  Assemblys;  And  th' we  are  apprehensive  lest  the 
want  thereof  may  happen  in  some  occasions  to  prove  preju- 
dicial to  that  Province,  by  delayes  in  their  Publick  affairs  and 
loss  of  opportunities  for  their  advantage. 

What  you  mention  occasionly  in  the  9***  page  of  your  Letter 
about  the  want  of  Negroes  and  Servants  in  that  Province,  and 
the  decay  of  trade  as  occasioned  in  part  by  that  want  makes 
us  wish  to  be  a  litle  particularly  informed  what  ordinaryly 
becomes  of  white  Servants  sent  thither  when  the  time  of  their 
service  is  expired:  Unto  which  we  therefore  desire  your  answer. 
Your  Doubt  and  difficulty  about  Tryalls  for  Breaches  of  the 
Acts  for  Trade  being  matter  of  Law,  we  have  sent  to  his  Maj- 
esties Attorney  and  Solliciter  Genneral  for  their  Opinion  there- 
upon. And  shall  not  faile  to  advise  you  thereof  in  our  next. 
In  the  mean  while  we  bid  you  heartily  farewell.

A  Reply  to  Cott  Nicholson's  answer  to  the  Pensilvania  Mer- 
chants Petition. 

The  first  branch  of  the  answer  denyes  the  premises  for  if 
we  have  free  passage  of  allowed  Comodities  paying  only  such 
dues  or  Custom's  as  were  or  shall  be  imposed  by  £e  Laws  of 
England  to  the  Province  of  Pensilvania;  then  no  Laws  of  any 
Province  under  the  Crown  of  England  ought  to  obstruct  the 
free  passage  of  such  goods  as  have  already  paid  in  England, 
in  their  passage  to  the  Province  they  are  consigned  to,  and 
already  have  paid  to  goe  to;  nor  is  it  the  practice  of  any  Nation 
to  require  but  there  where  the  goods  are  consigned  and  sold. 
So  th*  the  Law  of  Maryland  do's  not  make  it  the  more  Law- 
full,  because  that  it  is  not  the  Law  of  England,  but  injurious 
to  its  Trade  as  well  as  to  the  people  of  Pensilvania. 

His  Second  and  third  Branches  need  no  other  answer  than 
that  we  claime  freedom  by  a  use  that  is  all  over  America  and 
that  Maryland  cannot  of  right  break;  for  'tis  expressly  ag^  a 
clause  of  Priviledge  in  the  Lord  Baltimores  Pattent  to  all  the 
Kings  Subjects  that  shall  make  that  Province  their  way  to 
others  where  they  inhabit;  And  if  the  Pensilvanians  carry  away 
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any  of  the  growth  of  that  Province  without  payment  of  what  Lib.  h.d. 
the  laws  of  th'  Province  require,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Officers 
of  th*  Government  to  prevent  it,  which  may  be  done  without 
involving  &  bringing  the  growth  of  England  under  the  same 
Custome  with  the  growth  of  the  Province. 

To  the  fourth  branch  we  cannot  understand  how  we  pre-  p.  183 
judice  the  Trade  of  Maryland  by  bringing  English  Goods  to 
Pensilvania,  in  Shipps  bound  to  Maryland,  for  Tobaccoes;  if 
they  are  aggrieved  by  our  importing  our  own  growth  amongst 
them,  they  may  forbid  it  as  they  have  done  our  Beer,  tho  they 
often  want  it  to  furnish  the  home  bound  ffleets,  having  litle  or 
none  of  their  own  make;  but  that  can  be  no  argument  why  we 
must  not  bring  English  goods  through  Maryland  to  another  of 
the  Kings  Provinces;  Nor  does  Govern'  Nicholson  treat  New 
Yorke  at  the  same  rate,  tho  as  much  under  the  lash  of  that 
Law  as  we  are;  which  is  a  partiality  added  to  illegality.  To 
the  5'*"  branch  of  the  answer  we  reply,  that  Lord  Baltimores 
Pattent  gives  no  power  to  lay  impositions  upon  English  goods 
not  bound  for  that  Province,  but  through  it  to  another  Province 
under  the  Crowne  of  England. 

To  the  last  Branch  we  need  only  say,  that  Govern'  Nich- 
olsons Commission  cannot  invalidate  prior  Grants,  as  is 
observed  by  Coft**"*  Nicholson  in  his  ^^  Branch,  nor  authorize 
him  to  make  Laws  ag'  the  Trade  &  good  of  England,  nor  the 
common  Priviledges  of  another  Province;  So  that  the  power 
of  Law  making  urged  by  that  Paragraph,  in  excuse  of  this  Law, 
cannot  excuse  an  abuse  of  such  a  Commission  and  Authority; 
for  which  reason  we  pray  we  may  be  releived  as  from  an  intol- 
erable Grievance

obliged  to  give  abstracts  of  the  particulars  of  this  Order  to 
the  severall  persons  concern'd  where  necessary,  and  to  signify 
to  them  his  Ex'**'^^  strict  charge  for  their  making  due  & 
proper  returnes  to  the  severall  particulars  therein  mentioned, 
w**  they  are  to  send  up  by  the  Delegates  of  the  Assembly 
before  whome  he  is  intended  to  lay  die  Same;  And  hereof 
they  are  in  no  wise  to  faile  at  their  utmost  perilK 

Ordered  that  the  Sherriffs  give  notice  to  the  Vestrymen  of 
each  Parish  within  their  respective  Counties  that  they  Omitt 
not  to  returne  (by  some  of  the  Delegates  of  the  Assembly) 
Copyes  of  their  proceedings  and  this  years  account  of  the  40 
p  poll  wherein  they  are  to  take  care  that  the  said  Tobacco  be 
laid  out  according  to  the  directions  of  the  Act  of  Assembly; 
as  also  return  an  exact  account  in  what  state  their  Churches 
now  are,  and  th*  the  Sherriffs  serve  them  severally  with  a  Copy 
of  this  Order. 

Ordered  that  the  Sheriffs  give  publick  notice  to  all  persons 
w^^'in  their  respective  Counties  that  such  as  have  any  publick 
claimes  to  putt  into  the  Assembly  may  prepare  their  accounts 
ready  &  make  Oath  to  the  same  and  isend  them  up  by  the 
County  Burgesses  for  allowance,  as  the  Law  in  that  case 
directs,  w*'*'  (if  neglected)  they  may  perchance  otherwise 
loose. 

Ordered  that  the  Receivers  of  his  Maj***  Revenues  within

make  Oath  thereto,  and  that  they  give  strict  charge  to  the 
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Lib.  H.  D.  Sherriffs  for  the  speedy  collection  of  the  severall  Sums  of 
tobacco  &*^'  by  Act  of  Assembly  due  from  publick  Officers 
whereby  they  may  be  capable  to  render  an  Account  thereof  to 
the  Assembly,  by  reason  the  same  will  then  be  wanted.  But 
in  case  of  Sickness  of  the  said  Treasurers  or  disability  to  travell, 
th*  then  the  Treasurer  of  the  Eastern  Shore  make  Oath  to  his 
accounts  before  the  Hono"*  Coll*  George  Robotham,  and  the 
Treasurer  of  the  western  Shore  before  the  Hono"*  Henry 
Lowe  Esq'  and  transmitt  the  same  to  be  laid  before  the 
Assembly  accordingly. 

Ordered  that  the  Collector  of  each  district  within  this 
Province  prepare  their  severall  accounts  &  Lists  of  Shipping 
ready  and  be  here  with  the  same  at  the  Port  of  Annapolis 
about  tenn  dayes  after  the  beginning  of  the  Assembly 
appointed  to  meet  the  23*"  day  of  ffeb'y  next  in  Order  to  make 
Oath  thereto,  whereof  they  are  in  no  wise  to  faile. 
p.  624  Ordered  that  the  Navall  Officers  of  this  Province  prepare 
their  severall  accounts  and  Lists  of  Shipping  ready  &  be  here 
with  the  Same  at  the  opening  of  the  Assembly  appointed  to 
meet  at  the  Port  of  Annapolis  the  23"*  day  of  ffeb'^  next  in 
Order  to  make  Oath  thereto,  whereto  they  are  in  no  wise 
to  faile. 

His  Ex"^  delivers  to  George  Plater  &  George  Muschamp 
Esq"  Receivers  of  his  Majesties  Revenues  within  this  Prov- 
ince a  Letter  to  each  of  them  inclosed  in  one  of  his  own  rec"* 
from  the  Hono***'  John  Povey  Esq'  one  of  the  Clerks  of  his 
Maj'~  most  Hono"*  privy  Councill;  part  of  w*^  s**  Letter  to  his 
Ex°^  bearing  date  the  21"  day  of  October  last  past,  relating 
to  the  Revenue  was  read  to  the  said  M'  Plater  &  M'  Mus- 
champ and  was  Ordered  to  be  Recorded  and  Copy  thereof  to 
be  delivered  to  each  of  th" 

Produced  and  Read*a  Letter  from  M'  Philip  Clarke  unto 
his  Ex"^5r  sent  &  directed,  bearing  date  the  10*^  instant,  as  also 
-another  from  M'  George  Lingan,  bearing  date  this  day, 
whereby  they  both  excuse  themselves  from  giveing  their 
attendance,  pursuant  to  summons,  being  disabled  to  travell 
through  Sickness. 

The  rest  of  the  persons  summoned  were  called  over  and 
accordingly  appeared  Kenelm  Cheseldyn  Esq'  M'  Plater,  M' 
Muschamp,  Major  William  Dent,  M'  Wattkins,  M'  Cloud,  M' 
Cooksey,  M'  Husbands,  M'*  Vanswaringen,  John  Shanks,  and 
Notley  Maddox. 

His  Ex"^  is  pleased  ty  tell  them  that  he  had  a  matter  to 
impart  to  th"  which  did  not  only  concern  himselfe,  but  the 
Creditt  and  reputation  of  the  whole  Countrey  Being  some 
complaints  made  by  one  M'  Gerrard  Slye,  form'd  into  severall 
Articles  of  charge  against  him  &  laid  before  their  Ex°*^*  the 
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Lords   lusdces   of   England,  wherein    they  are   said   to   be  Lib.  h.  d. 
wittnesses  to  attest  the  truth  thereof,  upon  w*"^  account  they 
were  now  summoned   and  therefore  did  require   that  they 
would  answer  severally  upon  their  Oaths  what  they  had  to 
say  in  every  of  the  said  articles.

I'*  He  intercepts  and  causes  to  be  intercepted  packetts 
and  Letters  directed  to  persons  in  Maryland  and  Virginia  and 
elsewhere  to  the  great  prejudice  of  those  concerned. 

M"  Mary  Vanswaringhen,  M'  George  Plater,  M'  Sam" 
Wattkins  &  Henry  Denton  Wittnesses  Nominated  to  attest 
the  s*"  Article  were  called  and  severally  sworn  before  the 
Hono"*  Thomas  Tasker  Esq'  one  of  his  Maj*"  lustices  of  the 
Provincial  Court  in  presence  of  his  Maj'**  Hono"*  Council!,  to 
declare  what  they  knew  as  to  the  said  Article,  W*"  was 
deliberately  and  distinctly  read  unto  them;  who  upon  their 
Oaths  do  severally  say  Tliey  know  of  nothing  wherein  they 
can  charge  his  Ex'^y  the  Govern'  with  any  such  thing  But 
M'*  Vanswaringhen  says  she  once  rec'd  a  Letter  for  Cap* 
Cood,  w**"  Cap*  Slye  took  from  her  and  would  not  let  her  have 
it  againe,  thd  he  promised  upon  the  word  of  a  Gentleman  to 
Return  it  to  her,  She  faithfully  promising  to  gett  it  safely 
convey'd  to  him  the  said  Cood.  Henry  Denton  saith  that  his 
Ex"^  has  been  so  farr  from  intercepting  of  Letters  that  he 
has  at  all  times  used  his  utmost  Endeavour  &  care  in  Order- 
ing the  quick  and  speedy  dispatch  of  all  Letters  to  the 
severall  p'sons  to  whom  directed. 

M'  Sam"  Watkins  saith  that  Cap*  Slye  &  he  went  on  Board 
the  Shipp  Globe  (Cap*  Harriss  Comander)  at  her  first  arrivall 
in  Patuxent  River  last  year,  where  they  met  w***  M'  Plater  &  p-  ^^s 
some  other  persons  on  board;  after  some  discourse  passed 
Cap*  Slye  asked  Cap*  Harriss  for  his  List  of  Letters,  who  told 
him  he  had  no  list,  but  would  shew  him  what  he  had,  where- 
upon after  perusall  of  the  same,  the  s**  Cap*  Slye  took  a

H.  D.  wittnesses  nominated  to  attest  the  said  Article  were  called  & 
sworn  in  like  manner  as  the  former  to  say  the  truth  of  their 
knowledge  concerning  the  said  Article  w^^  was  read  unto 
them;  who  upon  their  Oaths  do  say,  they  know  of  no  such 
thing;  only  John  Shanks  says,  he  (by  virture  of  an  Order  of 
his  Ex°*^  and  Councill)  once  seiz'd  some  papers  belonging  to 
Cap*  John  Cood  w***  he  carryed  up  to  Annapolis;  being  then 
under  SherrifT  to  M"^  Rob*  Mason  High  Sherriff  of  S*  Maries 
County.

or  three  hh*"*  of  Tobacco  in  the  name  of  s**  Rogers  Merchant 
and  all  the  actions  save  one,  Slye  agreed  to  pay  debt  and  cost 
himselfe;  and  the  other  action  being  ag*  Scurry  for  the  thirty 
hh*"*  Cap*  Slye  was  baile  for  and  managed  at  tryall,  upon  w"* 
we  had  judgement  against  him  on  a  tryall;  from  w*^**  ludgment 
Cap*  Slye  said  he  would  appeale;  but  I  never  saw  any  more 
p.  626  than  that  Cap*  Slye  asked  some  persons  then  p'sent  to  be 
bound  with  him  for  the  appeal,  but  they  refused.  Samuell 
Wattkins  saith  that  he  knoweth  nothing  of  his  Ex"*^  granting 
any  Commission  or  Comissions  of  Oyer  &  Terminer  for  tryall 
of  causes  contrary  to  law  within  this  Province.       S.  Watkins. 

14***  Article  read;  Viz*  He  hath  Erected  a  Town  in  a  very 
ill  remote  place  of  the  Province  which  he  hath  named  Annaplis, 
where  he  holds  the  Provincial  Court  enjoyned  all  Officers  to 
live  there,  hath  put  the  Countrey  to  an  unreasonable  charge

The  Council  again  Sate  and  were  present  as  yesterday. 
Capt*  lohn  Bayne  &  M'  Will"  Taylard  being  by  Summoned  to 
this  Councill  came  this  day  &  made  their  appearance;  Where- 
upon the  7^  I o*^  &  11^  Articles  were  in  Order  read  as  fol- 
lows  viz*. 

7^  He  keeps  the  present  Assembly  on  foot  by  a  writt 
dated  after  they  first  sate,  sends  forth  writts  for  fresh  mem- 
bers, though  odiers  are  legally  Elected  &  alive. 

10*^  Such  persons  as  has  been  not  dissatisfyed  to  the 
King  and  Government  he  putts  into  Offices  of  the  Govern- 
ment. 

11***  Such  persons  as  hath  been  truly  Loyall  to  their 
Majesties  &  first  appeared  for  them  &  Government  he  not 
only  prosecutes  &  disturbes,  but  calls  them  Rebells  &  Tray- 
tors  and  threatens  to  hang  them. 

M'  Will"  Taylard  being  question'd  to  the  said  three  articles 
made  oath  upon  the  Holy  Evangelist  before  Cap*  Thomas 
Tasker  (one  of  his  Maj*~  Justices  of  the  Provincial  Court)  in 
Council,  that  he  utterly  denyes  his  knowledge  of  any  such 
things  as  mention'd  in  die  said  three  Articles, 
p- 158  Cap*  Bayne  being  sworn  to  the  17^  Article  yesterday 
taken  notice  off  and  now  again  read;  does  (upon  his  Cor- 
porall  Oath  taken)  say  he  is  an  absolute  stranger  to  any  such 
thing,  and  th*  if  he  had  known  what  he  had  &en  summoned 
about,  he  could  have  given  some  better  account  and  there- 
fore craves  time  to  make  his  further  answer.  M'  Taylard  de- 
clares upon  his  Oath,  he  had  no  cognizance  of  what  he  was 
summoned  about,  and  being  asked  by  his  Ex°^  about  a  letter 
he  rec"*  from  Cap*  Slye  touching  some  reflections  in  the  said 
Letter  cast  upon  his  Ex'*^  The  said  Taylard  confesses  he 
has  such  a  Letter  by  him,  w***  he  will  at  any  time  produce. 

M'  Sam"  Watkins  of  Calvert  County  being  sent  for  came. 
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He  is  asked  to  give  an  account  what  he  knows  concerning  Ub.  h.  d. 
Cap^  Slyes  discoursing  about  her  Grace  the  Dutchess  of 
Grafton,  who  says  that  the  said  Cap^  Slye  told  him  how  that 
he  had  great  interest  with  the  Dutchess  of  Grafton,  and 
through  her  interest  he  stood  fair  for  the  Government  if  he 
would  accept  of  it,  but  did  not  think  it  worth  his  while;  and 
that  he  was  to  have  the  said  Dutchess  of  Grafton,  or  words 
to  that  Effect 

The  said  M*  Wattkins  made  Oath  to  the  above  matter  be- 
fore Cap^  Thomas  Tasker,  one  of  his  Maj***  lustices  of  the 
Provincial  Court  in  p^sence  of  his  Ex'"^  and  Council,  and 
withall  does  declare  tfiat  he  acquainted  his  Ex"*^  therew***  vol- 
untarily of  his  own  accord — And  further  says  that  he  rec"*  a 
Letter  from  the  said  Cap^  Slye  wherein  he  has  cast 
severall  reflections  upon  his  Ex"^^  and  also  says  that  he  has  p.  628 
heard  th*  M'  LLewellin  M'  Mason  and  M'  Taylard  rec*  such 
like  Letters  from  the  said  Slye  to  the  said  Effect. 

His  Ex"^  is  pleased  to  Command  the  Kings  Lawyers,  in 
his  Maj'**  name,  to  take  out  process  ag^  the  said  Slye,  at  the 
suite  of  his  Majesty  in  both  the  foregoing  matters,  so  soon  as 
he  shall  arrive  m  this  Province  and  does  likewise  Order  that, 
they  make  demand  off  the  aforementioned  letters  from  the 
severall  Persons  aforenamed,  w***  if  they  refuse  to  deliver 
that  then  they  charge  them  in  his  Maj^~  name  not  to  part 
with  them,  but  have  them  forth  comeing;  and  that  they  take 
care  to  have  the  parties  summoned  as  Evidence  for  the  King. 

Several  persons  preferring  Petitions  to  this  Board,  signify- 
ing that  Severall  Sums  of  Publick  Tobacco  were  assigned 
and  allowed  them  in  S^  Maries  County,  during  the  time  of 
M'  lohn  Goods  being  Sherriff  of  the  s**  County  w***  they  know 
not  how  to  come  by  now  the  said  Cood  is  fledd  out  of  the 
Province;  Ordered  that  the  s**  matter  be  referred  to  his 
Maj*^  Lawyers  for  their  management,  and  th^  they  cause  a 
note  to  be  set  up  at  the  Court  house  dore  in  S^  Maries 
County  to  give  publick  notice  to  all  persons  that  had  any 
publick  tobacco  assigned  them  in  the  said  Coods  hands  (and 
not  yet  satisfyed)  to  bring  in  their  accounts  thereof  sworne 
to  before  some  Magistrate  and  deliver  the  same  to  Geo: 
Plater  or  George  Muschamp  Esq"  or  Major  Will"  Dent  or 
any  of  them,  who  are  hereby  Ordered  to  take  all  due  care 
that  the  same  be  discharged  as  fast  as  can  be  collected  out 
of  the  Effects  of  the  said  Cood,  and  that  they  proceed  therein; 
as  also  in  securing  his  Maj^^  Debt  due  from  the  said  Cood  in 
all  things  according  to  Law. 

Produced  a  Letter  of  M'  Robert  Masons  directed  to  Coll 
John  Cood  Dated  Decem'  10***  1697.  whereby  it  appears 
there  has  been  private  correspondence  held  betwixt  the  said 
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Lib.  H.  D.  Good  &  him  contrary  to  the  Tenour  of  his  Ex"*^  Procla- 
mation Ordered  that  his  Maj^**  Lawyers  prosecute  the  said 
Mason  thereon,  and  th^  a  copy  of  the  said  Proclamation  be 
delivered  to  them,  together  with  the  aforementioned  Letter 
after  it  is  Recorded. 

Major  Walter  Smith,  Cap*  Will"  Parker,  M'  ffrands 
Hutchins  and  M'  Sam"  Houldsworth,  fibur  of  the  lustices  of 
Calvert  County  came  and  humbly  moved  his  Ex"*'  in  Coun- 
cill,  that  whereas  they  had  been  lately  summoned  to  appear 
before  his  Ex"^  in  Council!  the  last  Tuesday  of  ffeb'^  next  to 
answer  a  certain  contempt  to  an  Order  of  Council!  for  dis- 
missing M"  James  Crauford  Attorney  at  Law  from  pleading 
in  any  of  the  Courts  of  the  Province,  w***  they  humbly  desire

a  Letter  from  the  Hono"*  Edward  Randolph  Esq'  dated  30'** 
December  1697.  Concerning  two  vessells  Loading  Tobacco 
in  that  district,  whereof  his  Hono'  signifyed  there  was  cause

By  his  Ex"*^^  the  Govern'  and  Council  ffeb'y  23**  1697/8 
Whereas  complaint  and  application  hath  this  day  been  made 
unto  this  Board  by  Cap'  Will"  Cooper  Coffiander  of  the  Shipp 
leofferyes  Riding  in  Seavorn  River;  concerning  some  Goods 
(belonging  to  M'  lohn  Sheffield  Merchant)  suspected  to  be 
feloniously  taken  from  a  board  a  Shallop  of  his,  now  lying 
sunck  at  Popleys  Island,  the  w***  a  couple  of  Cap*  Coopers 
Seamen  Viz*  Isaac  Hammerton  and  Walter  Needham  had 
been  imployed  by  the  said  M'  Sheffield  to  bring  round  from 
Patuxent  to  West  River  about  a  fortnight  or  three  weeks 
agoe;  but  through  stress  of  weather  were  cast  on  Shore 
Coll**  Lowes  Island  where  the  men  got  safe  to  Land;  but  the 
Goods  and  Shallop  afterwards  driven  away,  and  the  Shallop 
found  at  the  place  and  in  the  Condition  before  expressed 
without  the  Goods.

Pursuant  to  an  order  of  his  Ex^  the  Gov'  &  Councill  bear- 
ing Date  the  18***  of  October  last  past  requireing  those  per- 
sons appointed  att  the  head  of  the  Bay  to  treat  with  the 
Shavanole  Delleware  &  Susquehannah  Indians  or  the  Major 
Part  of  them  so  soon  as  Could  be  to  proceed  on  their  said 
Treaty  whereupon  Notice  was  given  to  the  severall  Nations 
aforesaid  that  on  the  23"^  day  of  May  1698  wee  would  meet 
them  att  the  house  of  Capt  John  Hanse  then  &  there  as 
well  to  Comunicate  what  by  this  Govern*  was  given  in 
Charge  to   Receive  what  by  theire  great  men  they  had  to 
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Communicate  to  us  at  which  day  and  place  appointed  we  the  Lib.  x. 
Said  psons  nominated  (M'  Vanderheyden  only  Excepted)  mett 
and  there  Stayed  till  the  26*^  Instant  by  reason  th*  the  King  of 
the  Susquehen  and  one  of  the  Shavanole  Kings  were  not 
Come  the  reason  as  was  Suppoased  of  theire  delay  being  a 
great  fresh  that  filled  the  Runs  &  so  retarded  there  Travell 
but  they  not  Appearing  the  said  26^  day  we  thought  it  not 
Convenient  to  stay  any  Longer  one  of  the  Shavanole  Kings 
by  name  Penascok  &  Owhalla  King  of  the  Delleware  Indians 
together  with  nine  of  his  great  men  being  mett  according  to 
Appointm*  Cap*  Jo*  Hanse  together  with  Hendrick  Peterson 
&  Cornelius  Comagys  being  Chosen  and  Sworn  Interpreters 
Pursuant  of  the  Afores^  Ord'  We  proceeded  to  In  forme  them 
that  Whereas  Att  a  Committee  Held  att  Annapolis  June  the  p.  «73 
I"  1697  we  were  required  to  Represent  that  Certain  Indians 
Outlyers  upon  the  mountaines  the  names  of  Severall  whereof 
were  discovered  and  in  another  Order  of  Councill  Inserted 
were  Indians  properly  belonging  to  the  Nation  of  the  Susque- 
hano  which  Nation  were  by  the  said  Order  required  (foras- 
much as  they  were  in  Amity  with  us)  That  they  should  call  in 
theire  mountaine  Indians  or  be  accomptable  for  them  in  Case 
of  any  Injuries  or  Damage  To  which  they  Answered  it  was 
Just  &  reasonable. 

It  was  Demanded  if  any  of  the  said  Indians  nominated  were 
Resident  among  them,  to  which  they  Answered  in  the  Nega- 
tive. 

2<"r  We  Informed  them  what  measures  were  taken  ab*  the 
Piscataway  Indians  which  they  well  approved  of  desireing 
that  the  Amity  &  friendship  w*^  they  the  said  Shavanole  &

3""^  Beshaccus  A  Dellaware  Indian  and  Interpreter  Chosen 
by  the  Susquehanahs  being  asked  if  he  had  any  thing  to 
Communicate  on  the  behalfe  of  the  said  Nation  Sayd  he  Re- 
ceived no  further  Instruction  from  them  then  that  they  would 
be  p^'sent  att  the  day  &  place  appointed  and  seems  to  be  under 
some  Consternacon  for  theire  non  Appearance. 

^thiy  i^  ^j^5  acquainted  them  th*  die  p'sents  delivered  by 
Beshaccus  &  Cap*  Hagrup  to  CoH  Jo"  Thompson  for  his  Ex*^ 
were  faithfully  delivered  &  th*  the  said  p'sents  were  by  his 
Ex*^  Kindly  Rec**  and  th*  he  Expected  to  see  them  Att  Annap- 
olis where  he  would  fully  Satisfy  them  for  their  p'sents. 

And  we  acquainted  them  likewise  that  his  Ex^^  never  took 
any  p'sent  from  the  Indians  but  he  gave  them  in  Return  for 
the  same  more  then  they  were  worth  &  that  he  Comonly  tooke 
but  one  thing  of  a  Sort  and  gave  them  back  the  rest  on^  w*'^ 
they  shook  hands  with  us  in  token  they  were  well  pleased  & 
Satisfyed  with  his  Ex"^  kind  acceptance. 
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Lib.  X.  It  was  also  acquainted  the  great  man  of  the  Shavanole  th' 
the  p'sent  formerly  Delivered  to  Coll:  Herman  for  the  use  of 
his  Ex*y  were  never  delivered  by  him  att  which  he  and  the 
rest  of  the  Indians  p'sent  seemed  much  Concerned  at  the 
Abuse  afores**. 

It  was  required  if  they  had  anything  to  offer  or  Communi- 
cate to  the  Governm*  to  w**"  they  Answered  they  had  nothing 
farther  then  to  desire  that  League  of  friendship  Contracted 
between  us  might  remaine  Inviolable  and  that  they  all  ways 
took  us  for  theire  friends  and  that  they  will  be  so  to  us,  That 
p- 194  they  mett  us  now  not  for  any  Complaint  they  had  to  make  of 
any  Injury  susteined  by  the  English  but  onely  to  heare  by  the 
great  man  of  the  Susquehanahs  who  has  lately  been  taken 
Prisoner  by  the  Naked  Indians  &  redelivered  what  it  was  he 
had  upon  that  &  his  Own  Nation  acc^'  to  offer  being  so  desired 
by  them

On  the  26*''  of  May  Instant  The  Treaty  with  the  Dellawares 
being  Compleated  &  we  the  psons  Appointed  by  this  Gov- 
ernm'  for  Managem'  thereof  departing  homeward  In  the  In- 
terim  Came  Connetectah  King  of  the  Susquehanaes  together 
with  two  more  of  his  great  men  &  one  Lewee  Lewison  a 
frenchman  resident  among  them  who  gave  an  acc^'  th^  the 
Shavanole  King  with  his  great  men  were  on  theire  march  but 
by  reason  of  his  great  Age  Could  not  Come  so  farr  as  they 
but  would  be  with  us  that  night  he  the  s"*  Conetectah  Desire- 
ing  the  Presence  of  the  Dellaware  King  and  his  great  men  to 
hear  on  the  Morrow  what  he  had  to  Offer  to  the  English  & 
Indians  in  Amity  with  us  from  Lowensah  King  of  the  Shaw- 
kelawgues  ah  Naked  Indians  and  accordingly  in  the  Evening 
Came  Meaurroway  King  of  the  Shawanoles  brought  on  hors- 
back  by  reason  of  his  Age  together  with  one  of  his  great  men 
and  one  Martine  Shartee  a  ffrench  man  resident  &  married 
Among  them  but  being  late  in  the  Evening  and  Understand- 
ing they  had  much  to  Offer  on  that  Subject  we  resolved  to 
deferr  die  business  till  the  next  Morning  being  so  requested 
by  the  Indians  who  were  Somewhat  discomposed  by  reason 
of  theire  Long  hard  travell  Accordingly  on  the  morrow  wee 
the  persons  appointed  haveing  given  Notice  by  Cap*  Hanse 
Steetman  Interp'ter  in  Chiefe  for  the  Northern  Parts  of  this 
Province  Orders  to  Acquaint  the  Indians  that  we  would  pro- 
ceed and  haveing  given  them  what  Methods  we  took  for  the 
Managem*  thereof  accordingly  We  tooke  our  Place  where 
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were  p'sent  Connetectah  King  of  the  Susquehanahs  Meauro-  Uh.  x. 
way  King  of  the  Shananoles  with  Penascoh  his  Coadjutant  p*  >9S 
&  Owhahala  King  of  the  Delewares  theire  great  men  Sitting 
on  one  side  there  Interpreters  Standing  behind  them,  The 
Interpreters  Apointed  by  us  being  Cap'  Hanse  &  Hendrick 
Peterson  &  forasmuch  as  the  Indians  had  brought  french  men 
with  them  we  Choose  &  swore  Jacob  Burghway  truly  to 
deliver  what  he  should  receive  from  [them]  or  by  us  should  be 
Offered  to  the  Indians  according  to  theire  Respective  Nations 
thereby  proposeing  to  facilitate  the  Treaty  none  of  our 
Interp'ters  being  -pfect  in  that  tongue  The  Interpreters 
Chosen  and  Appointed  by  the  Susquehannahs  was  Lewee  the 
ffrench  man  &  Sewackutt  ah  horsecourser  &  Beshaccus  a 
Delia  ware  &  on  the  pte  of  the  Shavanoles  Martine  A  ffrench 
man,  for  the  Dellawares  our  own  Interp'ters. 

first  we  proceeded  to  acquaint  the  Susquehannahs  and 
Shavanoles  that  we  had  according  to  Appointm'  mett  & 
waited  theire  Comeing  for  the  Space  of  4  days  not  without 
Some  dissatisfaction  for  theire  non  Appearance  to  which  they 
Answered  that  the  Cause  of  theire  Delay  proceeded  not  from 
any  Careless  neglect  of  theire  promise  or  lealousie  they  had 
of  the  English  but  were  hindred  in  theire  lourney  by  the  great 
freshes  that  filled  the  Runns  occasioned  by  the  great  Raine  as 
fell  the  day  preceeding  the  Day  Appointed  for  our  treaty 
Whereupon  by  our  Interp't"  we  gave  them  to  Understand 
theire  reason  was  Sufficient  to  Excuse  them  att  which  they 
were  well  pleased  and  shook  hands  in  token  of  friendship. 

Wee  next  proceeded  to  acquaint  the  Susquehanah  King 
that  the  presents  by  him  Sent  by  Beshaccus  to  CoH  Thomson 
for  the  use  of  his  Ex*^  were  delivered  according  to  request 
that  they  Were  Kindly  accepted  th'  his  Ex*^  had  Expected  to 
see  them  and  the  Rest  of  the.  Kings  att  Annapolis  where  he 
Intended  to  make  them  hon"*  Satisfaction  for  them  on  w**  he 
Replyed  So  they  were  but  accepted  he  was  well  Satisfyed  & 
thereupon  shook  hands  in  token  of  friendship  with  us  againe 
we  next  acquainted  the  King  of  the  Shavanoles  that  the 
p'sents  by  them  delivered  for  the  use  of  the  Governor  to  CoH 
Herman  were  never  Reced  by  his  Excelency  nor  any  ace"  of  p-  "9^ 
them  att  which  they  seemed  much  dissatisfyed  saying  they 
had  delivered  him  for  his  Excellency's  use  Twenty  Beavers 
ten  Large  drest  Skins  &  one  Otter  and  wondred  that  they 
never  had  received  any  ace"  whether  they  were  accepted  or 
not  to  w**"  we  Replyed  it  was  not  theire  p'sent  but  theire  good 
will  his  Ex^^y  looked  upon  att  which  they  were  well  pleased  and 
shook  hands  as  the  former. 

We  farther  acquainted  the  Kings  of  the  Susquehannahs 
and  Shananoles  that  Certain  Indians  lying  back  upon  the 
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Lib.  X.  mountaines  the  names  of  Severall  whereof  were  incerted  in 
an  Order  of  Councill  there  before  us  were  Indians  Suspected 
to  be  Authors  of  the  Murthers  lately  Comitted  and  were  said 
to  be  Indians  belonging  to  the  Susquehannah  Nation  who 
were  required  as  also  the  rest  of  the  Indians  if  they  had  any 
Oudyers  to  call  chem  in  to  which  the  Susquehannah  King 
replyed  that  they  had  no  Indians  that  lay  out  as  he  knew  of 
that  if  any  p'tending  themselves  of  the  Susquehannah  Nation 
Were  oudyers  they  are  such  as  were  never  under  the  obe- 
dience of  his  Governm*  We  also  asked  the  Kings  in  generall 
if  any  such  Indians  as  were  there  nominated  were  residents 
among  them  or  one  Esq'  Tom  to  which  they  answered  no; 
nor  were  they  acquainted  with  any  such  psons. 

We  then  asked  the  King  of  the  Susquehannahs  what  he 
had  to  Communicate  to  the  English  whereupon  he  gave  us  to 
understand  th'  Last  fall  he  was  taken  by  Eleaven  of  the 
Shaukkerawq  and  Carried  Prisoner  to  theire  nation  att  which 
he  stopp'd  &  Ordered  his  flag  to  be  brought  him  w**  was  In- 
closed  in  a  leather  bagg  saying  here  is  a  flag  of  Peace  Reced 
from  the  King  of  the  Shawkerawques  then  Calling  Beshaccus 
to  Come  sitt  by  him  on  his  right  hand  after  haveing  advanced 
it  gradually  and  with  a  great  deal  of  formality  delivered  it  to 
Beshaccus  to  unveile  who  boar  it  advanced  all  the  remainder 
of  the  treaty  and  theire  proceeding  to  give  an  acc^  of  his 
Kings  behalfe  what  was  to  be  offered  on  that  Subject  the 
Substance  of  which  as  follows  That  theire  King  being  Taken 
Prisoner  by  the  Shawkeraques  the  last  fall  was  Carried  Cap- 
tive to  theire  Nation  where  he  was  kept  bound  for  the  space 
of  a  month  after  w**  time  Expired  he  was  by  Order  of  the 
King  released  who  bid  him  not  be  afraid  for  th^  he  should  be 
restored  to  his  own  Nation  that  it  was  not  the  Cruelty  of  his 
nature  prompted  him  to  mak4  warr  nor  the  delight  he  tooke 
in  the  Effusion  of  human  blood  for  that  he  knew  better  & 
feared  th*  Eternall  God  of  Nature  the  Author  of  life  &  being 
p.  197  who  by  his  own  power  could  over  rule  the  sun  but  a  Necessity 
of  State  for  the  procureing  a  gen'all  &  everlasting  Peace  with 
all  Nacons  in  Order  to  which  he  has  Endevoured  to  take  of 
all  Nations  that  now  by  him  alone  he  hoped  to  effect  his  desires 
&  th^  he  would  forbear  all  Acts  of  hostility  for  the  Space  of 
one  year  either  w***  the  Christians  or  Indians  in  w*"**  Space  of 
time  he  required  the  Christians  &  Indians  Answer  by  the 
King  of  the  Susquehannahs  but  if  not  Returned  in  th*  time  he 
should  then  look  upon  us  as  Adversaries  th*  for  his  Safety  in 
passing  &  repassing  the  woods  he  should  bear  the  fflagg  w*^** 
w**  be  his  Security  in  Case  of  any  Danger  &  hoped  the  Chris- 
tians would  not  be  against  his  proposall  seeing  he  desired  no 
other  then  a  free  Trade  with  our  Indians  &  a  peace  w*^  all 
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Nations  this  being  the  Substance  of  w^  he  had  to  Offer  on  Lib.  x. 
behalfe  of  the  Shawkerawques  he  then  acquainted  us  that  it 
was  the  King  of  the  Susquehannahs  Resolution  not  to  agitate 
any  thing  on  the  behalfe  of  himselfe  or  Nation  without  the 
Consent  of  this  Governm*  desireing  theire  Result  in  the  mat- 
ter so  soon  as  possible  with  Convenience  &  th^  they  might 
receive  theire  Answer  at  the  house  of  Cap*  Hanse  w^**  Reso- 
lucon  was  approved  &  Confirmed  by  the  Other  Nations 
Unanimously  resolveing  to  Act  &  do  no  further  then  what 
this  Governm*  will  Consent  Unto  in  gen"  desireing  the  Amity 
&  Peace  between  th"  &  this  Province  may  stand  firm  &  good 
as  formerly  whereupon  they  shook  hands  with  us  in  token  of 
the  Sincerity  of  theire  Affections  so  we  drank  our  Kings 
health  &  his  Ex*"^  &  shook  hands  with  th"  &  pted  friendly.

M'  Gilbert  Clark  of  Charles  County  deposeth  that  being  in 
Company  with  M'  Gerrard  Sly  at  the  said  Slys  house  Sly 
drank  a  health  to  Longston  where  upon  the  Deponent  asking 
whose  health  that  was  Sly  told  him  it  was  a  Gentlemens  that 
was  coming  in  Governor  of  Maryland  the  Deponent  did  hear 
the  said  Sly  about  the  beginning  of  May  last  publickly  dis- 
course that  having  Entertained  a  Sollicitor  who  was  a  Grand

p  56  M'  Philip  Clark  of  S*  Marys  County  being  in  Company 
At  the  Same  time  Said  that  when  the  Cjovernor  was  last  in 
England  in  his  Travels  naming  a  Place  in  Yorkshire  he  kissed 
********&  drank  a  health  out  of  it 

lohn  Shanks  Deposeth  that  when  he  Served  a  praecept  upon 
M'  Slye  which  required  Special  Bayle  the  said  Sly  huffed  him 
&  told  him  M'  Mason  &  he  would  do  well  enough  for  that,  & 
Refused  to  give  Bayle  that  when  Sly  last  arrived  Said  Mason 
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ordered  the  Deponent  to  bring  a  Boat  to  Carry  him  up  to  Lib.  x. 
Slys  and  when  he  came  to  Slys  house,  Sly  said  Honest  Robin 
I  am  glad  to  See  you,  be  not  afraid  of  the  Governor  for  he 
would  protect  him  or  words  to  that  effect  that  some  time  in 
the  Last  month  M'  Philip  Clark  bad  the  Deponent  not  be 
afraid  of  the  Gov'  as  long  as  he  saw  him  stand  and  said  that 
the  Deponents  father  was  a  Good  honest  Planter  &  did 
believe  as  good  a  man  as  the  Governor 

Coll*  Henry  Mitchell  Deposeth  that  meeting  M'  lohn  Cood 
Sen'  at  M'  Gerrard  Slys  in  S^  Marys  County  the  said  Cood 
then  in  Company  with  M'  Philip  Clark  &  several  others  did 
say  that  he  would  not  have  Nicholson  take  him  for  such  a  Fool 
to  stay  in  Maryland  when  he  might  go  where  he  was  Safe. 

Upon  which  said  Depositions  &  several  Informations  of  the 
wicked  illegal  &  Disloyal  practices  used  &  endeavoured  by 
the  said  John  Cood  Gerrard  Sly  his  Son  in  Law  Robert  Mason 
Philip  Clark  and  others  his  Associates  his  Majestys  Council 
at  Law  to  whom  the  same  were  Referred  do  Report  the  same 
are  Mutinous  &  Seditious  &  do  tend  to  the  raising  Rebellion  p*  57 
within  this  Province  &  the  Subversion  of  his  Majestys  Gov* 
here  Legally  Established 

Whereupon  it  is  Considered  &  advised  that  a  War*  issue 
from  this  Board  to  apprehend  the  said  Sly,  Cood  Mason  and 
Clark  &  others  their  Associates  Confederates  &  Abettors  and 
to  bring  them  before  his  Excellency  the  Governor  &  his  Maj- 
estys  honble  Council  on  Thursday  next  being  the  Seventh 
Instant  &  accordingly  Such  Warrant  was  prepared  &  Signed 
by  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Gentlemen  of  his 
Majesty  honble  Council  &  was  directed  to  Lieu*  Col**  Henry 
Low  high  Sheriff  of  S*  Marys  County 

Ordered  that  Summons  be  sent  for  the  Several  Persons 
then  to  Appear  here  which  are  named  in  the  depositions 
already  taken  &  supposed  to  be  know'  of  Some  of  the  ill 
Designs  &  Practices  of  the  said  Cood,  Sly,  Mason  &  Clark 

Read  a  Letter  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor  from  Captain 
William  Phippard  begging  his  Excellencys  favour  in  some 
Law  Concerns  he  had  in  this  Province  with  George  Plater  & 
Ann  his  Wife  Executrix  of  M'  Rob*  Doyne  Deceased  for  that 
M'  Gilbert  Clark  his  Attorney  had  wrote  to  him,  the  said 
Plater  was  so  Boy'd  up  with  Favour  &  so  Great  in  this  Gov- 
ernment that  altho  he  had  Obtain'd  ludgment  he  could  have 
no  benefit  thereof 

Thereupon  his  Excellency  was  pleased  to  send  for  Kenelm 
Cheseldyn  Esq'  Commissary  General  &  ludge  for  Probat  of 
Wills  &c*  &  the  said  Esq'  Plater  to  whom  the  aforesaid  Letter 
was  referred  to  make  Answer  thereto 

Who  do  answer  and  say  that  the  said  Plater  has  above  two  p*  5^ 
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Lib.  X.  Years  Since  filed  in  the  Commissarys  Office  a  full  Ace*  of  the 
Estate  of  the  said  Doyns  &  that  M'  Gilbert  Clark  Attorney  of 
the  said  Captain  Phippard  altho  often  cited  had  never  appeared 
to  make  his  Objections  thereto 

Whereupon  his  Excellency  is  pleased  to  say  that  Such  Re- 
flections  offered  by  the  said  M'  Clark  are  of  great  Scandal  to 
this  his  Majestys  Govemmen'  therefore  upon  proof,  Orders 
his  Majestys  Lawyers  to  prosecute  the  said  Clark  for  such  his 
Slandering  this  Government  as  aforesaid 

Ordered  that  now  the  Sickness  is  pretty  well  over  the  Sev- 
eral field  Officers  do  train  &  muster  their  Troops  &  Com- 
panys  and  Send  his  Excellency  a  List  of  them  Especially  the 
four  hundred  new  raised  men 

Ordered  that  M'  Richard  Beard  give  a  full  &  Ample  Acco* 
of  what  Arms  Ammunition  &c*  he  rec'd 

Then  read  his  Majestys  Proclamation  forbidding  persons 
who  have  been  in  the  Service  of  the  French  King  or  King 
lames  to  come  into  England  without  leave  first  obtained  & 
this  Board  considering  that  several  such  Persons  may  come 
into  this  Province  under  mean  Circumstances  as  Servant  See' 
Ordered  therefore  that  the  said  Proclamation  be  published  in 
the  several  &  respective  Countys  of  this  Province 

His  Majestys  Proclamation  against  Prophaneness  &  Im- 
morality read  &  Ordered  that  the  several  Sheriffs  publish  the 
same  in  their  Several  Countys  that  the  Minister  read  one  of 
p.  59  them  at  the  County  Court  before  Prayers  after  which  the  Said 
Proclamations  are  to  be  delivered  to  the  Clks  of  the  Vestrys 
of  each  Parish  by  them  to  be  published 

Thought  fit  that  a  request  be  made  to  the  Right  honble  the 
Lords  of  the  Council  for  Trade  &  Foreign  Plantations  that 
when  they  send  any  printed  Proclamations  in,  they  will  be 
pleased  to  send  Enough  for  the  Eleven  Countys  the  Inhab- 
itants giving  more  regard  to  such  then  written  ones 

Cap^  lohn  Hans  TiUnan  an  Indian  Trader  att  the  head  of 
the  Bay  being  asked  Concerned  the  Indians  that  live  there 
what  Nations  they  are,  he  says  they  are  Chauhannauks  Sus- 
quehannahs  &  Delaware  that  the  Chauhannauks  are  about 
forty  men  &  live  at  a  Town  fifty  miles  of  his  house  the  Sus- 
quehannahs  are  about  Fifty  men  live  two  miles  further  up  at 
Caristaugua  &  Came  from  the  Seneques 

That  the  Delawares  live  at  white  Clay  Creek  are  about  forty 
men 

Captain  Hans  being  Asked  whether  the  Susquehannahs 
live  in  this  Province  says  they  live  about  thirty  Miles  above 
Octerara  Creek. 

And  that  their  King  having  been  lately  taken  by  the  Naked 
Indians  Intends  according  to  his  promise  to  go  back  to  the  said 
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Naked  Indians  who  desire  to  be  in  Amity  with  this  Government  Lib.  x. 
and  that  the  said  King  of  the  Susquehannahs  will  not  go  his 
Journey  without  the  leave  of  this  Gov* 

That  the  Indians  on  Susquehannah  River  have  constant  trade  p.  60 
with  Persons  in  Philadelphia  &  New  Castle 

Whereupon  advised  &  agreed  that  inasmuch  as  this  Board 
do  not  find  that  the  said  Indians  live  w*^  in  this  Government 
that  a  Letter  be  writ  to  his  Excellency  the  Gov'  of  New  York 
to  acquaint  him  of  the  Application  made  to  this  Government 
by  the  said  Indians  on  Susquehannah  River  &  that  we  Not 
knowing  but  those  Indians  tho  they  call  themselves  Susque- 
hannahs are  Indians  belonging  to  the  Seneques  &  if  Care  be 
not  taken  therein  this  Government  may  perhaps  be  a  Re- 
ceptacle for  them 

That  we  are  not  willing  to  have  any  Corespondence  with 
them  without  the  Answer  of  that  Gov* 

And  as  to  the  Application  of  the  King  of  the  Susquehannahs 
for  leave  to  go  to  the  Naked  Indians  Ordered  that  a  Letter 
be  writ  to  Lieu*  Coll**  lohn  Thomson  to  acquaint  him  this  Gov- 
ernment will  not  meddle  therewith,  but  that  he  may  tell  the 
said  Indians  that  whilst  they  behave  themselves  well  & 
peacably  they  may  freely  go  &  come  without  Disturbance  &  if 
the  said  Indians  have  any  thing  else  to  Propose  to  his  Excell- 
ency they  will  do  well  to  Come  down  to  him 

Advised  &  agreed  that  a  Letter  be  writ  to  his  Ex*'"^^  S' 
Edm"*  Andros  to  desire  him  to  forbid  all  the  Masters  of  Ships 
in  this  Government  to  take  on  Board  or  Carry  away  M'  lohn 
Good  Sen'  M'  Philip  Clark  M'  Rob*  Mason  &  M'  Gerrard  Sly 
but  that  he  will  take  Effectual  Care  to  have  them  apprehended 
if  in  his  Government  that  thereby  they  may  be  brought  to  p-  6« 
Answer  According  to  Law  &  if  his  Excellency  does  not  send 
them  over;  this  Government  will  send  for  them  upon  Notice 
given 

This  Board  Considering  that  whereas  there  is  fourty  Odd 
Thousand  Pounds  of  Tobacco  in  the  hands  of  Major  William 
Whittington  late  high  Sheriff"  of  Somerset  County  being  pub- 
lick  Tobacco  undisposed  of  &  whereas  Tobacco  now  bears  a 
good  Round  price,  do  advise  &  agree  that  the  same  be  sold 
&  that  Major  Whittington  have  Notice  to  have  it  in  Readiness. 

A  Certain  Gentleman  Commonly  called  Alexander  Lumley 
Esq'  Appearing  at  the  Board  &  Preferring  a  Petition  by  the 
Name  of  Alexander  Lumley,  his  Excellency  is  pleased  to  advise 
him  not  to  go  by  that  Name  but  the  said  M'  Lumley  behaving 
himself  very  Contemptuously  asking  his  Excellency  if  he  was 
his  God  Father,  &  being  in  drink,  his  Excellency  is  pleased  to 
Order  his  Majestys  Lawyers  to  prosecute  the  said  M'  Lumley 
for  Assuming  such  name  upon  him,  &  the  said  M'  Lumley 
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Lib.  X.  being  desired  several  times  not  to  be  so  troublesom  to  his 
Excellency  &  the  Board  for  the  Great  Presumption  &  idle 
Behaviour  the  Sheriff  of  Ann  Arundell  County  is  ordered  to 
take  into  his  Custody  till  he  gives  Security  for  his  good 
Behaviour 

His  Majestys  Lawyers  being  present  are  put  in  mind  & 
Charged  to  manage  all  Business  wherein  his  Majestys  is  Con- 
cerned with  Care  &  Diligence 

Whereas  Geo  Plater  iSq'  his  Majestys  Receiver  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Puttuxent   stopt  Money  in  his  own  hands  for  eight 
p.  62  Barrels  of  Powder  lent  by  the  County  to  Captain  lohn  Hurle 

Ordered  that  the  said  Geo  Plater  Esq'  take  Care  to  Send 
for  the  said  Powder  in  small  Quarter  Barrels  to  Contain  26I  each 

M'  Plater  being  withdrawn  his  Excellency  is  pleased  to 
Represent  to  the  Board  that  the  said  M'  Plater  is  now  Called 
upon  to  give  an  Acco*  of  622^  o6*  2^  arising  out  of  the  three 
Pence  given  by  his  most  Sacred  Majesty  for  purchasing  Arms 
&  Ammunition  for  this  Province  &  that  the  said  M'  Plater 
offers  to  discount  great  Part  thereof  by  Bills  Drawn  by  Several 
Persons  within  this  Province  &  not  Particularly  taken  upon 
Acco*  of  the  Shipping  And  Requires  the  Opinion  of  the  Board 
whether  such  Ought  to  be  taken  in  discharge  thereof 

Whereupon  it  is  advised  and  Concluded  that  as  to  the 
Ballance  of  M'  Platers  Acco^  ri8..  6..  2^  M'  Rob*  Smiths 
Protested  Bill  for  Forty  Pounds  M'  Thomas  Blakes  Bill  for 
Five  Pounds  M'  lohn  Pidgons  for  33*  Major  Walter  Smiths 
for  30*  in  all  amounting  to  one  hundred  &  Twenty  Six  pounds 
Six  Shillings  &  two  Pence  three  Farthings,  the  same  ought 
not  to  be  Allowed  of,  but  that  Esq'  Plater  Stand  charged  there- 
with &  remit  so  much  to  M'  Paggen  or  M'  Milner  in  order  to 
persue  the  former  order  of  Council  for  Arms  to  be  sent  in  & 
that  until  the  said  M'  Plater  Satisfy  his  Excellency  the  Gov' 
that  he  has  remitted  so  much  for  that  end,  that  he  send  the

Memd  that  whereas  his  Majestys  honWe  Council  was  ap- 
pointed to  meet  at  this  Port  upon  the  7'**  Instant,  did  not 
according  to  the  said  Appointment,  but  Lieu*  CoH**  Henry 
Low  high  Sheriff  of  S'  Marys  County  made  Returne  to  the 
Clerk  of  this  Board  of  the  Praecept  he  had  to  apprehend  M^ 
lohn  Cood  Sen'  M'  Gerrard  Slye  M'  Rob*  Mason  M'  Philip 
Clark  &c*  viz* 

That  by  Virtue  thereof  he  had  taken  the  Body  of  M'  Ger- 
rard Sly  of  S*  Marys  County  &  M'  Sam*  Cooksey  but  that  as 
to  M'  John  Cood  he  was  fled  M'  Philip  Clark  Absconded  & 
M'  Robert  Mason  was  languishing 

And  his  Excellency  the  Governor  being  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Council  made  acquainted  therewith  and  that  Lieu*  CoH**  Low 
had  brought  M'  Gerrard  Sly  to  town  together  with  M' 
Cooksey

M'  Samuel  Cooksey  being  brought  before  his  Exd**^  who 
was  informed  of  his  the  said  Cookseys  with  Sly  Cood  Mason 
&  Clark  &  that  he  had  been  privy  to  several  of  their  Cabals 
&  Combinations  against  this  Governm*  M'  Richard  Beard 
high  Sheriff  of  Ann  Arundell  County  is  Ordered  to  take  the 
said  Cooksey  into  his  Custody  &  to  keep  Seperate  from  the 
said  Sly 
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Lib.  X  M'  Hugh  Ellis  M'  Tho  Hatton  loseph  Jessip  Will"  Howell 
P-  65  lohn  lackson  D'  Francis  Greenfield  George  Cusack  &  Thomas 
Hudson  being  brought  before  his  Excellency  the  Governor, 
are  told  that  forasmuch  as  he  Understood  they  had  been 
knowing  and  would  discover  some  what  of  the  Undue  & 
illegal  Practices  of  M'  Gerrard  Sly  M'  John  Good  Sen'M'  Rob- 
ert  Mason  &  M'  Philip  Glark  &  others  their  Associates,  they 
are  now  required  to  give  their  Depositions  to  the  truth  the 
whole  truth  &  nothing  but  the  Truth  of  what  they  knew  or 
have  heard  of  or  from  the  said  M'  Sly  M'  Good  M^  Mason  & 
M'  Glark  in  relation  to  this  his  Majestys  Government  or  his 
Excellency  the  Gov'  thereof 

His  Excellency  is  pleased  to  ask  D'  Francis  Greenfield  if  a 
lay  Brother  or  one  so  reputed  did  not  come  into  the  Country 
in  the  Ship  Gerard  along  with  M'  Gerrard  Sly  who  says  that 
a  Person  so  reputed  did  Come  in  the  said  Ship 

George  Cusack  being  asked  the  same  question  saith  one 
M'  Doyne  a  Lay  Brother  whom  the  Ships  Crew  did  Mistrust 
so  to  be,  did  come  in,  in  that  Ship 

The  said  Persons  were  Ordered  to  withdraw  &  to  write 
down  their  Several  Depositions  what  they  had  to  say  in  this 
matter 

Major  lohn  Hammond  &  Captain  Richard  Hill  being  sent 
for  came  as  likewise  M'  Robert  Gouldsborough  to  his  Maj- 
estys Councill  at  Law 

Then  came  M'  William  Taylard  &  M'  William  Harpam  of 
S*  Marys  County  before  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
p.  66  M'  William  Taylard  being  asked  to  give  Acco^  what  he 
knows  Concerning  the  ill  Designs  &  Practices  of  M'  Gerrard 
Sly  M' John  Good  Sen'  M'  Philip  Clark  &  M'  Robert  Mason 
&  others  their  Associates  &  Abettors  Saith  that  he  hath  been 
often  in  their  Company  and  that  they  had  Contrived  Several 
Villanous  &  Scandalous  Articles  against  his  Excellency  Francis 
Nicholson  Esq'  his  Majestys  present  Governor  of  this  Province 
in  which  they  had  alledged  that  his  Excellency  had  Caused 
M'  Denton  late  Clerk  of  the  Council  Deceased  to  be  putt  out 
of  the  way  for  that  the  said  M'  Denton  was  a  Material  Evi- 
dence  for  his  Majesty  against  him  that  his  Excellency  had 
promised  Twenty  pounds  towards  building  a  popish  Chaple 
in  the  Port  of  Annapolis  that  his  Excellency  when  he  was  in 
New  England  Emptied  a  Bottle  of  wine  into  *****& 
drank  it  of  &  several  other  Scurrillous  Reflections  then  used 
&  that  upon  their  Going  to  Make  an  Article  of  the  Clause  last 
mentioned  some  of  the  Company  said  that  was  too  bold  & 
did  not  think  fit  to  have  it  Incerted 

M'  Taylard  Says  that  he  hath  Seen  Father  Hunter  &  several 
of  the  Romanists  very  frequent  at  M'  Slys  house  as  also  one 
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M'  Rowland  whom  he  took  to  be  a  Papist  but  does  verily  Lib.  x. 
believe  him  to  be  a  great  lacobite  M'  Taylard  Says  that  M' 
Cood  said  Tho  Tench  Esq'  who  is  one  of  his  Majestys  honble 
Council  did  hold  Correspondency  with  him  &  always  gave  him 
an  Acco^  of  what  was  done  in  Council  until  such  time  as  the 
said  Esq'  Tench  was  Admitted  to  his  Excellency  favour  &  to 
Sit  in  Council 

Then  Came  the  honble  CoH**  Henry  lowles  Chancel' 

M'  Thomas  Hatton  of  S*  Marys  County  appearing  at  the  p.  67 
Board  saith  that  he  is  Employed  by  M'  Rob*  Mason  late  Sheriff 
of  S*  Marys  County  to  receive  Tol**  for  him  &  that  by  the  said 
Masons  Order  he  hath  paid  several  Quantitys  of  Tobacco  to 
M'  Sly  upon  the  said  Masons  Acco*  of  which  he  has  the  Acco^ 
by  him  Ordered  that  Colonel  Low  Secure  the  said  Acco**  and 
send  them  to  Annapolis 

It  being  offered  that  M'  Sly  had  alledged  that  he  wanted  to 
have  some  Depositions  against  his  Exc"*^  taken  in  this  Gov- 
ernment &  was  refused  the  said  M'  Sly  is  called  in  &  being 
asked  says  he  Carried  M'  Phil^  Clark  before  CoH**  lohn  Courts 
one  of  his  Majestys  honble  Council  &  refused  to  take  his 
Deposition  &  that  the  said  Clark  was  ready  to  Swear  to  eight 
of  the  Articles  against  his  Excellency 

Thereupon  his  Excellency  is  pleased  to  acquaint  M'  Sly  that 
if  he  or  any  others  have  any  thing  to  swear  Against  him  they 
may  come  up  to  the  next  Provincial  Court  &  the  lustices  of 
that  Court  will  take  their  Depositions  in  the  face  of  the  whole 
Countrey  for  which  his  Excellency  will  Give  his  Order  &  that 
they  may  bring  their  Evidences  upon  whose  Refusal  or  Denial 
to  Come,  his  Excellency  will  Order  them  to  be  Summoned,  & 
that  hfe  does  hereby  order  a  Copy  which  is  given  the  said 
Sly  the  Clk  of  his  Maj"^  honble  Council  &  the  Several  Clerks 
of  any  the  Courts  within  this  Province  to  give  them  any 
Copies  of  Records  Gratis  which  the  said  Sly  or  others  shall 
require  in  order  to  prove  the  Articles  by  them  preferred  against 
him 

Then  was  read  to  the  said  Sly  a  Clause  in  his  Excellencys 
Letter  to  the  right  Honble  the  Lord  Godolphin  relating  to 
him  &  an  other  Clause  in  his  Excellencys  Letter  to  M'  Secry 
Vernon 

M'  Sly  Offers  as  to  the  Articles  against  his  Excellency  he 
was  desired  to  prefer  them  that  his  Excellency  might  be  Sen-

Then  Came  King  Panquas  &  Armaulauquan  two  Indians 
appointed  to  speak  for  the  Nanticokes  &  Complain  that  the 
honble  CoH^  Charles  Hutchins,  Nea  Covington  lohn  Hans  & 
Christopher  Nutter  have  each  of  them  a  Plantation  seated 
upon  their  Lands  att  Nanticoke  and  desire  that  they  may  be 
forewarned  of  them 

His  Excellency  asked  them  if  they  had  Complained  to  the 
Indian  Magistrates  who  say  they  did  but  that  Thomas  Enals  & 
Tho  Hicks  took  no  Notice  of  them 

His  Excellency  tells  them  he  is  sorry  they  have  given  them- 
selves this  trouble  but  what  they  now  say  will  be  writ  to  Major 
p.  80  Ennals  &  M'  Hicks  who  will  be  Directed  to  settle  this  matter 
which  if  they  cannot  they  are  to  draw  out  &  state  the  matter 
to  his  Excellency  &  his  Majestys  honble  Council  at  the  next 
Provincial  Court  where  it  will  be  then  Considered 

The  said  Indians  are  warned  not  to  take  any  Notice  of  that 
Felton  that  calls  himself  Emperor  of  Nanticoke  for  that  he  is

Cambridge  with  Five  of  his  great  men,  says  that  he  is  Com- 
lain  to  his  Exc"^  about  his  Land  upon  which  Major  Taylor 
Henry  Thomas,  M'  J<^n  Anderson  and  three  more  hiaive 
Plantations 
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His  Excellency  is  pleased  to  ask  the  Indians  if  the  Land  be  ub.  x 
run  out  according  to  Ordinance  of  Assembly  &  they  say  that 
it  is  not 

The  said  Indians  are  advised  as  long  as  the  Rogues  the 
Piscattoways  are  out  always  to  take  passes  that  they  may  be 
known  &  more  freely  Suffered  to  pass  And  repass 

His  Excellency  tells  them  that  as  long  as  they  behave  them- 
selves well  they  will  be  friendly  looked  upon  &  Protected  by 
this  Government  that  he  could  have  the  Emperor  of  Piscatto- 
way  &  his  Indians  knocked  in  the  head  but  that  he  lets  them 
alone  to  be  sick  &  Starve  in  the  Mountains  &  now  they  are 
coming  in  again 

The  Choptank  Indians  say  that  one  William  Drawer  by 
Chance  snapping  of  a  Gun  Shott  one  of  their  Women  which 
is  dead  the  Indians  say  that  about  one  hundred  men  of  them  p-  ^^

The  said  Gentlemen  make  Answer  that  for  the  following 
reasons  that  they  had  met  with  great  difficulty  and  have  not 
been  able  to  effect  any  thing  therein 

First  that  there  are  so  few  Clerks  that  they  been  much  to 
seek  where  to  find  persons  fitting  to  transcribe  the  said  Laws 

Secondly  that  all  Persons  Employed  as  Clerks  to  write  any 
publick  Business  have  been  so  much  discouraged  &  so  slend- 
erly rewarded  by  the  late  Assemblys  that  no  such  Persons 
were  to  be  had  who  would  write  upon  the  Credit  of  being  paid 
by  the  Assembly. 

And  thirdly  they  know  not  how  to  have  such  Clerks  accom- 
modated when  in  Town

lohn  Cood  is  absconded  &  fled  out  of  this  Province  &  the

I  hope  in  God  that  long  before  this  the  honourable  S'  ITio: 
Laurence  B'*  his  Majestys  Secretary  of  this  Province,  hath 
waited  upon  yo'  Lord**  &  p'sented  to  you  the  Journals  and 
publick  papers  &c.  with  a  letter  of  the  28'**  of  May  last,  w^**  I 
did  my  self  the  honour  of  writing  to  yo'  Lordp*  as  allso  that 
w'**  yo'  leave  he  hath  given  yo'  Lordp*  a  justand  full  account 
of  all  the  affairs  concerning  this  his  Majestys  Province;  as  allso 
of  the  neighboring  Governments  in  relation  to  this. 

I  am  humbly  to  beg  yo'  Lordp*  pardon,  that  the  Journals 
and  other  publick  Papers,  which  I  now  humbly  transmit  to  yo' 
Lordp*  are  not  written  upon  such  paper  as  yo'  Lordp*  sent:  for 
it  did  not  come  time  enough,  only  for  the  last  journal  of  Goun- 
cil ;  which  I  hope  is  according  to  yo'  Lordp*  directions:  and 
for  the  future  what  is  to  be  sent  to  yo'  Lord***  shall  be  written 
on  that  paper,  or  other  ruled  like  it  (for  I  have  given  and  sent 
Gopys  of  yo'  Lordp*  Directions  therein,  to  all  publick  officers) 
but  hope  we  shall  never  want  it,  because  I  have  sent  to  Engld. 
for  12  Ream. 
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I  am  likewise  to  beg  yo'  Lordp*  pardon  for  not  sending  p.  r.  o. 
yo'  Lordp*  the  journals,  publick  Papers  &c.  sooner.  But  M' 
Henry  Denton  dying  before  he  had  been  able  to  form  the 
journal  of  Council,  and  of  that  in  Assembly;  I  have  found  a 
great  deal  of  difficulty  in  compleating  them  from  his  Minutes. 
But  I  hope  they  are  as  truly  done,  as  if,  please  God,  he  had 
liv'd  &  finished  them.  Another  Reason,  is  the  great  scarcity 
of  good  Clarks;  (so  that  I  am  allmost  forced  to  make  accord- 
ing to  the  proverb  Bricks  without  straw)  only  M'  W"  Blaiden 
whome  I  have  found  the  most  capable  in  all  Respects,  I  have 
removed  from  being  Clark  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  to  that 
of  the  Council:  and  therefore  it  is,  that  he  now  signs  all  the 
Journals,  both  of  Council,  and  of  the  House  of  Delegates. 
And  N**  I.  is  an  Account  of  them,  and  of  the  laws  made  in 
March  last. 

I  have  at  last  had  the  good  Fortune  of  receiving  yo'  Lordp' 
Commands  in  the  Duplicat  of  yo'  Lordp*  Letter  of  the  2"**  of 
yber  last,  which  Col.  Robert  Quary  gave  me.  And  that  W^** 
yo''  Lordp*  sent  by  his  Majestys  Advice-Boat  the  Swift,  I  hear 
was  broken  open,  and  read  by  some  people  in  North  Carolina, 
and  afterwards  burnt.  And  I  suppose  his  Excy  S'  Edmund 
Andross  hath  given  yo'  Lordp*  a  full  Account  of  that  Affair. 
And  N*"  2  is  a  Copy  of  Cap*"  N.  Bostock  Commander  of  the 
sd.  vessel  his  Letter  about  her. 

With  humble  submission  to  yo'  Lordp'  I  think  it  absolutely 
necessary  for  his  Majestys  Service,  that  an  other  be  sent  with 
all  Expedicon.  For  besides  looking  after  illegal  Trade,  Priva- 
teers, &  Pyrates  here,  and  in  Pensylvania;  such  a  Force  will 
be  an  awe  upon  any  who  design  an  Insurrection  or  Disturb- 
ance; and  will  allso  be  one  way  to  prevent  seamen  from  running 
away,  and  being  refractory  and  mutinous  aboard  their  ships; 
by  changing  or  punishing  of  them  (For  I  have  had  several 
Complaints  about  these  things.  And  N**  3  is  a  Copy  of  a 
Peticon  signed  by  several  Comanders  of  ships  and  vessels;  as 
allso  of  my  Proclamacon  thereupon.  But  so  long  as  they  are 
countenanced  and  harbored  in  Pensylvania,  tis  impossible 
wholy  to  remedy  these  two  Evils;  because  the  seamen  can  so 
easily  get  thither,  both  from  Virginy  and  this  Province.)  As 
allso  to  assist  any  ship  or  vessel  that  shall  spring  a  leak,  or 
whose  Seamen  may  be  sick  of  a  seagoing:  both  which  have 
this  year  happened  to  some. 

When  it  pleaseth  God  that  any  of  these  four  Accidents 
happens  to  a  ship  or  vessel;  one  is  in  danger  of  having  her 
voyage  overthrown:  or  at  best,  very  much  retarded. 

I  have  observed  that  if  a  Ship  or  Vessel  can  but  (please 
God)  get  clear  of  Capes,  they  will  venture  with  a  few  hands. 
And  others,  thd  they  be  sickly  of  the  seasoning,  will  venture 
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p.  R.  o.  too,  rather  than  stay;  being  apprehensive  that  they  should  not 
recover,  if  they  stay  in  the  Country.  They  are  in  hopes  that 
being  at  Sea,  &  change  of  air  recovers  them;  which  I  think  it 
doth.  For  may  be  great  fears  &  hopes  operate  very  much 
upon  such  sort  of  people  in  point  of  heahh. 

I  hope  yo'  Lordp'  will  be  pleased  to  send  me  his  Matys 
Royal  Letter  dated  the  22"**  of  April  97.  requiring  my  punctual 
Care  in  all  things  relating  to  the  execution  of  the  Acts  for  the 
Plantacon-trade:  for  diere  was  no  Duplicats  of  it  with  yo' 
Lordp* 

According  to  yo'  Lordp'  CoMands  concerning  his  late  Ex- 
cellency Govern'  Copley's  Estate's  answering  to  his  Majestys 
the  4'**  part  of  the  i'  -p  H****  on  Tobacco,  which  he  ought  to 
have  imployed  in  Stores  of  war;  I  have  given  orders  to  his 
Matys  Atturney  gen''  to  revive  the  Prosecution  at  Law  ag"  the 
s^  Govern'  Copley's  Administrat. 

N""  4  is  an  abstract  (taken  out  of  the  journals  of  the  Council 
since  my  time)  concerning  Arms,  Ammunicon  &c.  which  I 
found  in  this  his  Matys  Province:  as  allso  what  I  have  sent  for, 
&  is  come  in  upon  the  Ace*  of  the  3"*  -p  H**"*  on  Tobacco;  & 
how  the  s^  Arms,  AmmunicSn  &c.  are  disposed  of,  ITie  several 
Collect",  Naval  Officers,  and  Receivers,  were  all  sworn  to  their 
Acc^  before  me,  and  his  Majestys  honourable  Council;  that  it 
might  appear  what  was  the  full  summe  thereof;  in  order  to 
have  it  appropriated  for  buying  Arms,  Ammunicon  &c.  accord- 
ing to  one  of  his  Majestys  Royal  Instructions  to  me. 

The  first  Account  thereof,  which  is  in  folio  23,  was  sent  by 
Captain  Peter  Paggan  Mer*"**  in  London.  And  the  last,  w*^**  is 
in  folio  42,  was  sent  by  one  M'  Isaac  Milner  by  order  of  the 
said  Paggan.  And  from  folio  44,  to  the  end,  are  Copys  of 
Letters  to  the  sd.  Paggan  and  Milner,  concerning  what  Arms, 
AMunicon  &c.  they  are  to  buy  and  send  in  by  the  next  ship- 
ping, w***  it  please  God,  shall  come  hither.  And  for  fear  there 
should  be  any  want  of  them  especially  of  the  powder,  I  sent 
my  own  Bills  for  250",  thd  I  had  not  red.  above  the  half  upon 
account  of  the  sd.  3** 

In  the  sd.  N*  4  are  orders  of  Council  concerning  the  Militia, 
which  I  think  dos  not  deserve  that  Name;  for  I  find  it  morally 
impossible  to  have  any  tolerable  one,  as  the  Act  is  now.  But 
I  intend  (God  willing)  to  try  the  Assembly  once  more  for  a 
new  Act. 

The  Reasons  why  I  have  not  given  particular  Commissions, 
are  because  I  can  not  find  men  enough,  that  are  qualifyed  for 
their  Loyalty,  Courage,  and  Diligence,  to  be  made  Officers. 
And  those  who  are  obliged  by  Law,  to  be  either,  Horse,  Foot, 
or  Dragoons,  and  to  have  Arms,  Ammunicon  &c.  of  their  own; 
can  not  amongst  them  all,  fully  equip  a  twentieth  part.     For 
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as  for  the  400  men  which  were  order'd  last  Fall  to  be  drawn  p.  r.  o. 
out  of  all  the  Militia  upon  the  Account  of  the  Indians,  and  to 
be  in  readiness  upon  all  extraordinary  occasions;  I  have  not  as 
yet  had  an  account  of  their  being  compleated  in  all  respects. 

And  with  humble  Submission  to  yo'  Lordp*  I  don't  think  it 
for  his  Majestys  Service  at  p'sent,  to  alter  the  method  that  I 
have  taken  concerning  the  Militia;  for  fear  that  if  they  have 
particular  Commissions  under  my  hand  &  seal,  they  may  make 
use  of  that  power  to  his  Majesty's  prejudice.  For  I  think 
some  have  endeavoured  to  raise  a  Rebellion;  or  at  least,  have 
made  very  great  disturbances:  The  account  of  w*"**  your 
Lordp'  may  please  to  see  by  the  Depositions  of  several 
Persons  upon  oath,  in  the  last  Journal  of  the  Council.  Some 
are  of  Opinion  that  my  Lord  Baltimore  will  have  his  Govern- 
ment again:  and  others  hope  so.  From  the  first  account  we 
had  of  the  likelyhood  of  a  Peace,  especially  when  the  happy 
News  thereof  came,  these  things  have  happened  here.  For 
some  were  very  willing  that  his  Majesty  should  deliver  them 
from  Popery  and  slavery,  and  protect  them  in  time  of  War: 
because  they  were  not  then  able  to  preserve  them  selves.  But, 
now  it  hath  pleased  God,  by  his  Majesty's  unimitable  Valour  & 
Conduct,  and  indefatigable  pains,  that  these  troubles  and  fears 
are  ceased;  they  are  not  satisfied  w'**  his  Majestys  Govern- 
ment; because  it  curbs  them  in  their  former  atheistical,  loose, 
and  vitious  way  of  living;  and  debars  them  of  their  Darling, 
illegal  trade. 

llie  Papists  joyne  with  them  as  doe  allso  the  Jacks,  both 
Jurors,  and  Hon's.  but  I  think  them  selves  may  be  esteemed 
such  sort  of  Jemmys:  and  I  suppose,  some  of  the  Quakers  too. 
If  my  Lord  Baltimore  should  have  this  Government  again,  they 
hope  (as  formerly)  these  things  would  be  suffered.  For  I 
suppose  my  Lord  must  comply  with  the  lesuits  in  the  point  of 
Religion;  who,  no  doubt,  will  take  more  vigorous  Resolucons, 
and  put  them  in  Action  for  the  promotion  of  their  damnable 
tenets.  And  I  believe  his  Lordp  will  consider  that  the  best, 
if  not  the  only  way  to  promote  his  temporal  Interest  here,  will 
be  not  to  disturb  them  in  their  illegal  trade,  or  other  ill  prac- 
tices: for  fear  that  if  they  can  not  injoy  them  under  his  Lordp* 
Government;  they  may  assume  it  to  them  selves:  which  will 
be  no  very  difficult  thing  for  them  to  doe:  except  his  Majesty 
will  be  pleased  to  protect  his  Lordp  but  whether  yt  be  advice- 
able  for  his  Majesty  so  to  do,  or  no,  your  Lordp*  are  very 
proper  Judges.  And  I  imagine  that  his  Lordp.  will  not  be 
against  their  being  easy  (as  they  call  it)  so  long  as  the  several 
Branches  of  his  Revenue  doe  but  increase,  and  are  well  payd. 

I  fancy  that  these  dissatisfyed  People  here,  design  to  have  a 
tryal  of  skill,  whether  they  can  by  their  own,  and  their  accom- 
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p.  R.  o.  plices,  ways,  and  means,  get  my  Lord  his  Government  again. 
And  I  think  they  would  either  be  Govern"  them  selves,  or 
have  such  an  one  as  they  might  rule.  For  I  have  observed 
that  the  people  in  these  parts  are  not  much  for  having  their 
Govern'  to  be  a  Native:  and  a  great  many  of  them  are  pre- 
tenders. But  whether  this  be  for  his  Matys.  Service,  or  the 
Interest  of  Eng*«  in  point  of  Trade  &c.  Yo'  Lordp*  can  very 
well  determine.  But  widi  humble  submission  to  yo'  Lordp*  I 
think  there  is  odds  on  Nature's  side,  that  they  will  much  rather 
act  to  the  Contrary. 

I  am  allmost  morally  assured,  that  when  it  pleaseth  God, 
there  shall  come  an  Account  that  his  Majesty  will  keep  the 
Government;  there  will  be  an  end  of  all  these  Desturbamces. 
In  the  Interim  I  hope  in  God,  that  as  I  have  hitherto  been 
able:  so  shall  continue  to  preserve  this  his  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment, according  to  his  Majestys  Royal  Commission  and 
Instructions,  &  yo'  Lordp'  maugre  all  its  Enimys,  both  pub- 
lick  &  private. 

With  humble  Submission  to  yo'  Lordp'  I  can  without 
vanity,  and  with  a  great  deal  of  truth  affirm,  that  I  have  had 
a  continual  very  troublesome  and  chargeable  Government  in 
all  Respects.  For  I  don't  look  upon  any  thing  I  have  done; 
but  as  it  was  my  bounden  Duty  to  his  Majesty:  and  am 
heartily  sorry  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  doe  more  for  his 
Majestys  Service:  but  I'm  sure  the  reason  is  not  for  want  of  a 
willing  heart. 

By  S'  Thomas  Laurence  I  sent  yo'  Lordp*  as  exact  an 
Account  as  I  could  then  get  of  all  the  Moneys  given  for  pub- 
lick  uses;  and  how  the  same  has  been  from  time  to  time 
expended  &  layd  out.  And  I  hope  Y'  Lordp'  will  pardon  me, 
that  you  had  not  them  before,  nor  then  so  complete;  having 
very  few  proper  and  useful  Tools  to  work  w***  all:  For  I  am 
not  only  to  give  Orders  to  the  several  officers,  both  principal 
and  inferiour;  but  to  see  them  execute  them;  and  may  be,  give 
them  directions  therein.  And  I  hope  that  no  other  of  his 
Matys  Governours  are  under  the  like  unhappy  Circumstances. 
But  N*"  5  is  George  Plater  Esq'  &c.  his  Account,  which  is 
more  full  than  that  which  I  sent  yo'  Lordp*  by  S'  Thomas. 
And  N*  6  is  George  Muschamp  Esq'  his  Account  &c.  And 
for  the  future  (God  willing)  yo'  Lordp*  shall  have  them  con- 
stantly sent,  &  in  ruled  paper,  according  to  yo'  Lordp*  Orders; 
having  given  them  directions  for  so  doing. 

I  humbly  beg  leave  to  observe  to  y'  Lordp*  that  the  several 
Suins  in  the  Accounts,  which  were  pd.  to  me,  were  for  having 
payd  the  same  by  a  few  bills  of  Exchange;  which  are  repayed 
in  several  small  ones:  and  that  I  was  out  of  my  money  some 
time,  that  I  had  not  the  least  Interest;  but  some  charge  and 
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trouble  about  it:  And  that  since  I  had  the  honour  to  serve  p.  r.  o. 
his  Maty  in  that  Stacon,  I  never  received  any  Tobaccos  or 
money  as  a  p'sent  from  the  Country.  And  they  have  only 
allowed  me  Ninety  six  pounds  ten  shillings  for  the  Rent  of  a 
House,  since  I  came  into  this  Province.  And  since  I  came  to 
this  place,  which  is  now  about  3  years  &  ^.  the  Country  hath 
been  at  no  charge  for  a  Council-Chamber;  which  they  were 
annually  at  before.  For  the  Council  hath  allways  met  in  my 
House:  And  yo'  Lordp*  know  very  well  that  his  Matys 
Govern'  of  Virginy  hath  150***  p  Annu  for  House-Rent:  And 
the  Country  pays  25***  p  Annu  for  a  Council-Chamber.  The 
peace,  I  hope,  hath  made  an  End  of  o'  assisting  N.  York:  But 
if  it  please  God,  I  should  be  called  upon  by  his  Excy  the  Earl 
of  Bellamont;  yo'  Lordp*  Commands  therein  shall  be  obeyed 

What  yo'  Lordp*  are  pleased  to  write  concerning  the  Bound- 
arys  between  this  Province  and  Pensylvania  being  layd  out: 
I  have  not  been  able  to  perform  yo'  Lordp*  Commands  therein; 
by  reason  that  the  Order  of  Council  of  the  1 3th  of  9ber.  85. 
made  in  the  late  King  James  his  time,  was  not  with  yo'  Lordp* 
Duplicat:  neither  M'  Pen  his  letter  to  Col.  Markham:  For  I 
suppose  they  underwent  the  fiery  tryal  in  North-Carolina. 

I  have  heard  that  my  Lord  Baltemore  was  tricked  by  M'  Pen 
about  that  order  of  Council:  For,  according  to  my  Lord* 
Patent,  the  Boundary s  of  Maryland  are  beyond  that  line. 
Whether  yo'  Lordp*  will  be  pleased  to  examine  further  into 
that  Affair,  is  not  for  me  the  least  to  dispute. 

N**  7  are  Copys  of  several  Letters,  and  other  papers,  w***  I 
red  from  Col.  Robert  Quarry,  as  allso  one  from  M'  Moore, 
with  a  Copy  of  my  Commission  for  appointing  Judge,  Advo- 
cate, Martial,  &  Register  in  this  province,  Pensylvaniaj  &  West- 
Jersey.  But  with  submission  to  yo'  Lordp*  I  think  that  the 
Court  of  Admiralty,  which  his  Majesty  hath  ordered  to  be 
established  in  Pensylvania,  will  be  of  no  Use,  if  the  Act  which 
was  passed  lately  there,  is  to  be  of  any  Force.  And  N**  8.  is  a 
Copy  thereof,  with  some  Querys  which  I  have  p'sumed  to  put 
to  it:  as  allso  his  Majestys  Atturney  gen'*  and  Council  at  Law, 
their  Report  upon  the  Last  Query;  with  the  Opinion  of  some 
of  his  Majestys  Council  and  Provincial  Justices  thereupon. 

The  Form  of  the  sd  Law  (but  I  think  it  doth  not  deserve  so 
sacred  a  Name)  seems  to  me  to  be  somewhat  extraordinary; 
for  I  don't  find  that  it  is  enacted  by  any  Body;  nor  words  to 
that  Effect:  But  there  is  a  great  pretence  of  securing  his 
Majestys  Interest;  especially  concerning  Tobaccos,  which  I  am 
glad  to  find  they  own:  and  that  there  may  be  such  a  thing  as 
illegal  Trade  in  that  Province.  But  this  with  humble  Submis- 
sion to  y'  Lordps  as  allso  it  seems  to  me  that  by  the  wording 
of  that  Instrument,  no  law  made  in  Engld.  should  be  of  force 
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p.  R.  o.  there,  tho  the  Plantacons  were  named  in  it  (and  may  be  they 
are  of  opinion,  that  because  they  have  pretended  to  add  new 
Penaltyes  to  the  Acts  for  Trade  &c.  made  in  Engld.  their  so 
doing  may  be  as  the  Grass  to  hide  their  Snake:  but  I  think  it 
is  one  with  Rattles,  by  which  he  is  easily  discovered,  and  then 
as  easily  destroyed)  unless  they  gave  a  sanction  to  it  by  way 
of  Friendly  Caution  to  their  spirituallized  Brethren. 

And  1  have  observed  that  a  great  many  People  in  all  these 
Provinces  and  Colonies,  especially  in  those  under  proprietors; 
and  the  two  others  of  Connecticot,  and  Rhode-Island,  think 
that  no  Law  of  Engld.  ought  to  be  in  force,  and  binding  to 
them;  without  their  own  consent  For  they  foolishly  say,  they 
have  no  Representatives  sent  from  them  selves  to  the  Parlia- 
ments in  Engld.  And  they  look  upon  all  laws  made  in  Engld. 
that  put  any  Restraint  upon  them,  to  be  great  hardships.  I 
will  endeavor  to  get  all  the  Laws,  Ordinances,  and  Proclam- 
acons  of  Pensylvania,  and  West-Jersey,  in  order  to  send  them 
to  yo'  Lordi*  but  I  fear  it  will  be  a  difficult  thing  to  obtain  them 
if  they  know  they  are  for  strangers:  especially  for  me:  for  M' 
Pen  writes  that  M'  Moor's  and  Cap*"  Snead's  corresponding 
with  me,  is  villanous  in  them  and  not  well  in  me.  All  the 
publick  Correspondence  that  1  have  had  with  them  concerning 
illegal  trade,  Pyrats,  Privateers  &c.  I  have  sent  accounts  of, 
and  copys  of  their  letters  to  yo'  Lord**  and  I  think  it  my  duty 
so  to  doe,  till  I  have  yo'  LordP*  Commands  to  the  Contrary. 
And  I  intend  to  keep  Copys  of  them:  because  I  think  I  ought 
to  have  them  by  reason  that  his  Majesty  hath  impowered  me, 
upon  Vacancys,  to  appoint  a  Judge  &c.  allso  to  see  whether 
any  of  these  things  concern  his  Majestys  Interest  in  general, 
and  this  his  Province  in  particular. 

With  Submission  to  yo'  Lord**  if  this  Pensylvanian  Law 
should  be  in  force  there,  it  would  be  an  example  for  the  other 
Proprietor's  Governments  to  make  such  an  one:  And  upon  the 
like  Occasions,  they  may  enact  others  as  repugnant  to  the 
Laws  of  Engld. 

And  I  humbly  beg  leave  of  yo'  Lord^^to  make  this  proposal, 
vizt.  that  all  Governours  in  these  parts  of  the  World;  whether 
they  have  his  Majestys  Royal  Commission,  or  Proprietors;  or 
be  elected  by  the  People,  as  in  Connecticot,  &  Rhode-Island, 
be  obliged  to  give  good  security  for  the  due  performance  of 
the  Trust  reposed  in  them  especially  for  the  due  observance 
of  the  Oaths  which  they  are  obliged  to  take,  made  in  the  7'*" 
&  8'*"  years  of  his  Matys  Reign  for  p'venting  Frauds  &c.  and 
that  they  take  no  Rewards  directly,  or  indirectly,  from  any 
Pyrats,  or  Privateers:  and  that  they  neither  incourage,  harbour, 
or  protect  them,  but  will,  to  the  utmost  of  their  powers,  use  all 
lawfull  means  to  have  them  apprehended  Secured;  in  order  to 
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have  them  punished  according  to  law:  and  that  they  be  obliged  p.  r.  o. 
to  take  an  oath  to  this  effect,  concerning  Pyrats  and  Privateers, 
under  the  same  penal  tyes  as  the  Acts  of  Parliament  about  illegal 
Trade  &c.  have  provided:  in  case  the  Govern'  refused  to  take 
the  oath;  or  break  it  afterwards.  For  it  may  so  happen,  that 
some  Governours  may  get  more  by  illegal  Trade,  Pyrats,  and 
Privateers,  than  their  Governments  are  worth:  or,  as  the  Com- 
mon  saying  is,  make  their  Fortunes  at  once;  when  they  shall 
use  such  ways  &  means. 

When  our  Assembly  meets,  I  shall  lay  before  them  yo' 
Lordp*  Letter  of  the  21"  of  March  last,  as  allso  the  Act  for 
restraining  and  punishing  Privateers  and  Pyrats  in  hisMajestys 
Island  of  Jamaica.  And  according  to  his  Majestys  Royal 
Command  Signifyed  to  me  by  yo'  Lordp*  I  will  use  the 
utmost  of  my  Endeavo'  with  o'  Assembly,  to  pass  such  an  Act 
here. 

I  am  heartily  sorry  that  yo'  Lordp'  have  so  just  an  occasion 
to  write  about  the  Laws  of  this  his  Majesty  Province  being  in 
such  Counfusion.  But  I  doe  assure  your  Lordp'  that  I  have 
several  times  proposed  to  the  House  of  Delegates,  that  they 
would  get  some  proper  person  or  persons  to  revise  their 
Laws,  and  draw  them  up  better,  both  Stile,  Form  &  Method: 
but  this  they  would  not  doe,  (for  I  suppose  they  had  the 
Change  of  Government  in  their  heads:  and  this  would  cost 
money,  and  they  get  none  of  it)  thd  I  am  very  sensible  they  are 
deficient  in  them  all.  They  once  appointed  a  Committee  to 
doe  something  of  this  Nature  in  the  Interval  of  Assembly:  but 
never  met:  &  if  they  had,  I  don't  see  that  they  could  have 
done  much:  for  we  have  not  men  qualifyed  for  such  an  under- 
taking. 

But,  according  to  yo'  Lordp*  Commands,  I  have  imployed  3 
of  the  best  Clarks,  and  all  I  could  get;  and  they  are  now 
Copying  out,  (upon  that  paper  which  yo'  Lordp*  were  pleased 
to  send)  all  the  Laws  w^  were  passed  both  in  Govern'  Cop- 
leys, &  in  my  time.  And  I  hope  to  have  the  Body  of  Laws 
finished  within  a  moneth;  for  I  attend  them  daly.  Then  they 
shall  (God  willing)  according  to  yo'  Lordp^  directions,  be  sent 
to  you.  And  I  have  allso  for  these  two  last  fears,  refused  to 
revive  their  temporary  Laws  that  were  enacted  before. 

But  with  humble  Submission  to  yo'  Lordp'  at  first  I  found 
it  absolutely  necessary  for  his  Majestys  Service,  to  revive  some 
of  them.  So  I  hope  yo'  Lordp'  will  be  pleased  to  pardon  me, 
and  what  I  have  done  herein,  should  not  at  p'sent  be  agreeable 
to  yo'  Lordp^  Comands.  And  what  others  yo'  Lordp'  may  be 
pleas'd  to  send,  shall  be  punctually  obeyed  by  me. 

I  send  to  yo'  Lordp*  by  Sir  Tho:  Lawrence  the  original  Lists 
of  Taxables,  with  a  distinction  of  Freemen,  Servants,  Negroes, 
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p.  R.  o.  with  their  Religions;  but  finding  that  they  were  very  imperfect, 
have  given  new  Orders  about  it,  as  allso  about  the  sherriffs 
returns  relating  to  those  Persons  that  are  imploy'd  in  places 
of  Trust,  contrary  to  the  Intent  of  the  Act  for  preventing 
Frauds  &c.  and  likewise  for  a  more  perfect  return  concerning 
the  number  of  sea- faring  men,  ships,  and  vessels.  But  they 
never  having  been  us'd  to  such  Returns ;  &  most  of  the  Offi- 
cers either  so  very  negligent,  or  not  capable;  are  the  reasons 
that  I  have  not  been  yet  able  to  send  them  to  yo'  Lordp* 

I  hope  that  their  Hon"  the  Commissioners  of  his  Majestys 
customs,  will  doe  something  concerning  the  Assemblys  Ad- 
dress to  his  Majesty  for  the  remission  of  Forfeits  upon  Navi- 
gacon-Bonds.  And  then  I  shall  be  sure  (as  yo'  Lordp* 
please  to  write  (that  you  will  take  all  due  care  of  it,  when  yt 
comes  before  yo'  Lordp*  (God  willing)  I  intend  to  send  to 
them  by  one  of  the  next  ships;  which  I  suppose,  will  be  within 
a  few  days,  a  Copy  of  the  Pensylvanian  Act,  as  allso  Copys 
of  Col.  Quarys  Letters;  For  the  Col  told  me  they  had  spoken 
to  him  to  give  them  an  Account  about  the  Admiralty  &c. 

According  to  yo'  Lordp*  Commands  to  me,  I  shall  exert  all 
the  power  I  have  in  the  redressing  of  that  evil  of  taking  up 
too  large  tracts  of  Land,  more  than  the  Grantees  are  able  to 
cultivate.  But  the  soyl  in  this  Province,  being  my  Lord  Balti- 
more's, I  find  my  self  invested  with  no  power  from  his  Majesty 
concerning  it  But  I  shall  lay  it  before  the  Assembly,  and 
endeavour  by  some  Act,  or  Ordinance  in  some  measure  to 
redress  that  Grievance.  But  as  for  preventing  it  in  Virginy; 
I  think  it  may  be  easily  done  for  the  future.  When  I  had  the 
honour  to  serve  his  Majesty  as  Lieftenant  Govern'  there,  his 
Matys  Royal  Instructions  to  the  late  Lord  Effingham  then 
chief  Governour,  which  bore  date  the  9*''  day  of  S'**'  as  were 
sent  to  me;  one  of  which  is,  vizt.  ''And  whereas  we  have 
••  been  informed  that  the  Grant  of  o'  Royal  Grandfather  of 
*•  blessed  memory  heretofore  made  to  that  our  Colony,  to 
"  exempt  the  Planters  from  paying  Quit-rents  for  the  first  seven 
"  years,  did  turn  to  the  great  prejudice  of  that  o'  Colony,  and 
•*  that  many  took  occasion  thereby  to  take  and  create  to  them 
"  solves  a  title  to  such  quantitys  of  land,  which  they  never 
"  intended  to  (or  in  truth  could)  occupy  or  cultivate;  but  thereby 
*•  only  kept  out  others  who  would  have  planted  and  manured 
*'the  same:  And  the  late  King  Charles  the  2"**  of  blessed 
"  memory,  having  therefore  by  his  Instructions  given  to  S'  W" 
*•  Berkley,  revoked  all  such  Grants^  as  contrary  to  the  Intention 
"  of  o'  Royal  Grandfather,  and  to  the  good  of  our  Subjects 
"  there:  We  doe  likewise  give  the  same  Directions  to  you;  that 
**if  any  such  Grants  should  still  be  insisted  on,  the  same  be 
'*  looked  on,  and  taken  to  be  voyd  and  of  none  effect:  and  you 
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'*are  likewise  to  restrain  the  unlimited  Practice  of  taking  up  p.  R.o. 
**more  land,  than  can  reasonably  be  cultivated;  and  to  regulate 
"  all  abuses  therein." 

And  this  Instruction  I  had  published  in  the  Provincial  Court, 
and  recorded  there  (for  whoever  peticons  for  land,  must  doe  it 
there)  and  refused  granting  of  patents  to  them  who  I  found 
were  not  qualifyed  to  take  up  land  according  to  it.  And  if 
any  haVe  taken  up  land  contrary  to  the  Tenour  of  this  Instruc- 
tion, (which  no  doubt,  most  of  the  great  tracts  in  Virginy  have 
been)  quaere  whether  or  no  his  Matys  Attorney  gen'*  there 
may  not  prosecute  them.  But  with  submission  to  yo'Lordp*  I 
think  that  his  Matys  Atturney,  and  Solicitor  gen'*  in  Eng*** 
should  give  their  opinion  thereupon:  for  alass,  few  or  none 
that  practice  as  Lawyers  in  these  parts,  know  much,  if  any 
thing  of  the  matter.  When  I  was  in  Virginy,  I  have  heard 
that  it  had  been  a  common  practice  for  persons  who  would 
take  up  land,  according  to  the  Condicons  of  Plantacons,  vizt. 
50  acres  for  every  person  imported;  that  they  could  buy  Rights 
(as  they  call'd  them)  from  the  dark  of  the  Secretarys  Office. 
Sometimes  he  purchaced  them  of  those  who  were  really  im- 
ported; and  other  times  would  set  down  persons  Names  of  his 
own  inventing:  and  sometimes  those  who  brought  names  to 
register  on  the  Account  of  the  50  acres  p  head,  would  doc  so 
too.  I  think  a  person  was  once  detected  for  pretending  to 
register  the  Names  of  the  chief  Gentlemen  in  Kent:  by  doing 
which  he  was  found  out:  the  dark  either  being  of  that  country, 
or  remembring  their  Names.  And  no  doubt  several  sudi 
Cheats  have  gon  undescover'd;  as  allso  that  those  persons  who 
have  been  really  imported,  their  Names  have  been  made  use 
of  several  times.  An  other  way,  I  humbly  conceive,  to  make 
those  who  hold  great  tracts  of  land,  quit  some  of  them,  will  be 
by  obliging  the  Audit'  either  by  himself,  or  some  other  person 
or  persons,  to  find  out  the  exact  Number  of  Acres  that  every 
person  holds:  &  make  those  who  have  pd.  for  less  than  they 
have,  to  pay  their  arrears:  which,  I  think,  by  Law,  they  ought 
to  doe:  and  then  no  doubt  some  of  them  will  be  forced  to  quit 
some  of  their  Land:  and  so  that  Branch  of  his  Majestys  Reve- 
new  about  the  Quit-rents  will  be  augmented.  For  the  auditor 
hath  seven  and  an  half  -p  cent,  for  taking  an  account  from 
each  respective  Sherriff  (who  hath  ten  -p  cent  for  receiving  the 
Quit-rents  in  Tobacco,  which  is  taken  at  i**  -p  pound;  and  every 
50  acres  is  to  pay  i*  yearly)  and  selling  the  Tobaccos  after- 
wards for  ready  money,  or  good  bills  of  Exchange.  When  I 
was  in  Virginy,  I  found  that  the  Quit-rents  were  sold  privately, 
and  the  major  part  of  them  bought  by  the  Counsellors:  But 
the  last  year  I  had  notice  given  in  in  the  Provincial  Court,  that 
any  person  who  would  give  most  for  them,  might  have  them. 
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p.  R.  o.  And  they  sold  that  year,  for  more  in  the  hundred,  than  they 
did  before:  and  I  suppose,  will  allwaysdoe  so,  when  so  exposed 
to  sail:  For  I  found  that  that  way  gave  great  satisfaction,  as 
the  other  did  the  contrary. 

When  I  transmit  to  yo'  Lordp*  the  Body  of  Laws  which  are 
now  transcribing  fair;  I  shall  endeavour  (according  to  yo' 
Lordp*  Commands)  to  send  yo'  Lordp*  the  Draught  of  one  for 
a  gen'*  pardon:  and  shall  likewise  observe  yo'  Lordp*  direc- 
tions concerning  the  pardon  for  the  two  Women  guilty  of 
Murder.  But  I  have  an  account  that  one  of  them  is  gotten 
away  from  Robert  Mason  late  Sherriff  of  S'  Marys  County. 

Being  yo'  Lordp*  think  it  not  fit  to  propose  to  his  Majesty 
the  establishment  of  any  new  Office  in  any  particular  place,  as 
that  of  Sollicitor  gen'*  here:  with  yo'  Lordp*  Consent  I  shall 
endeavour  to  make  M'  W"  Dent  some  sort  of  satisfaction  for 
what  services  (w***  have  been  very  many)  that  he  hath  done 
his  Majesty  in  that  Stacon.  For  he  hath  had  a  very  trouble- 
some time  of  it;  and  no  doubt  hath  lost  very  considerably  by 
his  practice.  But  I  dare  affirm,  that  had  not  he  been  imployd 
in  his  Matys  Law-Affairs;  they  would  have  suffered  very  much, 
both  tor  want  of  him,  and  of  his  being  on  the  contrary  side. 

Before  the  next  moneth  be  out,  I  expect  to  have  accounts 
from  every  County  what  number  of  persons  (please  God)  are 
dead  of  this  last  distemper:  which  I  judge  by  a  rough  Com- 
putacon,  are  betwixt  800  &  1000  persons:  but  now,  I  thank 
God,  the  distemper  is  quite  over. 

There  hath  been  imported  this  summer  about  four  hundred 
and  seventy  odd  Negros,  vizt  396  in  one  ship  directly  from 
Guiny.  50  from  Virginy,  which  came  thither  in  a  ship  from 
Guiny.  20  from  Pensylvania,  which  came  thither  from  Bar- 
badoes:  a  few  others  from  other  places.  And  by  the  middle 
of  the  next  moneth,  I  hope  to  have  the  certain  Number  of 
Servants  imported;  which  by  such  an  other  Computacon,  may 
be  about  6  or  700.  whereof  most  part  are  Irish.  Now,  if 
please  God,  there  should  next  year,  or  within  2  or  3  years  dye 
the  like  Number  of  Inhabitants;  and  there  should  be  imported 
as  many  Irish  and  Negros,  especially  of  the  first,  who  are 
most,  if  not  all.  Papists;  it  may  be  of  very  dangerous  con- 
sequense  to  this  his  Majestys  Province;  as  allso  to  that  of 
Virginy;  being  I  hear  they  are  under  all  the  same  Circum- 
stances. And  they  might  make  great  desturbances,  if  not  a 
Rebellion:  because  these  are  very  open  Countrys,  and  they 
may  have  easy  Comunication  with  one  an  other  near  the  Falls 
of  Potomock;  And  in  each  Province  they  can  doe  it  much 
easyer:  for  the  comon  practice  is  on  Saturday  nights,  and 
Sundays,  and  on  2  or  3  days  in  Christmas,  Easter,  &  Whitson- 
tide,  they  goe  and  see  one  an  other,  th6  at  30  or  40  miles 
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distance.  I  have  several  times  both  in  Virginy  and  here  met  p.  r.  o. 
Negros  both  single,  and  six  or  7  in  Company  in  the  night 
time.  The  major  part  of  the  Negros  speak  English:  and 
most  people  have  some  of  them  as  their  domestick  servants: 
&  the  better  sort  may  have  6  or  7  in  those  circumstances:  and 
may  be  not  above  one  English:  And  they  send  the  Negro  men 
and  Boys  about  the  Country,  when  they  have  Business;  and 
they  commonly  wait  on  them  to  all  publick  places:  So  that  by 
these  means  they  know  not  only  the  publick,  but  private 
Rodes  of  the  Country,  &  Circumstances  thereof.  And  as  for 
the  Irish  servants,  they  have  more  privileges:  and  I  don't 
know  but  they  may  confederate  with  the  Negros;  and  in  the 
summer  time  they  may  keep  out  in  the  Woods  about  the 
Frontiers,  which  are  very  thinly  inhabited.  But  a  great  many 
of  the  people's  Stocks  of  Cattel  &  Hogs  run  there,  which 
may  supply  them  with  Victuals:  In  which  parts  there  are  are 
a  great  many  Swamps  that  they  may  fortify;  and  it  will  be 
very  difficult  and  dangerous  to  come  at,  &  force  them  out. 

And  if  it  please  God  these  things  should  happen,  even  the 
subduing  of  them  would  be  a  very  great  charge  and  loss  to 
the  Country  in  gen**  and  to  their  Masters  in  particular  I 
have  put  the  House  of  Delegates  in  mind  of  these  things,  and 
shall  again  at  their  meeting  the  20***  of  October  next,  remind 
them  of  them  in  order  to  have  some  Law  made  for  the 
restraining  of  servants  and  Negros  going  and  rambling  so 
abrode 

It's  generally  supposed  that  there  will  be  left  both  in  Vir- 
giny and  here.  Goods  enough  to  purchace,  and  Ships  to  carry 
away  half  the  next  Crops  of  Tobaccos. 

Here  hath  lately  happened  very  great  Rains,  which  will 
probably  drown  some  quantitys  of  the  Tobaccos;  especially  in 
the  low  Lands;  (and  the  half  of  our  Eastern  shore  is  so)  as 
allso  spoil  some  of  the  ripe  and  forward:  but  the  greater  part 
of  it  is  latter  Tobacco.  So  that  unless  please  God,  there 
should  be  seasonable  weather  for  above  a  moneth;  there 
will  be  but  indifferent  Crops  made  in  this  Province. 

By  the  best  accounts  which  I  can  get,  all  the  English  Pro- 
vinces here,  on  the  Continent,  have  been  allso  overstocked 
with  ships  and  goods  from  Engld.  so  that  in  some  places 
they  sell  their  Goods  for  less  than  they  cost  them  in  Eng*** 
Both  in  Virginy,  and  here,  they  are  very  cheap,  and  Tobaccos 
pretty  dear:  and  some  ships  go  at  very  low  Fraight:  So  I 
shall  not  p'sume  to  trouble  yo' Lordp*  as  formerly,  about  hav- 
ing the  Merchants  send  a  quantity  of  Ships  and  Goods  to 
supply  the  Market  &c. 

I  hope  that  I  shall  have  yo'  Lordp*  Pardon,  if  I  observe  that 
M'  Pen's  chief  insinuating  Reason,  That  the  ten  p  Cent  laid 
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p.  R.  o.  on  Goods  here,  hinder'd  the  Importacon  of  English  Goods  into 
Pcnsylvania,  now  appears  (like  some  of  his  others)  to  be  none 
at  all  And  for  his  saying  that  *tis  a  partial  Law;  I  hope  that 
what  is  in  N**  9  being  a  Copy  of  an  Act  of  Assembly,  and  a 
minute  there  of,  will  satisfy  yo'  Lordp*  to  the  contrary:  And 
the  Act  for  ten  -p  Cent,  expires  next  May. 

Upon  Inquiry  I  find  that  the  English  Islands  in  the  West- 
Indies,  are  under  the  same  Circumstances  for  the  quantitys  of 
ships  &  Goods;  as  allso  that  where  ever  the  English  trade, 
suppose  they  have  overstocked  their  Markets.  Now,  if  it  be 
so,  I  think  my  Country  men  may  not  have  playd  the  politick 
part;  yet  they  have  shewed  how  vastly  rich  they  are,  w***  pray 
God  continue.  And  I  hope  that  will  be  publickly  taken  notice 
of,  especially  in  France;  that  after  so  long,  cloudy,  and  very 
expensive  a  War,  &  the  loss  of  so  many  Ships  and  Vessels, 
they  have  been  able  more  than  enough  to  furnish  all  parts 
with  such  great  quantitys  both  of  ships,  and  Goods:  so  that  I 
think  in  some  sort,  the  trade  of  this  year  in  respect  of  the 
War,  may  be  compared  to  the  great  fire  of  London,  and  the 
sudden  building  of  it  much  finer  than  ever  twas;  as  I  allso 
find  they  doe  their  Ships. 

In  reading  one  of  the  monethly  Mercurys,  I  was  very  sorry 
to  find  that  both  from  East  and  West  France  they  were 
designing  to  send  great  Settlements  to  the  River  of  Mescha- 
sipi.  For  having  lately  read  Hennapins  Travels  into  those 
pts.  I  find  that  if  they  settle  that  River,  that  and  the  River  of 
Canada  will  encompass  all  the  English  Dominions  here.  And 
if  please  God,  the  French  should  get  all  the  Indians  on  their 
sides,  or  have  force  enough  to  beat  or  over-aw  them  that  will 
not  joyn  with  them;  they  may  be  very  troublesom  to  all  our 
Frontier  plantacons  on  this  Continent.  For  upon  Inquiry  I 
had  an  Account  from  some  Chaovonon  Indians  whose  Country 
lies  to  the  south-west  of  South  Carolina,  &  a  Frenchman  that 
came  with  them,  and  was  with  Monsieur  de  la  Salle  that 
lourney  that  he  was  killed;  that  the  French  have  some  settle- 
ments West  Southerly  not  above  200  Miles  from  the  Falls  of 
Potomock.  One  of  the  chief  of  those  Indians  I  got  to  chalk 
out  the  way  to  those  Settlements,  &  so  to  the  River  Mascha- 
sipi,  to  the  parts  adjacent,  and  down  to  the  Bay  of  Mexico. 
I  had  one,  who  with  the  help  of  the  French  man,  made  a 
small  rude  draught  with  a  pen,  which  I  find  in  some  sort  to 
agree  with  Hennapins  Mapps.  And  I  find  that  in  pag:  250  of 
his  Book,  he  had  by  an  Indian,  a  Country  of  400  leagues 
described,  which  he  found  to  be  very  exact.  I  am  afraid  that 
now  please  God,  there  is  a  peace,  the  French  will  be  able  to 
doe  more  dammage  to  these  Countrys,  than  they  were  able  to 
doe  in  the  War.     If  they  can  not  be  prevented  from  selling  on 
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the  River  Maschasipi;  I  humbly  propose  that  Incouragement  p.  R.  o. 
may  be  given  to  the  Inhabitants  of  these  Countrys;  or  to  any 
in  Engld.  so  that  they  may  be  able  to  furnish  the  in-land 
Indians  with  such  quantitys  of  Goods,  and  so  cheap,  that  they 
may  get  the  Trade  from  the  French,  or  prevent  their  increac- 
ing  it,  and  if  possible,  make  settlements  amongst  the  Indians, 
as  the  French  doe,  and  build  Vessels  upon  their  Lakes. 

By  the  latter  end  of  the  next  moneth,  I  suppose  all  the 
ships  and  vessels,  w*=**  loade  this  years  Tobacco  here,  will  be 
sailed:  and  the  Receivers,  Collect",  and  Naval  Officers,  will 
be  able  to  make  up  all  their  Accounts,  and  conipleat  their  Lists 
of  ships  &c.  and  by  one  of  the  last  ships,  I  design,  (God  wil- 
ling) to  transmit  them  to  yo'  Lordp* 

In  the  lournal  of  the  Council  which  is  marked  (letter  F)  the 
latter  end  thereof,  are  copys  of  Letters,  and  other  papers  sent 
to  his  Excy  S'  Edm**  Andross  from  my  self,  and  his  Majestys 
Council  here,  about  Cood,  Slye,  Mason,  &  Clark ;  with  the 
hon"*  Col.  Edm**  Jennings  Deputy  Secretary  of  Virginy,  his 
letter  to  Lieftenant  Olleman,  with  a  Copy  of  S'  Ed"***  Warrant 
to  take  Cood,  with  his  Letter  of  luly  the  1 3th  in  answer  to 
what  was  written  to  his  Excellency  about  Cood,  Slye,  Mason, 
Clark  &C. 

With  humble  submission  to  yo'  Lordp*  if  such  persons  be 
suffered  to  live  in  a  neighboring  Province,  especially  one  under 
his  Majestys  immediate  Government,  and  when  desired  to  be 
sent  back  to  an  other  under  the  same  Circumstances,  in  order 
to  have  legal  tryals:  'twill  be  a  great  Incouragement  for  mutin- 
ous and  rebellious  Fellows.  And  the  Proprietor's  and  elective 
Governments,  will,  no  doubt,  make  use  of  this  as  a  p'sident 
for  doing  the  same  upon  the  like  occasions.  For  'twill  be  an 
extraordinary  thing  when  these  Governments  are  with  out  such 
sort  of  persons  as  Cood;  who,  I  think,  is  a  diminutive  Fergu- 
son, in  point  of  Government;  and  a  Hobbist,or  worse,  in  pomt 
of  Religion.  Slye  a  mimick  Goodman  for  Amours;  but  can 
not  get  him  self  out  of  Debt.  Mason  a  great  pretender  to 
honesty;  but  hath  cheated  and  oppressed  most  of  those  that 
lay  in  his  power  to  serve  so.  Clark  a  mighty  pretender  to 
Law,  especially  to  Magna  Charta;  For  he  was  one  of  the  great 
Incendiarys  in  the  house  of  Delegates:  especially  about  the 
last  Act  of  Religion  &c.  For  he  drew  it,  and  would  have 
that  clause  in,  alx)ut  the  libertys  and  propertys  of  the  Subject: 
tho  he  knew  that  his  Majesty  had  disapproved  the  former  ior 
having  such  a  clause.  From  working  at  the  Howe,  he  p'sumed 
to  take  upon  him  that  noble  Profession  of  the  Law.  And  in 
his  pleading  he  is  very  confident,  impudent,  and  balling.  And 
I  have  had  an  acc^  that  he  is  not  honest  to  his  Clients. 

That  which  I  most  humbly  beg  of  yo'  Lordp*  is,  that  if  these 
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p.  R.  o.  persons,  or  other  such  like  pretend  to  accuse  me  to  yo'  Lordp' 
they  may  be  obliged  to  sign  the  same,  &  give  security:  for 
Cood  and  Slye  ow  more  man  they  are  worth;  especially  the 
latter;  who  w^  much  shirking  keeps  out  of  JaiL  Mason  and 
Clark  have  very  inconsiderable  Estates:  So  that  when  I  have 
cleared  my  self,  which  I  hope  in  God,  to  doe  by  yo'  LpOrdp* 
permission;  I  may  have  my  Remedy  at  Law  agst.  them.  Its 
one  of  Goods  principles  that  Fling  a  great  deal  of  Dirt,  and 
some  will  stick:  and  its  not  to  be  doubted  but  they  agree  with 
him  therein. 

I  neither  pretend  to  be  infallible,  nor  wise  at  all  times;  for  I 
very  well  know  that  'tis  in  man  to  err,  &  none  lives  without 
faults:  but  I  dare  affirm  to  yo'  Lordp'  that  mine  are  of  die 
Understanding,  and  not  of  the  will:  especially  those  concern- 
ing this  his  most  sacred  Majestys  Government 

When  his  Majestys  Affairs  obliged  me  calling  the  Council, 
I  have  done  it:  but  several  times  have  not  been  able  to  get  3 
of  them  together:  So  finding  it  absolutely  necessary  for  his 
Majestys  Service;  I  have  called  to  my  Assistance  Majo'  John 
Hammond  who  lives  with  in  3  miles  of  this  place,  is  one  of 
the  Provincial  Justices,  and  one  of  the  Delegates  for  this 
County;  with  Cap^  Richard  Hill,  who  lives  just  by  the  town, 
&  is  allso  a  Provincial  Justice  and  Delegate:  and  sometimes 
M'  Thomas  Tasker  who  lives  from  hence  about  30  miles,  and 
is  one  of  the  Provincial  Justices  also.  If  I  had  not  called  these 
Gentlemen:  I  must  have  been  forced  either  to  have  left  his 
Majestys  Business  undone  for  want  of  3  of  the  Council;  or 
must  have  done  it  with  the  Assistance  only  of  one  or  two  of 
his  Majestys  Council. 

If  what  I  have  done  herein,  be  not  to  yo'  Lordp*  Satisfaction: 
yet  I  hope  yo'  Lordp*  will  be  pleased  to  grant  me  yo'  Pardon 
for  it,  as  an  intellectuall,  and  not  a  willfull  Error  as  allso  for 
this  very  long  letter:  &  that  yo'  Lordp*  will  be  pleased  to  give 
me  leave  to  assure  yo'  Lordp'  that  I  must  own  myself  to  I^

We  have  lately  received  by  the  hands  of  S'  Thomas 
Lawrence  your  Lre  of  the  28*^  of  May  together  with  the  pub- 
lick  papers  mentioned  in  the  Catalogues  there  inclosed.  We

Upon  reading  a  Memoriall  from  Col:  Nicholson  Governor  in 
Chief  of  Maryland  the  Lords  of  the  Comittee  agree  to  move 
His  Majesty  in  Council  that  directions  may  be  given  that  Col: 
Nicholson  with  his  servants  may  have  passage  to  this  Govern- 
ment at  Maryland  on  board  one  of  their  Maj^**  Frigates  now 
ready  to  saile  for  those  parts,  And  that  his  servants  may  be 
victualed  on  board  during  the  voyage  and  that  his  household 
goods  may  be  likewise  transported  thither. 

That  Directions  may  be  given  that  the  Gov'  of  the  Planta- 
tion's before  they  receive  there  dispatches  for  their  respective 
Governments  be  sworn  in  Councill  for  the  due  observation  of 
the  Acts  of  Trade  and  Navigation  as  has  been  usuall 
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p.  R.  o.  Mem:  Upon  laying  the  foregoeing  Minutes  of  the  Comittee 
before  the  King  in  Councill  His  Majesty  was  pleased  to  give 
Orders  accordingly. 


[Instructions  for  Gov.  Nicholson.] 
William  R. 

Instructions  for  our  Trusty  and  Welbeloved  Francis  Nichol- 
son Esq'  our  Captain  Generall  and  Governor  in  Chief  in  and 
over  our  Province  and  Territory  of  Maryland  in  America  and 
in  his  absence  to  the  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  of  our 
said  Province  for  the  time  being.  Given  at  our  Court  at 
Whitehall  this  eighth  day  of  March  1693.  ^^  the  sixth  year 
of  our  reign 

With  these  our  Instructions  you  will  receive  our  commission 
under  our  Great  Seal  of  England  constituting  you  our  Cap- 
tain Generall  and  Governor  in  Chief  in  and  over  our  Province 
and  Territory  of  Maryland  in  America  where  being  arrived 
you  are  forthwith  to  call  together  the  Members  of  our  Coun- 
cill for  that  our  Province  and  Territory  by  name  Sir  Thomas 
Lawrence  Barron*  Henry  lowles  George  Robotham  Nicholas 
Greenberry  Thomas  Tench  Charles  Hutchins  David  Browne 
John  Addison  John  Courts  Thomas  Brook  James  Frisby  and 
Edward  Randolph  Esq" 

At  which  Meeting  after  having  published  in  usuall  Manner 
our  said  commission  constituting  you  our  Captain  General 
and  Governor  in  Chief  of  our  said  Province  and  Territory  you 
shall  take  yourself,  And  also  administer  unto  each  of  the 
Members  of  our  said  Councill  the  Oaths  appointed  by  Act  of 
Parliament  to  be  taken  instead  of  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  and 
Supremacy  as  also  the  Test  and  the  Oaths  for  the  due  Execu- 
tion of  their  places  and  Trust 

You  are  to  communicate  unto  our  said  Councill  from  time 
to  time  such  and  so  many  of  our  Instructions  as  you  shall  find 
convenient  for  our  service  to  be  imparted  unto  them. 

Our  Will  and  Pleasure  is  that  the  Members  of  our  Councill 
shall  and  may  have  and  enjoy  freedome  of  diebate  and  votes 
in  all  things  to  be  debated  of  in  Councill. 

And  al^ough  by  our  Commission  aforesaid  we  have  thought 
fitt  to  advice  that  any  three  of  our  Councillors  make  a  Quorum 
It  is  nevertheless  our  Will  and  Pleasure  that  you  do  not  act 
with  a  Quorum  of  less  than  five  Members  unless  upon  extra- 
ordinary Emergencies. 

And  that  we  may  be  always  informed  of  the  names  and 
characters  of  persons  fitt  to  supply  the  vacancies  of  our  Coun- 
cill you  are  to  transmitt  unto    us  by  one  of  our  principall 
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Secretaries  of  State  and  to  the  Lords  of  our  Privy  Councill  p.  r.  o 
appointed  a  Committee  of  Trade  and  Plantations  with  all  con- 
venient speed,  The  names  and  characters  of  twelve  persons 
Inhabitants  of  our  said  province  whom  you  shall  esteem  the 
best  qualified  to  succeed  in  that  trust  and  so  from  time  to  time 
when  any  of  them  shall  dye  depart  out  of  our  said  Province 
or  become  otherwise  unfitt  you  are  to  nominate  so  many  other 
persons  to  Us  in  their  stead 

And  in  the  choice  and  nomination  of  the  Members  of  our 
said  Councill  as  also  of  the  principall  Officers  Judges  Assist- 
ants Justices  and  Sheriffs  you  are  always  to  take  care  that 
they  be  Men  of  Estate  and  ability  and  not  neccessitous  people 
ormuch  in  debt  and  that  they  be  persons  well  affected  to  our 
Government 

You  are  not  to  suspend  the  Members  of  our  Councill  with- 
out good  and  sufficient  cause  and  in  case  of  suspension  of  any 
of  them  you  are  forthwith  to  transmitt  unto  Us  as  aforesaid 
and  to  our  Committee  for  Trade  and  Plantations  your  reasons 
for  so  doing  together  with  the  charges  and  proofs  against  the 
said  persons  and  their  answers  thereunto. 

You  are  from  time  to  time  to  send  unto  Us  and  to  our  said 
Committee  the  names  and  Qualities  of  any  Members  by  you 
put  into  our  said  Councill  by  the  first  conveniency  after  your 
so  doing. 

You  are  to  transmitt  Authentick  Copies  under  the  Publick 
Seal  of  all  Lands  Statutes  and  Ordinances  now  in  force  or 
which  at  any  time  shall  be  made  and  enacted  within  our  said 
Province  unto  Us  and  our  Committee  for  Trade  and  Forreign 
Plantation  within  three  months  or  by  the  first  opportunity  after 
their  being  Enacted  together  with  Duplicates  thereof  by  the 
next  Conveyance  upon  pain  of  our  highest  displeasure  and 
the  forfeiture  of  that  years  Salary  wherein  you  shall  at  any 
time  or  upon  any  pretence  whatsoever  omitt  to  send  over  the 
said  Laws  and  Ordinances  as  aforesaid  within  the  time  above 
limitted. 

And  you  shall  reduce  the  Salary  of  the  Members  of  the 
Assembly  to  such  a  moderate  Proportion  as  may  be  no  Griev- 
ance to  the  Country  wherein  nevertheless  you  are  to  use  your 
discretion  so  as  no  inconveniency  may  arise  thereby. 

You  are  to  take  care  that  no  Mans  life  Member  Freehold 
or  Goods  be  taken  away  or  harmed  in  our  said  Province  but 
by  established  and  known  Laws  not  repugnant  to  but  as  much 
as  may  be  agreeable  to  the  Laws  of  our  Kingdoiiie  of  England. 

You  shall  administer  or  cause  to  be  administered  the  Oaths 
appointed  by  Act  of  Parliament  to  be  taken  instead  of  the 
Oaths  of  Allegiance  and  Supremacy  as  also  the  Test  unto  the 
Members  and   Officers  of  our   Councill  and  Assembly  All 
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p.  o.  R.  Judges  and  Justices  and  all  other  persons  that  hold  any  office 
in  our  said  Province  by  vertue  of  any  patent  under  our  Great 
Seal  of  England  or  the  Publick  Seal  of  Maryland. 

And  that  it  may  be  the  better  understood  what  Acts  and 
Laws  are  in  Force  in  our  Province  of  Maryland  you  are  with 
the  assistance  of  our  Council  to  take  care  that  all  Laws  now 
in  Force  be  revised  and  considered  and  if  there  be  any  thing 
either  in  the  matter  or  stile  of  them  which  may  be  retrenchtor 
altered  you  are  to  represent  the  same  unto  us  with  your 
opinion  touching  the  said  Laws  now  in  force  (whereof  you  are 
to  send  a  compleat  Body  unto  Us)  with  such  alterations  as 
you  shall  think  requisite  to  the  end  our  approbation  or  dis- 
allowance may  be  signified  thereupon. 

You  shall  take  care  that  the  Members  of  the  Assembly  be 
elected  only  by  Freeholders  as  being  most  agreeable  to  the 
custome  of  England  to  which  you  are  as  near  as  may  be  to 
conform  yourself. 

And  you  are  to  permitt  a  Liberty  of  conscience  to  all  persons 
so  they  be  contented  with  a  quiet  and  peaceable  enjoyment  of 
it  not  giving  offence  or  scandall  to  the  Government. 

You  are  not  to  pass  any  Act  or  Order  within  that  our  Pro- 
vince  in  any  case  for  levying  money  and  inflicting  Fines  and 
Penalties  whereby  the  same  shall  not  be  reserved  to  us  for  the 
Publick  uses  as  by  the  said  Act  or  Order  shall  be  directed 
And  we  do  particularly  require  and  command  that  no  money 
or  value  of  money  whatsoever  be  given  or  granted  by  any  act 
or  Order  of  Assembly  to  any  Governor  Lieutenant  Governor 
or  Commander  in  Chief  of  our  said  Province  which  shall  not 
according  to  the  stile  of  Acts  of  Parliament  in  England  be 
mentioned  to  be  given  and  granted  unto  Us  with  the  humble 
desire  of  such  Assembly  that  the  same  be  applyed  to  the  use 
and  behoof  of  such  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  if  we 
shall  think  fitt  or  if  we  shall  not  approve  of  such  gift  or 
application  that  the  said  money  or  value  of  money  be  then 
applyed  and  disposed  of  to  such  other  uses  as  in  the  said  Act 
or  Order  shall  be  mentioned  and  that  from  the  time  the  same 
shall  be  raised  it  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  Receiver  or 
Receivers  of  that  our  Province  until  our  Royall  Pleasure  shall 
be  known  therein. 

And  whereas  we  are  willing  in  the  best  manner  to  provide 
for  the  support  of  our  Government  in  Maryland  by  setding  a 
Part  sufficient  allowance  to  such  as  shall  be  our  Lieutenant 
Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  being  within 
the  same  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  therefore  is  that  when  it 
shall  happen  that  you  shall  be  absent  from  our  said  Province 
one  full  moyety  of  the  Salary  and  all  perquisites  and  Emolu- 
ments whatsoever  which  should  otherwise  become  due  unto

you  during  the  time  of  your  absence  shall  be  paid  and  satisfied  p.  r.  o. 
unto  such  Lieut;  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  who  shall 
be  resident  upon  the  place  for  the  time  being  which  we  do 
hereby  order  and  alott  unto  him  for  his  better  maintenance 
and  for  the  support  of  the  Dignity  of  that  our  Government. 

Our  Will  and  Pleasure  is  that  all  Public  Monies  raised  or  to 
be  raised  within  our  said  province  and  Territory  of  Maryland 
for  the  use  and  support  of  the  Government  there  be  issued 
out  by  Warrant  from  you  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Councill  and  not  otherwise 

And  Whereas  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  Assembly  in  Mary- 
land the  thirteenth  day  of  April  1679.  An  Impost  is  by  the 
said  Act  appropriated  for  the  use  and  support  of  the  Govern- 
ment Our  Will  and  Pleasure  is  That  towards  your  maintenance 
in  the  Government  of  our  said  Province  you  take  to  your  own 
use  three  fourth  parts  of  the  said  moyety  of  the  Impost  of  two 
shillings  p  Hogshead  of  Tobacco  appropriated  as  aforemen- 
tioned by  the  said  Act  and  you  are  to  take  especiall  care  that 
according  to  the  Intention  of  the  said  Act  the  remaining  fourth 
part  of  the  Moyety  of  the  said  Impost  be  duly  applyed  towards 
the  maintaining  a  constant  Magazine  with  Arms  and  Ammu- 
nition for  the  defence  of  our  said  Province. 

And  that  an  Exact  Accompt  be  made  up  of  what  has  been 
received  of  the  said  Impost  since  the  Meeting  of  the  late  Con- 
vention in  Maryland  untill  the  time  of  your  arrival  in  our  said 
Province  and  that  the  same  be  transmitted  unto  our  Committee 
of  Trade  and  Plantations  and  Commissioners  of  our  Treasury 
for  our  Information. 

And  you  are  further  to  recommend  to  the  Assembly  in  our 
Name  the  raising  of  such  other  supplies  from  time  to  time  as 
may  be  sufficient  for  the  better  support  of  you  our  Governor 
in  Chief  for  the  time  being  and  for  defraying  the  necessary 
charges  of  the  Government. 

You  are  to  permitt  the  Lord  Baltemore  by  his  Agents  or 
Officers  appointed  by  him  to  collect  and  receive  the  other 
Moyety  of  the  said  Impost  of  two  shillings  p  hogshead 
together  with  the  duty  of  fourteen  pence  p  Tun  upon  shipping 
trading  to  Maryland  for  his  own  use  as  Proprietary  of  our  said 
Province. 

And  you  are  not  in  any  wise  yourself  or  any  other  by  your 
Order  to  intermeddle  with  the  said  Moyety  of  the  said  Impost 
of  two  shillings  p  hogshead  or  the  said  duty  of  fourteen  pence 
p  Tun  But  to  permitt  the  same  to  be  collected  and  received 
by  the  Lord  Baltemore  or  his  Agent  as  aforesaid  without  any 
hindrance  or  Molestation  whatsoever. 

You  are  from  time  to  time  to  permitt  the  Assembly  to  view 
and  examine  the  accompt  of  Money  or  value  of  Money  dis- 
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p.  R.  o.  posed  of  by  virtue  of  such  Laws  as  are  now  in  force  or  shall 
be  passed  by  them  which  you  are  to  signify  unto  them  as 
occasion  shall  serve. 

Our  express  Will  and  Pleasure  is  that  all  Laws  whatsoever 
for  the  good  Government  and  support  of  our  said  Province 
be  made  indeffinite  and  without  limitation  of  time  except  the 
same  be  for  a  Temporary  End  and  which  shall  expire  and  have 
its  full  Effect  within  a  certain  time. 

And  therefore  you  shall  not  enact  any  Law  which  shall  be 
once  enacted  by  you  except  upon  very  urgent  occasions  but 
in  no  case  more  than  once  without  our  express  consent 

You  shall  not  remitt  any  Fines  or  Forfeitures  whatsoever 
above  the  sum  of  Ten  Pounds  before  or  after  sentence  given 
nor  dispose  of  any  Escheats  Fines  or  Forfeitures  untill  you 
upon  signifying  unto  our  Committee  of  Trade  and  Plantations 
and  to  the  Commissioners  of  our  Treasury  or  our  High  Treas- 
urer for  the  time  being  the  nature  of  the  offence  or  occasion 
of  such  Fines  Forfeitures  or  Escheats  with  the  particular 
sums  you  shall  have  received  Our  Directions  therein.  But 
you  may  in  the  meantime  suspend  the  payment  of  the  said 
Fines  and  Forfeitures. 

You  shall  not  permitt  any  act  or  Order  to  pass  within  our 
said  Province  whereby  the  Price  or  Value  of  current  money 
within  your  Government  may  be  altered  without  our  par- 
ticular leave  or  direction  therein. 

And  you  are  particularly  not  to  pass  any  Law  or  do  any  Act 
by  Grant  Settlement  or  otherwise  whereby  our  Revenue  may 
be  lessened  or  impaired  without  our  especial  leave  or  com- 
mands therein. 

You  are  to  require  the  Secretary  of  our  Province  or  his 
Deputy  for  the  time  being  to  provide  Transcripts  of  all  such 
Acts  and  Publick  Orders  as  shall  be  made  from  time  to  time 
together  with  a  Copy  of  the  Journall  of  the  Councill  to  the  end 
the  same  may  be  transmitted  unto  us  as  above  directed  which 
he  is  duly  to  perform  upon  pain  of  incurring  the  forfeiture  of 
his  Place. 

You  shall  not  displace  any  of  the  Judges  Justices  Sheriffs  or 
other  Officers  or  Ministers  within  our  said  Province  without 
good  and  sufficient  cause  to  be  signified  to  us  and  the  Lords 
of  the  Committee  of  Trade  and  Plantations  nor  shall  you 
execute  yourself  or  by  Deputy  any  of  the  officers  nor  suffer 
any  person  to  execute  more  offices  than  one  by  Deputy. 

You  shall  not  erect  any  Court  or  Office  of  Judicature  not 
before  erected  or  established  without  our  especiall  Order  and 
you  are  to  transmitt  unto  us  with  all  convenient  speed  a  par- 
ticular account  of  all  Establishments  of  Jurisdictions  Courts 
Offices  and  Officers  Powers  Authorities  Fees  and  Priviledgcs 
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granted  or  settled  within  our  said  Province  to  the  end  you  p.  r.  o. 
may  receive  our  especiall  directions  therein. 

You  shall  likewise  take  especiall  care  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  our  said  Councill  to  regulate  all  Salaries  and  Fees 
belonging  to  Places  or  paid  upon  Emergencies  that  they  be 
within  the  bounds  of  moderation  and  that  no  action  be  made 
upon  any  occasion  whatsoever. 

And  that  God  Almighty  may  be  the  more  inclined  to  bestow 
his  Blessing  upon  us  and  you  in  the  Welfare  and  Improvement 
of  that  our  Province  you  shall  take  especiall  care  that  he  be 
devoutly  and  duly  served  within  your  Government  the  Book 
of  Common  Prayer  as  it  is  now  established  read  Sunday  and 
Holy  day  and  the  Blessed  Sacrament  administered  according 
to  the  Rights  of  the  Church  of  England  you  shall  take  care 
that  the  Churches  already  built  there  shall  be  well  and  orderly 
kept  and  more  built  as  the  Colony  shall  by  Gods  Blessing  be 
improved  and  that  besides  a  competent  maintenance  to  be 
assigned  to  the  Minister  of  each  Church  a  Conven*  house  be 
built  at  the  common  charge  for  each  Minister  you  are  not  to 
preferr  any  Minister  to  any  Ecclesiasticall  Benefice  in  that  our 
Province  without  a  Certificate  from  the  Right  Reverend  the 
Bishop  of  London  of  his  being  conformable  to  the  doctrine 
and  Dicipline  of  the  Church  of  England  and  of  a  good  life 
and  conversation.  And  if  any  person  already  preferred  shall 
appear  to  you  to  give  Scandall  either  by  his  doctrine  or  man- 
ner you  are  to  use  the  best  means  for  the  Removal  of  him 
and  to  supply  the  Vacancy  in  such  manner  as  we  have  directed 
and  you  are  to  give  order  forthwith  if  the  same  be  not  already 
done  that  every  Orthodox  Minister  within  your  Government 
be  one  of  the  Vestry  in  his  respective  Parish  and  that  no 
Vestry  be  held  without  him  except  in  case  of  sickness  or  that 
after  notice  of  a  Vestry  summoned  he  absent  himself  and  you 
are  to  enquire  whether  there  be  any  Minister  within  your 
Government  who  preaches  and  administers  the  Sacrament  in 
any  Orthodox  Church  or  Chappell  without  being  in  due 
orders  whereof  you  are  to  give  an  account  to  the  said  Bishop 
of  London. 

And  to  the  end  the  Ecclesiasticall  Jurisdiction  of  the  said 
Bishop  of  London  may  take  place  in  our  Province  as  far  as 
conveniently  may  be  We  do  think  fit  that  you  give  all  coun- 
tenance and  encouragement  in  the  exercise  of  the  same 
excepting  only  the  collating  to  Benefices  Granting  Lycences 
for  Marriage  and  probate  of  Wills  which  we  have  reserved  to 
you  our  Governor  or  the  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time 
being. 

You  are  to  take  care  that  a  Table  of  Marriages  established 
by  the  Church  of  England  be  hung  up  in  every  Orthodox 
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p,  lu  o.  Church  and  duly  observed  and  to  endeavour  to  get  a  Law  If 
the  same  be  not  already  passed  in  the  Assembly  for  the  strict 
observation  of  the  said  Tables. 

You  are  to  take  care  that  Drunkeness  and  Debauchery 
swearing  and  Blasphemy  be  severely  punished  and  that  none 
be  admitted  to  Public  Trust  and  Employment  whose  ill  fame 
and  conversation  may  bring  Scandall  thereupon. 

You  shall  take  care  that  all  Planters  and  Christian  servants 
be  well  and  fitly  provided  with  Arms  and  that  they  be  listed 
under  Officers  and  when  and  as  often  as  you  shall  think  fit 
mustered  and  trained  whereby  they  may  be  in  a  better 
readiness  for  the  defence  of  our  said  Colony  under  your 
Government 

You  are  to  take  especiall  care  that  neither  the  frequency 
nor  unreasonableness  of  remote  marches,  musters  &  trainings 
be  an  unnecessary  impediment  to  the  affairs  of  the  Planters. 

And  you  shall  not  upon  any  occasion  whatsoever  establish 
or  put  in  execution  any  Article  of  Warr  or  other  Law  Martiall 
upon  any  of  our  subjects  inhabitants  of  our  said  Province 
without  the  advice  and  consent  of  our  Councill  of  Maryland. 

And  for  the  greater  security  of  that  our  Province  you  are  to 
appoint  fit  Officers  and  Commanders  in  the  severall  parts  of 
the  Country  bordering  upon  the  Indians,  who  upon  any  in- 
vasion may  raise  men  and  armes  to  oppose  them  untill  they 
shall  receive  your  directions  therein. 

In  case  of  distress  of  any  of  our  Plantations  you  shall  upon 
application  of  the  respective  Governors  to  you,  assist  them 
with  what  aid  the  condition  and  safety  of  your  Government 
will  permit. 

You  shall  cause  a  Survey  to  be  taken  of  all  the  consid- 
erable landing  places  &  Harbours  in  Our  said  Province  and 
with  the  advice  of  Our  Councill  erect  in  any  of  them  such 
Fortification  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  security  and  advan- 
tage of  Our  Province  w**  shall  be  done  at  the  publick  Charge 
of  the  Country  not  doubting  of  the  chearful  concurrence  of 
the  Inhabitants  thereunto  from  the  common  security  and  bene- 
fit they  will  receive  thereby. 

You  shall  take  an  Inventory  of  all  arms  amunition  and 
Stores  remaining  in  any  of  Our  Magazines  or  Garisons  in 
Our  said  Province  and  send  an  account  of  them  yearly  to  us 
by  one  of  Our  principall  Secretaries  of  State,  and  to  Our 
Comittee  for  Trade  and  Plantations 

You  are  to  take  special  care  that  fit  Store  Houses  be  setled 
throughout  Our  Province  for  receiving  and  keeping  of  Arms, 
Amunition  and  other  Publick  Stores. 

That  we  may  be  the  better  informed  of  the  Trade  of  Our 
said  Province  you  are  to  take  care  that  due  Entrys  be  made 
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in  all  Ports  of  all  Goods  and  Comodities  imported  from  thence,  p.  r.  o. 
and  from  and  to  what  places  they  come  and  go,  and  that  a 
yearly  account  thereof  be  transmitted  by  you  unto  Us  by  one 
of  Our  principal  Secretaries  of  State  and  to  Our  Committee 
for  Trade  and  Plantations. 

You  are  to  take  especial  care  that  all  Tobaccos  shipt  in 
Maryland  from  what  part  soever  they  come  that  they  pay 
Maryland  dutys. 

And  whereas  great  losses  have  been  susteined  by  Our  Sub- 
jects  trading  to  Our  Plantations  in  America  by  ships  sailing 
from  those  parts  without  Convoy  or  in  company  with  other 
ships  whereof  they  might  be  protected  from  their  enemies, 
by  which  meanes  many  of  them  have  been  taken  by  the  French 
in  their  return  to  England.  To  the  end  therefore  that  the 
ships  of  Our  subjects  may  be  better  secured  in  their  return 
home.  Our  will  and  pleasure  is  and  we  do  hereby  strictly 
charge  and  require  you  to  take  care  that  during  this  time  of 
war,  no  ships  trading  to  that  Province  be  permitted  to  come 
from  Maryland  to  England  but  in  Fleets  or  under  the  Convoy 
and  protection  of  some  of  our  ships  of  war  or  at  such  time 
as  you  shall  receive  notice  from  hence  of  their  meeting  such 
convoy  as  may  be  appointed  for  the  bringing  them  safe  to 
some  of  Our  Ports  in  this  Kingdome,  and  in  case  of  any 
danger,  you  are  to  expect  directions  from  hence,  what  precau- 
tions shall  be  necessary  for  their  security. 

You  are  to  suppress  the  ingrosing  of  Commodities  and  to 
settle  such  Orders  and  regulations  therein  with  the  advice  of 
Our  Councill  as  may  be  most  acceptable  to  the  Inhabitants. 

You  are  to  give  all  due  encouragement  and  invitation  to 
merchants  and  others  who  shall  bring  Trade  unto  Our  said 
Province  or  anyways  contribute  to  their  advantages  in  par- 
ticular to  the  Royal  African  Company.  And  you  are  to  take 
care  that  there  be  no  trading  from  Maryland  to  any  place  in 
Affrica  within  the  Charter  of  the  Royal  African  Company  and 
you  are  not  to  suffer  any  ships  to  be  sent  thither  without  their 
leave  or  authority. 

You  are  carefully  to  observe  all  the  Articles  contained  in 
the  Treaty  for  composing  of  differences  and  the  establishing 
of  Peace  in  America  concluded  at  Madrid  the  8/18*^  day  of 
July  1670  with  the  Crown  of  Spain. 

And  in  case  any  private  injury  or  damage  shall  be  offered 
or  done  to  any  of  Our  Subjects  in  those  parts,  by  any  of  the 
subjects  of  the  King  of  Spain,  or  of  any  other  Prince  or  State 
in  amity  with  us,  you  shall  take  care  to  give  Us  an  Account 
with  all  convenient  speed  by  one  of  Our  principall  Secretaries 
of  State,  and  to  Our  Comittee  for  Trade  and  Plantations,  and 
not  to  permitt  or  encourage  repairations  to  be  sought  in  any 
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p.  R.  o.  other  way  than  what  is  directed  and  agreed  in  the  said  Articles 
.  of  Madrid  and  other  Treaties,  And  you  are  particularly  not  to 
grant  Comissions  of  Warr  or  Reprizalls  against  any  Prince  or 
State  or  their  Subjects  in  amity  with  Us,  to  any  person  what- 
soever without  our  speciall  command. 

You  are  not  to  admitt  or  allow  of  any  Appeals  whatsoever 
to  be  made  from  the  Governor  and  Councill  unto  the  Assem- 
bly. But  whereas  we  judge  it  absolutely  necessary  that  all 
Our  subjects  may  have  li^rty  to  appeale  unto  Us  in  cases 
that  may  deserve  the  same  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  is  that  if 
either  party  shall  not  rest  satisfied  with  the  judgement  or  sen- 
tence of  Our  Governor  or  the  Comander  in  Chief  and  Coun- 
cill, they  may  then  appeal  unto  Us  in  Our  Privy  Councill  Pro- 
vided the  matter  in  difference  exceed  the  real  value  or  summe 
of  ;^30o  sterling  and  that  such  appeal  be  made  within  one 
fortnight  after  sentence  and  security  first  given  by  the  Appel- 
lant, to  answer  such  charges  as  shall  be  awarded,  in  case  the 
sentence  of  Our  Governor  or  Comander  in  Chief  and  Coun- 
cill in  Maryland  be  confirmed.  Provided  also  that  execution 
be  not  suspended  by  reason  of  any  such  appeal  be  too  fre- 
quendy  and  for  too  small  a  value  brought  unto  Our  Governor 
and  Cfouncill.  You  shall  therefore  with  the  advice  of  the 
Councill  propose  a  Law  to  be  passed  wherein  the  method  and 
limitation  of  Appeals  unto  Our  Gov'  and  Councill  may  be 
setded  &  restrained  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  found  most 
convenient  and  easy  to  Our  Subjects  in  Maryland. 

And  whereas  Richard  Rawstone  late  Deputy  Collector  of 
the  Eastern  shore  in  Our  Province  of  Maryland  has  repre- 
sented by  his  Petition  to  Us  that  having  seized  two  vessels 
which  had  made  no  Entry  they  were  unjusdy  extorted  from 
him  by  means  of  Henry  Darnell  &  Nicholas  Seawell,  two  of 
the  Judges  there,  and  the  Pef  was  imprisoned  to  his  very 
great  damage  &  impoverishm^  and  therefore  humbly  praying 
that  all  Records  against  him  since  the  year  1685  may  be  pro- 
duced and  that  he  may  be  reheard  thereupon  in  the  Provincial 
Court  and  in  Talbot  County  Court  within  Our  said  Province 
and  that  he  may  have  liberty  to  prosecute  the  said  Seawell 
and  Darnell  for  the  losses  and  damages  susteined  by  the  Pet' 
in  this  behalfe  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  is  that  all  actions  and 
records  against  the  Petitioner  in  Maryland  since  the  year  1685 
be  produced  and  that  he  be  reheard  according  to  the  Petition- 
ers' request  thereupon,  and  that  the  Pet'  have  liberty  to  prose- 
cute the  said  Seawell  and  Darnell  for  the  losses  and  damages 
he  has  susteined  in  this  behalfe. 

You  shall  endeavour  to  get  a  Law  passed  for  the  restrain- 
ing of  inhumane  severities  which  by  ill  masters  and  Overseers 
may  be  used  towards  their  Christian  servants  or  slaves,  and 
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that  provision  be  made  therein,  that  the  wilfull  Killing  of  In-  p.  r.  o. 
dians  &  Negroes  may  be  punished  with  death,  &  that  a  fit 
penalty  be  imposed  for  the  maiming  of  them. 

You  are  also  with  the  assistance  of  Our  Councill  and  As- 
sembly to  find  out  the  best  means  to  facilitate  and  encourage 
the  conversion  of  negroes  and  Indians  to  the  Christian 
religion. 

You  are  to  recommend  to  Our  Councill  and  Assembly  the 
raising  of  a  Stock  &  building  publick  Workhouses  in  con- 
venient places  for  the  employing  of  poor  and  indigent  people. 

And  forasmuch  as  great  inconvenience  may  arise  by  the 
liberty  of  printing  within  Our  Province  of  Maryland,  you  are 
to  provide  by  all  necessary  Orders  that  noe  person  use  any 
Press  for  printing  upon  any  occasion  whatsoever  without  your 
special  Lycence  nrst  obteined. 

Lastly  if  any  thing  shall  happen  that  may  be  of  advantage 
or  security  to  Our  said  Province  which  is  not  herein  or  by  Our 
Commission  provided  for  We  do  hereby  authorize  and  direct 
you  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  Our  Councill  to  take  Order 
for  the  present  therein  Giving  Us  by  one  of  Our  principall 
Secretaries  of  State  and  the  Lords  of  Our  Privy  Councill 
appointed  a  Committee  for  Trade  and  foreign  Plantations 
speedy  notice  thereof  and  of  all  your  proceedings  and  the 
condition  of  affairs  within  your  Govern*  for  Our  mformation 
and  directions.  Provided  always  that  you  do  not  by  colour  of 
any  power  or  authority  hereby  given  you,  comence  or  dedare 
warr  without  Our  Knowledge  and  command  therein,  except  it 
be  against  Indians  upon  emergencies,  wherein  the  consent  of 
Our  Councill  shall  be  had  and  speedy  notice  thereof  given 
unto  Us.

York  with  Answers  to  the  same  upon  his  Excell*^  first  arrival 
into  this  Province  which  being  before  omitted  to  be  sent  with 
the  Journalls  among  the  other  Proceedings  are  now  fby  Ord') 
drawn  forth  of  the  Councill  Book  to  be  transmitted  for 
England  and  run  in  these  following  words  Viz* 

New  York  24***  September  1694. 
Sir, 

I  did  expect  to  hear  of  your  arrivall  to  your  Government 
but  imbraced  the  present  opportunity  to  wish  you  much  joy. 
Your  Councill  can  inform  you  how  matters  are  between 
Maryland  and  New  York  the  Accounts  and  protested  Bills 
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p.  R.  o.  for  Four  hundred  and  fifty  three  pounds  Ster"  were  sent  to 
them  in  the  last  from  S*^  Thomas  Lawrence  he  did  excuse  the 
non  payment  of  that  money  at  that  time  the  Revenue  being 
indebted  and  promised  care  should  be  taken  in  the  next 
Assembly  which  I  believe  is  now  effected  by  your  conduct  I 
have  sent  you  a  Copy  of  my  Treaty  with  the  five  Nations  of 
Indians  whereby  you  will  preceive  how  they  are  apprehensive 
of  the  inequality  of  their  burthen  of  the  Warr  and  have  patcht 
up  a  Peace  with  Canada  which  I  was  obliged  to  acquiese  with 
not  being  in  a  condition  to  make  Warr  upon  them  it  will  be 
much  the  concern  of  Maryland  as  well  as  of  other  Provinces 
that  the  Indians  be  kept  stedfast  to  the  English  and  the  Fron- 
tiers of  this  Province  better  secured  were  there  sufficient 
Force  to  justify  all  our  Posts  this  had  not  gone  so  farr  and  I 
doubt  not  yet  to  reclaim  them  I  have  proposed  a  new  scheme 
of  a  joynt  assistance  which  is  inclosed  the  like  is  sent  to  Sir 
Edmund  Andros  so  desire  you  will  consider  of  it — Count 
Frontiniack  is  at  Mount  Royall  with  considerable  Forces  hath 
some  design,  I  have  sent  to  discover  his  motion  and  give  you 
a  Copy  of  the  Intelligence.

passing  betwixt  the  two  Governm**  to  be  likewise  laid  before 
the  House;  an  answer  whereto  the  inclosed  paper  is  a  copy 
the  Gent°  of  the  Councill  agreeing  and  assenting  to  the  same. 

The  other  inclosed  paper  is  copy  of  the  Councills  reasons 
why  the  Forraigne  Indians  w*'**  came  into  this  Governm*  about 
two  years  agoe  with  intent  to  settle  should  not  be  entertained 
among  us. 

I  find  the  revenue  of  this  Province  to  be  very  precarious 
and  the  Govern m*  altogether  destitute  of  any  Banck  or  Fund 
of  money  and  which  is  worse  is  at  present  much  in  arrears 
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therefore  can  do  no  more  save  truly  to  represent  the  whole  p.  r.  o. 
affair  to  their  sacred  Ma*~

[Illegal  Trading.] 

After  Our  very  hearty  comendation  complaint  having  been 
made  to  their  Maj^**  by  the  merchants  trading  to  Virginia  and 
Maryland  that  their  Trade  is  in  a  great  measure  destroyed 
and  ruined  by  many  ships  trading  directly  from  Scotland  and 
Ireland  to  Virginia  Maryland  and  Pensilvania  and  from  thence 
back  to  the  said  places  without  paying  their  Maj'  dues,  to  the 
undervaluing  Trade  to  all  such  fair  Traders  who  observe  the 
Act  of  Navigation  For  the  prevention  as  much  as  may  be  of 
such  illegal  Trade  for  the  future  We  have  received  their  Maj* 
Commands  and  accordingly  we  do  hereby  signify  their  Maj' 
Royal  will  and  pleasure  unto  you  that  you  cause  one  or  more 
small  vessels  of  about  forty  tun  each  to  be  hired,  with  skilful! 
Comanders  in  those  parts  for  whom  you  will  be  answerable 
and  to  appoint  them  to  cruise  upon  the  costs  of  Maryland  and 
Pensilvania  with  power  to  examine  all  ships  trading  to  and 
from  those  parts  and  to  inspect  the  clearings  of  the  said  ships 
in  the  Collectors  Books  in  order  to  the  discovery  of  forged 
Cocquets  &  Certificats  And  for  the  defraying  the  charge  of 
such  vessels  and  encouragement  of  the  Commander  or  Com- 
manders thereof  You  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  dispose  of  their  Maj'  third  part  of  the  forfeitures  upon  the 
Acts  of  Trade  and  Navigation  and  the  Penalties  recovered  on 
forfeited  bonds  within  your  Government  in  such  manner  as 
you  shall  find  most  conducing  to  their  Maj'  service  herein 
And  for  the  better  guidance  of  the  Comander  or  Comanders 
of  such  vessels  as  shall  be  employed  in  this  Province,  you  will 
herewith  receive  the  draught  of  Instructions  which  you  are  to 
give  unto  them,  and  you  are  from  time  to  time  and  as  often 
as  you  shall  see  convenient  to  take  an  acc^  from  the  CoiHander, 
or  Comanders  of  such  vessels  of  their  proceedings  in  the 
execution  of  their  Instructions  to  the  intent  that  under  colour 
of  executing  the  power  and  directions  which  shall  be  thereby 
given  unto  them,  they  do  not  molest  and  hinder  the  legall 
prosecution  of  Trade  in  those  parts  as  well  to  the  prejudice  of 
their  Maj'  Revenue  here,  as  of  their  Maj'  subjects  in  the  Plan- 
tations and  soe  We  bid  you  very  heartily  farewell  From  the 
Treasury  Chamber  at  Whitehall  the  \^^  day  of  November

day in  May;  when,  there  not  being  a  Quorum,  'twas  adjourned 
to  the  next  day,  and  Sir  Thomas  Lawrence  delivering  me  their 
Maj^'"*  Order  in  Councill  of  the  28*^  of  September  restoring 
him  to  his  place  of  Councillor  and  Judge  of  the  said  Provin- 
cial Courte,  the  same  being  read  was  ordered  to  be  entered 
in  the  Council  Books,  to  be  observed  accordingly,  upon  which 
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and  by  reason  of  the  yet  small  appearance,  I  did  by  advice  of  p.  r.  o. 
those  present  in  Council!,  issue  out  a  new  CoiHission  to  the
